PROVISIONS  OF  THE  CITY  CHARTER  OF  THE 
CITY  OF  LA  CROSSE. 

PUBLIC  SCHOOLS. 

Section  1.  At  the  first  regular  meeting  of  the  Common 
Council  held  in  December,  3  887,  said  Council  shall  elect  three 
persons,  residents  of  said  city,  as  school  commissioners,  to 
serve  in  place  of  the  three  commissioners  whose  terms  of  office 
expire  on  the  first  Monday  of  January,  1888,  and  at  its  first 
regular  meeting  held  in  December,  1888,  said  Council  shall 
elect  four  persons,  residents  of  said  city,  as  school  commis- 
sioners to  serve  in  place  of  the  four  commissioners  whose 
terms  of  ofiice  expire  on  the  first  Monday  of  January,  1889, 
The  school  commissioners  elected  under  the  provisions  of  this 
act  may  be  chosen  without  regard  to  the  place  or  ward  of 
their  residence  in  said  city,  and  shall  hold  their  office  for  two 
years  and  until  their  successors  are  elected  and  qualified, 
unless  removed  for  misconduct  or  other  sufficient  cause,  by 
vote  of  the  Common  Council,  as  provided  in  this  act;  pro- 
vided, that  no  two  residents  of  any  one  ward  shall  hold  office 
as  school  commissioners  at  the  same  time. 

Section  2.  The  terms  of  the  commissioners  who  shall  be 
elected  under  Section  1,  of  this  chapter,  shall  commence  on 
the  first  Monday  of  January  next  after  their  election ;  and 
such  commissioners  elected  as  herein  provided  shall  form  a 
board  of  education  by  the  name  and  style  of  the  Board  of 
Education  of  the  City  of  La  Crosse,  and  a  majority  of  said 
board  shall  constitute  a  quorum  for  the  transaction  of  busi- 
ness, and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Common  Council  to  sup- 
ply, by  election,  any  vacancy  which  may  occur  from  time  to 
time  in  said  board  by  resignation,  removal  or  otherwise. 

Section  3.  The  present  school  board  of  the  City  of  La 
Crosse  shall  continue  to  act  as  the  school  board  of  said  city, 
and  shall  perform  all  the  duties  of  a  school  board  of  such  city 
under  this  act;  each  member  of  such  board  shall  hold  his 
office  under  this  act  until  the  expiration  of  the  time  for  which 
he  was  last  elected  to  such  board,  unless  sooner  removed,  as 
herein  provided. 

Section  4.  The  board  of  education  shall,  at  its  regular 
meeting  held  on  the  first  Monday  of  July,  1887,  or  within 
fifteen  days  thereafter,  elect  some  suitable  person,  having  the 
necessary  qualifications,  as  city  superintendent  of  schools, 
who  shall  hold  his  office  until  the  first  Monday  in  July,  ]  888, 
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and  until  his  successor  shall  be  elected  and  qualified;  and 
thereafter  the  board  of  education  shall  annually,  at  its  regular 
meeting  on  the  first  Monday  of  July  of  each  year,  or  within 
fifteen  days  thereafter,  elect  a  city  superintendent  of  schools, 
whose  term  of  office  shall  commence  on  the  first  Monday  of 
July,  and  said  superintendent  shall  continue  in  office  one 
year,  and  until  his  successor  is  elected  and  qualified,  unless 
removed  by  a  two-thirds  vote  of  the  Common  Council  for  mis- 
conduct or  other  sufficient  cause,  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of 
the  school  board  to  supply  by  election  any  vacancy  which 
may  occur  from  time  to  time  in  said  office  of  school  superin- 
tendent by  resignation,  death  or  otherwise.  The  term  of  office 
of  the  present  school  superintendent  shall  continue  under  this 
act  until  the  first  Monday  of  July,  1887. 

Section  5.  The  board  of  education  shall,  at  its  regular 
meeting  in  January  A.  D.  1838,  and  annually  thereafter,  elect 
one  of  its  members  president,  who  shall  preside  at  all  the 
meetings  of  the  board  and  preserve  order  and  decorum 
therein,  and  decide  all  questions  of  order  subject  to  an  appeal 
of  the  board.  He  shall  countersign  all  orders  drawn  by  the 
clerk  on  the  school  fund,  and  shall  declare  all  votes  taken  on 
questions  coming  before  the  board;  provided,  that  on  all  ques- 
tions requiring  the  appropriation  of  money  or  the  adoption  of 
new  text  books,  the  vote  shall  be  taken  by  ayes  and  noes;  and 
on  any  other  question  before  such  board  the  vote  shall  be 
taken  by  ayes  and  noes;  when  any  member  so 
demands.  In  the  absence  of,  or  inability  of  the 
President  to  so  act,  the  board  shall  elect  a  President  pro  tem- 
pore, who  shall  perform  all  the  duties  of  the  President  for  the 
time  being  and  until  the  President  shall  be  able  to  resume  the 
duties  of  the  office. 

Section  6.  The  board  of  education  shall  have  at  least 
four  regular  meetings  in  each  year,  which  shall  be  held  on  the 
fir.st  Monday  of  January,  April,  July  and  October,  and  they 
may  hold  special  meetings  at  such  other  times  as  they  may 
deem  necessary.  Such  special  meetings  shall  be  called  by  the 
President  on  the  request  of  any  two  members  of  such  board. 

Section  7.  The  duties  of  the  board  of  education  shall  be 
as  follows :  First.  To  elect  at  its  regular  meetings  in  July, 
or  within  fifteen  days  thereafter,  a  city  superintendent  of 
schools;  if  such  election  shall  not  take  place  at  or  withm  the 
time  aforesaid,  the  said  superintendent  shall  be  elected  by  the 
Common  Council  at  some  regular  meeting  thereafter.  Second. 
To  decide  on  the  number  of  teachers  to  be  employed,  the  grade 
of  schools  to  be  kept  by  each,  and  the  salary  to  be  paid  to 
each,  and  to  arrange  and  determine  the  terms  and  vacations 
in  the  public  schools  of  the  city;  to  establish  uniformity  in 
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the  school  system,  and  to  require  and  secure  uniformity  of 
text  books  and  to  adopt  and  change  text  books;  provided,  that 
when  a  text  book  or  series  of  text  books  have  been  adopted, 
the  same  shall  not  be  changed  for  a  period  of  three  years 
from  the  date  of  their  adoption.  Third.  To  establish  rules 
and  regulations  for  the  schools  not  in  conflict  with  the  consti- 
tution and  laws  of  this  State,  and  from  time  to  time  to  alter, 
modify  or  repeal  the  same,  as  it  may  deem  expedient.  Fourth. 
In  the  name  of  the  City  of  La  Crosse  to  employ  and  contract 
with  all  teachers,  and  all  such  contracts  shall  be  made  in 
duplicate  and  shall  be  signed  by  the  teacher  and  by  the  board 
of  education  in  behalf  of  the  city,  or  by  some  member  of  said 
board  designated  for  that  purpose  by  resolution  of  said  board, 
and  one  copy  shall  be  filed  with  the  clerk  and  the  other  copy 
delivered  to  the  teacher  signing  the  same.  Fifth.  To  audit 
each  and  every  indebtedness  of  said  city  created  for  school 
purposes.  Sixth.  To  superintend  and  manage  the  schools  in 
said  city,  and  to  have  the  custody  and  supervision  of  all  prop- 
erty of  the  city  used  for  school  purposes,  and  to  establish  and 
change  the  boundaries  of  school  districts. 

Section  8.  The  said  board  of  education  shall  have  power 
to  contract  in  the  name  and  in  behalf  of  the  City  of  La  Crosse 
for  all  fuel,  furniture  and  stationery,  school  apparatus  and 
libraries  required  for  the  use  of  the  school,  and  all  incidentals 
required  for  carrying  on  the  schools,  and  for  the  leasing  and 
hiring  of  school  buildings,  and  such  contracts  when  executed 
shall  be  binding  on  said  city,  and  all  sums  becoming  due 
thereon  shall  be  paid  out  of  the  school  fund  of  said  city ;  pro- 
vided, however,  that  whenever  repairs  to  a  larger  amount 
than  five  hundred  dollars  shall,  in  the  opinion  of  the  board, 
be  required,  for  any  one  school  house,  the  board  shall  cause  a 
statement  to  be  made  ehowing  the  repairs  required  and  an 
estimate  of  the  cost  thereof  to  be  be  laid  before  the  Common 
Council,  and  whenever,  in  the  opinion  of  the  board,  another 
school  house  or  houses  may  be  required,  the  board  shall  cause 
estimates  of  the  cost  for  a  site  or  sites  for  such  house  or 
houses,  and  a  plan  of  the  proposed  building  or  buildings,  to- 
gether with  estimates  of  the  cost  of  the  same  to  be  made  and 
shall  submit  the  same  to  the  Common  Council  for  their  con- 
sideration and  approval;  in  either  of  which  cases  the  Common 
Council  shall,  if  it  deem  best,  take  measures  to  have  such 
repairs  made  or  such  building  or  buildings  constructed  by 
and  under  the  direction  of  the  board  of  public  works  as  in 
other  cases  and  such  building  site  or  sites  purchased  by  the 
school  board  in  the  name  of  the  city,  and  shall  have  power  to 
levy  and  collect  a  tax  to  defray  the  expenses  for  such  repairs, 
building  or  building  sites;  provided,  that  no  tax  shall  be  levied

or  collected  for  any  or  either  of  such  purposes  except  by  an 
aflSrmative  vote  of  a  majority  of  all  the  aldermen  elected  to 
such  Council.  In  advance  of  the  collection  of  any  such  tax 
the  Common  Council  may  provide  for  the  immediate  purchase 
of  such  site,  or  the  const ructian  or  repair  of  such  bnildings, 
or  both,  by  appropriation  from  the  general  fund  to  the  school 
fund.  No  such  repairs  shall  be  made  and  no  such  building  or 
repairs  shall  be  commenced  or  contracted  for  until  such 
appropriation  shall  have  been  made  or  such  tax  actually 
levied.  When  such  appropriation  shall  be  so  made  the  taxf  s 
levied  for  such  purposes  shall,  when  collected,  be  placed  to  the 
credit  of  the  general  fund.  The  school  board  shall  not  in  any 
one  year  contract  any  debt  or  incur  any  expense  greater  than 
the  amount  of  the  school  fund  subject  to  their  orders  without 
previous  ordinance  or  resolution  of  the  Common  Council 
authorizing  them  to  do  so. 

Section  9.  The  board  of  education  shall  annually,  on  or 
before  the  first  day  of  November  of  each  year,  submit  a  state- 
ment in  writing  to  the  Common  Council  showing  thg  condition 
of  the  several  public  schools  of  the  ciiy  and  the  average  num- 
ber of  pupils  in  attendance,  the  names  and  rates  of  compensa- 
tion of  the  several  teachers,  the  co?t  of  supporting  each  and 
all  of  the  said  j-chools  since  their  previous  report,  and  the  esti 
mated  cost  thereof  to  the  time  of  their  next  subsequent  report, 
as  in  this  section  required  to  be  made,  specifying  the  items  of 
such  costs  and  expenses,  together  with  such  other  matters  as 
they  shall  deem  proper  or  as  the  Common  Council  may  re- 
quire; and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Common  Council  on 
levying  the  taxes  of  said  city  for  the  ensuing  year  to  levy  the 
amounts  so  required  for  city  school  purposes  by  itself ;  and  the 
amount  so  raised,  when  paid  into  the  city  treasury,  together 
with  the  moneys  derived  by  said  city  from  the  state  and 
county  school  funds  and  such  fines,  penalties,  forfeitures  and 
tuition  moneys  as  may  properly  belong  to  the  city  school 
fund,  shall  together  constitute  the  school  fund  of  said  city, 
and  shall  be  paid  out  only  for  the  purpose  of  the  public  schools 
of  said  city  and  for  no  other  purpose  whatever.  Nothing  in 
this  section  contained  shall  prevent  the  Common  Council  from 
taking  into  consideration  the  amount  to  be  received  by  said 
city  from  the  state  and  county  school  funds  during  the  ensu- 
ing year,  and  raising  a  tax  only  for  the  balance  required  to 
make  up  the  amount  estimated. 

Section  10.  All  moneys  received  by  or  raised  in  the  city 
of  La  Crosse  for  school  purposes  shall  be  paid  over  to  the  city 
treasurer  to  be  disbursed  by  him  on  the  orders  of  the  presi- 
dent and  secretary  of  the  school  board  countersi{rned  by  the 
city  comptroller ,    Such  orders  shall  be  made  payable  to  the 
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order  of  the  person  in  whose  favor  they  have  been  issued,  and 
shall  be  the  only  vouchers  of  tue  city  treasurer  for  payments 
from  the  school  fund ;  and  the  school  board  Bhall  provide  for 
the  purchase  and  delivery  of  necessary  fuel,  apparatus  and 
supplies  of  the  schools  of  the  city  in  like  manner  as  such  pur- 
chases are  made  for  other  city  uses;  provided,  that  the 
amount  expended  by  the  school  board  shall  not  exceed  the 
funds  provided  for  these  purposes  respectively ;  and  the  comp- 
troller shall  not  countersign  any  orders  of  the  president  and 
secretary  of  said  school  board  unless  there  is  a  balance  in  the 
treasury  of  the  city  to  the  credit  of  the  fund  subject  to  the 
disposition  and  control  cf  said  board. 

Section  11.  No  member  of  said  board  of  education  shall 
have  any  interest,  direct  or  indirect,  in  any  contract  made  by 
said  board ;  and  any  contract  made  by  such  board  in  which 
any  member  thereof  shall  have  any  interest  shall  be  absolutely 
void.  No  compensation  or  salary  shall  be  paid  out  of  the  city 
treasury  to  any  member  of  such  board  for  his  services. 

Section  12.  The  Common  Council  of  said  city  shall  have 
power  to  pass  such  ordinances  and  regulations  as  the  board  of 
education  shall  report  as  necessary  or  proper  for  the  protec- 
tion, preservation,  care  or  safekeeping  of  the  school  houses, 
lots,  furniture,  books,  apparatus  and  school  house  appurten- 
ances belonging  to  the  said  city,  and  to  impose  penalties  for 
the  violation  of  such  ordinances  and  regulations.  All  such 
penalties  shall  be  collected  in  the  same  manner  as  other  penal- 
ties for  the  violation  of  the  city  ordinances. 

Section  13.  The  title  of  all  real  and  personal  property 
heretofore  owned  by  the  city  of  La  Crosse  for  school  purposes 
shall  become  vested  in  and  remain  in  said  city  for  the  same 
purposes  from  and  after  the  passage  of  this  act.  The  said 
city  shall  have  power  to  dispose  of  any  such  real  and  personal 
estate,  and  to  take  hold  and  dispose  of  any  real  or  personal 
estate  which  may  hereafter  be  transferred  to  said  city  by  gift, 
grant,  bequest  or  devise  for  the  use  of  schools  of  said  city, 
whether  the  s  me  shall  be  transferred  in  terms  to  said  city  by 
its  proper  style  or  by  any  other  designation,  or  to  any  other 
person  or  persons  or  corporation  for  the  use  of  said  schools ; 
provided,  that  all  moneys  derived  from  sales,  rents  or  in- 
comes, or  any  such  real  or  personal  estate  shall  be  paid  into 
the  city  treasury  and  shall  be  placed  to  the  school  fund  of  said 
city. 

Section  14.  The  treasurer  of  the  city  of  La  Crosse  is 
hereby  authorized,  empowered  and  directed  to  apply  for  and 
receive  from  the  county  treasurer  of  the  county  of  La  Crosse 
all  moneys  appropriated  for  the  use  of  schools  in  said  city, 
and  all  other  moneys  in  the  possession  of  said  county  treas- 
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urer  at  any  time,  raised,  appropriated  or  intended  for  the  use 
and  benefit  of  the  schools  of  said  city. 

Section  15.  The  duties  of  the  city  superintendent  of 
schools  shall  be  as  follows : 

1.  To  examine  all  applicants  for  teacher's  licenses  in  the 
branches  taught  in  the  public  schools  of  said  city  (and  if  such 
applicant  be  approved  by  him  to  give  them  certificates  to 
teach  in  said  cicy),  not  exceeding  one  year  from  the  date 
thereof.  Provided,  that  said  superintendent  shall  have 
authority  in  his  discretion,  when  not  otherwise  directed  by 
the  board  of  education,  to  issue  such  certificate  to  any  appli- 
cant or  applicants  who  may  have  been  already  once  examined 
and  licensed  by  him,  as  aforesaid,  in  any  previous  year,  with- 
out re  examination  of  such  applicant  or  applicants. 

2.  To  annul  teacher's  certificates  whenever  he  may  think 
proper;  provided,  that  such  teacher  shall  have  the  right  to 
appeal  to  the  board  of  education. 

3.  To  visit  each  school  department  in  said  city  at  least 
four  times  each  term. 

4.  To  report  for  the  consideration  of  the  board  of  educa- 
tion such  text  books  as  he  may  think  advisable  and  proper 
for  the  use  of  the  city  schools,  and  to  report  such  alterations 
therein,  from  time  to  time,  as  he  may  deem  advisable  or  best 
for  the  interest  of  the  city  schools. 

5.  To  report  to  the  board  of  education  at  each  regular 
meeting  the  condition  of  the  schools  under  his  supervision,  and 
particularly  as  to  the  average  attendance  of  each  school  since 
tne  last  meeting  of  such  board;  to  make  such  recommenda- 
tions as  will,  in  his  judgment,  p^mote  the  welfare  of  said 
schools,  and  to  perform  such  other  duties  as  may  be  required 
of  him  by  the  board. 

6.  He  shall  between  the  tenth  and^fifteenth  days  of  July 
in  each  year  make  a  statement  of  the  number  of  children, 
male  and  female,  designated  separately,  over  the  age  of  four 
and  under  the  age  ;  f  twenty  years,  residing  in  said  city  on  the 
last  day  of  June  previous  to  the  date  of  such  report,  and  shall, 
on  or  before  the  fifteenth  day  of  August  of  each  year,  make 
and  transmit  to  the  state  superintendent  of  schools  a  report 
containing  the  fact  required,  a  copy  of  which  said  report  he 
shall  present  to  the  board  of  education  at  their  first  meeting 
after  the  same  is  made  out  as  hereinbefore  provided, 

7.  He  shall  attend  all  the  meetings  of  the  board  of  .'edu- 
cation and  act  as  clerk  thereof ;  and  may  there  make  any  sug- 
gestions he  may  thmk  advisable  relative  to  the  ^government 
of  the  schools  of  the  city. 

8.  He  shall,  within  ten  days  after -'the  annual  appoint- 
ment of  teachers  and  other  salaried  employes,  report  to  and 
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file  with  the  city  comptroller  a  duly  certified  list  of  the  teach- 
ers and  employes  so  appointed,  with  the  salary  allowed  to 
>  each,  and  a  statement  of  the  time  or  times  fixed  for  the  pay- 

ment thereof.  He  shall  in  like  manner  certify  and  report  to 
the  comptroller  any  new  appointments  or  changes  in  salaries 
of  appointees  immediately  after  such  action  is  had,  and  shall 
furnish  to  the  comptroller  for  his  information  a  list  of  all 
accounts  allowed  by  the  school  board  immediately  after  the 
meeting  at  which  such  allowance  was  made. 

Section  16.  The  city  superintendent  of  schools  shall  re- 
ceive an  annual  salary,  which  shall  be  determined  from  year 
to  year  by  the  board  of  education,  and  which  shall  be  paid 
monthly  out  of  the  school  fund  of  said  city. 

Section  17.  The  board  of  education  shall  have  power, 
and  it  shall  be  its  duty  to  make  all  necessary  rules  and  regu- 
lations for  securing  the  health  of  teachers  and  scholars  in  the 
schools  of  said  city,  and  to  prevent  the  spread  of  contagious 
diseases  among  or  by  the  same ;  and  for  this  purpose  tne  board 
shall  have  power  by  resolution  to  require  pupils  to  be  vacci- 
nated or,  in  default  thereof,  to  be  excluded  from  the  schools, 
and  the  Common  Council  shall  have  power,  upon  the  recom- 
mendation of  said  board,  to  appropriate  from  the  general  fund 
of  the  city  such  amount  as  may  be  necessary  to  pay  the  ex- 
penses of  properly  vaccinating  such  pupils  or  such  number  of 
pupils  as  said  board  may  designate,  or  said  board  may  appro- 
priate and  use  any  surplus  in  the  school  fund  for  the  same 
purpose. 

Section  18.  The  Common  Council  shall  have  power  from 
time  to  time  to  borrow  such  sum  or  sum^?  of  money  not  ex- 
ceeding twenty  thousand  dollars,  in  any  one  year,  as  said 
Common  Council  may  deem  necessary,  to  be  used  under  the 
direction  of  said  Council  in  the  purchase  of  lands  for  school 
house  sites  and  in  the  erection  and  enlargement  of  school 
buildings,  and  to  issue  bonds  of  the  city  therefor,  payable  not 
more  than  thirty  years  after  date  f.  nd  bearing  not  more  than 
seven  per  cent,  interest  per  annum,  such  bonds  to  be  signed 
by  the  mayor  and  countersigned  by  the  clerk,  with  the  seal  of 
the  city  attached;  provided,  the  power  herein  given  shall  be 
exercised  subject  to  the  limitation  of  municipal  indebtedness 
prescribed  by  the  constitution. 
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POWERS  AND  DUTIES  OF  THE  STANDING  COM- 
MITTEES OF  THE  BOARD  OF 
EDUCATION. 

FINANCE  COMMITTEE. 

(i)  The  Finance  Committee  shall  have  the  supervis- 
ion of  all  the  fiscal  concerns  of  the  board,  and  shall  report 
the  condition  of  the  school  fund  quarterly  to  the  Board, 
viz  :  At  the  regular  meetings  in  January,  April,  July  and 
October,  and  shall  submit  to  the  Board  an  estimate  of  the 
amount  of  money  necessary  to  be  raised  dy  the  Common 
Council  for  the  support  of  the  schools  for  the  ensuing 
year,  on  or  before  the  first  meeting  in  November  in  each 
year.  They  shall  audit  all  claims  against  the  Board  school 
fund  of  the  city,  and  shall  submit  a  written  report  thereon 
for  the  approval  of  the  Board  at  each  meeting;  they  shall 
also  inspect  the  monthly  pay  roll  and  report  on  the  same. 
All  bills  presented  for  auditing  shall  be  countersigned  by 
the  committee  or  person  who  gave  order  for  the  same. 

COMMITTEE    ON   BUILDING  AND  GROUNDS. 

(2.)  This  Committee  shall  exercise  general  supervis- 
ion over  all  school  grounds  and  buildings. 

They  shall  make  all  needful  repairs  on  buildings, 
furniture  and  fixtures. 

They  shall  see  that  the  heating  apparatus  is  kept  in 
safe  and  proper  condition. 

They  shall  authorize  the  planting  of  shade  trees  on 
any  of  the  school  grounds  whenever  they  may  deem  it 
advisible. 

Whenever  in  their  judgment  the  cost  of  any  repairs 
is  likely  to  exceed  the  sum  of  ;^ioo,  the  same  shall  first  be 
authorized  by  the  Board. 

COMMITTEE  ON  FUEL. 

(3.)  This  Committee  shall  see  that  each  building  is 
provided  with  fuel  of  proper  kind  and  amount.  All  con- 
tracts made  shall  be  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Board. 

COMMITTEE  ON  SCHOOLS  AND  TEACHERS. 

(4.)  This  Committee  shall  consist  of  three  members 
and  shall  have  charge  of  matters  pertaining  to  all  em- 
ployees of  the  Board. 
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All  applications  for  positions  shall  be  made  to 
the  Superintendent  who  shall  report  them  with  such 
recommendations  as  he  shall  deem  proper  to  this 
committee  w^hich  shall  make  nominations  to  the  Board. 
Temporary  appointments  to  vacancies  occurring  between 
the  regular  meetings  of  the  Board  may  be  made  by  the 
Superintendent  who  shall  report  the  same  to  the  Board  at 
the  first  meeting  thereafter. 

COMMITTEE  ON  TEXT  BOOKS. 

(5.)  This  Committee  shall  refer  all  proposed  changes 
in  books  and  the  introduction  of  new  books  to  the  Superin- 
tendent and  principals,  and  their  recommendations,  together 
with  that  of  the  Committee,  shall  be  reported  to  the  Board. 
They  shall  authorize  the  purchase  of  all  necessary  books 
from  the  approved  list. 

COMMITTEE  ON  SUPPLIES, 

(6.)  The  Committee  on  Supplies  shall  purchase  or 
shall  make  all  contracts  for  the  furnishing  of  such  supplies 
as  shall  be  needed  for  the  proper  conduct  of  the  schools; 
but  such  Committee  shall  not  purchase  or  contract  for  sup- 
plies where  the  amount  involved  exceeds  i^ioo,  without 
first  submitting  the  matter  to  the  Board  for  its  approval. 

HIGH  SCHOOL  COMMITTEE. 

(7.)  The  High  School  Committee  shall  consist  of 
three  members,  and  the  President  of  the  Board  shall  be 
the  Chairman  thereof 

RULES  AND  REGULATIONS. 

GENERAL  PROVISIONS. 

Rule  i.  The  public  schools  of  La  Crosse  shall  be 
divided  into  twelve  grades  of  one  year  each.  These 
grades  shall  be  subdivided  into  sections  of  one  half  year 
each  and  designated  respectively,  A  and  B,  and  promotion 
shall  be  made  from  section  to  section  semi-annually.  The 
first  four  grades  shall  constitute  the  Primary  Department, 
the  second  four  grades  the  Grammar  Department,  and  the 
lour  highest  grades  the  High  School  Department.  The 
District  Schools  comprize  the  Primary  and  Grammar  De- 
partments. 

Rule  2.  The  school  year  shall  consist  of  three  terms 
— one  of  sixteen  weeks,  and  two  terms  of  twelve  weeks 
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each.  The  time  of  commencing  each  term,  and  the  length 
of  the  vacation  shall  be  determined  by  the  Board  of  Edu- 
cation each  year. 

Rule  3.  There  shall  be  two  daily  sessions  in  all  the 
schools.  The  first  session  shall  commence  at  9  o'clock 
A.  M.,  and  close  at  12  M.  The  second  shall  commence  at 
1:30  P.  M.,  and  close  at  4  o'clock  P.  M.  The  first  and 
second  grades  shall  close  fifteen  minutes  earlier  in  the 
forenoon,  and  thirty  minutes  earlier  in  the  afternoon.  In 
each  morning  session  there  shall  be  a  recess  of  fifteen 
minutes,  and  ten  minutes  in  the  afternoon,  to  be  arranged 
as  the  principals  may  think  most  judicious. 

Rule  4.  At  least  once  each  year  there  shall  be  an  ex- 
amination of  all  pupils  in  the  two  lower  departments,  under 
the  general  direction  of  the  Principals  and  Superintendent, 
and  this  examination  together  with  the  monthly  examina- 
tions, shall  determine  the  standard  of  attainment  of  the 
pupils,  which,  for  promotion  from  grade  to  grade  shall  be 
seventy  per  cent,  in  each  of  the  studies  of  reading,  writing, 
spelling  and  language,  and  an  average  of  seventy  per 
cent,  in  all  other  studies. 

(b)  The  standard  of  attainment  in  the  High 
School  for  promotion  shall  be  at  least  seventy-five  per  cent, 
in  any  single  study,  and  an  average  of  seventy-five  per 
cent,  in  all  the  studies  of  the  D  and  C  classes;  in  the  B  and 
A  classes  the  standard  shall  be  at  least  seventy-five  per 
cent,  in  each  study,  and  an  average  of  eighty  per  cent,  in 
all. 

Rule  5.  The  members  of  the  senior  class  in  the 
High  School,  who  have  completed  the  specified  course  of 
study  in  a  satisfactory  manner,  shall  be  entitled  to  a 
diploma  furnished  by  the  Board  of  Education. 

Rule  6.  No  public  school  building  or  premises 
shall  be  permitted  to  be  used  for  any  other  purpose  what- 
ever, than  for  public  schools,  except  by  special  permission 
of  the  President  and  Superintendent. 

Rule  7.  The  books  used  and  the  studies  pursued 
shall  be  only  such  as  may  be  authorized  by  the  Board. 
All  applications  for  books  or  apparatus  and  supplies  per_ 
taining  to  teaching,  shall  be  made  by  teachers  to  their  res« 
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pective  principals;  by  the  principals  to  the  Superintendent, 
and  by  the  Superintendent  to  the  proper  committees. 

Rule  8.  Besides  the  ordinary  vacations,  schools 
shall  be  closed  on  Saturday  and  on  legal  holidays,  but  on 
no  other  day  except  by  special  action  of  the  Board. 

Rule  9.  The  President  and  Clerk  are  authorized  to 
issue  orders  for  the  payment  of  the  teachers,  monthly,  as 
per  contract. 

Rule  10.  No  non-resident  pupil  shall  be  admitted  to 
a  seat  in  any  of  the  schools  except  by  special  permission  of 
the  Superintendent.  Such  pupils,  except  those  whose 
parents  pay  a  city  tax  of  at  least  ^50  lor  each  scholar,  shall 
pay  in  advance,  to  the  City  Treasurer,  a  tuition  fee  at  the 
rate  of  ;^i6  per  year,  for  admission  to  any  of  the  lower 
grades,  and  $24  tuition  fee  per  year  for  admission  to  the 
High  School,  and  present  the  receipt  of  the  City  Treasurer 
to  the  Superintendent  at  the  time  of  admission.  No  tuition 
for  less  than  one  term  will  be  received.  But  no  non-resi- 
dent pupils  shall  be  admitted  to  a  seat  in  any  of  the 
schools  in  the  city  to  the  exclusion  of  the  resident  pupils. 

Rule  i  i.  The  president  or  any  member  of  the  Board 
and  the  Superintendent  shall  have  authority  to  dismiss  any 
school  temporarily,  or  to  grant  leave  of  absence  from 
school  to  any  teacher,  when  in  their  judgment  such  dis- 
missal or  leave  of  absence  shall  be  necessary. 

Rule  12.  The  Board  of  Education  shall  determine 
before  May  1 5th,  of  each  school  year  what  teachers  then 
employed  in  the  schools  shall  be  retained  during  the 
coming  year,  subject  to  the  annual  examination  of  teach- 
ers. Written  notices  of  their  election,  signed  by  the  clerk 
of  the  Board,  shall  be  sent  to  such  teachers  forthwith,  and 
they  shall  within  ten  days  of  the  time  of  receiving  such 
notice,  file  in  the  office  of  the  Board  of  Education,  their 
written  acceptance  of  such  position,  endorsed  on  said 
notice,  and  said  notice  and  acceptance  shall  constitute  the 
contract  between  the  Board  and  teacher. 

In  case  any  teacher  shall  terminate  the  contract  with- 
out the  consent  of  the  Board,  he  or  she  shall  forfeit  his  or 
her  salary  then  earned  and  unpaid. 

Rule  13.  Whenever  any  parent  or  guardian  feels 
aggrieved  at  the  action  of  any  teacher,  he  is  requested  to 
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give  information  thereto  to  the  Principal,  and  in  case  the 
matter  is  not  satisfactorily  adjusted  by  him,  such  parent  or 
guardian  may  appeal  to  the  Superintendent  and  finally  to 
the  Board. 

DUTIES  OF  THE  SUPERINTENDENT. 

Rule  14.  In  addition  to  the  duties  defined  by  the 
school  law,  the  Superintendent  shall  have  the  general 
supervision  of  the  schools,  school  house  and  apparatus, 
and  shall  visit  each  school  often  to  acquaint  himself 
thoroughly  with  the  qualifications  of  each  teacher,  and  the 
condition  of  each  school. 

Rule  i  5 .  He  shall  assist  the  teachers  in  the  classifi- 
cation and  promotion  of  tlie  pupils  and  in  maintaining 
good  order  in  the  schools,  and  suggest  improvements  to 
remedy  defects. 

Rule  16.  In  order  to  keep  the  schools  uniformly 
graded,  the  Superintendent  shall  in  person  make  a 
thorough  examination  of  all  the  schools,  or  such  grade  or 
grades  in  all  as  he  may  select,  once  every  year.  He  shall 
preserve  a  record  of  these  examinations  for  the  purpose  of 
comparison,  and  shall  report  the  results  to  the  Board. 

Rule  17.  He  shall  have  the  authority  to  call  meet- 
ings for  the  purpose  of  conferring  with  the  teachers  in 
respect  to  the  best  methods  of  discipline  and  instruction. 

Rule  18.  He  shall  select  a  system  of  blank.^  for 
registers  and  reports  and  prescribe  rules  to  teachers  for 
keeping  the  same. 

Rule  19.  It  shall  be  his  duty  to  enforce  the  regula- 
tions of  the  Board,  for  which  purpose  he  shall  have  the 
power  to  suspend  such  teachers  as  may  refuse  or  neglect 
to  comply  with  the  requirements,  and  report  such  suspen- 
sion immediately  to  the  Committee  on  Schools  and  Teach- 
ers. He  shall  have  power  to  fill  vacancies  caused  by  tem- 
porary absences  of  teachers. 

Rule  20.  It  shall  be  his  duty  to  keep  a  record  of 
the  monthly  report  of  each  teacher,  embracing  the  average 
attendance  and  punctuality  of  pupils  in  their  respective 
schools,  as  well  as  the  number  of  parents  and  others  who 
have  visited  the  schools,  and  make  a  written  report  of  the 
same  to  be  read  at  each  regular  meeting. 
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Rule  21.  At  the  close  of  the  school  year,  he  shall  pre- 
pare a  report  of  the  condition  of  the  schools,  together  with 
such  suggestions,  information,  and  recommendations  as  he 
may  deem  proper,  and  present  the  same  to  the  Board  at  its 
ftrst  meeting  in  September  for  approval  and  before  publica- 
tion of  the  same. 

Rule  22.  The  Superintendent  shall  designate  and 
direct  a  uniform  city  time  for  beginning  and  closing 
schools. 

Rule  23.  It  shall  also  be  his  duty  to  examine  and 
report  on  all  text  books,  apparatus,  and  supplies  pertaining 
to  teaching,  which  shall  be  submitted  to  him  by  the  Com- 
mittee on  Text  Books,  within  thirty  days  thereafter,  unless 
excused  for  cause  by  the  Committee. 

Rule  24,  He  shall  conduct  a  semi-annual  examina- 
tion of  applicants  for  admission  to  the  High  School  and 
may  summon  to  his  aid  any  of  the  teachers  of  said  school, 
and  the  standard  of  attainment  for  admission  shall  be  the 
same  per  cent,  as  provided  for  promotion  in  the  lower 
grades. 

Rule  25.  He  shall  examine  all  applicants  for  em- 
ployment as  teachers  or  substitutes  in  the  district  schools 
in  all  branches  taught  in  said  district  schools  of  said  city, 
and  if  approved  by  him,  he  shall  give  them  certificates  to 
teach  in  said  city,  not  exceeding  one  year  from  date  there- 
of; provided,  that  when  not  otherwise  directed  by  the 
Board  of  Education,  he  may  issue  certificates  without  re-ex- 
amination, to  such  teachers  as  shall  have  attained  the  rank 
which  is  now  or  may  be  hereafter  perscribed  by  the  Board 
of  Education.  Duplicates  of  said  certificates  shall  be  filed 
with  the  records  of  the  Board,  and  if  any  contract  should 
thereafter  be  made  with  any  of  the  persons  so  examined, 
the  duplicates  of  his  or  her  certificate  on  file  shall  be  at- 
tached to  said  contract. 

The  minimutu  standard  in  each  branch  in  the  exami- 
nation of  teachers  shall  be  65  per  cent,  and  an  average  of 
75  per  cent,  in  all  branches. 

Rule  26.  He  shall  furnish  to  the  Committee  on 
Schools  and  Teachers,  on  or  before  the  first  of 
May  each  year  a  list  of  all  the  teachers,  by  districts,  then 
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employed,  indicating  their  scholarship,  ability  to  teach  and 
to  govern,  time  of  service  m  La  Crosse,  time  elsewhere, 
s.ilary  paid,  and  grade  or  subject  taught. 

Whenever  in  his  judgment  a  teacher  is  not  doing 
satisfactory  work,  he  shall  report  the  facts  relating  to  such 
teacher  to  the  Committee  on  Schools  and  Teachers, 
with  such  suggestions  or  recommendations  as  he  shall 
think  proper. 

Rule  27.  He  shall  have  the  office  of  the  Board  of 
Education  kept  open  from  8:30  A.  M.  till  12  M.,  and  from 
1:30  to  5  P.  M.  on  school  days  and  from  9  to  1 1  A.  M.  on 
Saturdays. 

Rule  28.  He  shall  keep  such  a  system  of  accounts 
as  will  show  the  cost  per  annum  for  each  school  district, 
divided  as  follows:  salaries  of  teachers,  salaries  of  jani- 
tors, fuel,  furniture,  repairs,  books,  supplies,  incidentals 
and  shall  report  the  same  to  the  Board  at  its  first  regular 
meeting  in  September. 

DUTIES    OF  PRINCIPALS. 

Rule  29.  When  any  pupil  in  the  schools  of  the  city 
shall  in  any  regular  examination  have  fallen  below  sixty 
per  cent,  in  any  study,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  principal 
of  the  district  where  such  pupil  attends,  to  notify  the 
parent  or  guardian  of  such  pupil  of  the  fact,  and  if  such 
pupil  twice  falls  below  sixty  per  cent,  in  the  same  branch 
during  any  one  year,  the  Principal  may  with  the  approval 
of  the  Superintendent  place  such  pupil  in  the  next  lower 
grade. 

Rule  30.  The  principal  of  each  district  shall  keep  a 
complete  list  of  all  such  delinquent  pupils  in  his  district,  a 
copy  of  which  he  shall  furnish  the  Superintendent  at  the 
close  of  each  regular  examination,  together  with  such 
recommendations  and  suggestions  as  he  thinks  proper. 

Rule  31.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  each  principal  to 
see  that  all  the  clocks  belonging  to  his  school  are  regulat- 
ed by  the  Superintendent's  time,  each  morning,  and  all  the 
teachers  shall  conform  to  the  standard  in  making  their 
record  of  punctuality,  both  for  themselves  and  for  their 
pupils. 
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Rule  32.  The  principal  of  each  district  shall  be  held 
responsible  for  the  general  management  and  discipline  of 
the  schools  in  his  district,  and  for  the  care  of  the  buildings 
and  grounds,  furniture,  apparatus,  books,  and  supplies, 
and  the  subordinate  teachers  shall  follow  his  directions 
and  co-operate  with  him  during  the  time  when  the  pupils 
are  on  the  school  premises.  The  principal  of  each  dis- 
trict shall  furnish  the  Committee  on  Schools  and  Teachers, 
on  or  before  May  ist  of  each  school  year,  a 
written  report  of  the  work  of  teachers  in  his  district,  and 
shall  specify  in  detail  the  facts  relating  to  each  teacher 
doing  unsatisfactory  work,  which  facts  must  be  reported  to 
the  Board  at  its  next  meeting. 

Rule  33.  The  principals  of  the  different  districts 
shall  establish  special  rules  for  the  purpose  of  securing  uni- 
form good  order  on  the  part  of  the  scholars  in  passing 
through  the  halls  and  on  the  stairs  and  school  grounds,  at 
the  commencement  of  the  school,  at  recess  and  at  dis- 
missal. 

Rule  34.  For  the  continued  violation  of  rules,  or  for 
violent  or  pointed  opposition  to  authority  in  any  particular 
instance,  the  principal  of  the  district  may  suspend  a  pupil 
from  the  school.  He  shall  notify  the  parent  or  guardian 
immediately,  and  if  the  matter  is  not  adjusted  with  the 
Principal  within  forty-eight  hours,  he  shall  then  notify  the 
Superintendent  and  such  pupil  shall  not  be  admitted  to 
any  school  without  a  permit  from  the  Superintendent. 

Rule  35.  No  pupil  shall  be  finally  expelled  from  the 
school  without  action  to  that  effect  by  the  Board  ot  Educa- 
tion. A  pupil  thus  expelled  shall  not  again  be  received 
into  school  by  any  teacher,  without  a  written  statement 
from  the  Clerk,  that  it  is  by  order  of  the  Board. 

Rule  36.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  each  principal  to  re- 
port upon  text  books,  apparatus  and  supplies  pertaining  to 
teaching,  which  shall  be  submitted  to  him  by  the  Com- 
mittee on  Text  Books,  within  thirty  days  thereafter  unless 
excused  for  cause  by  the  Committee.  Whenever  teachers 
shall  make  application  to  the  principals  for  text  books,  he 
shall  ascertain  the  condition  of  the  old  books  and  whether 
the  new  books  are  needed. 
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Rule  37.  Each  principal  shall  furnish  to  the  Super- 
intendent the  monthly  reports  required  of  himself  and  the 
several  teachers  assisting  him.  These  reports  shall  be  in 
the  hands  of  the  Superintendent  on  or  before  Monday- 
morning  following  the  last  day  of  the  month  covered  by 
the  report.  He  shall  also  furnish,  or  caused  to  be  furnish- 
ed a  report  of  the  scholarship,  attendance  and  deportment 
of  each  pupil,  whose  work  is  not  satisfactory  in  any 
department,  to  the  parents  of  the  same.  These  monthly 
reports  on  being  signed  by  the  parent  shall  be  returned  to 
the  teacher. 

Rule  38.  Corporal  punishment  may  be  employed  to 
secure  obedience,  but  only  after  other  means  have  been 
tried  without  success  in  securing  the  desired  results. 

It  shall  be  administered  by  the  principal  only,  or  by 
an  assistant  teacher  when  given  express  permission  in  each 
case,  and  shall  be  restricted  to  the  use  of  a  leather  strap, 
preferably  on  the  palm  of  the  hand. 

The  principal  shall  keep  a  record  of  all  cases  of 
corporal  punishment,  and  at  the  close  of  each  month  shall 
report  to  the  Superintendent  each  case  v/ith  such  informa- 
tion concerning  it  as  the  Superintendent  may  desire. 

Rule  39.  At  the  close  of  each  year  the  principal  of 
each  district  shall  deliver  at  the  office  of  the  Superinten- 
dent a  key  to  his  building,  an  inventory  of  books,  and  one 
of  such  supplies  as  may  be  required. 

duties  of  teachers. 

Rule  40.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  all  teachers  to  make 
themselves  acquainted  with  the  rules  prescribed  by  the 
Board  of  Education  and  observe  and  enforce  the  same, 
so  far  as  they  relate  to  their  several  departments. 

Rule  41.  All  teachers  of  the  public  schools  are  re- 
quired to  be  at  their  respective  schools  twenty  minutes 
before  the  time  prescribed  for  commencing  school  in  the 
morning,  and  fifteen  minutes  before,  in  the  afternoon.  The 
school  rooms  shall  be  opened  at  this  time  for  the  reception 
of  pupils.  Teachers  who  are  not  present  at  their  respec- 
tive school  rooms  at  the  time  required,  shall  report  them- 
selves as  tardy. 
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Rule  42.  Each  teacher  shall  prepare  a  program  of 
the  daily  exercises  and  shall  furnish  a  copy  to  the  Superin- 
dent. 

Rule  43.  The  delinquent  pupils  of  the  lower  grades 
shall  be  reported  to  the  principal  by  their  respective 
teachers. 

Rule  44.  Teachers  shall  carefully  attend  to  the 
ventilation  of  their  school  rooms,  and  during  the  season 
for  fires  shall  carefully  observe  and  record  the  state  of  the 
thermometer  at  least  twice  in  the  morning  and  twice  in 
the  afternoon  and  aim  to  keep  the  temperature  at  about 
seventy  degrees  Fah. 

Rule  45.  Any  teacher  who  may  temporarily  be 
absent  from  school,  shall  cause  immediate  notice  of  such 
absence,  together  with  a  statement  of  the  reasons  and 
probable  duration  thereof  to  be  given  to  the  Superinten- 
dent, and  if  any  doubt  exists  as  to  the  time  of  returning, 
the  teacher  shall  as  soon  as  possible,  send  seasonable 
notice  to  the  Superintendent  of  the  time  when  he  or  she 
wi)l  return. 

In  case  such  teacher  returns  to  school,  if  the  absence 
is  caused  by  sickness  of  the  teacher,  or  death  in  the.  family 
of  the  teacher,  25  per  cent,  of  the  per  diem  salary  for 
each  day's  absence,  estimated  on  a  basis  of  20  days  per 
month,  shall  be  deducted  from  the  pay  of  such  teacher, 
provided  that  no  salary  shall  be  paid  after  two  weeks' 
absence  unless  otherwise  ordered  by  the  Board. 

In  other  cases  the  deduction  from  the  salary  shall  be 
the  sum  paid  to  the  substitute,  unless  in  the  judgment  of 
the  President  a  larger  sum  should  be  forfeited. 

Rule  46.  No  teacher  shall  permit  any  agent  or 
messenger  to  enter  any  school  during  school  hours  for  the 
purpose  of  exhibiting  any  article  whatever  or  to  announce 
any  public  entertainment. 

Rule  47.  Teachers  shall  report  immediately  to  the 
principal  and  the  principal  to  the  Superintendent  all  dam- 
age done  by  pupils  or  others  to  the  school  property,  and 
by  whom,  if  known. 

Rule  48.  Teachers  may,  for  the  purpose  of  observing 
the  modes  of  discipline  and  instruction,  take  one  half  day 
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in  each  term,  to  be  designated  by  the  Superintendent,  to 
visit  any  department  of  the  pubHc  schools. 

Rule  49.  Teachers  will  be  held  responsible  for  the 
order  and  discipline  of  their  own  rooms,  and  it  shall  be 
their  duty  to  follow  the  directions  and  co  operate  with  the 
principal  and  superintendent  in  the  management  and 
discipline  of  the  schools  during  the  time  the  pupils  are  on 
the  school  premises. 

Teachers  shall  not  send  pupils  home  on  account  of  de- 
portment except  by  consent  of  the  principal. 

Rule  50.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  all  teachers  employ- 
ed in  the  public  schools  to'attend  a  local  teacher's  meeting 
when  called  by  the  principals,  and  once  each  month  on 
Saturday,  a  general  meeting  of  all  teachers  in  the  public 
schools  shall  be  held  in  the  High  School  room,  the  exer- 
cises of  which  shall  be  under  the  direction  of  the  Superin- 
tendent. 

It  shall  also  be  the  duty  of  teachers  to  attend  grade 
meetings  whenever  the  Superintendent  may  deem  neces- 
sary. Absence  from  any  meeting  shall  be  considered  as 
one-half  day's  absence  from  school  unless  excused  by  the 
Superintendent. 

Rule  51.  No  teacher  shall  send  any  pupil  during 
school  hours  upon  errands  not  pertaining  to  business 
affairs  of  the  school. 

Rule  52.  No  pupil  shall  be  admitted  or  allowed  to 
continue  in  any  of  the  public  schools,  known  to  be  infected 
with  a  contagious  or  infectious  disease,  or  coming  from  a 
family  where  such  disease  prevails. 

Rule  53.  No  employee  or  pupil  shall  use  tobacco  in 
any  form  about  the  school  premises. 

Rule  54.  At  the  close  of  the  year,  all  teachers  shall 
deliver  their  keys,  register,  class  books  and  inventories  of 
books  to  the  principal. 

Rule  55.  Teachers  shall  not  dismiss  their  schools 
before  the  usual  time  for  closing,  nor  for  any  day  or  part  of 
a  day,  without  permission  of  the  Superintendent. 

Rule  56.  For  the  purpose  of  familarizing  themselves 
more  fully  with  the  rules  and  regulations  pertaining  to  the 
pnblic  schools  of  the  city,  teachers  shall  under  the  direc- 
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tion  of  the  principals  of  the  several  districts,  devote  the 
time  of  the  first  teacher's  meeting  of  each  term,  or  so  much 
of  it  as  may  be  necessary  to  the  consideration  of  the  same. 

Rule  57.  In  all  cases  of  absence  from  school,  ex" 
cept  suspension  of  the  pupil,  and  permanent  withdrawal 
from  school,  the  pupils  name  shall  be  kept  on  the  roll  as 
'•enrolled"  for  three  days. 

Rule  58.  Each  teacher  is  required  to  have  a  copy  of 
these  regulations  in  his  or  her  school  room,  and  shall  read 
and  explain  to  the  pupils,  at  least  once  a  term,  so  much  of 
the  same  as  will  give  them  a,  just  understanding  of  the 
rules  that  apply  to  them,  and  by  which  they  are  governed. 

Teachers  shall  in  all  cases  notify  the  parents  at  once 
of  the  absence  of  their  children  and  request  replies  to  the 
same. 

Rule  59.  All  pupils  are  required  to  be  in  their  res- 
pective school  rooms  before  the  time  of  beginning  school; 
to  be  regular  and  punctual  in  their  daily  attendance;  to 
conform  to  the  regulations  of  the  school;  to  be  diligent  in 
study;  respectful  to  teachers,  kind  to  schoolmates,  and  to 
refrain  entirely  from  profane  or  indecent  language. 

DUTIES    OF  PUPILS. 

Rule  60.  Any  pupil  who  shall  intentionally  or  care- 
lessly cut  or  otherwise  injure  any  part  of  any  public  school 
building,  or  injure  any  tree,  or  fence  or  outhouse  connected 
therewith,  or  write  any  profane  or  indecent  language,  or 
make  any  obscene  pictures  or  characters  on  any  public 
school  property,  shall  pay  for  the  same  and  be  liable  to 
suspension,  expulsion  or  shall  be  otherwise  punished, 
according  to  the  nature  of  the  oflense. 

Rule  61.  Any  child  coming  to  school  without  proper 
attention  being  given  to  cleanliness,  or  whose  clothes  need 
repairing,  shall  be  sent  home  by  the  principal  to  be 
properly  prepared  for  school. 

Rule  62.  Any  pupil  who  shall  be  absent  four  half 
days  in  four  consecutive  weeks,  without  an  excuse  from 
the  parents  or  guardian  satisfying  the  teacher  that  the  ab- 
sence was  caused  by  said  pupil's  sickness  or  sickness  in 
the  family,  or  in  the  primary  grades  by  the  severity  of  the 
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weather,  shall  forfeit  his  seat  in  school  and  shall  forthwith 
be  suspended. 

Rule  63.  No  pupil  so  suspended  shall  be  given  a 
seat  in  any  school  in  the  city  without  a  permit  from  the 
superintendent.  Such  permit  will  not  be  granted  by  the 
superintendent  without  satisfactory  assurance  that  such 
pupil  will  be  regular  in  his  attendance  thereafter. 

Rule  64.  Any  pupil  who  shall  absent  himself  from 
any  regular  examination  or  special  exercises  of  the  school 
which  he  attends,  without  rendering  to  the  teacher  a  satis- 
factory excuse,  shall  be  suspended  from  the  school;  the 
teacher  shall  immediately  report  the  case  to  the  parents, 
also  to  the  superintendent,  for  his  action  thereon. 

Rule  65.  Any  school  attaining  one  hundred  per 
cent,  of  attendance  each  day  during  the  week  shall  be  en- 
titled to  dismissal  on  Friday  one  hour  and  a  quarter  before 
the  usual  time. 

Rule  66.  No  pupil  shall  be  permitted  to  leave  one 
school  to  attend  another  without  the  written  consent  of  the 
superintendent. 

Rule  67.  No  pupil  shall  be  examined  for  transfer  to 
the  High  School  who  does  not  bring  a  certificate  from  the 
principal  of  the  grammar  school  to  which  he  belongs,  stat- 
ing that  he  has  attained  a  good  degree  of  scholarship  and 
deportment  while  belonging  to  the  school. 

Rule  68.  No  pupil  shall  be  allowed  to  depart  from 
the  school  before  the  usual  time,  unless  excused  by  the 
teacher  on  account  of  sickness  or  other  pressing  emer- 
gency. This  rule  shall  not  apply  to  pupils  of  the  first 
grade,  who  may  be  dismissed  earlier. 

Rule  69.  Pupils  shall  not  go  into  or  upon  the  school 
premises  allotted  exclusively  to  the  opposite  sex. 

PERTAINING  TO  THE  CARE  AND  DISTRIBUTION   OF  FREE  TEXT 

BOOKS. 

Rule  70.  All  books  necessary  for  the  prosecution  of 
his  studies  shall  be  furnished  free  to  every  pupil  in  the 
public  schools  of  La  Crosse. 

Rule  71.  The  superintendent  of  schools  shall  have 
the  general  care  and  distribution  of  the  books,  and  shall  be 
responsible  for  them  to  the  board. 
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Rule  72.  All  books  shall  be  numbered  and  have 
pasted  on  the  inside  the  rules  of  the  board  pertaining  to  the 
care  of  books  and  the  duties  of  the  pupils. 

Rule  73.  Books  must  be  accounted  for  to  the  princi- 
pal by  the  teacher  and  to  the  superintendent  by  the  princi- 
pal at  the  close  of  the  school  year. 

Rule  74.  Any  pupil  who  shall  lose,  deface,  injure  01 
destroy  any  book  shall  be  required  to  pay  in  full  all  dam- 
ages, in  default  of  which  such  pupil  shall  be  promptly  sus- 
pended from  school  and  be  readmitted  only  by  permission 
of  the  superintendent. 

Rule  75.  Teachers  may  allow  pupils  to  carry  books 
home  for  study. 

Rule  76.  Pupils  shall  keep  the  books  they  have  in 
use  constantly  covered. 

Rule  77.  Teachers  shall  be  held  responsible  for  the 
proper  account  and  care  of  books. 

DUTIES  OF  JANITORS. 

Rule  78.  All  janitors  shall,  for  the  monthly  salaries 
agreed  upon  between  themselves  and  the  board  of  educa- 
tion, perform  the  following  labors  and  duties  in  and  around 
the  school  buildings  for  which  they  are  appointed: 

To  sweep  the  rooms  and  halls  daily  and  to  keep  the 
basement  and  outhouses  clean.  All  sweeping  of  floors 
must  be  done  after  the  close  of  school  each  day,  and  all  the 
furniture  dusted  with  a  cloth  and  cleaned  before  the  open- 
ing of  the  buildings  in  the  morning. 

To  keep  the  sidewalks  around  the  school  house  lots 
and  the  walks  that  lead  up  to  the  buildings  in  a  good  and 
passable  condition,  free  from  snow  and  ice  in  v/inter  and 
sand  and  mud  in  summer. 

To  keep  the  yard  clean  and  in  an  orderly  con- 
dition. 

To  have  the  school  buildings  thoroughly  aired  each 
day  as  soon  as  school  is  dismissed,  and  have  all  school 
rooms  properly  heated  to  about  70  degrees  Fahrenheit  by 
8:30  o'clock  a.  m,,  and  keep  this  temperature  up  during 
school  hours.  In  summer  all  rooms  must  be  aired  at  least 
one  hour  before  school  commences. 
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To  attend  to  all  handling  of  fuel,  wood  or  coal,  prepar- 
ing the  same  for  the  furnaces  or  stoves,  and  placing  a  day's 
supply  in  each  room  where  stoves  are  used  before  school 
opens,  and  remove  all  ashes  to  a  place  convenient  for  cart- 
ing away. 

~  To  keep  a  supply  of  good,  fresh  drinking  water  at 
such  places  as  the  principals  may  designate,  and  to  keep 
the  pails,  cups  or  glasses  clean  and  in  place. 

To  be  in  the  school  building  at  least  one  hour  before 
the  opening  of  school,  to  ring  the  bell  at  such  times  as  the 
school  board  may  direct,  and  not  to  leave  the  school  build- 
ing during  school  hours,  except  by  permission  of  the  prin- 
cipals. 

To  keep  the  inkstands  filled,  the  blackboard  erasers 
cleaned,  to  gather  and  lock  up  the  text  books,  slates,  pen- 
cils, etc.,  and  do  such  other  work  as  the  principal  may  di- 
rect, appertaining  to  the  school  department. 

To  take  good  care  of  all  personal  property  in  and 
around  school  buildings  and  render  account  thereof  when- 
ever called  for. 

The  floors  of  all  rooms  and  halls  must  be  scrubbed, 
the  walls  and  ceilings  swept,  and  all  washboards,  casings, 
doors,  windows  and  other  woodwork  washed  three  times  a 
year  or  oftener,  if  necessary. 

teachers'  salaries,  etc. 

Rule  80.  Substitute  teachers  without  experience  shall 
be  paid  at  the  rate  of  $1.2$  per  day  for  actual  service,  and 
experienced  teachers  at  a  rate  not  to  exceed  $2.00  per  day 
below  the  grammar  grades,  provided  that  no  substitute 
shall  receive  a  higher  rate  of  wages  than  the  regular 
teacher  in  whose  place  she  is  employed. 

Graduates  of  the  La  Crosse  High  School,  who  have 
attended  a  Normal  School  one  year,  making  a  good  stand- 
ing therein,  may  be  paid  at  the  rate  of  $400  per  year  for 
the  first  year. 

Successful  experience  in  teaching  in  other  cities  may 
be  credited  to  the  teacher. 

An  increase  of  salary  shall  be  by  special  vote  of  the 
board.

RULES  AND  DUTIES. 


The  element  of  time  alone  shall  not  entitle  a  teacher 
to  an  increase  of  salary,  but  with  ability  and  skill  in  teach- 
ing and  governing,  and  unvarying  success  in  all  school 
work,  it  will  be  considered. 

In  case  any  teacher  shall  be  suspended  for  cause,  and 
such  suspension  shall  be  followed  by  the  discharge  of  such 
teacher  by  the  board,  the  salary  of  said  teacher  shall  cease 
from  date  of  such  suspension. 

Salaries  of  teachers  shall  be  paid  in  ten  equal  install- 
ments, unless  otherwi'ie  ordered  by  the  board.

These  rules  shall  not  be  repealed  or  amended  except 
by  a  unanimous  vote  of  the  whole  board  in  favor  of  such 
repeal  or  amendment,  unless  notice  of  such  repeal  or 
amendment  shall  have  been  given  in  writing  at  the  previous 
meeting,  in  which  case  a  majority  of  the  entire  board  may 
alter,  amend  or  repeal  any  rule.

The  gain  in  attendance  is  about  200. 

The  erection  of  the  eight  room  building  on  Redfield 
Street  and  of  the  six  room  addition  to  the  High  School 
enabled  the  Board  to  dispense  with  several  rented  rooms 
and  furnished  room  for  the  overflowing  rooms  on  the  South 
Side,  which  is  now  provided  with  commodious,  well  light- 
ed and  well  ventilated  schools. 

The  North  Side  is  not  so  well  provided  for.  Rented 
rooms,  very  poorly  adapted  to  uses  are  necessary  to 
relieve  the  over-crowded  condition  of  the  5  th  District 
School  on  St.  James  and  Caledonia  Streets.  Not  only  is 
this  building  too  small,  but  its  sanitary  condition  is  the 
worst  of  any  school  house  in  the  city. 

The  heating  plant  is  inadequate  and  about  worn  out, 
necessitating  a  constant  waste  of  money  on  repairs  to  keep 
it  going. 
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The  condition  of  the  closets  without  ventilation  is  a 
menace  to  the  health  and  life  of  the  pupils  and  teachers. 

I  earnestly  recommend  that  the  Board  make  another 
appeal  at  once  to  the  Common  Council  to  provide  means 
to  enlarge  the  5th  District  School  and  to  furnish  a  proper 
apparatus  for  heating  and  ventilating  the  building. 

The  work  of  the  teachers  has  in  the  main  been  com- 
mendable and  the  progress  of  the  pupils  fairly  satisfactory. 
Each  year  shows  a  margin  of  improvement  in  more 
rational  methods  of  government  and  teaching  and  in  the 
pupils'  power  to  study  and  to  think. 

While  there  has  been  a  fair  gain  all  along  the  line, 
the  greatest  improvement,  perhaps,  has  been  in  penman- 
ship and  drawing.  The  improvement  in  writing  is  due 
partly  to  the  greater  earnestness  and  diligence  of  the 
teachers  and  partly  to  the  introduction  of  vertical  writing. 
I  think  it  is  fair  to  say  that  the  greatest  improvement  in 
writing  has  been  in  those  schools  that  used  the  vertical 
system. 

Poor  writers,  in  the  slant  system  have  become  good 
writers  in  the  vertical.  As  vertical  writing  is  much  more 
legible  and  as  a  majority  of  the  pupils  become  fairly  good 
writers  in  the  veitical  system,  I  can  see  no  reason  why  it 
should  not  be  generally  adopted  in  our  schools. 

The  reports  of  the  Supervisors  of  German  and  Drawing 

are  herewith  submitted: 
Mr.  a.  Hardy,  Sup't.  of  Schools,  La  Crosse,  Wis, 

Dear  Sir  :  I  submit  to  you  herewith  my  annual  re- 
port on  the  German  Department  of  the  Public  Schools  for 
the  year  1895-6. 

The  work  in  the  2nd  District  School  has  been  con- 
ducted on  the  same  general  plan  as  in  the  previous  year 
and  has  been  equally  satisfactory  as  to  results  obtained. 
With  a  total  enrollment  of  282,  the  attendance  is  below 
that  of  the  year  1894-5,  when  it  was  333,  the  deficiency 
being  mainly  in  the  first  grade  which  had  an  enrollment  of 
43,  that  of  last  year  being  86.  There  were  eight  classes, 
six  of  which  were  instructed  by  Miss  Hartman  and  two  by 
Miss  H.  Ulrich. 
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The  total  enrollment  of  the  German  classes  in  the 
High  School  was  85,  of  whom  6  finished  the  four  years 
course. 

The  extra  amount  of  reading  matter  introduced  for  the 
3rd  year  class  proved  veiy  beneficial,  especially  towards 
developing  a  taste  for  good  literature. 

The  change  of  text  book  for  the  first  year  class  was 
not  altogether  satisfactory.  While  Collar-Eysenbach  is  an 
excellent  text  book  in  the  special  course  for  the  3rd  year 
pupils  who  have  gained  a  deeper  insight  into  the  principles 
of  Grammar,  especially  through  their  Latin  work,  Bern- 
hardt's  Language  Book  is  better  adapted  for  ist  year 
pupils.  Out  of  15  pupils  there  were  only  3  who  could  do 
good  work  and  keep  up  with  the  3rd  year  pupils  and  of 
the  remaining  12,  9  failed  entirely  in  this  study.  Granting 
that  the  class  of  first  year  pupils  has  been  an  exceptionally 
dull  one,  as  a  whole,  still  the  poor  results  are  due  in  some 
measure  to  the  unsuitableness  of  the  text  book.  The  ex- 
periment however,  has  proved  conclusively  that,  which- 
ever book  is  used,  the  two  grades  in  question  must  be 
taught  separately  when  the  number  warrants  a  division; 
for  it  is  evident  that  pupils  with  an  advantage  in  age  and 
two  year's  training  in  Latin  can  do  more  and  better  work 
in  this  study  in  a  given  time  than  pupils  without  such  ad- 
vantages. I  would  therefore  lepeat  the  request  in  my  last 
year's  report,  viz:  to  keep  the  two  grades  separate  and  use 
Collar-Eysenbach  for  2nd  year  pupils  and  Bernhardt's 
Language  Book  for  the  ist  year  pupils.

Mr.  a.  Hardy,  Superintendent  of  Schools: 

The  work  in  drawing  for  the  past  year  throughout 
the  ward  schools  shows  a  marked  improvement  over 
previous  work.  In  all  grades  a  more  practical  line  of 
work  has  been  followed  and  a  broader  field  covered.  The 
instruction  in  light  and  shade  has  made  the  work  more  in- 
teresting to  the  pupils  also  gives  them  an  excellent  training 
in  observation  which  is  so  essential  in  the  first  year's  High 
School  work  in  connection   with  Physics    and  Botany. 
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When  Biology  is  studied  there  are  extremely  delicate 
effects  of  light  and  shade  to  be  rendered  in  pen  and  ink; 
hence  a  thorough  training  in  seeing  and  rendering  the 
effect  of  light  and  shade  is  absolutely  essential  from  the 
Primary  Grades  up. 

In  the  High  School  also  there  has  been  much  more 
ground  covered  both  in  quality  and  quantity.  The  study 
of  History  has  also  been  related  with  drawing  by  illus- 
trating histofic  ornament,  architecture,  and  sculpture  in 
different  mediums,  viz:  pen  and  ink  washes  of  sepia  and 
gray  water  colors  and  clay,  which  in  many  cases  was  re- 
produced in  plaster  of  pans  casts.  Many  pupils  hesitate 
about  taking  up  wood  carving  on  account  of  the  expense 
of  supplying  their  own  wood.  The  subject  of  water  color 
from  still  life  was  followed  with  great  interest  and  excellent 
work  was  shown  as  a  new  feature  at  our  exhibit. 

In  general  the  work  all  through  the  schools  has  been 
eminently  satisfactory  and  the  new  features  have  been 
followed  by  the  teachers  of  the  ward  schools  with  zeal. 

With  this  encouragement  we  purpose  to  push  the 
work  in  all  lines  another  step  in  advance  of  last  year.

The  recommendation  of  Mr.  Ulrich  in  regard  to  the 
German  in  the  High  School  should  receive  your  careful 
consideration. 

The  class  examined  in  June  for  admission  to  the  High 
School  is  the  first  class  that  has  completed  the  studies  of 
the  new  8th  grade,  which  was  added  to  the  course  of  study 
two  years  ago. 

The  examination  shows  that  this  class  is  more  mature 
and  better  trained  scholars. 

The  studies  of  the  8th  grade  bridge  the  great  gulf 
that  formerly  existed  between  the  District  Schools  and  the 
High  School.  Pupils  now  entering  the  high  school  will 
not  feel  that  they  are  entering  an  entirely  new  and  stiange 
land.  As  time  and  experience  better  enable  us  to  arrange 
and  articulate  the  Eighth  Grade  studies  to  those  of  the 
grades  below  and  to  those  of  the  High  School,  the  better 
and  more  satisfactory  will  the  work  become. 
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To  make  still  smoother  the  way  to  the  High  School 
and  to  bring  the  schools  into  closer  touch  with  the  people 
and  to  make  it  of  more  value  still  to  them,  it  would  be 
well  to  add  a  two  years  Commercial  Course  to  the  High 
School  Course  and  to  introduce  manual  training  as  an 
optional  course.  Already  we  have  modeling  in  clay  and 
wood  carving  in  connection  with  the  drawing. 

The  manual  training  could  be  extended  to  include 
training  in  the  use  of  wood  working  tools  for  the  boys  and 
cutting  and  fitting  garments  and  sewing,  perhaps  cooking 
also,  tor  the  girls. 

All  of  these  branches  are  becoming  rapidly  incorpo- 
rated in  the  best  city  High  Schools  and  are  received  with 
great  favor  by  the  patrons  of  these  schools. 

General  training  in  the  chemistry  of  cooking  and  in 
the  selection  of  foods  would  add  greatly  to  the  health  and 
wealth  of  the  American  nation. 

MORAL  TRAINING. 

The  right  of  the  public  schools  to  be  is  for  the  public 
good.  Every  man  is  taxed  according  to  his  means  for  the 
support  of  public  education,  because  the  American  nation 
believes  that  on  the  intelligence  and  virtue  of  its  citizens 
rest  the  safety  and  prosperity  of  the  Republic  and  the  per- 
petuity of  its  institutions. 

The  functions  of  the  public  school  is  to  educate  not 
only  for  intelligence  but  also  for  character.  Intelligence 
without  morality,  without  character,  will  make  not  good, 
but  dangerous  citizens.  The  highest  function  of  the  public 
school  is  to  train  the  pupils  in  good  habits,  to  build  them 
up  in  good  character. 

You  have  recognized  the  importance  of  this  truth  in 
adopting  a  resolution  to  give  more  systematic  and  extend- 
ed instruction  in  morals.  "Morals  consist  of  sentiment 
and  habit" — Hence  while  the  habits  should  rest  on  correct 
and  intelligent  opinions,  moral  sentiment  without  careful 
training  in  correct  habits  will  leave  their  possessor  "un- 
stable as  water." 

The  value,  the  efficiency,  of  moral  instruction  depends 
on  how  the  pupils  are  taught  and   trained,   on  which 
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motives  are  brought  to  bear,  to  secure  studious  habits  and 
r^ht  conduct,  since  *'the  moral  efficiency  of  a  school  de- 
pends primarily  on  the  character  of  the  motives  by  which 
its  ends  are  secured." 

If  these  motives  are  high  and  worthy,  the  will  is 
thereby  freed  from  the  bondage  of  low  and  selfish  desires, 
and  character  is  strengthened  and  enobled.  If  on  the  con- 
trary the  motives  are  low  and  selfish,  the  power  of  the  will 
for  virtuous  action  is  enfeebled  and  character  weakened. 
This  principle  sheds  a  clear  light  on  the  question  of  school 
incentives,  i.  e.  the  incentives  to  be  used  in  securing  school 
results. 

It  shows  that  no  temporary  interest  in  study  and  no 
external  propriety  in  conduct  can  compensate  for  the 
habitual  subjection  of  the  will  to  the  dominance  of  selfish 
motives. 

However  fair  the  results  obtained  may  appear,  the 
outcome  of  such  training  in  life  will  be  moral  weakness 
and  failure. 

No  school  training  will  stand  the  test  of  right  living 
that  does  not  subject  the  will  to  habitual  subordination  to 
v/hat  Coleridge  calls  the  imperative  ought,  the  last  word  in 
the  vocabulary  of  duty. 

The  first,  the  most  important  step  in  moral  training  in 
school  is  the  wise  selection  of  incentives  to  studious  habits 
and  correct  conduct. 

It  is  evidently  unwise  and  harmful  to  the  highest  de- 
velopment ot  character  in  the  pupil  to  appeal  habitually  to 
his  selfish  desires,  or  to  artificial  incentives  such  as  prizes, 
marks,  half  holidays,  honors  or  any  special  privileges  or 
immunities. 

On  special  occasions  or  in  particular  cases  or  schools, 
in  which  the  sense  of  honor  is  low  and  of  duty  feeble,  the 
temporary  use  of  artificial  incentitives  may  be  necessary. 

But  the  wise,  honest,  conscientious  teacher  will  remove 
them  as  soon  as  possible  and  substitute  the  higher  or 
natural  incentives. 

In  my  judgment  the  recent  abolition  of  half-holiday 
privileges  as  a  reward  for  no  tardiness  is  one  step,  a  neces- 
sary step,  towards  a  better  moral  training.    A  bad  result 
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of  the  holiday  system  of  rewards  was  to  induce  and  culti- 
vate the  feeling  in  many,  if  not  in  most  pupils  that  schools 
is  a  place  to  be  shunned,  an  evil  instead  of  a  boon,  a  privi- 
lege, a  place  an  early  escape  from  which  is  to  be  sought. 

A  still  greater  evil,  one  having  a  stil)  worse  effect  on 
the  habits  and  character  of  the  pupil  is  the  cultivation  of 
the  low,  selfish  instinct  that  one  must  be  paid  for  doing 
his  duty. 

If  children  are  always  given  some  artificial  reward  for 
doing  right,  how  can  they  be  expected  to  do  right  for 
right's  sake,  to  chose  honor  for  honor's  sake  ? 

In  the  low  category  of  artificial  incentitives  I  v/ould 
put  the  practice  of  marking  lessons,  exempting  from  ex- 
aminations and  honors  for  high  standings  in  studies. 

The  practice  of  marking  recitations  to  show  the  pupils 
proficiency  or  rank  in  studies  tends  to  cultivate  the  im- 
pression that  marks,  not  knowledge  is  the  true  end  of 
study.  If  he  can  manage  to  secure  high  marks  he  is  satis- 
fied— whether  he  understands  the  study  or  not. 

Again,  exemption  from  examinations  for  attaining  a 
certain  per  cent,  of  standing  in  daily  recitation  is  still  more 
objectionable,  as  it  rewards  only  the  gifted,  the  brilliant. 
No  matter  how  faithful,  how  industrious  the  dull  pupil,  the 
pupil  of  average  endowments  may  be — and  these  are  the 
great  majority-they  cannot  attain  the  mark  set  for  this  arti- 
ficia  1  reward.  Thus  generally  the  more  gifted,  the  more 
fortunate,  not  the  most  deserving  receive  the  rewards. 

Are  examinations  evils  to  be  escapen  from  ?  Are 
they  not  rather  important,  a  necessary  part  of  the  pupil's 
training  ?  If  so,  it  is  a  wrong  to  the  pupil  to  exempt  him 
from  their  benefits. 

In  the  case  of  honors  the  objections  are  still  stronger. 
The  contest  is  very  soon  narrowed  down  to  two  or  three 
pupils  and  the  mass  of  the  pupils  are  deprived  of  this  in- 
centive. 

Worse  than  this,  this  system  of  artificial  incentives 
sometimes  begets  rivalries,  jealousies,  envies  and  hatreds 
that  divide  classes  into  rival  factions  or  warring  camps. 

As  it  is  our  purpose  to  give  more  attention  to  moral  in- 
struction in  our  schools,  we  should  consider  first  whether 
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our  practice  is  consistent  with  our  precepts,  whether  we 
are  appealing  to  the  lower,  more  unworthy  motives,  or 
whether  we  are  using  the  higher,  the  noblest  incentives. 
We  cannot  "gather  grapes  of  thorns  or  figs  of  thistles." 

We  cannot  expect  to  build  up  a  strong,  noble  charac- 
ter, a  patriotic,  unselfish,  true  man  and  woman,  no  matter 
how  lofty  our  precepts  may  be,  if  habitually  we  appeal  to 
the  lower,  selfish  motives,  if  we  train  the  pupils  to  do  right 
for  a  reward,  because  it  pays. 

Rather  must  we  train  pupils  to  do  right  because  it  is 
right.  And  so  instead  of  using  as  incentives,  prizes,  privi- 
leges, immunities  from  duties  and  tasks,  honors,  etc.,  we 
must  use  the  higher,  the  natural  incentives;  as  love  of 
knowledge,  love  of  right,  for  right's  sake,  the  pupil's  self- 
respect,  the  sense  of  honor,  his  desire  to  be  useful,  desire 
of  self-mastery,  etc.  The  constant  appeal  to  the  higher 
motives  and  the  daily  adjustment  of  the  conduct  to  them 
will  train  the  pupils  into  habits  of  right  action,  based  upon 
noble  motives,  that  will  crystallize  into  an  upright,  strong 
character  and  a  true  life. 

The  teacher  is  the  all  important  element  in  efficient 
moral  training,  as  she  is  in  all  school  training.  Indeed 
moral  training  cannot  well  be  separated  from  the  general 
effect  on  the  pupil,  of  the  daily  influence  of  the  school  and 
teacher  in  the  various  school  duties. 

To  appeal  to  the  highest  motives,  to  bring  to  bear  on 
the  pupils  the  best  incentives,  the  teacher  must  herself  be 
moved  by  these  motives,  must  love  children  and  teaching, 
must  fully  realize  the  responsibility  of  her  calling.  If  a 
teacher  is  a  time  server,  teaching  only  for  pay,  doing  just 
enough  work  to  fulfill  the  law  and  retain  her  position,  the 
moral  tone  of  the  school  will  be  low,  mean  and  selfish,  no 
matter  how  much  moral  instruction  may  be  given  in  words. 
There  will  be  no  fine  sense  of  honor,  no  true  and  noble 
ambitious,  no  doing  of  right  for  right's  sake.  The  true 
teacher,  one  who  loves  the  work  for  its  opportunities  to  in- 
spire and  uplift  her  pupils,  one  who  sees  the  true  relation 
between  the  work  and  training  of  the  school  and  real  life, 
will,  by  the  divine  alchemy  of  her  spirit  and  influences, 
transmute  the  base  metal  of  the  pupil's  low  aims  and 
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motives  into  the  fine  sjold  of  a  noble  character  and  a  true 
Hfe. 

To  help  teachers  to  realize  and  see  such  ideals  is  the 
highest  and  best  work  of  a  Superintendent,  and  no  Super- 
intendent deserves  the  name  or  place  who  fails  to  compre- 
hend that  such  is  the  true  nature  of  his  work. 

To  find  and  retain  such  teachers  is  the  highest  aim 
and  the  true  work  of  a  Board  of  Education.  In  this  con- 
nection I  wish  to  speak  of  a  matter  somewhat  connected 
with  it. 

In  this  as  in  every  city  there  are  young  boys  roaming 
the  streets  who  should  be  in  school.  Such  boys  grow  up 
to  be  idle,  lawless  vagrants  and  criminals.  Of  course  the 
parents  are  directly  responsible,  but  society,  for  its  own 
safety,  cannot  afford  to  let  such  things  be.  The  parents  of 
such  boys  are  either  indiiTerent  or  helpless,  and  the  strong 
arm  of  the  State  must  come  in  to  save  them  from  them- 
selves. The  State  gives  the  School  Board  power  to  ap- 
point truant  officers  with  police  powers  to  arrest  truants 
and  keep  them  in  school.  I  believe  it  to  be  a  cheaper  and 
wiser  and  better  plan  to  educate  such  into  good,  self-sup- 
porting citizens,  than  to  take  care  of  them  as  criminals. 
Hence  I  recommend  to  the  earnest  consideration  of  your 
body,  the  appointment  of  a  truant  officer. 

I  wish  again  to  thank  the  Board  for  their  continued 
confidence  and  support  in  this  great  and  important  work 
of  educating  American  Citizens.

Herewith  are  submitted  the  reports  of  the  Special 
Teachers.  * 


Mr.  John  P.  Bird,  Sup't  of  Schools: — 

Throughout  the  entire  year,  a  faithful  effort  has  been 
made  to  promote  a  substantial  interest  in  music-to  the 
desired  end,  that  this  branch  of  the  work  might  contribute 
to  the  physical,  mental  and  moral  growth  of  the  pupil. 

The  work  to  secure  these  results  has  been  extended 
throughout  the  entire  course  and  has  in  the  majority  of 
the  classes  been  made  most  effectual,  through  the  earnest- 
ness and  co-operation  of  the  teachers  in  charge. 

As  a  means  of  physical  culture,  we  feel  that  its  utility 
has  been  demonstrated  beyond  question. 

Plans  constantly  in  use:-  i.  Erect  position.  2. 
Deep  and  controlled  breathing.  3.  Freeing  the  diaphram, 
and  feeling  its  support  of  the  tone-column,  to  combat 
throaty  tones.  4.  Exercises  for  the  right  handling  of  the 
vocal  apparatus-outlined  for  each  grade,  varied  as  in 
all  the  work  for  ability  in  comprehension. 

That  music  study  means  intellectual  and  moral  train- 
ing, we  have  tried  to  make  our  strong  point. 

General  Plan: — By  making  the  means  used  so 
worthy,  and  so  attractive  to  the  children  as  to  allow  them 
to  enjoy  their  own  efforts  to  do  the  work  required  of  them. 

Special  Plans: — i.  Physical  exercises  as  connected 
with  right  tone-production.  2.  The  use  of  vowels — (open 
and  close) — syllables — words  and  phrases,  in  scale  forms. 
3.  Internal  drill — apart  from  and  connected  with  key 
relation.  4.  Time  forms  and  their  applications  in  exer- 
cises, and  song  work.  5.  Voice  classification — two  and 
three  part  work.    6.  Rote  work  below  their  grade,  songs 
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correlating  with  nature  study,  primary  gems,  marching 
songs  and  "America."  Third  grade  and  through  the 
grammar  grades,  rounds,  catches,  part-songs,  patriotic 
songs,  together  with  the  preparation  and  rendering  of 
special  musical  programs.  7.  High  School  chorus,  special 
work  done  in  classification  for  parts,  after  individual  test- 
ing, simple  choruses  the  first  term,  followed  by  the  study 
of  the  schools  of  music  with  examples  from  each,  together 
with  program  work,  involving  special  drill,  (solo,  quar- 
tette, small  and  large  choruses.)  Our  interest  in  establish- 
ing a  common  technical  foundation  was  much  quickened 
by  the  anticipation  of  being  supplied  with  a  new  Music 
Series.  Our  hope  was  realized  in  the  Spring  term,  the 
Board  of  Education  generously  meeting  our  need  with  one 
of  the  best  of  the  new  publications — the  "Educational 
Se^ries."  published  by  Ginn  &  Co. 

Thus  equipped  our  united  aim  shall  be  to  continue  to 
do  work  in  this  branch  that  shall  render  it  a  valuable 
educational  adjunct  to  the  Course  of  Study  for  the  Public 
Schools  of  La  Crosse.

report  of  work  in  drawing. 

Mr.  John  P.  Bird,  Sup't.  of  Schools: — 

It  is  pleasant  to  state  that  the  work  in  Drawing  is  im- 
proving each  year. 

This  year  I  am  sorry  to  say  we  have  been  cramped 
by  not  having  proper  material  to  work  with,  especially 
pencils. 

We  have  begun  the  year  by  drawing  entirely  from 
nature,  in  every  grade  below  the  High  School,  as  long 
as  the  natural  objects  of  the  autumn  lasted.  In  spring  we 
resume  the  nature  work,  with  objects  suitable  to  the 
season.  In  the  meantime  the  type  forms  are  studied  in- 
volving observation,  clay  modeling,  paper  folding,  drawing, 
etc.  of  these  geometric  solids  and  objects  based  upon  them. 
Prang's  Complete  Course  being  used  although  greatly 
varied  by  the  introduction  of  other  work  not  found  m  this 
course. 
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The  improvement  mentioned  above  is  especially  pre- 
cepdble  in  the  pupils  entering  the  High  School,  as  each 
class  shows  an  improvement  over  the  preceding.  These 
first  year  pupils  show  more  independence  in  drawing  the 
apparatus  used  in  physical  experiments  and  in  Botany 
drawings  also. 

The  second  year  of  the  High  School  is  devoted  to 
work  on  Historical  Architecture  and  Ornament  in  prepara- 
tion of  the  study  of  History,  thus  correlating  the  studies  of 
Drawing  and  History.  This  work  is  done  with  different 
mediums,  the  work  in  clay  being  reproduced  in  plaster  of 
paris 

The  other  years  of  the  High  School  cover  work  in 
charcoal,  water  color,  clay  modeling,  sketchihg  in  lead  and 
sepia  pencil,  pen  and  ink,  etc. 

Although  pupils  of  the  High  School  have  a  choice 
between  Music  and  Drawing,  the  year  1897  began  with 
158  pupils  in  Drawing. 

Many  persons  suppose  that  the  chief  aim  and  end  of 
teaching  Drawing  in  the  Public  Schools  is  to  make  artists 
of  the  children.  This  is  not  the  only  aim.  In  order  to 
draw  correctly  one  must  observe  closely  and  the  hand 
must  at  the  same  time  execute,  consequently  the  training 
of  the  observation  and  the  manual  training  form  the  foun- 
dation of  development  in  art  whether  useful  or  ornamental. 

How  then  can  anyone  be  better  fitted  for  any  vocation 
in  life  than  by  possessing  a  keen  eye  and  a  ready  hand.

REPORT  OF  WORK  IN  GERMAN. 

Mr.  J.  p.  Bird,  Sup't.  of  School?,  La  Crosse,  Wis. 

Dear  Sir  :  I  herewith  submit  to  you  my  annual  re- 
port on  the  German  Department  of  the  Public  Schools  of 
the  city  of  La  Crosse,  Wis. 

The  number  of  pupils  taking  part  in  German  instruc- 
tion during  the  year  1896-7  was  279,  in  the  Second  Dis- 
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trict  school,  and  96  in  the  High  School.  Six  classes  in 
the  Second  District  were  taught  by  Miss  E.  Hartmann, 
while  Miss  H.  Ulrich  and  Miss  M.  Kieni  each  taught  one. 
During  the  first  half  year  Miss  O.  Mueller  had  charge  of 
one  class  in  the  High  School;  the  rest  were  under  my 
personal  direction.  By  consolidating  classes,  it  was  possi- 
ble for  me  to  take  charge  of  all  German  classes  in  the 
High  School  in  the  second  half  of  the  school  year. 

The  work  done  by  the  different  classes  was  very  good 
and  up  to  grade  with  the  exception  of  the  C  class  in  the 
High  School  which  seems  to  be  an  exceptionally  weak 
class  as  a  whole. 

For  the  use  of  the  senior  class  I  would  recommend 
the  purchase  of  six  German  dictionaries  (Handvvorterbuch 
der  deutschen  Sprache,  by  F.  A.  Weber,)  to  be  had  at  the 
Friederiker  Publishing  Co,  Milwaukee  Wis.

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READING. 

Reading  is  getting  the  thought  from  the  printed  page. 
When  we  read  we  think  the  thoughts  that  the  author  has 
expressed. 

Learning  to  read,  then,  is  to  learn  to  think  another's 
thoughts  as  expressed  in  printed  or  written  language. 

It  should  be  the  aim  of  the  teacher,  even  of  the  primary 
school,  to  give  the  child  the  power  to  take  the  thought  from 
the  printed  page  with  rapidity  and  ease. 

Silent  reading  or  getting  the  thought,  is  necessarily  the 
important  process.  Oral  reading  is  giving  the  thought  thus 
obtained  oral  expression  in  the  words  of  the  author.  So  much 
stress  may  be  laid  on  the  oral  expression  as  to  destroy  the 
fundamental  process,  the  getting  of  the  thought  from  the  printed 
page,  and  the  reading  becomes  the  mere  mechanical  process  of 
word  calling. 

As  oral  reading  is  a  complex  process,  getting  the  thought 
and  giving  it,  it  is  perhaps  best  with  young  children  to  keep  the 
two  steps  distinct.  In  getting  the  thought,  that  is  in  silent 
reading,  the  eye  should  be  carefully  trained,  and  the  written  or 
printed  words  associated  directly  with  the  thought. 

There  are  three  approved  methods  of  teaching  children  to 
read;  the  word,  the  sentence  and  the  synthetic.  Many  good 
teachers  use  either  one  of  these  methods  alone  and  are  fairly 
successful  in  teaching  children  to  read.  But  the  use  of  either 
the  first  or  second  exclusively  leaves  the  child  comparatively 
helpless  in  learning  to  recognize  new  words.  The  most  success- 
ful teachers  use  all  these  methods  in  different  stages  of  the  pro- 
cess of  teaching  children  to  read. 

As  reading  is  thinking,  and  thoughts  are  expressed  in  sen- 
tences, it  is  on  the  whole,  best  to  make  the  sentence  the  unit  and 
starting  point  in  teaching  reading.  Teach  the  child  to  talk 
sentences  and  to  read  sentences.    Emphasize  the  fundamental 
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idea  that  a  sentence  asserts  a  truth,  says  that  something  is  so,  or 
is  not  so.

SUGGESTIONS    TO  TEACHERS. 

It  is  not  always  best,  especially  with  children  who  do  not 
understand  and  speak  English  well,  to  begin  to  read  at  oncei 
From  two  to  six  weeks  may  be  profitably  used  in  familiar  con- 
versation, and  lessens  on  familiar  subjects.  Have  the  children 
note  their  form,  parts,  color,  size,  uses  etc.,  and  express 
their  thoughts  about  these  in  complete  sentences.  Lead  the 
children  to  use  the  so  called  idioms,  I  have,  I  see,  it  is,  it  has, 
etc. 

In  teaching  the  sentence  as  a  whole,  put  an  object,  as  a  leaf, 
into  the  hands  of  the  children,  one  by  one  and  obtain  from 
them,  the  statement,  have  a  leaf."  Then  write  the  sentence, 
"I  have  a  leaf"  on  the  blackboard.  Do  this  for  each  child,  with 
their  eyes  on  you  and  the  crayon.  Use  different  objects  and 
pictures  in  this  way.  Next  teach  "I  see"  with  the  same  ob- 
jects and  drill  on  these  until  the  children  know  them  instantly 
at  sight.  Then  the  words  black,  red,  pretty,  my,  may  be 
introduced  and  taught  with  the  objects  already  learned. 

Progress  slowly  and  review  constantly.  Have  the  children 
make  new  sentences  of  the  words  already  learned. 

As  soon  as  the  children  begin  to  notice  and  pick  out  the 
seperate  words  of  the  sentences,  they  are  then  ready  for  the 
analysis  of  the  sentence  into  words,  Have  the  children  select 
the  words  that  say  ''I  sec,"  etc.    All  new  words,  however. 
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should  be  first  presented  in  sentences.  This  will  help  to  make 
the  children  sentence  readers,  and  will  aid  in  preventing  drawl- 
ing. 

As  soon  as  the  child  is  ready  for  the  work  begin  phonics. 
So  soon  as  the  child  begins  to  notice  the  difference  and  similari- 
ties of  the  parts  of  such  words  as  cat,  rat,  mat,  etc.,  he  is  ready 
for  phonics. 

To  secure  clear,  distinct  articulation,  give  daily  drill  on 
words  and  sounds  difficult  to  pronounce.  In  this,  as  in  all  the 
grades,  the  teacher  should  insist  on  the  proper  opening  of  the 
mouth  and  the  position  of  the  organs  of  speech  for  the  pro- 
duction of  the  various  sounds.  Be  a  constant  example  to  your 
pupils  in  judicious  pitch  and  quality  of  voice  and  accuracy  of 
speech.  Cultivate  naturalness  of  expression.  Try  to  secure 
this  without  having  sentences  committed  to  memory. 

The  articles  a,  an,  are  pronounced  with  the  word  following 
as  one  word.    Avoid  making  them  prominent. 

Since  children  cannot  read  in  any  true  sense  until  they 
know  the  meaning  of  all  the  words  in  the  matter  read  and  can 
pronounce  them  instantly  at  sight,  a  thorough  drill  in  the  forms 
and  meaning  of  words  is  the  only  proper  preparation  for  read- 
ing. In  the  primary  grades  one  period  each  day  should  be 
devoted  to  this  work.  In  this  time  the  children  learn  the  new 
words  that  occur  in  the  reading  lessons.  The  success  of  the 
teacher  in  teachmg  reading  will  largely  depend  on  the  throug- 
ness  with  which  this  work  is  done.  The  children  should  copy 
the  words  and  spell  them  orally;  also  use  them  in  original  sen- 
tences.

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SUGGESTIONS  TO  TEACHERS. 

Pursue  the  same  method  of  instruction  as  in  the  second 
grade. 

The  names  and  all  marks  used  in  the  reading  lessons  must 
be  thoroughly  learned. 

The  main  purpose  of  the  work  in  reading  in  this  and  the 
succeeding  grade,  is  to  attain  facility  in  getting  the  thought  from 
he  printed  page. 

There  should  be  some  silent  reading,  and  then  a  statement 
in  his  own  words  of  the  thought  the  pupil  gets  from  the  reading. 

The  thought  of  only  a  single  sentence  should  be  required  in 
this  way  at  first,  the  requirements  becoming  more  exacting  only 
as  the  pupil's  power  to  express  himself  increases.  Judicious 
praise  for  even  slight  accomplishment  in  this  direction  at  first 
will  be  found  far  more  effective  than  censure  for  failure. 

The  teachers  should  show  the  pupils  how  to  prepare  the 
lesson  by  reading  the  lesson  occasionally  with  them. 

In  expression  cultivate  the  easy  naturalness  of  good  con- 
versation. 

Before  reading  the  lesson  in  class,  all  the  new  words  of  the 
lesson  must  be  written  on  the  blackboard  and  the  pupils  drilled 
on  their  pronunciation. 

In  phonetics  the  drill  must  cover  all  new  words,  including 
the  pornunciation  of  syllables. 

Drill  to  secure  clear  and  distinct  articulation. 

The  use  of  accent  and  other  marks  used  in  reading  must  be 
explained  and  learned. 

Continue  memorizing  short  selections  from  standard 
literature. 

Teach  the  prefixes  and  suffixes  of  the  Third  Reader,  and 
analysis  of  words. 

FOURTH  GRADE.

SUGGESTIONS  TO  TEACHERS. 

Give  blackboard  drill  on  new  words  as  before. 

The  drill  in  silent  reading  for  the  third  grade  should  be 
continued  and  extended  in  this  grade.  Fncourage  the  pupil  in 
the  use  of  his  own  words  to  express  the  thoughts  of  the  lesson. 

Continue  daily  drill  in  phonetics  so  that  the  pupil  shall  be 
able  to  recognize  and  give  readily  the  proper  sound  of  any  letter 
and  syllable  from  its  marking.  Continue  the  drill  in  articulation 
exercises. 

The  pupil  will  need  much  help  and  showing  in  the  use  of 
the  dictionary,  especially  in  getting  the  right  meaning  of  words. 

Do  not  dwell  so  long  on  a  selection  that  the  pupils  lose  all 
interest  in  it,  nor  on  the  other  hand  pass  so  hurriedly  over  it  as 
to  beget  habits  of  carelessness. 

Do  not  feel  bound  to  take  all  the  selections  in  just  the  order 
in  which  they  come  in  the  book,  but  take  that  which  is  best 
fitted  to  their  need  at  that  time. 

To  get  the  best  results  the  pupil  must  be  interested.  To 
avoid  ruts  vary  your  plan  of  recitation  from  time  to  time. 

To  enlarge  the  pupil's  vocabulary  and  to  teach  the  use  of 
synonyms,  have  him  read  a  sentence  or  paragraph  and  substi- 
tute as  many  words  or  phrases  of  his  own  as  he  can  without 
materially  altering  the  sense. 

The  memorizing  of  choice  selections  must  be  continued. 

Teach  the  prefixes  and  suffixes  of  the  Fourth  Reader.

SUGGESTIONS  FOR  SEVENTH   AND  EIGHTH  GRADES. 

More  time  may  be  devoted  to  the  exact  meaning  of  words 
and  their  synonyms,  and  to  the  graces  of  expression  than  in  any 
preceding  grade. 

Sight  reading  should  be  practiced  more  than  hitherto. 

Give  attention  to  the  beauties  and  peculiarities  of  different 
selections. 

Let  the  work  in  reading  iniluencc  their  home  reading  for 
good. 

In  every  grade  the  work  in  reading  should  be  made  as 
helpful  as  possible  to  their  work  in  other  studies 
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SPELLING. 

SUGGESTIONS   IN  SPELLING. 

To  send  a  pupil  out  from  school  with  a  comparitively  small 
vocabulary  but  with  the  habit  ot  meeting  every  new  word  as 
with  a  challenge,  is  far  better  than  to  send  him  out  able  to  spell 
long  lists  of  words  of  whose  use  and  meaning  he  has  little  or  no 
knowledge,  but  without  such  criticle  habit.  He  who  spells 
correctly  all  the  words  he  uses  may  be  called  a  good  speller. 

The  correction  of  all  errors  in  spelling  in  all  written  work 
should  be  insisted  on. 

Better  work  will  be  secured  if  a  deduction  for  every  mis- 
spelled word  found  in  examination  papers  in  other  subject?^e 
made  from  the  standing  in  spelling. 

A  certain  per  cent.,  60,  may  be  allowed  for  the  forL 
written  test  in  spelling,  and  the  remaining  40  per  cent.,  fo 
accuracy  in  daily  work. 

Keep  a  list  of  the  words  most  frequently  missed  and  have 
special  drill  on  them. 

To  create  or  increase  interest,  let  special  pupils  prepare, 
from  time  to  time,  list  of  words  on  given  subjects,  for  the  class. 

It  is  a  good  plan  to  go  over  the  advance  lesson  with  the 
class  to  see  that  all  words  can  be  properly  pronounced. 

Pupils  below  80  per  cent,  in  spelling  may  be  required  to 
keep  a  list  ot  all  the  words  they  miss  and  to  spell  their  list  to  the 
teacher  from  time  to  time. 

The  writing  of  lists  of  words  as  a  punishment  should  never 
be  given. 

The  re-writing  many  times  of  words  mised  is  not  advis- 
able. 

The  chief  part  of  the  work  should  be  written.  Oral  spelling 
should  be  largely  confined  to  the  lower  grades,  but  should  be 
practiced  to  give  variety  and  for  drill  in  pronunciation  and  artic- 
ulation.

SUGGESTIONS  TO  TEACHERS. 

Ideas  of  form  and  movement  may  be  acquired  in  two  ways. 
First,  by  imitation  of  correct  models,  and  second,  by  reasoning 
from  the  primary  elements  form  and  movement,  but  the  highest 
standard  of  perfection  is  soonest  attained  by  these  methods 
combined. 

Proper  movements  can  only  result  from  proper  position  of 
the  parts  employed  in  their  production,  and  if  a  correct  position 
is  adopted  at  the  beginning  and  maintained  throughout,  proper 
execution  must  be  the  result.  In  attention  to  position  is  apt  to  be 
followed  by  bad  consequences,  and  often  the  evil  done  is  without 
remedy,  from  the  fixedness  of  habit. 

The  rules  usually  given  for  position  and  pen-holding  are 
founded  on  some  purposes  to  be  attained,  and  these  are  chiefly 
parallelism  and  fullness  of  stroke,  and  the  avoidance  of  awkward, 
fatiguing  or  unhealthy  attitudes.  With  beginners  in  writing 
the  tendency  is  to  adopt  the  rolling  of  the  forearm  instead  of 
turning  it,  which  is  the  correct  method.  This  is  the  obstacle  to 
be  overcome  in  making  the  progressive  movement  in  writing, 
and  can  best  be  done  in  making  correct  position  a  necessity  by 
requiring  continuous  movements,  v/hich  can  not  be  executed  by 
rolling  the  hand  or  stretching  the  fingers,  while  the  arm  is  not 
allowed  to  be  lifted.  Frequent  drills  should  be  given  in  move- 
ment exercises  which  will  enable  the  study  of  form,  correct 
movement  and  pen-holding  to  progress  together. 

Legibility,  rapidity  and  beauty  are  features  to  be  considered 
in  penmanship.  Of  these  legibility  is  the  first  and  most  impor- 
tant. Rapidity  is  the  result  of  perfect  familiarity  with  form  and 
measurement  at  the  outset.  The  influence  of  time,  however,  is 
of  much  importance  and  can  not  be  disregarded.  Regularity 
and  uniformity  arc  the  two  most  essential  qualities  of  beauty. 
All  extraneous  flourishes  should  be  rejected. 
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In  examinations  and  other  written  exercises  the  pupil's  best 
efforts  in  penmanship  should  be  required,  and  a  task  in  writing 
should  never  be  assigned  as  a  punishment.  For  position,  pen- 
holding,  movements,  principles,  etc.,  see  Merrill's  Teacher's 
Manual.  Teachers  should  begin  early  and  continue  through 
every  grade  to  impress  upon  the  minds  of  children  the  disgrace 
of  illegible  writing,  and  root  out  the  prevalent  idea  that  children 
seem  to  inherit — as  they  do  other  wrong  things — that  if  the  thing 
written  is  all  right  the  way  it  is  done  is  a  trifling  consequence.

SUGGESTIONS  FOR  FIRST  GRADE. 

Before  the  pupil  is  taught  letter-making  he  should  be  trained 
in  performing  certain  elementary  movements  of  the  hand  and 
fingers.  Exercises  requiring  him  to  separate  the  fingers  into 
two  groups,  and  training  him  to  move  each  of  the  two  groups 
independently  of  other  parts  of  the  hand,  should  be  systematical- 
ly practiced. 

The  first  exercise  with  the  pencil  should  be  straight  lines 
three  spaces  in  height,  made  with  a  downward  mov^^ment  of  the 
pencil  and  of  the  established  slope.  Frequent  drills  upon  this 
form  and  movement  should  be  practiced  on  the  slate'and  black- 
board, with  each  new  letter  and  with  every  advance  step  in  train- 
ing during  the  first  year. 

Use  key  letters  for  the  elements  and  arrange  the  alphabet  in 
groups  accordingly.  The  letters  i,  u,  t,  1,  o,  a  and  y  embrace  the 
important  basal  elements  composing  all  small  letters. 
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The  board  must  be  used  for  general  instruction,  criticism 
and  description. 

Pencils  should  be  long  and  not  to  thick. 

Four  lines  or  less  always  written  from  left  to  right 
and  not  in  columns,  is  enough  for  one  exercise.  The 
next  page  should  follow,  and  then  the  next,  the  unfinished  lines 
of  preceeding  pages  being  written  in  review.  During  the  perform- 
ance of  the  work  the  teacher  should  give  constant  attention  to 
position  and  manner  of  holding  the  pen,  pencil  or  crayon.  Make 
figures  according  to  the  Merrill  system  and  require  pupils  to  do 
the  same.

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SUGGESTIONS    TO  TEACHERS. 

The  teacher's  whole  attention  should  be  given  to  the  subject 
of  penmanship  during  the  daily  exercise. 

Frequent  use  of  the  board  should  be  made  to  show  princi- 
pals, criticise  errors,  and  illustrate  construction. 

The  written  work  of  lessons  should  always  be  done  neatly, 
and  the  general  estimate  of  the  pupils  standing  in  penmanship 
should  be  based  as  much  upon  his  habitual  performance,  as 
shown  in  his  daily  written  work,  as  upon  his  special  papers  in 
penmanship. 

In  written  exercises  and  examinations,  do  not  accept  any 
papers  that  are  not  executed  in  a  neat  and  legible  style  of  pen- 
manship. 

A  fluent  and  neat  habit  of  writing  may  exempt  a  pupil  from 
formal  lessons  if  his  practice  and  habits  do  not  retrograde. 
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LANGUAGE  AND  GRAMMAR; 

All  lessons  in  school  should  be  lessons  in  language,  i  e.,  it 
should  be  the  aim  in  all  the  exercises  and  recitations  to  develop 
and  cultivate  the  pupil's  power  to  express  his  thoughts  correctly 
and  with  fluency. 

Since  language  is  the  expression  of  thought  and  feeling,  all 
the  experiences  of  the  child,  all  the  lessons  of  the  school,  should 
furnish  the  material  of  the  language  lessons,  especially  the 
culture  studies,  reading,  geography,  biography  and  history. 
The  daily  aim  and  practice  should  be  to  train  the  child  to 
observe  carefully,  to  think  clearly  and  express  himself  accur- 
ately. 

In  the  prmiary  grades  the  language  lessons  should  be 
largely  oral  and  the  teacher  should  aim  first  to  secure  fullness 
and  fluency  of  expression.  The  first  requisite  is  to  have  some- 
thing to  say,  something  worth  telling.  Observing,  thinking,  are 
the  first  and  most  important  steps  in  language  training.  Then 
comes  practice  in  telling.  Then  training  in  correct  speech.  In 
this  teacher  must  be  the  pattern,  the  ideal. 

For  the  formal  part  of  language  training,  gramatical  part, 
the  pupil's  own  language  must  furnish  a  large  part  of  the  materi- 
his  way  can  language  study  become  a  real,  living.

Work  in  Letter  Forms  may  be  deferred  to  the  A  class 
which  should  have  more  difficult  work  in  dictation  and  the  use 
of  quotation  marks. 

Strive  to  get  as  free  and  ready  expression  in  writing  as 
orally. 

Insist  upon  neatness  in  all  written  work.

The  facts  and  combinations  should  be  so  thoroughly 
learned  by  repetition  in  concrete  problems  that  the  child's  .  mind 
acts  automatically  in  giving  them. 
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Drill  on  the  facts,  until  the  pupils  know  them  thoroughly 
and  instantly. 

For  seat  work  the  children  should  arrange  objects  on  their 
desks  in  groups  to  show  each  number  as  a  whole  and  in  given 
combinations;  they  should  draw  objects  to  show  the  above  facts.

Develop  idea  and  relation  of  units,  tens  and  hundreds  by 
use  of  splints  or  other  objects.  Let  the  fractional  work  be  ob- 
jective. 

Do  much  of  number  work  in  connection  with  measures  and 
weight.  Encourage  pupils  to  make  problems  of  their  own.

6  oranges.

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GEOGRAPHY. 

THE  AIM  IN  THE  STUDY  OF  GEOGRAPHY. 

Geography  is  one  of  the  so-called  "culture  studies,"  in 
distinction  from  the  practical  or  disciplinary  studies,  as  writing 
and  arithmetic. 

The  aim  in  the  disciplinary  studies  is  skill,  learning  to  do 
something  that  will  be  of  practical  use,  or  that  will  develope 
power  to  do.  The  method  in  the  disciplinary  studies  is  repetition, 
drill  in  a  few  things. 

The  object  of  the  culture  studies  is  to  enrich  the  mind,  to 
widen  the  knowledge  and  quicken  the  sympathies  of  the  child. 
These  results  may  be  obtained  by  travel  and  reading.  In  school 
the  means  and  instruments  are  globes,  maps,  charts,  pictures, 
books  of  travel  and  description.  Geography  must  be  made  the 
study  of  the  earth  as  the  home  of  man,  not  simply  learning  and 
locating  a  long  list  of  names. 

The  study  of  the  earth  as  the  home  of  man  makes  it  neces- 
sary that  some  fundamental  facts  of  the  earth,  the  physical  for- 
ces and  the  conditions  that  affect  the  life  of  men,  must  be  under- 
stood and  learned. 

In  the  study  of  a  country,  its  location  in  the  zones,  its  re- 
lief and  slopes,  its  drainage  must  be  studied;  its  climate,  animal 
and  vegetable  productions;  the  occupations,  shelter,  food  and 
clothing  of  the  people,  their  laws  and  religions,  their  customs 
and  manners.

as  far,  three  times  as  far,  one-half  as  far,  one-third  and  one- 
fourth  as  far.  Illustrate  and  teach  the  use  of  the  inch,  foot  and 
yard  measure.

SUGGESTIONS  FOR  SECOND  GRADE. 

This  work  is  merely  preparatory  to  the  study  of  geography. 

There  should  be  no  writing  of  definitions,  the  work  being 
purely  oral.  Require  the  pupil  to  express  the  ideas  they  get 
from  the  oral  instruction,  and  correct  these  until  the  true  ideas 
are  understood.  This  is  best  accomplshed  by  conversation  exer- 
cises so  conducted  that  the  pupils  do  the  most  of  the  talking. 

Require  the  pupil  to  draw  accurately  lines  of  any  given 
length,  from  one  inch  to  one  yard. 

Require  them  to  measure  exactly  the  length  and  width  of 
their  desks,  the  length  of  the  room  and  other  specified  distances. 

Much  of  this  should  be  done  in  connection  with  Arithmetic 
and  Language  work. 

THIRD  GRADE.  B  CLASS.

SUGGESTIONS  FOR  THIRD  GRADE. 

Use  pictures,  maps  and  globes  freely. 

The  study  of  geography  should  give  the  child  a  mental  pic- 
ture of  the  earth's  surface,  its  scenery,  productions,  races  and 
occupations  of  men.  It  should  give  some  knowledge  of  the  dif- 
ferent nations,  the  influences  that  have  made  them  what  they  are, 
their  resources  and  manner  of  living,  etc. 
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..   Good  instruction  in  geography  will  give  this  result. 

In  teaching  the  natural  features  always  bring  out  by  ques- 
tions the  result  of  the  child's  observations  of  natural  scenes  about 
him.    Illustrate  these  by  sketches  upon  the  board. 

Get  a  large  tray  of  sand  or  clay  in  which  to  mould  surface 
forms.  Be  sure  the  child  has  a  conception  of  the  idea  before  a 
formal  definition  is  given.  He  should  first  give  the  idea  in  his 
own  language.  ' 

Secure  a  collection  of  pictures  oi  animals  and  of  scenes  in 
the  occupations  of  men  for  use  in  illustrating. 

In  teaching  the  occupations,  object  lessons  should  be  given 
upon  gold,  silver,  lead  and  iron;  upon  the  pfocess  of  manufactur- 
ing lumber,  glass,  cotton  and  woolen  goods;  and  upon  the  im- 
ports, sugar,  coffee  and  tea. 

The  maps  should  be  drawn  upon  a  scale  given  by  the 
teacher.  The  pupil  should  be  required  to  make  his  own  meas- 
urements. He  should  never  be  allowed  to  copy  a  map  or  dia- 
gram given  by  the  teacher. 

The  objects  to  be  attained  by  drawing  these  diagrams  and 
maps  is  not  primarily  to  give  the  pupil  information  about  the 
area  to  be  represented.  It  is  to  teach  him  how  to  represent  a 
large  surface  upon  a  small  one.  It  is  to  show  him  how  to  repre- 
sent to  the  eye  the  relative  distance  and  direction  of  things  too 
widely  seperated  to  be  seen  at  the  same  time.  It  is  to  make  use 
of  the  knowledge  he  already  possesses,  or  may  gain  by  observa- 
tion, to  enable  him  to  form  true  conceptions  of  things  beyond 
his  range  of  vision  and  hitherto  unknown  to  him.  This  being 
the  purpose  the  teacher  should  not  spend  too  much  time  in 
efforts  to  secure  mechanical  accuracy  and  minuteness  of  detail 
in  the  work,  and  so  mistake  the  means  for  the  end. 

The  pupil  has  now  learned  how  to  represent  on  a  map  that 
he  draws.  He  is  now  ready  to  learn  how  or  what  a  map  tells 
him. 
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Great  care  and  skill  are  required  in  this  part  of  the  instruc- 
tion. 

Remember  that  teaching  is  illustradng,  and  that  true  illus- 
tration seizes  upon  what  is  known  to  lead  up  to  the  unknown.

SUGGESTIONS  FOR  THE  FOURTH  GRADE. 

Illustrate  by  the  globe  and  by  drawings  on  the  board  all 
topics  where  they  can  be  used  to  advantage.  Teach  only  what 
is  necessary  to  understand  common  terms  used  and  common 
phenomena.  Special  instructions  must  be  given  to  enable  the 
pupils  to  understand  and  interpret  the  meaning  of  maps. 

"The  training  given  is  to  render  familiar  the  conventional 
langnage  of  cartography."  This  is  the  objective  point  toward 
which  the  whole  course  thus  far  has  been  directed. 

A  series  of  questions  like  the  following  will  stimulate  inter- 
est in  map  study;  but  no  set  form  or  routine  in  the  kind  or  order 
of  questions  should  be  followed: 

In  which  hemisphere  is  the  country,  province  or  state  repre- 
sented in  this  map?  Point  out  whatever  natural  boundries  it  has, 
and  locate  them.  How  wide  and  how  long  is  the  country? 
(Pupils  should  be  taught  how  to  determine  this  approximately 
without  a  scale.)  What  facts  of  drainage  do  you  discover? 
Indicate  where  the  land  is  high,  where  low,  which  way  it  slopes, 
and  what  river  systems  and  water  sheds  it  has.  What  other 
natural  divisions  of  land  or  water  are  shown?  What  part  of  the 
country  is  most  densely  populated?  Where  are  the  laws  made? 
Locate  the  metropolis.  Is  the  island  inhabited?  Do  you  think 
people  could  go  to  the  capital  by  steamboat?  What  region  is 
probably  swampy?  Which  body  of  water  has  the  higher  level, 
the  one  on  the  south  or  the  one  on  the  west?  Do  oranges  anci 
bananas  grow  here?   Is  the  reindeer  or  aligator  found  herd? 
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Point  out  a  body  of  water  that  is  fresh  and  one  that  may  be  salt. 
Why  was  the  metropoHs  not  built  at  the  mouth  of  the  great 
river?  In  what  direction  is  the  water  gap  in  the  mountain  chain 
from  the  source  of  the  longest  river?  the  island  from  the  lakes? 
the  metropolis  from  the  capital? 

Work  similar  to  the  above  may  be  done  with  each  new 
map  lesson,  using  outline  wall  maps  if  they  are  at  hand.  Why 
are  they  better  for  this  purpose  than  the  maps  in  the  atlas? 
The  disciplinary  purpose  of  exercise  like  the  foregoing  is  not 
memory  training.  The  questions  should  be  such  and  proceed 
in  such  sequence  as  to  cultivate  the  powers  of  observation  and 
reasoning;  the  answer  to  one  should  not  directly  suggest  the 
answer  to  the  next.  The  practical  purpose  in  view  is  to  enable 
the  pupils  to  read  a  map.  When  they  do  not  readily  answer 
they  should  have  time  and  opportunity  to  study  out  conclusions 
of  their  own. 

In  the  treatment  of  topic  6,  the  aim  is  to  expand  the  con- 
cepts already  possessed,  and  thus  give  adequate  notions  of  the 
absent  and  unseen.  The  power  to  see  things  "iii  the  mind's 
eye"  is  to  be  trained.  The  child  should  be  able  to  translate  map 
forms  into  the  realities  which  they  represent,  and  to  conceive  of 
distant  portions  of  the  earth  as  they  appear.  A  river  must  not 
be  to  him  merely  a  crooked  line  on  a  page;  a  town  must  be 
more  than  a  spot  of  printer's  ink.  To  this  end  use  pictures  free- 
ly, also  vivid  descriptions  of  scenery  and  manner  of  life  in  other 
countries.  Physical  features  should  receive  considerable  atten- 
tion. Continental  resemblances  and  contrasts,  identations,  pro- 
jections, islands,  chief  mountain  ranges,  rivers  and  lakes,  plains 
and  plateaux,  arid  and  arable  regions,  etc.,  should  be  noted. 

Observe  that  the  general  character  of  the  work  in  this  form 
is  analytic.  We  descend  from  the  general  to  the  particular;  but 
extreme  detail  is  to  be  avoided.  Map  drawing  is  taught,  not  as 
an  end  in  itself,  but  to  impress  on  the  mind  the  forms  of  the,  di- 
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visions;  minute  accuracy  is  not  aimed  at  in  drawing  maps.  The 
child's  first  map  was  to  him  a  means  of  expressing  knowledge, 
but  now  he  is  to  use  maps  as  a  means  of  getting  knowledge."* 

The  maps  of  the  continents  should  be  progressively 
sketched  as  studied.  In  sketching,  the  equator,  tropics,  arctic 
circles  and  a  few  meridians  should  be  drawn,  partly  to  serve  as 
guides  in  proportion  and  form,  but  especially  to  fix  the  location 
and  latitude  in  the  mind.    Mould  the  continents  in  sand  or  clay. 

In  illustrating  the  change  of  seasons  the  teacher  should 
show  by  use  of  the  globe  and  some  object  to  represent  the  sun, 
the  relative  position  of  the  sun  and  the  earth  in  each  of  the  sea- 
sons, and  require  the  pupils  to  repeat  the  illustration.  Draw 
from  pupils  the  result  of  their  observations  upon  the 
time  of  the  rising  and  setting  of  the  sun  in  summer  and  in  win- 
ter, and  the  difference  in  the  height  of  the  sun  at  noon  in  sum- 
mer and  in  winter.  Draw  a  large  circle  on  the  flooi  and  place  a 
lighted  lamp  in  the  center  to  represent  the  sun,  then  darken  the 
room,  if  possible,  and  move  a  ball,  representing  the  earth,  along 
the  circle. 

Read  accounts  of  arctic  phenomena. 

Read  "The  Story  of  the  Year."  in  Anderson's  Stories  and 
Tales. 

Arrange  the  reading  topics  in  the  Geographical  Reader  to 
correspond  with  the  topics  studied  in  the  geography  lessons. 
Study  slopes  and  drainage  areas  as  units. 
Give  oral  lessons  upon  animal  life. 

Teach  pupils  the  distinctions  between  vertebrates,  articu- 
lates, mollusks  and  radiates. 

Contrast  the  animals  of  the  torrid  and  frigid  zone.  See 
Frye's  Child  and  Nature  and  King's  Methods  and  Aids  in 
Geography.

Maps  should  be  sketched  upon  the  board  or  paper  to  give 
a  more  vivid  impression  of  the  facts.  A  map  of  each  of  the  con- 
tinents should  be  more  carefully  drawn  upon  paper. 

The  memory  should  not  be  burdened  with  statistics  of  area, 
population,  elevation  and  distance. 

The  area  and  population  of  North  America  should  be 
learned  with  approximate  accuracy  to  serve  as  units  of  compar- 
ison with  other  continents.  In  a  similar  manner  the  length  of 
the  Mississippi  river  and  the  area  of  Lake  Superior  should  be 
firmly  fixed  in  the  mind  as  convenient  units  of  comparison. 

Show  the  influence  of  latitude  and  elevation  upon  vegetable 
productions;  the  association  of  minerals  with  mountains;  of 
manufacture  with  dense  population. 

Study  agricultural  and  mineral  production  in  connection 
with  physical  rather  than  political  divisions.  Compare  the  cli- 
mate and  productions  of  countries  in  the  same  latitude  but  in 
widely  different  longitude,  as  New  Hampshire  and  Oregon, 
France  and  Canada,  England  and  Labrador. 
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Show  in  what  countries  the  leading  commercial  products 
are  chiefly  found;  such  as  wheat,  cotton,  silk,  wool,  sugar,  tea, 
coffee,  rice,  tobacco,  spices,  wines,  iron,  coal,  gold,  silver,  copper, 
tin,  salt,  petroleum,  hides. 

Give  considerable  attention  to  commercial  routes.  De-

Note  recent  changes  in  political  geography  and  explain  the 
causes  that  produce  them.  The  physical  phenomena  studied 
should  be  selected  and  presented  as  a  systematic  body  of 
knowledge.

SUGGESTIONS  TO  TEACHERS. 

One  of  the  chief  purposes  of  the  study  of  history  is  to  im- 
part culture;  but  considerable  mental  discipline  can  be  secured 
from  this  proper  study. 

The  text  should  not  be  used  simply  for  reading  lessons;  but 
the  pupils  should  be  held  for  the  reproduction  of  the  substance 
of  the  lessons.  When  a  period  has  been  studied  in  this  way,  the 
principal  facts  should  be  summarized  and  their  relations  to  other 
events  shown. 

Pass  lightly  over  the  greater  part  of  colonial  history. 
Study  Massachusetts  and  Connecticut,  New  York  and  Pennsyl- 
vania, Maryland  and  Virginia  as  typical  colonies. 

Cultivate  the  habit  of  independent  investigation  and  study 
by  encouraging  pupils  to  read  biographies  and  other  books  on 
history  than  the  text  book.  They  will  thus  learn  how  to  use 
books.  Extra  credits  may  be  given  for  this  extra  work.  Give 
moie  attention  to  the  life  and  thought  of  the  people  than  to  wars 
and  battles. 

The  study  of  geography  and  history  should  go  together. 
Make  a  constant  use  of  map  drawing. 

Read  as  much  of  the  literature  growing  out  of  our  history 
as  possible. 

Another  purpose  of  the  study  of  the  history  of  our  country 
is  to  cultivate  the  spirit  of  patriotism,  but  some  care  is  here 
necessary. 

"Children  are  naturally  partisans;  in  their  estimation  one 
side  is  always  and  altogether  right,  the  other  wholly  wrong. 
The  study  of  the  history  of  his  own  country  by  a  person  of  im- 
mature years,  may  cause  this  natural  tendency  to  develop 
into  an  intellectual  habit.  This  result  should  be  guarded 
against,  especially  if  the  text  in  use  is  written  in  a  glowing  style. 
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Cultivate  in  your  pupils  a  spirit  of  judicial  fairness.  Disinter- 
estedness is  one  of  the  cardinal  intellectual  virtues,  and  this 
study  offers  exceptional  opportunities  to  cultivate  it."* 

While  studying  the  constitutional  period,  have  the  constitu- 
tion read  in  class.

SUGGESTIONS  TO  TEACHERS. 

The  study  in  physiology  should  be  on  a  scientific  basis,  so 
far  as  possible,  even  in  the  primary  grades.  The  natural  or 
scientific  order  will  be — first,  anatomy  or  structure,  next,  physi- 
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ology  or  functions,  and  lastly,  hygiene  or  the  laws  of  health, 
based  on  structure  and  functions. 

So  far  as  possible  the  objective  method  should  be  used  in 
teaching  this  subject. 

In  the  lower  grades  where  the  instruction  is  oral,  the  pupils 
should  reproduce  the  substance  of  the  lessons  first  in  correct 
oral  language  and  then  in  writing  under  the  instruction  and 
guidance  of  the  teacher. 

In  the  grades  in  which  a  text-book  is  used,  the  same  meth- 
od of  reproduction  should  be  employed,  through  the  illustra- 
tive and  explanatory  parts,  if  the  text  simply  be  read. 
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SCIENCE  LESSONS. 

The  object  of  these  lessons  is  not  only  the  acquisition  of 
konwledge  of  Nature  and  her  ways,  but  also,  which  is  of  far 
more  importance,  to  interest  the  children  in  natural  forces  and 
in  the  life  and  growth  around  them,  and  to  train  them  to  ob- 
serve closely,  to  think  clearly  and  to  express  themselves  accur- 
ately. 

To  secure  these  aims  it  is  necessary  that  every  child  shall 
examine  and  describe  the  plant,  animal  or  mineral  studied. 

No  book  should  be  used  by  the  pupils,  nor  should  the 
teacher  tell  them  anything  they  can  discover  for  themselves. 
It  is  the  part  of  the  teacher  to  interest  and  guide  the  pupil  in 
making  his  observations  and  comparisons,  and  in  drawing  his 
conclusions. 

The  material  selected  for  observation  and  study  should  be 
such  as  is  abundant  and  easily  accessible,  so  that  every  child  of 
the  class  may  have  before  him  a  specimen  of  the  object  studied. 
Expression,  both  in  drawing  and  in  language,  should  go  hand 
in  hand  with  observation.  The  work  in  science  should  be  an 
important  part  of  the  drawing,  language  and  geography  lessons. 

As  young  children  are  more  interested  in  living,  moving 
objects,  the  phenomena  of  life  and  growth,  the  idea  of  care  and 
protection  should  be  prominent  in  the  primary,  grades.  In  the 
upper  grades,  structure,  system  and  order,  plan  and  purpose 
should  be  the  central  ideas. 

The  first  eight  weeks  of  the  fall  term  and  all  of  the  spring 
term  should  be  given  to  plants  and  animals;  twenty  weeks  of 
the  fall  and  winter  terms  may  be  given  to  minerals  and  to  the 
lessons  in  literature  and  history.  In  the  outline  given  below  by 
the  grades  it  is  not  expected  that  the  teachers  will  do  all  the 
work  indicated,  but  will  select  such  as  the  time  and  circumstan- 
ces permit. 
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FIRST  GRADE. 

Fall  Term. 

Plants. — General  characteristics  and  structure  of  typical 
plants.  Teach  to  name  and  recognize  the  parts  of  the  plant,  the 
stem,  root,  leaves,  bud,  flower,  and  the  uses  of  the  parts. 

SPRING  TERM. 

Study  germination,  development  and  growth  of  typical 
plants,  as  bean,  pea,  sunflower,  etc.  Study  of  buds  and  leaves; 
care  and  protection  of  plants  and  flowers. 

Animals. — Observe  and  describe  familiar  animals  and  their 
uses.  How  to  care  for  them,  and  kindness  to  them.  Different 
modes  of  locomotion  of  quadrupeds,  birds  and  fishes,  covering; 
study  of  frog,  robin,  clam,  earthworm. 

Lead  the  children  to  note  the  time  of  the  advent  of  spring 
flowers  and  animals. 

Physiology. — As  laid  down  in  Course. 

SECOND  grade. 

Fall  Term. 

Plants. — Review  work  of  previous  year — study  plants 
more  in  detail;  parts  of  the  leaf;  shapes,  margins,  veins;  parts  of 
the  flower. 

SPRING  term. 

Care  and  protection — seeds  and  germination:  i.  Plant 
beans  and  watch  their  growth.  2.  When  the  seedlings  are  two 
or  three  inches  high,  study  the  seed  and  its  parts.  Study  the 
pea  in  the  same  way  and  then  compare  it  with  the  bean,  noting 
first  the  difference,  then  the  resemblance.  4.  Study  the  seed 
and  plant  in  each  case  in  relation  to  their  surroundings,  air, 
water,  sunlight.  Children  led  to  discover  the  uses  of  different 
parts  of  the  plant  to  animals  and  man.  5.  Continue  the  obser- 
vation of  the  bean  and  pea  the  rest  of  the  school  year,  noting  the 
growth,  use  and  general  structure  of  the  buds,  stem,  roots, 
leaves,  flowers  and  fruit. 
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The  study  of  buds  should  be  carried  on  in  connection  with 
the  work  in  germination.  The  children  should  gather  branches 
having  large  buds,  put  them  into  water  and  watch  and  describe 
their  development  and  gradual  unfolding.  Later  compare  fresh 
buds  with  these  that  have  unfolded. 

Study  the  dissemination  of  seeds,  those  that  fly,  sail,  stick. 

Animals. — Study  birds,  their  nests.  Study  fish,  snail, 
caterpillar  (silkworm),  fly  and  spider. 

Physiology. — As  per  course. 

Geography. — See  course  of  study  in  geography. 

THIRD  GRADE. 

Plants. — Seeds  and  germination. 

1.  Study  bean,  pea,  sunflower,  morning  glory  and  acorn 
to  discover  something  of  the  order  or  plan  of  growth  and  search 
for  answers  to  the  questions  "how  and  why." 

2.  Study  more  in  detail  the  plants  before  studied,  and 
compare  with  other  plants  to  learn  the  uses  of  the  different  parts 
of  the  seedling  and  the  relation  of  the  plant  to  its  surroundings. 

3.  Discover  where  the  seeds  are  formed,  how  they  escape 
from  the  ovary,  and  how  they  are  disseminated. 

4.  Reproduction  and  flowers. 

In  connection  with  the  study  of  buds  call  attention 
to  the  catkins  of  the  willow,  the  poplar  and  the  hazel,  and  to  the 
flowers  of  the  elder,  the  lilac  and  the  bean  and  pea. 

1.  Study  hickory  and  lilac  buds  to  discover  the  order 
shown  in  the  buds  and  parts. 

2.  Compare  these  with  other  buds  for  the  purpose  of 
noting  their  positions  and  arrangement,  as  well  as  their  protec- 
tion. 

3.  Study  stem  and  its  parts;  wood,  bark,  pith,  their  uses 
and  structure. 

Animals. — Study  angleworm,  snail,  crayfish,  grasshopper, 
beetle,   Use  of  worms,  insects,  birds. 
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Physiology. — (See  course). 

Minerals.  Study  quartz,  sand,  marble,  clay,  coal,, salt  and 
common  metals.  Action  of  water  on  pebbles  and  of  frost  on 
plants  and  rocks. 

FOURTH  GRADE.^ 

Plants.  Leaves — Study  as  an  introduction  to  leaves  their 
arrangement  and  folding  of  the  leaves  in  the  buds  and  watch  the 
unfolding,  noting  their  order  and  plan. 

Note  the  uses  of  the  leaves  and  their  parts  and  forms, 
margins,  epidermis,  breathing,  pores  and  pulp. 

Reproduction  and  Flowers — Discover  that  both  seed  boxes 
and  pollen  boxes  are  found  in  all  kinds  of  flowering  plants. 

Note  how  well  they  are  protected  both  in  bud  and  flower. 
Uses  of  plants  for  food,  clothing,  building  material,  etc.,  and  fer- 
tilizing soil. 

Animals.  Study  birds — i.  Migration,  nesting,  feeding. 
2.  Insects — butterflies,  moths,  grasshoppers.  3.  Uses  and 
relation  of  birds  and  insects.  4.  By  observation  of  structure 
determine  some  orders  of  mammals  and  birds.  5.  Uses  of  ani- 
mals. 

Physics,  etc.  Air,  its  weight,  expansion,  motion,  winds. 
Expansion  of  water  by  heat,  freezing,  expansion  of  solids — 
Decay  of  rocks  and  plants  forming  soil. 

Evaporation  and  condensation  of  moisture.  Lead  the 
pupil  to  form  habits  of  observation  of  what  is  going  on  around 
him.  Lead  him  to  see  the  effects  of  these  forces  and  changes 
on  climate  m  the  geography  lessons. 

FIFTH  GRADE. 

Plants.  The  central  thought — system,  plan  and  'purpose. 
The  plant  as  an  organism  for  producing  seeds  or  new  plants. 

Seeds  and  Germination — Let  pupils,  i.  Review  at  least 
two  exalbuminous  and  two  albuminous  seeds.    2.    Plant  corn 
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and  watch  its  development  and  then  study  the  seed  and  its  parts 
and  afterwards  study  the  pine  seed  in  a  corresponding  way.  3. 
Classification  into  exalbuminous  and  albuminous  seeds  for  the 
purpose  of  classification  into  monocotyledons,  dicotyledons  and 
polycotyledons  and  learn  that  cotyledons  are  modified  leaves.  4. 
Study  the  practical  uses  to  man  of  the  albumen  stored  in  the 
seed. 

Buds — Let  the  children  i.  Review  as  much  as  may  seem 
necessary,  2.  Study  buds  with  respect  to  their  positions  and 
and  arrangement.  Examine  the  rings  left  by  the  falling  of  the 
bud  scales  and  learn  the  story  the  rings  tell. 

Roots — Study  roots  and  root  hairs  and  their  uses  to  the 
plant  and  the  positions  and  kinds  of  roots  as  well  as  their 
various  uses  to  the  plants  and  to  man. 

Leaves — Let  the  children  i.  Continue  the  study  of  the 
positions,  arrangement  and  parts  of  leaves  with  reference  to 
to  their  uses:  Their  relations  to  sunlight,  air,  rain  and  the  direct- 
ing of  water  to  their  roots. 

Leaves  as  the  lungs  of  trees — Relations  of  plants  to  animals 
and  man. 

Physics,  Meteorology,  Etc.  Rain — its  causes,  effects  on 
surface  of  land,  slopes,  ponds,  in  valleys,  streams,  i.  Below  the 
surface,  springs,  caverns,  2.  River  basins,  alluvial  deposits.  3. 
Glaciers,  icebergs.  4.  Volcanoes,  geysers,  earthquakes.  Ob- 
serve position  of  sun,  moon,  some  constellations.  Winds,  clouds, 
snow,  frost,  dew,  their  causes,  their  affects. 

Climate — These  subjects  to  be  studied  in  connection  with 
and  relation  to  geography. 

SIXTH,  SEVENTH  AND  EIGHTH  GRADES. 

Teach  Botany  and  Zoology  in  connection  with  Reading  and 
Language;  Physics  and  Physiography  in  connecton  with 
Geography. 

Botany — Review  work  of  lower  grade. 
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Root,  stem,  buds,  leaves. 

Special  study  for  these  grades — Reproduction,  flower,  fruit, 
seed. 

Plant  analysis. — Phenogamous  and  cryptogamous  flower. 

Parts. — Peduncle,  calyx,  corolla,  stamen,  pistils,  inflor- 
escence. 

Classes. — Complete,  incomplete,  perfect,  imperfect,  neutral, 
symmetrical,  etc. 

Simple  fruits. — i.  Fleshy  fiuits:  berry,  pepo,  pome.  2. 
Stone  fruits:  drupe.  3.  Dry  fruits:  (i)  indehiscent,  akene,  grain, 
nut,  key;  (2)  dehiscent  of  a  simple  pistil  (follicle,  legume),  of  a 
compound;  pistil,  capsule,  silique,  silicle,  pyxis. 

Four  uses  to  man. — Seeds,  coats,  kernels,  scar  or  hilum. 
Embryo,  radicle  or  calicle,  cotyledons,  plumule,  exalbuminous 
and  albuminous,  monocotyledons,  dicotyledons,  polycotyledons. 

Reccommend  that  six  weeks  at  least  be  given  to  this  study, 
taking  one-half  hour  each  day;  that  each  pupil  be  supplied  with 
a  plant  record  similar  to  one  now  used  in  the  High  Scoool,  but 
modified  to  suit  age  and  condition  of  pupils;  that  each  pupil  be 
required  to  analyze  at  least  one  plant  a  week,  making  a  total  of 
six  plants,  the  teacher  giving  pupils  the  botanical  name,  pupils 
analyzing  according  to  printed  form  in  their  books;  that  pocket 
lenses  be  supplied  for  each  desk,  or  that  some  arrangemet  be 
made  by  which  the  children  can  obtain  them  at  small  cost. 

Zoology. — Take  up  the  study  of  birds,  basing  it  upon  Bur- 
roughs' "Bird  Enemies  and  Tragedies  of  the  Nest."  Study 
particularly  robin,  oriole,  crow,  woodpecker,  etc. 

Manner  of  buiding  nest,  where,  when.  Number  of  eggs, 
etc.  Use  to  man.  See  Jackman  on  above;  also  Scribner's, 
June  1893;  "Friends  Worth  Knowing,"  by  Ernest  Ingersoll. 
Study  crayfish,  earthworms,  insects  and  related  forms.  Classi- 
fication of  animals  into  vertebrates,  articulates,  mollusks, 
radiates. 
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Time,  six  weeks. 

Physics. — In  connection  with  geography,  experiments 
showing  pressure,  circulation,  elasticity  and  compressibility  of 
air.  Source  and  composition  of  light.  Source,  capacity  and 
conduction  of  heat.  Force  of  gravitation.  Simple  machine — 
Lever,  pulley,  pump. 

Physiography. — The  relief  of  the  earth  and  the  agencies 
that  produce  changes,  studied  by  the  observation  of  geological 
forces  and  atmospheric  phenomena  in  this  vicinity. 

Special  topics. — Evaporation,  precipitation  and  erosion: 
rain,  dew,  snow,  hail,  springs,  rivers,  valleys,  glaciers,  etc.,  and 
the  forces  producing  them.

COURSE  OF  STUDY. 


DRAWING. 

The  course  extends  through  all  the  grades  from  the  first 
primary  through  the  first  two  terms  of  senior  high  school 
grade. 

Time. 

First  and  second  years — 15  minutes  daily. 
Third,  fourth,  fifth,  sixth,  seventh  and  eighth  years — ten 
half  hours  per  month. 

High  School — Each  class  one  hour  and  a  half  per  week. 

DISTRICT  SCHOOLS. 

First  and  second  years — Form  study,  using  type  forms  and 
common  objects;  clay  modeling;  tablet  and  step  laying;  paper 
folding,  cutting  and  pasting;  drawing  in  the  freest  possible  way 
on  the  blackboard  and  paper  from  objects  and  illustrating  stories 
and  historical  events  appropriate  for  the  day,  also  in  connection 
with  science  work  appropriate  for  the  season;  colored  paper  for 
the  purpose  of  educating  the  color  sense. 

Third  year — Books  i  and  2,  Prang  Elementary  Course  in 
Art  Instruction. 

Fourth  Year — Books  3  and  4,  Prang  Elementary  Course  in 
Art  Instruction. 

Fifth  Year — Books  5  and  6,  Prang  Elementary  Course  in 
Art  Instruction. 

Sixth  Year — Books  7  and  8,  Prang  Elementary  Course  in 
Art  Instruction. 

Seventh  and  Eighth  years — Books  9  and  10,  Prang  Ele- 
mentary Course  in  Art  Instruction. 

Elmbracing  illustrations  of  stories,  historic  events  and  in 
connection  with  other  subjects.  Draw  from  life,  boys  and  girls 
and  domestic  animals. 
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HIGH  SCHOOL. 

First  Year — With  the  exception  of  the  first  lesson  in  pen 
and  ink  drawing,  object  drawing  in  pencil  and  technical  work  in 
design,  the  drawing  is  devoted  to  the  representation  of  apparatus, 
laws  and  problems  relating  to  the  subject  of  physics  and  illus- 
trating the  subject  of  botany. 

Second,  third  and  part  of  the  fourth  years — Pen  and  ink 
work;  lead  pencil  sketching;  sepia  pencil,  from  casts  and  objects; 
charcoal  drawing  from  casts,  objects  and  life;  sepia  wash  from 
casts  and  objects;  illustrations  of  historic  ornament  and  arch- 
itecture in  pen  and  ink,  sepia  wash  and  pencil  and  water  color. 

Mechanical  drawing  is  given  to  the  boys  who  prefer  it. 
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GERMAN. 

SECOND  DISTRICT  SCHOOL. 

Third  Grade — Comenius-Fibel  to  page  63. 

Fourth  Grade — Finish  the  Fibel  and  Erstes  Lesebuch. 

Fifth  Grade — Zweites  Lesebuch. 

Sixth  Grade — Drittes  Lesebuch. 

Seventh  grade — Viertes  Lesebuch. 

Eighth  grade — Fuenftes  Lesebuch. 

Thirty  minutes  time  should  be  allotted  each  division  (A&B) 
in  each  grade  iov  this  study.  Daily  practice  in  conversation, 
especially  in  the  lower  grades  where  the  text  book  must  be  sup- 
plemented by  material  suitable  for  oral  work  and  verses  to  be 
memorized,  is  indispensable. 

The  readers  contain  a  good  selection  of  reading  matter,  to- 
gether with  exercises  for  composition,  letter  writing,  grammatic- 
al exercises  and  exercises  for  translation.  The  exercises  for 
translation  from  English  to  German  found  in  the  back  part  of 
the  readers  are  to  be  used  in  connection  with  the  grammatical 
exercises  found  there  also,  one  or  two  lessons  of  which  should 
be  assigned  each  week,  as  the  teacher  may  find  necessary.  The 
teacher  should,  in  general,  follow  the  plan  and  directions  laid 
down  in  the  books  by  the  authors. 
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Pupils  who  are  fitting  for  college  are  expected  to  select  such 
studies  as  will  make  the  required  preparation.  Pupils  who  are 
not  fitting  for  college  are  allowed  to  select  such  studies  as  their 
previous  attainments  have  qualified  them  to  pursue  successfully. 
But  all  are  advised  to  choose  some  particular  course  and  com- 
plete it. 


It  is  the  purpose  of  the  elementary  physics  of  the  first  year 
to  afford  a  better  understanding  of  those  portions  of  botany  and 
physical  geography  which  are  closely  related  to  that  subject. 

THE  COURSE  IN  ENGLISH. 

In  the  study  of  English  in  the  High  School  there  are  two 
principal  aims  to  be  kept  in  view:  i.  The  study  of  Literature. 
2.  Training  in  Expression.  These  two  phases  of  the  study 
should  be  continuous  and  concurrent. 

Rhetoric  is  to  be  connected  both  with  the  study  of  Litera- 
ture, which  furnishes  principle  and  models,  and  with  the  practice 
in  composition. 

Analysis  of  words  and  sentences,  the  use  of  the  dictionary 
and  diacritical  marks  and  training  in  oral  expression  are  to  be 
taught  incidentally. 

The  followinc:  outline  is  for  the  year  1898-9  and  the  books 
and  selections  in  small  capitals  are  for  critical  study  in  class. 
The  teacher  will  select  others  for  home  reading.

Grammar, — Critical  study  of  the  parts  of  speech  and  senten 
tial  analysis.

Reading, — George  Elliot's  Silas  Marker;  Irving's  Tales 
of  a  Traveller;  Wordsworth's  Excursion;  Scott's  Lady  of  the 
Lake,  Selections  from  Seven  American  Classics;  English 
History. 

Composition, — Reproductions  and  essays,  descriptive  and 
critical,  based  on  books  read. 

Rhetorical  Study, — Diction,  structure  of  the  sentence,  para- 
graphing, figures  of  speech.

Correlation  of  history  and  English,  Supplementary  reading 
in  history,  selected  with  reference  to  its  literary  value  and  made 
the  basis  of  essay  work. 

fourth  year. 

Reading, — Julius  C/ESAr;  Milton's  L'Allegro,  II  Pensor- 
oso,  Comus  and  Lycidis;  Macaulay's  Essay  on  Milton;  Selec- 
tions from  Wordsworth. 

Compositions, — Essays  and  Reviews.

GERMAN. — HIGH  SCHOOL. 

First  Year:  Joynes-Meissner's  Grammar,  Part  L  As  soon 
as  sufficient  formal  grammar  has  been  learned  so  as  to  give  a 
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comprehension  of  simple  constructions,  easy  reading  matter  must 
be  taken  up  in  connection  with  the  Grammar  and  the  exercises 
in  it,  as:  "Das  Bubchen  vor  der  Himmelsthur"  and  easy  selec- 
tions from  some  reader  including  poems,  some  of  which  are  to 
be  committed  to  memory.  Daily  practice  in  conversation  based 
on  the  stories  read  and  translation  into  German  of  English  varia- 
tions must  accompany  the  regular  work. 

Second  Year:  Enlargement  of  first  year's  work.  Joynes- 
Meissner's  Grammar  with  its  exercises  for  translation  completed. 
Finish  Joynes'  Reader  and  texts  like  "Immense,"  or  "Waldhei- 
mat". 

Third  Year:  Read  and  translate  about  400  pages  of  moder- 
ately difficult  prose  and  poetry  with  constant  reference  to  the 
grammar,  especially  the  use  of  the  infinitive  and  subjunctive,  in- 
troducing gradually  the  German  Grammatical  terms.  Weekly 
exercises  in  composition  and  translation  from  English  to  German 
must  be  kept  up. 

Fourth  Year:  Read  about  500  pages  of  standard  works  in 
literature,  including  in  a  general  outline  the  main  facts  from  the 
history  of  German  literature.  Write  short  essays  on  themes 
from  the  works  read  and  keep  up  exercises  in  translations. 
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PROVISIONS  OF  THE  CITY  CHARTER  OF  THE  CITY 
OF  LA  CROSSE. 

PUBLIC  SCHOOLS. 

Section  1.  At  the  first  regular  meeting  of  the  Common  Coun- 
cil held  in  December,  1887,  said  Council  shall  elect  three  persons, 
residents  of  said  city,  as  school  commissioners,  to  serve  in  place  of 
three  commissioners  whose  terms  cf  office  expire  on  the  first  Mon- 
day of  January,  1888,  and  at  its  first  regular  meeting  held  in 
December  1888,  said  Council  shall  elect  four  persons,  residents  of 
said  city,  as  school  commissioners  to  serve  in  place  of  the  four 
commissioners  whose  terms  of  office  expire  cn  the  first  Monday  of 
January,  1889.  The  school  commissioners  elected  under  the  pro- 
visions of  this  act  may  be  chosen  without  regard  to  the  place  or 
ward  of  their  residence  in  said  city,  and  shall  hold  their  oflSce 
for  two  years  and  until  their  successors  are  elected  and  qualified, 
unles  removed  for  misconduct  or  other  sufficient  cause,  by  vote  of 
the  Common  Council,  as  provided  in  this  act;  provided,  that  no 
two  residents  of  any  one  ward  shall  hold  oflSce  as  school  commis- 
sioners at  the  same  time. 

Section  2.  The  terms  of  the  commissioners  who  shall  be  elect- 
ed under  Section  1,  of  this  chapter,  shall  commence  on  the  first 
Monday  of  January  next  after  their  election;  and  such  commisson- 
ers  elected  as  herein  provided  shall  form  a  board  of  education  by 
the  name  and  style  of  the  Board  of  Education  of  the  City  of  La 
Cro3se,  and  a  majority  of  said  board  shall  constitute  a  quorum  for 
the  transaction  of  business,  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Common 
Council  to  supply,  by  election,  any  vacancy  which  may  occur  from 
time  to  time  in  said  board  by  resignation,  removal  or  otherwise. 

Section  3.  The  present  school  board  of  the  City  of  La  Crosse 
shall  continue  to  act  as  the  school  board  of  said  city,  and  shall  per- 
form all  the  duties  of  a  school  board  of  such  city  under  this  act; 
each  member  of  such  board  shall  hold  his  office  under  this  act  until 
the  expiration  of  the  time  for  which  he  was  last  elected  to  such 
board,  unless  sooner  removed,  as  herein  provided. 

Section  4,  The  board  of  education  shall,  at  its  regular  meeting 
held  on  the  first  Monday  of  July,  1887,  or  within  fifteen  days  there- 
after, elect  some  suitable  person,  having  the  necessary  qualifica- 
tions, as  city  superintendent  of  schools,  who  shall  hold  his  office 
until  the  first  Monday  in  July,  1888,  and  until  his  success-r  shall 
be  elected  and  qualified;  and  thereafter  the  board  of  education 
shall  annually,  at  its  regular  meeting  on  the  first  Monday  of  July 
of  each  year,  or  within  fifteen  days  thereafter,  elect  a  city  superin- 
tendent of  schools,  whoso  term  of  office  shall  commence  on  the  first 
Monday  of  July,  and  said  superintendent  shall  continue  in  office 
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one  year,  and  until  his  successor  is  elected  and  qualified,  unless 
removed  by  a  two-thirds  vote  of  the  Common  Council  for  miscon- 
duct or  other  sufficient  cause,  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  school 
board  to  supply  by  election  any  vacancy  which  may  occur  from 
time  to  time  in  said  office  of  school  superintendent  by  resignation, 
death  or  otherwise.  The  term  of  office  of  the  present  school  super- 
intendent shall  continue  under  this  act  until  the  first  Monday  of 
July,  1887. 

Section  5.  The  board  of  education  shall  at  its  regular  meeting 
in  January  A.  D,  1888,  and  annually  therafter  elect  one  of  its  mem- 
bers president,  who  shall  preside  at  all  the  meetings  of  the  board 
and  preserve  order  and  decorum  therein,  and  decide  all  questions  of 
order  subject  to  an  appeal  of  the  board.  He  shall  countersign  all 
orders  drawn  by  the  clerk  on  the  school  fund,  and  shall  declare  all 
votes  taken  on  questions  coming  before  the  board;  provided,  that 
on  all  questions  requiring  the  appropriation  of  money  or  the  adop- 
tion of  new  text  books,  the  vote  shall  be  taken  by  ayes  and  noes; 
and  on  any  other  question  before  such  board  the  vote  shall  be  taken 
by  ayes  and  noes;  when  any  member  so  demands.  In  the  absence 
of,  or  inability  of  the  President  to  so  act,  the  board  shall  elect  a 
President  pro  tempore,  who  shall  perform  all  the  duties  of  the  Pres- 
ident for  the  time  being  until  the  President  shall  be  able  to  resume 
the  duties  of  the  office. 

Section  6.  The  board  of  education  shall  have  at  least  four 
regular  meetings  in  each  year,  which  shall  be  held  on  the  first 
Monday  of  January,  April,  July  and  October,  and  they  may  hold 
special  meetings  at  such  other  times  as  they  may  deem  necessary. 
Such  special  meetings  shall  be  called  by  the  President  on  the  re- 
quest of  any  two  members  of  such  board. 

Section  7.  The  duties  of  the  board  of  education  shall  be  as 
follows :  First.  To  elect  at  its  regular  meetings  in  July,  or  within 
fifteen  days  thereafter,  a  city  superintendent  of  schools;  if  such 
election  shall  not  take  place  at  or  within  the  time  aforesaid,  the 
said  superintendent  shall  he  elected  by  the  Common  Council  at 
some  regular  meeting:  thereafter.  Second.  To  decide  on  the  num- 
ber of  teachers,  to  be  employed,  the  grade  of  schools  to  be  kept  by 
each,  and  the  salary  to  be  paid  to  each,  and  to  arrange  and  deter- 
mine the  terms  and  vacations  in  the  public  schools  of  the  city ;  to 
establish  uniformity  in  the  school  system,  and  to  require  and 
secure  uniformity  of  text  books  and  to  adopt  and  change  text 
books;  provided,  that  when  a  text  book  or  series  of  text  books  have 
been  adopted,  the  same  shall  not  be  changed  for  a  period  of  three 
years  from  the  date  of  their  adoption.  Third.  To  establish  rules 
and  regulations  for  the  schools  not  in  conflict  with  the  constitution 
and  laws  of  this  State,  and  from  time  to  time  to  alter,  modify  or 
repeal  the  same,  as  it  may  d^em  expedient.    Fourth.    In  the  name 
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of  the  City  of  La  Crosse  to  employ  and  contract  with  all  teacherp, 
and  all  such  contracts  shall  be  made  in  duplicate  and  shall  be  signed 
by  the  teacher  and  by  the  board  of  education  in  behalf  of  the  city, 
or  by  some  member  of  said  board  designated  for  that  purpose  by 
resolution  of  said  board,  and  one  copy  shall  be  filed  with  the  clerk, 
and  the  other  copy  delivered  to  the  teacher  signing  the  same. 
Fifth.  To  audit  each  and  every  indebtedness  of  said  city  created 
for  school  purposes.  Sixth.  To  superintend  and  manage  the 
schools  in  said  city,  and  to  have  the  custody  and  supervision  of  all 
property  of  the  city  used  for  school  purposes,  and  to  establish  and 
change  the  boundaries  of  school  districts. 

Section  8.  The  said  board  of  education  shall  have  power  to  con- 
tract in  the  name  and  in  behalf  of  the  City  of  La  Crosse  for  all  fuel, 
furniture  and  stationery,  school  apparatus  and  libraries  required 
for  the  use  of  the  school,  and  all  mcidentals  required  for  carrying 
on  the  schools,  arid  for  the  leasing  and  hiring  school  buildings,  and 
such  contracts  when  executed  shall  be  binding  on  said  city,  and  all 
sums  becoming  due  thereon  shall  be  paid  out  of  the  school  fund  of 
said  city  ;  provided,  however,  that  whenever  repairs  to  a  larger 
amount  than  five  hundred  dollars  sha'l,  in  the  opinion  of  the  board, 
be  required  for  any  one  school  house,  the  board  shall  cause  a  state- 
ment to  be  made  showing  the  repairs  required  and  an  estimate  of 
the  cost  thereof  to  be  laid  before  the  Common  Council,  and  when- 
ever, in  the  opinion  of  the  board,  another  school  house  or  houses 
may  be  required,  the  board  shall  cause  estimates  of  the  cost  for  a 
site  or  sites  for  such  house  or  houses,  and  a  plan  of  the  proposed 
building  or  buildings,  together  with  estimates  of  the  cost  of  the 
same  to  be  made  and  shall  submit  the  same  to  the  Common  Council 
for  their  consideration  and  approval ;  in  either  of  which  cases  the 
Common  Council  shall,  if  it  deem  best,  take  measures  to  have  such 
repairs  made  or  such  building  or  buildings  constructed  by  and 
under  the  direction  of  the  bo  ird  of  public  works  as  in  other  cases, 
and  such  building  site  or  sites  purchased  by  the  school  board  in  the 
name  of  the  city,  and  shall  have  power  to  levy  and  collect  a  tax  to 
defray  the  expeses  for  such  repairs,  building  or  building  sites;  pro- 
vided, that  no  tax  shall  be  levied  or  collected  for  any  or  either  of 
such  purposes  except  by  an  affirmative  of  a  majority  of 
all  the  alderman  elected  to  such  Council.  In  advance  of  the  collec- 
tion of  any  such  tax  the  Common  Council  may  provide  for  the  im- 
mediate purchase  of  such  site,  or  the  construction  or  repair  of  such 
buildings,  or  both,  by  appropriation  from  the  general  fund  to  the 
school  fund.  No  such  repairs  shall  be  made  and  no  such  build- 
ing or  repairs  shall  be  commenced  or  contracted  for  until  such  ap- 
propriation shall  have  been  made  or  such  tax  actually  levied.  When 
such  appropriation  shall  be  so  made  the  taxes  levied  for  such  pur- 
poses shall,'  when  collected,  be  placed  to  the  credit  of  the  general 
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fund.  The  school  board  shall  not  in  any  one  year  contract  any  debt 
or  incur  any  expense  greater  than  the  amount  of  the  school  fund 
subject  to  their  orders  without  previous  ordinance  or  resolution  of 
the  Common  Council  authorizing  them  to  do  so. 

Section  9.  The  board  of  education  shall  annually,  on  or  before 
the  first  day  of  November  of  each  year,  submit  a  statement  in  writ 
ing  to  the  Common  Council  fc  ho  wing  the  condition  of  the  several 
public  schools  of  the  city  and  the  average  number  of  pupils  in  at- 
tenaance,  the  names  and  rates  of  compensation  of  the  several  teach- 
ers, the  cost  of  supporting  each  and  all  of  the  said  schools  since 
their  previous  report,  and  the  estimated  cost  thereof  to  the  time  of 
their  next  subsequent  report,  as  in  this  section  required  to  be  made, 
specifying  the  items  of  such  costs  and  expenses,  together  with  such 
other  matters  as  they  shall  deem  proper  or  as  the  Common  Council 
may  require ;  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Common  Council  on 
levyi  g  the  taxes  of  said  city  for  the  ensuing  year  to  levy  the 
amounts  so  required  for  city  school  purposes  by  itself;  and  the 
amount  so  raised,  when  paid  into  the  city  treasury  together  with 
the  moneys  derived  by  said  city  from  the  state  and  county  school 
funds  and  such  fines,  penalties,  forfeitures  and  tuition  moneys  as 
may  properly  belong  to  the  city  school  fund,  shall  together  consti- 
tute the  school  fund  of  said  city,  and  shall  be  paid  out  only  for  the 
purpose  of  the  public  schools  of  said  city  and  for  no  other  purpose 
whatever.  Nothing  in  this  section  contained  shall  prevent  the  Com- 
mon Council  from  taking  into  consideration  the  amount  to  be 
received  by  said  city  from  the  state  and  county  school  funds  during 
the  ensuing  year,  and  raising  a  tax  only  for  the  balance  required  to 
make  up  the  amount  estimated. 

Section  10.  vll  moneys  received  by  or  raised  in  the  city  of  La 
Crosse  for  school  purposes  shall  be  paid  over  to  the  city  treasurer  to 
be  disbursed  by  him  on  the  orders  of  the  president  and  secretary  of 
the  school  board  countersigned  by  the  city  comptroller.  Such 
orders  shall  be  made  payable  to  the  order  of  the  person  in  whose 
favor  they  have  been  issued,  and  shall  be  the  only  vouchers  of  the 
city  treasurer  for  payments  from  the  school  fund ;  and  the  school 
board  shall  provide  for  the  purchase  and  delivery  of  necessary  fuel, 
apparatus  and  supplies  of  the  schools  of  the  city  in  like  manner  as 
such  purchases  are  made  for  other  city  uses;  provided,  that  the 
amount  expended  by  the  school  board  shall  not  exceed  the  funds 
provided  for  those  purposes  respectively;  and  the  comptroller  shall 
not  counternign  any  orders  of  the  president  and  secretary  of  said 
school  board  unless  there  is  i\  balance  in  the  treasury  of  the  city  to 
the  credit  of  the  fund  subject  to  the  disposition  and  control  of  said 
board. 

Section  II.  No  member  of  said  board  of  education  shall  have 
any  interest,  direct  or  indirect,  in  any  contract  made  by  said  board; 
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and  any  contract  made  by  said  board  in  which  any  member  thereof 
shall  have  any  interest  shall  be  absolutely  void.  No  compensation 
or  salary  shall  be  paid  out  of  the  city  treasury  to  any  member  of 
such  board  for  his  services. 

Section  12.  The  Common  Council  of  said  city  shall  have  power 
to  pass  such  ordinances  and  regulations  as  the  board  of  education 
shall  report  as  necessary  or  proper  for  the  protection,  preservation, 
care  or  safekeeping  of  the  school  houses,  lots,  furniture,  books,  ap- 
paratus and  school  house  appurtenances  belonging  to  the  said  city, 
and  to  impose  penalties  for  the  violation  of  such  ordinances  and 
regulations.  All  such  penalties  shall  be  collected  in  the  same  manner 
as  other  penalties  for  the  violation  of  the  city  ordinances. 

Section  13.  The  title  of  all  real  and  personal  property  hereto 
fore  owned  by  the  city  of  La  Crosse  for  school  purposes  shall  be- 
come vested  in  and  remain  in  said  city  for  the  same  purposes  from 
and  after  the  passage  of  this  act.  The  said  city  shall  have  power  to 
dispose  of  any  such  real  and  personal  estate,  and  to  take  hold  and 
dispose  of  any  real  or  personal  estate  which  may  hereafter  be  trans- 
ferred to  said  city  by  gift,  grant,  bequest  or  devise  for  the  use  of 
schools  of  said  city,  whether  the  same  shall  be  transferred  in  terms 
to  said  city  by  its  proper  style  or  by  any  other  designation,  or  to 
any  other  person  or  persons  or  corporation  for  the  use  of  said  schools ; 
provided  that  all  moneys  derived  from  sales,  rents  or  incomes,  or 
any  such  real  or  personal  estate  shall  be  paid  into  the  city  treasury 
and  shall  be  placed  to  the  school  fund  ot  said  city. 

Section  14.  The  treasurer  of  the  city  of  La  Crosse  is  hereby 
authorized,  empowered  and  directed  to  apply  for  and  receive  from 
the  county  treasurer  of  the  county  of  La  Crosse  all  moneys  appro- 
priated for  the  use  of  schools  in  said  city,  and  all  other  moneys  in 
the  possession  of  said  county  treasurer  at  any  time,  raised,  appro- 
priated or  intended  for  the  use  and  benefit  of  the  schools  of  said 
city. 

Section  15.  The  duties  of  the  city  superintendent  of  schools  shall 
be  as  follows : 

1.  To  examine  all  applicants  for  teacher's  licenses  in  the 
branches  taught  in  the  public  schools  of  said  city  (and  if  such  appli- 
cant be  approved  by  him  to  give  them  certificates  to  teach  in  said 
city),  not  exceeding  one  year  from  the  date  thereof.  Provided,  that 
said  superintendent  shall  have  authority  in  his  discretion,  when  not 
otherwise  directed  by  the  board  of  education,  to  issue  such  certifi- 
cate to  any  applicant  or  applicants  who  may  have  been  already  once 
examined  and  licensed  by  him,  as  aforesaid,  in  any  previous  year, 
without  re-examination  of  such  applicant  or  applicants. 

2.  To  annul  teacher's  certificates  whenever  he  may  think 
proper;  provided,  that  such  teacher  shall  have  the  right  to  appeal 
to  the  board  of  education.

3.  To  visit  each  school  department  in  said  city  at  least  four 
times  each  term, 

4.  To  report  for  the  consideration  of  the  board  of  education 
such  text  books  as  he  may  thmk  advisable  and  proper  for  the  use 
of  the  city  schools,  and  to  report  such  alterations  therein,  from 
time  to  time,  as  he  may  deem  advisable  or  best  for  the  interest  of 
the  city  schools. 

5.  To  report  to  the  board  of  education  at  each  regular  meeting 
the  condition  of  the  schools  under  his  supervision,  and  particularly 
as  to  the  average  attendance  of  each  school  since  the  last  meeting 
of  such  board;  to  make  such  recommendations  as  will,  in  his  judg- 
ment, promote  the  welfare  of  said  schools,  and  to  perform  such  other 
duties  as  may  be  required  of  him  by  the  board. 

6.  He  shall  between  the  tenth  and  fifteenth  days  of  July  in  each 
year  make  a  statement  of  the  number  of  children,  male  and  female, 
designated  separately,  over  the  age  of  four  and  under  the  age  of 
twenty  years,  residing  in  said  city  on  the  last  day  of  June  previous 
to  the  date  of  such  report,  and  shall,  on  or  before  the  fifteenth  day 
of  August  of  each  year,  make  and  transmit  to  the  state  superintend- 
ent of  schools  a  report  containing  the  fact  required,  a  copy  of 
which  said  report  he  shall  present  to  the  board  of  education  at  their 
first  meeting  after  the  same  is  made  out  as  hereinbefore  provided. 

7.  He  shall  attend  all  the  meetings  of  the  board  of  education 
and  act  as  clerk  thereof ;  and  may  there  make  any  suggestions  he 
may  think  advisable  relative  to  the  government  of  the  schools  of 
the  city. 

8.  He  shall,  within  ten  days  after  the  annual  appointment  of 
teachers  and  other  salaried  employes,  report  to  and  file  with  the 
city  comptroller  a  duly  certified  list  of  the  teachers  and  employes 
so  appointed,  with  the  salary  allowed  to  each,  and  a  statement  of 
the  time  or  times  fixed  for  the  pay  men.  thereof.  He  shall  in 
like  manner  certify  and  report  to  the  comptroller  any  new  appoint- 
ments or  changes  in  salaries  of  appointees  immediately  after  such 
action  is  had,  and  shall  furnish  to  the  comptroller  for  his  informa- 
tion a  list  of  all  accounts  allowed  by  the  school  board  immediately 
after  the  meeting  at  which  such  allowance  was  made. 

Section  16.  The  city  superintendent  f  schools  shall  receive 
an  annual  salary,  which  shall  be  determined  from  year  to  year  by 
the  board  of  education,  and  which  shall  be  paid  monthly  out  of  the 
school  fund  of  said  city. 

Section  17.  The  board  of  education  shall  have  power,  and  it 
shall  be  its  duty  to  make  all  necessary  rules  and  regulations  for 
securing  the  health  of  teachers  and  scholars  in  the  schools  of  said 
city,  and  to  prevent  the  spread  of  contagious  diseases  among  or  by 
the  same;  and  for  this  purpose  the  board  shall  have  power  by  reso- 
lution to  require  pupils  to  be  Vaccinat  )d  or,  in  default  ther.of,  to 
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be  excluded  from  the  schools,  and  the  Common  Council  shall  have 
power,  upon  the  recommendation  of  said  board,  to  appropriate  from 
the  general  fund  of  the  city  such  amount  as  may  be  necessary  to 
pay  the  expenses  of  properly  vaccine ating  such  pupils  or  such 
number  of  pupils  as  said  board  may  designate,  or  said  board  may 
appropriate  and  use  any  surplus  in  the  school  fund  for  the  same 
purpose. 

Section  18.  The  Common  Council  shall  have  power  from  time 
to  time  to  borrow  such  sum  or  sums  of  money  not  exceeding 
twenty  thousand  dollars,  in  any  one  year,  as  said  Common  Council 
may  deem  necessary,  to  be  used  under  the  direction  of  said  Council 
in  the  purchase  of  lands  for  school  house  sites  and  in  the  erection 
and  enlargement  of  school  buildings,  and  to  issue  bonds  of  the  city 
thtrefor,  payable  not  more  than  thirty  years  after  date  and  bearing 
not  more  than  seven  per  cent,  interest  per  annum,  such  bonds  to  be 
signed  by  the  mayor  and  counters  gned  by  the  clerk,  with  the  seal 
of  the  city  attached ;  provided,  the  power  herein  given  shall  be 
exercised  subject  to  the  limitation  of  municipal  mdebtedness  pre- 
scribed by  the  constitution. 
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POWERS  AND  DUTIES   OF  THE  STANDING  COM- 
MITTEES OF  THE  BOARD 
OF  EDUCATION. 

FINANCE  COMMITTEE. 

(i)  The  Finance  Committee  shall  have  the  supervision  of 
all  the  fiscal  concerns  of  the  board,  and  shall  report  the  condi- 
tion of  the  school  fund  quarterly  to  the  Board,  viz:  At  the  regu- 
lar meetings  in  January,  April,  July  and  October,  and  shall  sub- 
mit to  the  Board  an  estimate  of  the  amount  of  money  necessary 
to  be  raised  by  the  Common  Council  for  the  support  of  the 
schools  for  the  ensuing  year,  on  or  before  the  first  meeting  in 
November  in  each  year.  They  shall  audit  all  claims  against  the 
Board  school  fund  of  the  city,  and  shall  submit  a  written  report 
thereon  for  the  approval  of  the  Board  at  each  meeting;  they 
shall  also  inspect  che  monthly  pay  roll  and  report  on  the  same. 
All  bills  presented  for  auditing  shall  be  countersigned  by  the 
committee  or  person  who  gave  order  for  the  same. 

COMMITTEE  ON  BUILDING  AND  GROUNDS. 

(2.)  This  Committee  shall  exercise  general  supervision 
over  all  school  grounds  and  buildings. 

They  shall  make  all  needful  repairs  on  buildings,  furniture 
and  fixtures. 

They  shall  see  that  the  heating  apparatus  is  kept  in  safe 
and  proper  condition. 

They  shall  authorize  the  planting  of  shade  trees  on  any  of 
the  school  grounds  whenever  they  may  deem  it  advisable. 

Whenever  in  their  judgment  the  cost  of  any  repairs  is  likely 
to  exceed  the  sum  of  $100,  the  same  shall  first  be  authorized  by 
the  Board. 

COMMITTEE  ON  FUEL. 

(3.)  This  Committee  shall  see  that  each  building  is  provi- 
ded with  fuel  of  proper  kind  and  amount.  All  contracts  made 
shall  be  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Board. 
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COMMITTEE  ON  SCHOOLS  AND  TEACHERS. 

(4.)  This  Committee  shall  consist  of  three  members  and 
shall  hav^e  charge  of  matters  pertaining  to  all  employees  of  the 
Board. 

All  applications  for  positions  shall  be  made  to  the  Superin- 
tendent who  shall  report  them  with  such  recommendation  as  he 
shall  deem  proper  to  this  committee  which  shall  make  nomina- 
tions to  the  Board.  Temporary  appointments  to  vacancies  oc- 
curing  between  the  regular  meetings  of  the  Board  may  be  made 
by  the  Superintendent  who  shall  report  the  same  to  the  Board 
at  the  first  meeting  thereafter. 

COMMITTEE  ON  TEXT  BOOKS. 

(5.)  This  Committee  shall  refer  all  proposed  changes  in 
books  and  the  introduction  of  new  books  to  the  Superintendent 
and  principals,  and  their  recommendations,  together  with  that  of 
the  Committee,  shall  be  reported  to  the  Board.  They  shall 
authorize  the  purchase  of  all  necessary  books  from  the  approved 
list. 

COMMITTEE  ON  SUPPLIES. 

(6.)  The  Committee  on  Supplies  shall  purchase  or  shall 
make  all  contracts  for  the  furnishing  of  such  supplies  as  shall  be 
needed  for  the  proper  conduct  of  the  schools;  but  such  Com- 
mittee shall  not  purchase  or  contract  for  supplies  where  the 
amount  involved  exceeds  $100,  without  first  submitting  the 
matter  to  the  Board  for  its  approval. 

HIGH  SCHOOL  COMMITTEE. 

(7.)  The  High  School  Committee  shall  consist  of  three 
members,  and  the  President  of  the  Board  shall  be  the  Chairman 
thereof. 

RULES  AND  REGULATIONS. 

GENERAL  PROVISIONS. 

Rule  i.  The  public  schools  of  La  Crosse  shall  be  divided 
into  twelve  grades  of  one  year  each.    These  grades  shall  be 
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subdivided  into  sections  of  one  half  year  each  and  designated 
respectively,  A  and  B,  and  promotion  shall  be  made  from  sec- 
tion to  section  semi-annually.  The  first  four  grades  shall  con- 
stitute the  Primary  Depaitment,  the  second  four  grades  the 
Grammar  Department,  and  the  tour  highest  grades  the  High 
School  Department.  The  District  Schools  comprize  the 
Primary  and  Grammar  Departments. 

Rule  2.  The  school  year  shall  consist  of  three  terms — one 
of  sixteen  weeks,  and  two  terms  of  twelve  weeks  each.  The 
time  of  commencing  each  term,  and  the  length  of  the  vacation 
shall  be  determined  by  the  Board  of  Education  each  year. 

Rule  3.  There  shall  be  two  daily  sessions  in  all  the 
schools.  The  first  session  shall  commence  at  9  o'clock  A.  M., 
and  close  at  12  M.  The  second  shall  commence  at  1:30  P.  M., 
and  close  at  4  o'clock  P.  M.  The  first  and  second  grades  shall 
close  fifteen  minutes  earlier  in  the  forenoon  and  thirty  minutes 
earlier  in  the  afternoon.  In  each  morning  session  there  shall  be 
a  recess  of  fifteen  minutes,  and  ten  minutes  in  the  afternoon,  to 
be  arranged  as  the  principals  may  think  most  judicious. 

Rule  4.  At  least  once  each  year  there  shall  be  an  exami- 
nation of  all  pupils  in  the  two  lower  departments,  under  the 
general  direction  of  the  Principals  and  Superintendent,  and  this 
examination  together  with  the  monthly  exammations,  shall  de- 
termine the  standard  of  attainment  of  the  pupils,  which,  for  pro- 
motion from  grade  to  grade  shall  be  seventy  per  cent,  in  each 
of  the  studies  of  reading,  writing,  spelling  and  language,  and  an 
average  of  seventy  per  cent,  in  all  other  studies. 

b.  The  standard  of  attainment  in  the  High  School  for  pro- 
motion shall  be  at  least  seventy-five  per  cent,  in  any  single 
study,  and  an  average  of  seventy-five  per  cent,  in  all  the  studies 
of  the  D  and  C  classes;  in  the  li  and  A  classes  the  standard 
shall  be  at  least  seventy-five  per  cent,  in  each  study,  and  an 
average  of  eighty  per  cent,  in  all.

Rule  5.  The  members  of  the  senior  class  in  the  High 
School,  who  have  completed  the  specified  course  of  study  in  a 
satisfactory  manner,  shall  be  entitled  to  a  diploma  furnished  by 
the  Board  of  Education. 

Rule  6.  No  public  school  building  or  premises  shall  be 
permitted  to  be  used  for  any  other  purpose  whatever,  than  for 
public  schools,  except  by  special  permission  of  the  President  and 
Superintendent. 

Rule  7.  The  books  used  and  the  studies  pursued  shall  be 
only  such  as  may  be  authorized  by  the  Board.  All  applications 
for  books  or  apparatus  and  supplies  pertaining  to  teaching,  shall 
be  made  by  teachers  to  their  respective  principals;  by  the  prin- 
cipals to  the  Superintendent,  and  by  the  Superintendent  to  the 
proper  committees. 

Rule  8.  Besides  the  ordinary  vacations,  schools  shall  be 
closed  on  Saturday  and  on  legal  holidays,  but  on  no  other  day 
except  by  special  action  of  the  Board. 

Rule  9.  The  President  and  Clerk  are  authorized  to  issue 
orders  for  the  payment  of  the  teachers,  monthly,  as  per  contract. 

Rule  10.  No  non-resident  pupil  shall  be  admitted  to  a 
seat  in  any  of  the  schools  except  by  special  permission  of  the 
Superintendent.  Such  pupils,  except  those  whose  parents  pay 
a  city  tax  of  at  least  $^0  for  each  scholar,  shall  pay  in  advance, 
to  the  City  Treasurer,  a  tuition  fee  at  the  rate  of  ^16  per  year, 
for  admission  to  any  of  the  lower  grades,  and  $24  tuition  fee  per 
year  for  admission  to  the  High  School,  and  present  the  receipt 
of  the  City  Treasurer  to  the  Superintendent  at  the  time  of  admis- 
sion. No  tuition  for  less  than  one  term  will  be  received.  But 
no  non-resident  pupils  shall  be  admitted  to  a  seat  in  any  of  the 
schools  in  the  city  to  the  exclusion  of  the  resident  pupils. 

Rule  i  i.  The  president  or  any  member  of  the  Board  and 
the  Superintendent  shall  have  authority  to  dismiss  any  school 
temporarily,  or  to  grant  leave  of  absence  from  school  to-  any 
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teacher,  when  in  their  judgement  such  dismissal  or  leave  of  ab- 
sence shall  be  necessary. 

Rule  12.  The  Board  of  Education  shall  determine  before 
May  1 5th,  of  each  school  year  what  teachers  then  employed  in 
the  schools  shall  be  retained  during  the  coming  year,  subject  to 
annual  examination  of  teachers.  Written  notices  of  their  elec- 
tion, signed  by  the  clerk  of  the  Board,  shall  be  sent  to  such 
teachers  forthwith,  and  they  shall  within  ten  days  of  the  time  of 
receiving  such  notice,  file  in  the  office  of  the  Board  of  Educa- 
tion, their  written  acceptance  of  such  position,  endorsed  on  said 
notice,  and  said  notice  and  acceptance  shall  constitute  the  con- 
tract between  the  Board  and  teacher. 

In  case  any  teacher  shall  terminate  the  contract  without  the 
consent  of  the  Board,  he  or  she  shall  forfeit  his  or  her  salary 
then  earned  and  unpaid. 

Rule  13.  Whenever  any  parent  or  guardian  feels  ag- 
grieved at  the  action  of  any  teacher,  he  is  requested  to  give  in- 
formation thereto  to  the  Principal,  and  in  case  the  matter  is  not 
satisfactorily  adjusted  by  him,  such  parent  or  guardian  may  ap- 
peal to  the  Superintendent  and  finally  to  the  Board. 

DUTIES  OF  THE  SUPERINTENDENT. 

Rule  14.  In  addition  to  the  duties  defined  by  the  school 
law,  the  Superintendent  shall  have  the  general  supervision  of 
the  schools,  school  house  and  apparatus,  and  shall  visit  each 
school  often  to  acquaint  himself  thoroughly  with  the  qualifica- 
tions of  each  teacher,  and  the  condition  of  each  school. 

Rule  i  5.  He  shall  assist  the  teachers  in  classification  and 
promotion  of  tlie  pupils  and  in  maintaining  good  order  in  the 
schools,  and  suggest  improvements  to  remedy  defects. 

Rule  16.  In  order  to  keep  the  schools  uniformly  graded, 
the  Superintendent  shall  in  person  make  a  thorough  examina- 
tion of  all  the  schools,  or  such  grade  or  grades  in  all  as  he  may 
select,  once  every  year.    He  shall  preserve  a  record  of  these 
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examinations  for  the  purpose  of  comparison,  and  shall  report  the 
results  to  the  Board. 

Rule  17.  He  shall  have  the  authority  to  call  meetings  for 
the  purpose  of  conferring  with  the  teachers  in  respect  to  the  best 
methods  of  discipline  and  instruction. 

Rule  18.  He  shall  select  a  system  of  blanks  for  registers 
and  reports  and  prescribe  rules  to  teachers  for  keeping  the 
same. 

Rule  19.  It  shall  be  his  duty  to  enforce  the  regulations  of 
the  Board,  for  which  purpose  he  shall  have  the  power  to  sus- 
pend such  teachers  as  may  refuse  or  neglect  to  comply  with  ,  the 
requirements,  and  report  such  suspension  immediately  to  the 
Committee  on  Schools  and  Teachers.  He  shall  have  power  to 
fill  vacancies  caused  by  temporary  absences  of  teachers. 

Rule  20.  It  shall  be  his  duty  to  keep  a  record  of  the 
monthly  report  of  each  teacher,  embracing  the  average  attend- 
ance and  punctuality  of  pupils  in  their  respective  schools,  as  well 
as  the  number  of  parents  and  others  who  have  visited  the 
schools,  and  make  a  written  report  of  the  same  to  be  read  at 
each  regular  meeting. 

Rule  21.  At  the  close  of  the  school  year,  he  shall  prepare 
a  report  of  the  condition  of  the  schools,  together  with  such  sug- 
gestions, information,  and  recommendations  as  he  may  deem 
proper,  and  present  the  same  to  the  Board  at  its  first  meeting  in 
September  for  approval  and  before  publication  of  the  same. 

Rule  22.  The  Superintendent  shall  designate  and  direct  a 
uniform  city  time  for  beginning  and  closing  schools. 

Rule  23.  It  shall  also  be  his  duty  to  examine  and  report 
on  all  text  books,  apparatus  and  supplies  pertaining  to  teaching 
which  shall  be  submitted  to  him  by  the  Committee  on  Text 
Books,  within  thirty  days  thereafter,  unless  excused  for  cause 
by  the  Committee. 

Rule  24.  He  shall  conduct  a  semi-annual  examination  of 
applicants  for  admission  to  the  High  School  and  may  summon 
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to  his  aid  any  of  the  teachers  of  said  school,  and  the  standard  of 
attainment  for  admission  shall  be  the  same  percent,  as  provided 
for  promotion  in  the  lower  grades. 

Rule  25.  He  shall  examine  all  applicants  for  employment 
as  teachers  or  substitutes  in  the  district  schools  in  all  branches 
taught  in  said  district  school  of  said  city,  and  if  approved 
by  him,  he  shall  give  them  certificates  to  teach  in  said 
city,  not  exceeding  one  year  from  date  thereof;  provided, 
that  when  not  otherwise  directed  by  the  Board  of  Education,  he 
may  issue  certificates  without  re-examination,  to  such  teachers 
as  sjiall  have  attained  the  rank  which  is  now  or  may  be  here- 
after perscribed  by  the  Board  of  education.  Duplicates  of  said 
certificates  shall  be  filed  with  the  records  of  the  Board,  and  if 
any  contract  should  thereafter  be  made  with  any  of  the  persons 
so  examined,  the  duplicates  of  his  or  her  certificate  on  file  shall 
be  attached  to  said  contract. 

The  minimum  standard  in  each  branch  in  the  examination 
of  teachers  shall  be  65  per  cent,  and  an  average  of  75  per  cent, 
in  all  branches. 

Rule  26.  He  shall  furnish  to  the  Committee  on  Schools 
and  Teachers,  on  or  before  the  first  of  May  each  year  a  list  of 
all  the  teachers,  by  districts,  then  employed,  indicating  their 
scholarship,  ability  to  teach  and  to  govern,  time  of  service  in  La 
Crosse,  time  elsewhere,  salary  paid,  and  grade  or  subject  taught. 

Whenever  in  his  judgment  a  teacher  is  not  doing  satisfac- 
tory work,  he  shall  report  the  facts  relating  to  such  teacher  to 
the  Committee  on  School  and  Teachers,  with  such  suggestions 
or  recommendations  as  he  shall  think  proper. 

Rule  27.  He  shall  have  the  office  of  Board  of  Education 
kept  open  from  8:30  A.  M.  till  12  M.,  and  from  1:30  to  5  P.  M. 
on  school  days  and  from  9  to  1 1  A.  M.  on  Saturdays. 

Rule  2<S.  He  sliall  keep  such  a  system  of  accounts  as  will 
show  the  cost  per  annum  for  each  school  district,  divided  as 
follows:    salaries  of  teachers,  salaries  of  janitors,  fuel,  furniture, 
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repairs,  books,  supplies,  incidentals  and  shall  report  the  same  to 
the  Board  at  its  first  regular  meeting  in  September. 

DUTIES  OF  PRINCIPALS. 

Rule  29.  When  any  pupil  in  the  schools  of  the  city  shall 
in  any  regular  examination  have  fallen  below  sixty  per  cent,  in 
any  study,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  principal  of  the  district 
where  such  pupil  attends,  to  notify  the  parent  or  guardian  of 
such  pupil  of  the  fact,  and  if  such  pupil  twice  falls  below  sixty 
per  cent,  in  the  same  branch  during  any  one  year,  the  Principal 
may  with  the  approval  of  the  Superintendent  place  such  pupil  in 
the  next  lower  grade. 

Rule  30,  The  principal  of  each  district  shall  keep  a  com- 
plete list  of  all  such  delinquent  pupils  in  his  district,  a  copy 
of  which  he  shall  furnish  the  Superintendent  at  the  close  of  each 
regular  examination,  together  with  such  recommendations  and 
suggestions  as  he  thinks  proper. 

Rule  31.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  each  principal  to  see  that 
all  the  clocks  belonging  to  his  school  are  regulated  by  the 
Superintendent's  time,  each  morning,  and  all  the  teachers  shall 
conform  to  the  standard  in  making  their  record  of  punctuality, 
both  for  themselves  and  for  their  pupils. 

Rule  32.  The  principal  of  each  district  shall  be  held  res- 
ponsible for  the  general  management  and  discipline  of  the 
schools  in  his  district,  and  for  the  care  of  the  buildings  and 
grounds,  furniture,  apparatus,  books,  and  supplies,  and  the  sub- 
ordinate teachers  shall  follow  his  direction  and  co-operate  with 
him  during  the  time  when  the  pupils  are  on  the  school  premises. 
The  principal  of  each  district  shall  furnish  the  Committee  on 
Schools  and  Teachers,  on  or  before  May  ist  of  each  school 
year,  a  written  report  of  the  work  of  teachers  in  his  district,  and 
shall  specify  in  detail  the  facts  relating  to  each  teacher  doing 
unsatisfactory  work,  which  facts  must  be  reported  to  the  Board 
at  its  next  meeting. 
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Rule  33.  The  principals  of  the  different  districts  shall  es- 
tablish special  rules  for  the  purpose  of  securing  uniform  good 
order  on  the  part  of  the  scholars  in  passing  through  the  halls 
and  on  the  the  stairs  and  school  grounds,  at  the  commencement 
of  the  school,  at  recess  and  at  dismissal. 

Rule  34.  For  the  continued  violation  of  rules,  or  for  vio- 
lent or  pointed  opposition  to  authority  in  any  particular  in- 
stance, the  principal  of  the  district  may  suspend  a  pupil  from 
the  school.  He  shall  notify  the  parent  or  guardian  immedi- 
ately, and  if  the  matter  is  not  adjusted  with  the  Principal  within 
forty-eight  hours,  he  shall  then  notify  the  Superintendent  and 
such  pupil  shall  not  be  admitted  to  any  school  without  a  permit 
from  the  Superintendent. 

Rule  35  No  pupil  shall  be  finally  expelled  from  the 
school  without  action  to  that  effect  by  the  Board  of  Education. 
A  pupil  thus  expelled  shall  not  again  be  received  into  school  by 
any  teacher,  without  a  written  statement  from  the  Clerk,  that  it 
is  by  Older  of  the  Board. 

Rule  36.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  each  principal  to  report 
upon  text  books,  apparatus  and  supplies  pertaining  to  teaching, 
which  shall  be  summittedto  him  by  Committee  on  Text  Books, 
within  thirty  days  thereafter  unless  excused  for  cause  by  the 
Committee.  Whenever  teachers  shall  make  application  to  the 
principals  for  text  books,  he  shall  ascertain  the  condition  of  the 
old  books  and  whether  the  new  books  are  needed. 

Rule  37.  Each  principal  shall  furnish  to  the  Superinten- 
dent the  monthly  reports  required  of  himself  and  the  several 
teachers  assisting  him.  These  reports  shall  be  in  the  hands  of 
the  Superintendent  on  or  before  Monday  morning  following  the 
last  day  of  the  month  covered  by  the  report.  He  shall  also  fur- 
nish, or  cause  to  be  furnished  a  report  of  the  scholarship,  attend- 
ance and  deportment  of  each  pupil,  whose  work  is  not  satisfac- 
tory in  any  department,  to  the  parents  ol  the  same.  These 
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monthly  reports  on  being  signed  by  the  parent  shall  be  returned 
to  the  teacher. 

Rule  38.  Corporal  punishment  may  be  employed  to  secure 
obedience,  but  only  after  other  means  have  been  tried  without 
success  in  securing  the  desired  results. 

It  shall  be  administered  by  the  principal  only,  or  by  an  as- 
sistant teacher  when  given  express  permission  in  each  case,  and 
shall  be  restricted  to  the  use  of  a  leather  strap,  preferably  on  the 
palm  of  the  hand. 

The  principal  shall  keep  a  record  of  all  cases  of  corporal 
punishment,  and  at  the  close  of  each  month  shall  report  to  the 
Superintendent  each  case  with  such  information  concerning  it  as 
the  Superintendent  may  desire. 

Rule  39.  At  the  close  of  each  year  the  prmcipal  of  each 
district  shall  deliver  at  the  office  of. the  Superintendent  a  key  to 
his  building,  an  inventory  of  books,  and  one  of  such  supplies  as 
may  be  required. 

DUTIES  OF  TEACHERS. 

Rule  40.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  all  teachers  to  make 
themselves  acquainted  with  the  rules  prescribed  by  the  Board  of 
Education  and  observe  and  enforce  the  same,  so  far  as  they  re- 
late to  their  several  departments. 

Rule  41.  All  teachers  of  the  public  schools  are  required 
to  be  at  their  respective  schools  twenty  minutes  before  the  time 
prescribed  for  commencing  school  in  the  morning,  and  fifteen 
minutes  before,  in  the  afternoon.  The  school  rooms  shall  be 
opened  at  this  time  for  the  reception  of  pupils.  Teachers  who 
are  not  present  at  their  respective  school  rooms  at  the  time  re- 
quired, shall  report  themselves  as  tardy. 

Rule  42.  Each  teacher  shall  prepare  a  program  of  the 
daily  exercises  and  shall  furnish  a  copy  to  the  Superintendent. 

Rule  43.  The  delinquent  pupils  of  the  lower  grades  shall 
be  reported  to  the  principal  by  their  respective  teachers. 

Rule  44.  Teachers  shall  carefully  attend  to  the  ventilation 
of  their  school  rooms,  and  during  the  season  for  fires  shall  care- 
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fully  observe  and  record  the  state  of  the  thermometer  at  least 
twice  in  the  morning  and  twice  in  the  afternoon  and  aim  to  keep 
the  temperature  at  about  seventy  degrees  Fah. 

Rule  45.  Any  teacher  who  may  temporarily  be  absent 
from  school,  shall  cause  immediate  notice  of  such  absence,  to- 
gether with  a  statement  of  the  reasons  and  probable  duration 
thereof  to  be  given  to  the  Superintendent,  and  if  any  doubt  exists 
as  to  the  time  of  returning,  the  teacher  shall  as  soon  as  possible 
send  seasonable  notice  to  the  Superintendent  of  the  time  when 
he  or  she  will  return. 

In  case  such  teacher  returns  to  school,  if  the  absence  is 
caused  by  sickness  of  the  teacher,  or  deat*h  in  the  family  of  the 
teacher,  25  per  cent,  of  the  per  diem  salary  for  each  days 
absence,  estimated  on  a  basis  of  20  days  per  month 
shall  be  deducted  from  the  pay  of  such  teacher,  provided 
that  no  salary  shall  be  paid  after  two  weeks'  absence  unless 
otherwise  ordered  by  the  Board. 

In  other  cases  the  deduction  from  the  salary  shall  be  the 
sum  paid  to  the  substitute,  unless  in  the  judgment  of  the  Presi- 
dent a  larger  sum  should  be  forfeited. 

Rule  46.  No  teacher  shall  permit  any  agent  or  messenger 
to  enter  any  school  during  school  hours  for  the  purpose  of  ex- 
hibiting any  article  whatever  or  to  announce  any  public  enter- 
tainment. 

Rule  47.  Teachers  shall  report  immediately  to  the  princi- 
pal and  the  principal  to  the  Superintendent  all  damage  done  by 
pupils  or  others  to  the  school  property  and  by  whom,  if  known. 

Rule  48.  Teachers  may,  for  the  purpose  of  observing  the 
modes  of  discipline  and  instruction,  take  one  half  day  in  each 
term,  to  be  designated  by  the  Superintendent,  to  visit  any  de- 
partment of  the  public  schools. 

Rule  49.  Teachers  will  be  held  responsible  for  the  order 
and  discipline  of  their  own  looms,  and  it  shaJl  be  their  duty  to 
follow  the  directions  and  co-operate  with  tb?  principal  and 
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superintendent  in  the  management  and  discipline  of  the  schools 
during  the  time  the  pupils  are  on  the  school  premises. 

Teachers  shall  not  send  pupils  home  on  account  of  deport- 
ment except  by  consent  of  the  principal. 

Rule  50.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  all  teachers  employed  in 
the  public  schools  to  attend  a  local  teacher's  meeting  when 
called  by  the  principals,  and  once  each  month  on  Saturday,  a 
general  meeting  of  all  teachers  in  the  public  schools  shall  be 
held  in  the  High  School  room,  the  exercises  of  which  shall  be 
under  the  direction  of  the  Superintendent. 

It  shall  also  be  the  duty  of  teachers  to  attend  grade  meet- 
ings whenever  the  Superintendent  may  deem  necessary.  Ab- 
sence from  any  meeting  shall  be  considered  as  one-half  .day's 
absence  from  school  unless  excused  by  the  Superintendent. 

Rule  51.  No  teacher  shall  send  any  pupil  during  school 
hours  upon  errands  not  pertaining  to  business  affairs  of  the 
school. 

Rule  52.  No  pupil  shall  be  admitted  or  allowed  to  con- 
tinue in  any  of  the  public  schools,  known  to  be  affected  with  a 
contagious  or  infectious  disease,  or  coming  from  a  family  where 
such  disease  prevails. 

Rule  53.  No  employee  or  pupil  shall  use  tobacco  in  any 
form  about  the  school  premises. 

Rule  54.  At  the  close  of  the  year,  all  teachers  shall 
deliver  their  keys,  register,  class  books  and  inventories  of  books 
to  the  principal. 

Rule  55.  Teachers  shall  not  dismiss  their  schools  before 
the  usual  time  for  closing,  nor  for  any  day  or  part  of  a  day, 
without  permission  of  the  Superintendent. 

Rule  56.  For  the  purpose  of  familarizing  themselves  more 
fully  with  the  rules  and  regulations  pertaining  to  the  public 
schools  of  the  city,  teachers  shall  under  the  direction  of  the  prin- 
cipals of  the  several  districts,  devote  the  time  of  the  first  teach- 
er's meeting  of  each  term,  or  so  much  of  it  as  may  be  necessary 
to  the  consideration  of  the  .same. 
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Rule  57.  In  all  cases  of  absence  from  school,  except  sus- 
pension of  the  pupil,  and  permanent  withdrawal  from  school, 
the  pupils  name  shall  be  kept  on  the  roll  as  '  enrolled"  for  three 
days. 

Rule  58.  Each  teacher  is  required  to  have  a  copy  of 
these  regulations  in  his  or  her  school  room,  and  shall  read  and 
explain  to  the  pupils,  at  least  once  a  term,  so  much  of  the  same 
as  will  give  them  a  just  understanding  of  the  rules  that  apply  to 
to  them,  and  by  which  they  are  governed. 

Teachers  shall  in  all  cases  notify  the  parents  at  once  of  the 
absence  of  their  children  and  request  replies  to  the  same. 

Rule  59.  All  pupils  are  required  to  be  in  their  respective 
school  rooms  before  the  time  of  beginning  school;  to  be  regular 
and  punctual  in  their  daily  attendance;  to  conform  to  the  regula- 
tions of  the  school;  to  be  diligent  in  study;  respectful  to  teach- 
ers, kind  to  schoolmates,  and  to  refrain  entirely  from  profane  or 
indecent  language. 

DUTIES  OF  pupils. 

Rule  60.  Any  pupil  who  shall  intentionally  or  carelessly 
cut  or  otherwise  injure  any  part  of  any  public  school  building, 
or  injure  any  tree  or  fence  or  outhouse  connected  therewith,  or 
write  any  profane  or  indecent  language,  or  make  any  obscene 
pictures  or  characters  on  any  public  school  property,  shall  pay 
for  the  same  and  be  liable  to  suspension,  expulsion  or  shall  be 
otherwise  punished,  according  to  the  nature  of  the  offense. 

Rule  61.  Any  child  coming  to  school  without  proper 
attention  being  given  to  cleanliness,  or  whose  clothes  need  re- 
pairing, shall  be  sent  home  by  the  principal  to  be  properly  pre- 
pared for  school. 

Rule  62.  Any  pupil  who  shall  be  absent  four  half  days  in 
four  consecutive  weeks,  without  an  excuse  from  the  parents  or 
guardian  satisfying  the  teacher  that  the  absence  was  caused  by 
said  pupil's  sickness  or  sickness  in  the  family,  or  in  the  primary 
grades  by  the  severity  of  the  weather,  shall  forfeit  his  seat  in 
school  and  shall  forthwith  be  suspended.

Rule  63.  No  pupil  so  suspended  shall  be  given  a  seat 
in  any  school  in  the  city  without  a  permit  from  the  Superinten- 
dent. Such  permit  shall  not  be  granted  by  the  Superintendent 
without  satisfactory  assurance  that  such  pupil  will  be  regular  in 
his  attendance  thereafter. 

Rule  64.  Any  pupil  who  shall  absent  himself  from  any 
regular  examination  or  special  exercises,  of  the  school  which  he 
attends,  without  rendering  to  the  teacher  a  satisfactory  excuse, 
shall  be  suspended  from  the  school;  the  teacher  shall  immediate- 
ly report  the  case  to  the  parents,  also  to  the  superintendent,  for 
his  action  thereon. 

Rule  65.  Any  school  attaining  one  hundred  per  cent, 
of  attendance  each  day  during  the  week  shall  be  entitled  to  dis- 
missal on  Friday  one  hour  and  a  quarter  before  usual  time. 

Rule  66.  No  pupil  shall  be  permitted  to  leave  one  school 
to  attend  another  without  a  written  consent  of  the  Superintend- 
ent. 

Rule  67.  No  pupil  shall  be  examined  for  transfer  to  the 
High  School  who  does  not  bring  a  certificate  from  the  principal 
of  the  grammar  school  to  which  he  belongs,  stating  that  he  has 
attained  a  good  degree  of  scholarship  and  deportment  while  be- 
longing to  the  school. 

Rule  68.  No  pupil  shall  be  allowed  to  depart  from  the 
school  before  the  usual  time;  unless  excused  by  the  teacher  on 
account  of  sickness  or  other  pressing  emergency.  This  rule 
shall  not  apply  to  pupils  of  the  first  grade,  who  may  be  dismissed 
earlier. 

Rule  69.    Pupils  shall  not  go  into  or  upon  the  school  pre- 
mises allotted  exclusively  to  the  opposite  sex. 
pertaining  to  the  care  and  distribution  of  free  text  books. 

Rule  70.    All  books  nesessary  for  the  prosecution  of  his  ^ 
studies  shall  be  furnished  free  to  every  pupil  in  the  public 
schools  of  La  Crosse. 

Rule  71.  The  Superintendent  of  schools  shall  have  the 
general  care  and  distribution  of  the  books,  and  shall  be  respon- 
sible for  them  to  the  board. 
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Rule  72.  All  books  shall  be  numbered  and  have  pasted 
on  the  inside  the  rules  of  the  board  pertaining  to  the  care  of 
books  and  the  duties  of  the  pupils. 

Rules  73.  Books  must  be  accounted  for  to  the  principal 
by  the  teacher  and  to  the  Superintendent  by  the  principal  at  the 
close  of  the  school  year. 

Rule  74.  Any  pupil  who  shall  lose,  deface,  injure  or 
destroy  any  book  shall  be  required  to  pay  in  full  all  damages,  in 
default  of  which  such  pupil  shall  be  promptly  suspended  from 
school  and  be  readmitted  only  by  permission  of  the  Supermtend- 
ent. 

Rule  75.  Teachers  may  allow  pupils  to  carry  books 
home  for  study. 

Rule  76.  Pupils  shall  keep  the  books  they  have  in  use 
constantly  covered. 

Rule  77.  Teachers  shall  be  held  responsible  for  the  prop- 
er account  and  care  of  books. 

duties  of  janitors. 

Rule  78.  All  janitors  shall,  for  the  monthly  salaries 
agreed  upon  between  themselves  and  the  board  of  education, 
perform  the  following  labors  and  duties  in  and  around  the 
school  buildings  for  which  they  are  appointed: 

To  sweep  the  rooms  and  halls  daily  and  to  keep  the  base- 
ment and  outhouses  clean.  All  sweeping  of  floors  must  be 
done  after  the  close  of  school  each  day,  and  all  the  furniture 
dusted  with  a  cloth  and  cleaned  before  the  opening  of  the 
buildings  in  the  morning. 

To  keep  the  sidewalks  around  the  school  house  lots  and  the 
walks  that  lead  up  to  the  buildings  in  a  good  and  passable  con- 
dition, free  from  snow  and  ice  in  winter  and  sand  and  mud  in 
summer. 

To  keep  the  yard  clean  and  in  an  orderly  condition. 

To  have  the  school  buildings  thoroughly  aired  each  day  as 
soon  as  school  is  dismissed,  and  have  all  school  rooms  properly 
heated  to  about  70  degrees  Fahrenheit  by  iS:30  o'clock  a.  m., 
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and  keep  this  temperature  up  during  school  hours.  In  summer 
all  rooms  must  be  aired  at  least  one  hour  before  school  com- 
mences. 

To  attend  to  all  handling  of  fuel,  wood  or  coal,  preparing 
the  same  for  the  furnaces  or  stoves,  and  placing  a  day's  supply 
in  each  room  where  stoves  are  used  before  school  opens,  and 
remove  all  ashes  to  a  place  convenient  for  carting  away. 

To  keep  a  supply  of  good,  fresh  drinking  water  at  such 
places  as  the  principals  may  designate,  and  to  keep  the  pails, 
cups  or  glasses  clean  and  in  place. 

To  be  in  the  school  building  at  least  one  hour  before  the 
opening  of  school,  to  ring  the  bell  at  such  times  as  the  school 
board  may  direct,  and  not  to  leave  the  school  building  during 
school  hours,  except  by  permission  of  the  principals. 

To  keep  the  inkstands  filled,  the  blackboard  erasers 
cleaned,  to  gather  and  lock  up  the  text  books,  slates,  pencils, 
etc.,  and  do  such  other  work  as  the  principal  may  direct,  apper- 
taining to  the  school  department. 

To  take  good  care  of  all  personal  property  in  and  around 
school  buildings  and  render  account  thereof  whenever  called 
for. 

The  floors  of  all  rooms  and  halls  must  be  scrubbed,  the 
walls  and  ceilings  swept,  and  all  washboards,  casings,  doors, 
windows  and  other  woodwork  washed  three  times  a  year  or 
oftener,  if  necessary. 

teachers'  salaries,  etc. 

Rule  8o.  Substitute  teachers  without  experience  shall  be 
paid  at  the  rate  of  $1.25  per  day  for  actual  service,  and  experi- 
enced teachers  at  a  rate  not  to  exceed  $2.00  per  day  below 
the  grammar  grades,  provided  that  no  substitue  shall  receive 
a  higher  rate  of  wages  than  the  regular  teacher  in  whose  place 
she  is  employed. 

Graduates  of  the  La  Crosse  High  School,  who  have  attend- 
ed a  Normal  School  one  year,  making  a  good  standing  therein, 
may  be  paid  at  the  rate  of  $400  for  the  first  year. 
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RULES  AND  REGULATIONS. 


Successful  experience  in  teaching  in  other  cities  may  be 
credited  to  the  teacher. 

An  increase  of  salary  shall  be  by  special  vote  of  the  board. 

The  element  of  time  alone  shall  not  entitle  a  teacher  to  an 
increase  of  salary,  but  with  ability  and  skill  in  teaching  and 
governing,  and  unvarying  success  in  all  school  work,  it  will  be 
considered, 

In  case  any  teacher  shall  be  suspended  for  cause,  and  such 
suspension  shall  be  followed  by  the  discharge  of  such  teacher 
by  the  board,  the  salary  of  said  teacher  shall  cease  from  date  of 
such  suspension. 

Salaries  of  teachers  shall  be  paid  in  ten  equal  installments, 
unless  otherwise  ordered  by  the  board.

These  rules  shall  not  be  repealed  or  amended  except  by  a 
unanimous  vote  of  the  whole  board  in  favor  of  such  repeal  or 
amendment,  unless  notice  of  such  repeal  or  amendment  shall 
have  been  given  in  writing  at  the  previous  meeting,  in  which 
case  a  majority  of  the  entire  board  may  alter,  amend  or  repeal 
any  rule.

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REPORT  OF  SECRETARY. 

The  following  is  a  statement  of  the  receipts  and  expendi- 
tures of  the  Public  School  system  of  the  city,  under  the  various 
heads  designated,  for  the  year  beginning  September  i,  1897, 
and  ending  August  31,  1898:

From  the  foregoing  statistics  it  appears  that  there  is  an  in- 
crease of  122  in  the  enrollment  over  that  of  last  year.  There  is 
a  decrease  of  about  one  half  of  one  per  cent  in  the  daily  attend- 
ance, chiefly  due  to  sickness  of  which  there  was  considerable 
during  a  part  of  the  year.  It  will  be  observed  that  the  number 
of  cases  of  tardiness  is  now  about  three  times  as  great  as  before 
the  repeal  of  rule  relating  to  it.  The  apparent  increase  in  tru- 
ancy I  believe  to  be  due  almost  wholly  to  greater  accuracy  in 
reports,  as  the  blanks  used  previous  to  this  year  did  not  secure 
correct  reports. 

The  decrease  in  the  cost  per  pupil  in  teachers'  wages  is  no 
doubt  partly  due  to  the  crowded  condition  of  many  of  the  rooms, 
especially  in  the  lower  grades.  If  no  teacher  were  allowed  to 
have  more  than  forty-five  pupils  it  would  be  much  better  for  the 
children.  Some  high  authorities  put  the  number  as  low  as  thirty 
per  teacher,  but  there  is  scarcely  a  district  in  the  city  that  have 
not  one  or  more  rooms  with  sixty  or  over,  and  there  are  many 
with  more  than  fifty.  A  steadfast  effort  should  be  made  to  bring 
these  numbers  within  more  reasonable  limits.  The  four  room 
addition  to  the  Fifth  District  building  was  filled  to  overflowing 
as  soon  as  the  rooms  were  ready  for  use.  It  will  probably  be 
necessary  to  begin  renting  rooms  again  there  this  year.  In 
September  an  additional  room  was  opened  at  20th  and  King 
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streets,  and  later  three  others  in  rented  rooms,  one  on  Pine 
street  between  loth  and  i  ith,  one  on  loth  between  State  and  Vine, 
and  one  on  Winnebago  between  7th  and  8th.  Some  of  these 
rooms  are  very  poorly  adopted  to  school  purposes.  Other 
rooms  would  have  been  opened  but  for  the  impossibility  of  get- 
ting suitable  rooms  where  needed.  It  is  greatly  to  be  regretted 
that  your  efforts  to  secure  additional  room  were  defeated. 

In  connection  with  the  remodeling  of  the  5th  District 
building  nearly  all  of  its  rooms  were  provided  with  single  seats, 
a  work  which  should  be  persistently  followed  till  every  child 
in  school  is  provided  with  a  seat  by  himself. 

One  important  change  effected  during  the  past  year  is  the 
exclusive  use  of  vertical  copy  books.  The  introduction  of  verti- 
cal writing  has  been  quite  gradual,  but  it  seems  to  have  demon- 
strated its  fitness  to  entirely  occupy  the  field.  The  importance 
of  legibility  in  writing  is  not  likely  to  be  overestimated. 

In  April  the  outbreak  of  the  war  with  Spain  took  suddenly 
from  us  three  of  our  principals,  Mr.  L.  H.  Peck  of  the  First 
District.  Mr.  J.  E.  Ryan  of  the  Fifth,  and  Mr.  F.  H.  Fowler  of 
the  Sixth.  Their  work  was  taken  up  by  Mr.  Congdon  in  the 
First  District,  Mr.  Donaldson  in  the  Fifth  and  Mrs.  Fowler  in 
the  Sixth ;  and  with  the  help  of  some  efficient  teachers  from 
abroad  and  the  earnest  efforts  of  the  grade  teachers  was  carried 
smoothly  through  to  the  close  of  the  year.  The  end  of  the  war 
gives  hope  of  their  speedy  and  safe  return  to  more  quiet  but 
hardly  less  important  work.  In  this  connection  I  wish  to  com- 
mend the  admirable  spirit  of  loyalty  and  willingness  to  lay  aside 
considerations  of  ease  or  of  self  interest  at  the  call  of  public  duty 
shown  both  by  those  who  went  and  by  those  who  staid,  a  spirit 
shared  and  shown  by  pupils  as  well  as  by  teachers. 

The  following  are  the  reports  of  the  special  teachers  of 
German,  Music  and  Drawing: 
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REPORT  ON  GERMAN  DEPARTMENT. 

Mr.  J.  P.  Bird,  Sup't  of  Schools. 

Dear  Sir  : — I  herewith  submit  to  you  my  annual  report  on 
the  German  Department  of  the  public  schools. 

German  instruction  has  been  curtailed  some  last  year  by 
taking  this  study  out  of  the  primary  grades.  I  think  this  was  a 
mistake.  Mainly  for  two  reasons  do  I  contend  that  the  teach- 
ing of  a  foreign  language  ought  to  commence  in  the  lower 
grades. 

First,  the  acquirement  of  a  language  depends  more  on 
memory  than  reason,  and  memory  is  strongest  in  early  youth 
when  also  the  organs  of  speech  are  still  pliable  and  readily  adapt 
themselves  to  forming  the  various  sounds  in  the  different 
languages.  ^ 

Second,  small  children  need  short  study  periods  and  short 
recitations  with  frequent  changes  in  their  studies.  Now  in  the 
primaries  the  school  curriculumn  contains  comparatively  few 
studies,  and  the  number  rapidly  increases  in  all  grades  above 
the  fourth  ,  hence  there  is  more  room  for  this  extra  study  in  the 
lower  grades,  and  it  forms  at  the  same  time  a  wholesome  change 
of  employment  for  the  little  ones.  To  gain  the  same  results, 
more  time  is  needed  in  the  upper  grades  when  this  study  is  first 
begun  in  the  third  grade  thc^n  when  begun  in  the  first.  Then, 
too,  most  pupils  who  take  up  this  study  in  the  ward  school  are 
of  German  parentage  and  have  some  knowledge  of  spoken  Ger- 
man at  the  time  of  entering ;  why,  then,  should  they  be  com- 
pelled to  wait  two  years  before  having  this  knowledge  developed 
and  expanded  systematically?  So,  taking  all  in  all,  I  consider 
the  former  arrangement  to  have  been  superior  to  the  present. 

A  suggestion  made  in  one  of  my  former  reports  I  take  the 
liberty  of  repeating.  It  is  known  to  you  that  many  pupils  who 
would  gladly  avail  themselves  of  the  German  instruction  given 
in  the  Second  District  School  are  barred  through  distance,  and 
the  number  of  these  constantly  increases  with  the  growth  of  our

city.  By  opening  German  classes  in  the  Sixth  district  a  large 
per  cent  of  these  could  be  accommodated,  since  the  German 
element  is  quite  strongly  represented  in  that  part  of  the  city, 
and  their  request  should  receive  due  consideration. 

The  number  of  pupils  enrolled  in  this  department  for  the 
year  ending  June  24th,  1898,  has  been  192  in  the  Second  .District 
School  and  90  in  the  High  School. 

Of  the  graduating  class  from  the  High  School  twelve  have 
finished  the  advance  course  in  German  and  seven  the  two  years' 
course. 

A  change  of  textbooks  for  the  High  School  is  proposed  and 
the  course  revised  and  newly  planned.

REPORT  OF  WORK  IN  MUSIC. 

Mr.  John  P.  Bird,  Sup't  of  Schools. 

Dear  Sir  : — It  is  my  pleasure  to  report  to  you  a  second 
year's  work  as  director  of  music  in  the  public  schools  of  La 
Crosse.  Comparatively  it  is  to  me  the  far  more  satisfactory 
year  of  the  two  and  for  the  following  reasons : 

1.  The  books  placed  in  our  hands  in  May  of  1897  have 
proven  the  solid  basis  for  work  which  we  anticipated  for  them 
in  the  report  to  you  of  September  last, — at  once  giving  us  well- 
graded  material  for  daily  use  from  the  second  to  the  eighth 
grades,  inclusive,  and  furnishing  us  with  admirably  adapted 
exercise  reading  and  song  drill  as  per  "general"  and  "special" 
plan,  for  which  please  see  report  from  last  year. 

2.  Regarding  the  value  of  the  new  series  in  the  hands  of 
the  pupils,  I  glean  from  the  teachers*  reports  to  me  the  sense 
of  satisfaction  that  "so  much  better  work  can  now  be  done  in 
the  daily  lesson  with  but  the  same  amount  of  time  and  effort 
expended." 
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(For  my  own  statement  of  appreciation  of  the  series  I 
respectfully  refer  you  to  the  '98  Catalogue  "Ginn  Publications" 
under  the  heading  ''Music") 

3.  During  the  month  of  January  a  uniform  test  in  all 
parallel  grades  handhng  the  readers  was  given,  the  test  being 
written  and  all  papers  corrected  by  the  director  for  the  purpose 
of  regrading  and  enabling  stimulating  comparison  in  the  report- 
ing at  grade  meeting.  We  have  felt  the  results  to  be  especially 
beneficial  in  the  middle  grades,  securing  new  interest  in  the 
doing  of  technical  work  so  necessary  to  be  done  before  pupils 
shall  have  entered  the  High  School  Chorus. 

The  High  School  class  I  gladly  report  as  being  a  credit  to 
the  school  both  in  numbers  and  in  work  done.  With  pardon- 
able pride  we  quote  an  enrollment  of  fifty  more  than  the  record 
of  last  year  shows,  with  a  statement  of  more  and  better  work 
having  been  accomplished  including  both  class  and  public 
work. 

The  two  extremes  of  the  work — that  in  the  High  School 
and  in  the  First  Primary  grades — are  to  be  objective  points  the 
coming  year. 

With  reference  to  the  strengthening  of  the  latter,  special 
helps  have  been  obtained  from  Mis.  Emma  Thomas  of  Detroit 
and  Mr.  Samuel  W,  Cole  of  Boston — both  eminently  successful 
in  primary  methods  in  music.  These  helps  we  confidently 
expect  to  aid  in  putting  the  music  work  throughout  the  Primary 
grades  on  as  firm  a  basis  as  we  feel  we  maintain  in  the  grades 
above  the  First,  as  a  result  of  our  special  endeavor  of  the  year. 

With  grateful  acknowledgement  of  help  and  encouragement 
from  the  Superintendent  and  the  various  visiting  members  of  the 
Board  of  Education  which  has  certainly  enabled  us  the  more 
easily  to  make  the  year's  work  in  music  a  success,  I  respect- 
fully submit  this  report.

The  work  in  Drawing  during  the  year  1897-8  has  been 
carried  on  in  much  the  same  manner  as  previous  years,  the 
work  being  based  principally  upon  drawing  from  objects  and 
life  from  the  Primary  Grades  through  the  High  School. 

Many  teachers  of  the  Ward  Schools  have  taken  great  inter- 
est and  enthused  the  children  in  collecting  in  the  Autumn 
different  kinds  of  fruits,  vegetables  and  grains,  drawing  trom  the 
perishable  kinds  first  and  saving  those  which  can  be  dried  for 
use  later  on. 

We  hope  that  during  the  coming  year  all  teachers  will 
create  interest  along  this  line  as  the  work  involves  a  correlation 
of  other  studies. 

The  pupils  of  the  High  School  have  been  doing  excellent 
work  and  the  number  taking  drawing  was  about  185.

It  will  be  observed  that  there  is  a  decrease  in  the 
total  enrollment  during  the  past  year  out  of  proportion 
to  the  decrease  in  school  population.  Whatever  the 
cause  may  be  we  still  have  more  than  we  have  suitable 
accommodations  for. 

Since  the  last  report  three  additional  schools  have 
been  opened  in  rented  rooms,  one  on  Eleventh-St.,  be- 
tween Vine  and  Pine,  one  on  Mississippi  between 
Seventh  and  Eighth,  and  one  at  the  corner  of  Ninth 
and  Johnson.  These  have  given  some  measure  of  re- 
lief, but  thel'e  are  still  several  rooms  that  are  over- 
crowded. Half-day  sessions  have  been  arranged  for 
several  classes  in  the  lowest  grade,  and  an  asssistant 
teacher  has  been  provided  for  some  of  the  higher  grades. 
When  completed  the  building  soon  to  be  erected  will  give 
releif  in  the  south  end  of  city.  The  generous  gift  of 
the  site  between  Eighteenth  and  Ninteenth  and  between 
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Mississippi  and  Jackson-Sts.,  by  the  Hon.  J.  J.  Hogan 
makes  it  seem  appropriate  to  call  it  the  Hogan  School. 
The  building  will  have  eight  school  rooms  and  is  de- 
signed to  accommodate  384  pupils.  It  will  be  heated 
and  ventilated  with  furnaces  and  fan,  and  will  be  used 
for  the  present  as  a  branch  of  the  Third  District. 

The  needs  of  the  First  District  and  of  the  High 
School  for  more  room  are  quite  imperative  and  plans 
should  be  begun  early  for  their  releif.  No  High  School 
of  equal  size  or  rank  in  the  state  is  so  poorly  haused  as 
ours.  More  suitable  quarters  cannot  be  provided  with- 
out a  considerable  expenditure  of  money  and  this  must 
be  planned  for  some  time  in  advance  of  its  use.  In 
planning  additional  room  for  the  lower  grades  the 
needs  of  the  High  School  should  be  considered  at  the 
same  time  so  that  there  may  be  a  wise  economy  exer- 
cised in  the  endeavor  to  make  suitable  provision  for 
both. 

We  need  for  immediate  use  north  of  Main-St.,  five 
or  six  rooms  for  the  lower  grades  as  well  as  additional 
room  for  the  High  School  which  is  much  crowded. 

In  considering  how  these  needs  may  best  be  met  two 
plans  suggest  themselves.  First,  the  purchase  of  a  new 
site  and  the  erection  of  a  building  solely  for  High 
School  works,  and  the  use  of  the  present  building  for 
lovver  grades.  Second,  the  erection  of  an  addition  at 
Sixth  and  Vine,  or  at  Sixteenth  and  Vine,  or  at  both, 
sufficient  to  provide  for  the  removal  of  all  or  nearly  all 
of  the  lower  grades,  now  five  in  number,  from  the  High 
School  building.  Then  later  the  present  building  can 
be  remodeled  and  extended  so  as  to  make  suitable  pro- 
vision for  High  School  work  for  many  years  to  come. 

The  former  of  these  plans  will  require  an  expen- 
diture of  ;S5o,ooo,  or  more,  depending  somewhat  upon 
the  character  of  the  building,  and  at  least  three  years' 
time  for  the  execution.  The  first  part  of  the  latter  plan 
can  probably  be  executed  for  $20,000,  and  within  one 
year  or  so  as  to  be  ready  for  use  the  first  of  next  Sep- 
tember, and  the  second  part  for  about  the  same  amount 
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and  within  the  same  length  of  time  whenever  the  need 
of  the  added  room  and  better  equipment  is  sufficiently 
apparent.  If  the  rooms  now  occupied  by  lower  grades 
were  given  up  for  the  use  of  the  High  School  it  would 
then  have  accommodations  such  as  they  are  for  three  or 
more  years  to  come. 

The  policy  of  the  Board  to  replace  the  double 
desks  with  single  ones  as  fast  as  circumstances  will 
permit  has  been  pursued  and  commendable  progress 
made,  about  450  single  desks  having  been  introduced. 
Of  these  about  100  were  new  and  the  remainder  cut 
over  out  of  old  double  desks.  In  every  room  where 
such  a  change  has  been  made  good  results  are  immedi- 
ately apparent.  There  are  still  about  35  rooms  seated 
with  double  desks. 

Extensive  and  important  repairs  have  been  made 
in  the  First,  Second  and  Sixth  Districts.  In  the  First 
the  entire  heating  plant  has  been  rebuilt  and  ventilation 
with  a  fan  provided,  and  new  water  closets  put  into  the 
basement.  In  the  central  rooms  of  the  Second  District 
tne  defective  lighting  that  has  so  long  been  a  source  of 
harm  has  been  very  greatly  improved  by  means  of  addi- 
tional windows  and  a  skylight.  In  the  Sixth  District 
all  of  the  furnaces  have  been  rebuilt  and  provision  made 
for  ventilation  with  a  fan.  The  skylight  in  the  office 
has  been  enlarged  so  as  to  give  an  abundance  of  light. 
Several  new  book  cases  have  been  put  in  and  the  walls 
and  ceilings  tinted  throughout.  A  considerable  amount 
of  work  in  the  way  of  miscellaneous  repairs  has  also 
been  done  in  the  most  of  the  buildings  throughout  the 
city. 

I  wish  to  call  your  attention  to  the  defective  and 
wasteful  operation  of  the  heating  and  ventilating  plant 
in  the  north  half  of  the  Third  District  building.  There 
seems  to  be  no  provision  whatever  for  varying  the 
amount  of  air  in  any  one  of  the  rooms  The  two  rooms 
directly  over  the  boilers  receive  an  undue  amount  of 
heat  and  the  only  way  of  making  them  endurable  at 
tim03  is  to  let  it  escape  through  the  windows.    This  is 
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very  wasteful  and  involves  risks  to  the  health  of  the 
children  and  teachers.  '1  he  plant  has  never  been  effici- 
ent in  its  working  and  it  might  be  greatly  improved  by 
a  re-arrangement  of  some  of  its  parts.  On  the  south 
side  of  the  building  the  girls  closets  ought  to  be  re- 
newed. When  this  is  done  the  efficiency  of  the  fan 
should  be  increased  so  as  to  serve  the  entire  building. 
If  this  be  done  it  will  be  possible  to  remove  one  or 
both  of  the  ventilating  shatts  now  used  in  that  half  of 
the  building  and  so  make  two  of  the  school  rooms  more 
sightly  and  convenient. 

The  untidy  appearance  of  our  school  piemises  is 
to  be  regretted.  'I  he  cultivation  oi  civic  pi  itle  in  the  ap- 
pearance of  streets  and  public  as  well  as  well  private 
grounds  cannot  be  expected  to  make  much  progress  so 
long  as  the  rising  generation  are  daily  confronted  with 
such  examples  of  lack  of  taste. 

None  of  our  school  sices  are  large  enough  to  furnish 
adequate  playground>  for  the  children.  A  considerable 
portion  of  what  ground  we  have  is  frequently  occupied 
for  the  storac[e  of  fuel  so  that  in  some  cases  there  is 
little  left  for  the  children  but  the  adjacent  streets  and 
trespass  upon  the  p'-emises  of  the  neigi  bors.  With 
such  a  multitude  of  active  feet  and  so  little  sp:ice  in 
which  to  give  exercise  to  the  energies  of  their  owners 
there  is  little  chance  for  any  sort  of  vegetation  to  sur- 
vive, and  it  seems  t5  be  largely  a  choice  between  two 
evils, — lack  of  attractiveness  in  the  surroundings  of  our 
schools,  or  loss  of  some  of  the  freedom  of  unrestrained 
play  and  undirected  exercise.  As  highly  as  1  value  the 
esthetic  influence  of  attrative,  tasteful  grounds,  yet  I  put 
a  higher  value  upon  the  educational  worth  of  the  play- 
ground; and  if  wc  must  choose  between  the  two  I  would 
take  the  latter.  Hut  is  it  not  possible  to  make  some  im- 
provement in  the  former  without  material  loss  in  the 
latter?  Covered  receptacles  for  torn  papers  and  other 
waste  at  suitable  places  might  remove  one  form  of 
offensive!  appearance,  and  a  little  space  for  flowers  and 
even  a  small   strip  ot  well  kept  greenwood  adjacent  to 
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the  buildings  would  at  least  indicate  a  desire  to  look 
well,  and  might  in  time  lead  to  something  better. 

DEAF  SCHOOL  REOPENED. 

By  resolution  at  the  July  meeting  ot  the  Board  the 
Day  School  for  the  Deaf  has  been  re-established.  Rooms 
have  been  rented  for  it  at  the  coiner  of  Logan  and  Ber- 
Im-Sts.,  and  it  will  be  opened  at  the  beginning  of  the 
present  month. 

Accompanying  this  are  the  .  reports  of  the  special 
teachers  and  the  usual  statistical  tables.

REPORT  OF  WORK  IN  DRAWING 

Mr.  John  P.  Bird,  Sup't.  Schools, 

The  work  in  Drawing  during  the  year  1898-99  has 
been  a  great  improvement  over  other  previous  years. 

In  the  grades  the  work  has  been  faced  as  usual 
upon  object  and  nature  drawing  but  much  more  and 
a  better  quality  of  work  has  resulted.  The  study  of  the 
work  of  different  noted  artists  together  with  a  sketch  of 
the  artists' lines  has  been  followed  with  much  interest  by 
both  teachers  and  pupils.  Many  teachers  have  shown 
much  enthusiasm  in  this  feature  of  the  work  by  procur- 
ing the  Perry  Pictures  and  other  examples  which  they 
have  neatly  mounted  in  the  "passe  partout"  style  and 
used  them  in  connection  with  the  study  of  artists'  work 
in  addition  to  those  examples  found  in  the  Drawing 
Books.  These  pictures  mounted  in  this  style  are  pro- 
tected from  the  dust  and  hsive  served  to  sjreatly  beautify 
the  school  rooms.  The  teachers  have  also  created  in- 
terest in  decorating  the  schoolrooms  by  purchasing 
casts.  This  is  a  movement  which  has  done  much  to 
create  an  interest  in  and  a  taste  for  great  works  of  arts 
and  crowd  out  a  liking  for  the  cheap  and  gaudy.  I 
wish  to  thank  the  teachers  for  their  hearty  co-operation 
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in  the  work  throughout  the  year.  New  thoughts  have 
been  grasped  and  acted  upon  with  much  zeal. 

Some  new  features  of  work  in  design  embodying 
book-covers,  initial  letters,  etc.,  in  color  and  in  the 
Japane«;e  Notan  style,  together  with  the  usual  work  in 
water  color,  pencil,  charcoal  and  pen  and  ink,  from 
casts,  nature,  still  life  and  life,  has  been  the  work  of  the 
High  School. 

The  number  of  pupils  taking  drawing  in  the  High 
School  during  the  year  has  been  about  195  and  much 
excellent  work  has  been  done.

of  music  for  use  in  the  Public  Schools  of  La  Crosse. 

The  resulting  outline  for  a  year's  work  in  all  the 
eight  grades,  I  submit  to  you  with  this  report,  hoping 
that  it  may  prove  valuable  in  the  handling  of  the  P^duca- 
tional  Music  Series  with  which  we  are  fairly  equipped 
from  second  to  eighth  grades,  inclusive.  For  the  use 
of  the  teachers  in  the  first  primary  grades,  I  would 
recommend  the  purchase  of  a  desk-copy,  each,  of  a 
standard  primary  song  collection,  of  which  there  are 
many  excellent  publications  to  be  had,  notably  the 
l^lcanor  .S.nith  songs  of  Scott-P^orcsman. 

Wc;  gratefully  acknowledge  the  helpful  supply  of 
material  granted  us  for  use  in  the  grammer  grades  and 
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in  thi  High  School  Chorus  Class,  by  act  of  the  Board 
of  Education  in  April  of  the  current  year.

These  figures  show  a  slight  increase  in  enrollment 
and  of  the  average  daily  attendance  over  those  of  last 
year. 

There  is  a  considerable  increase  in  the  number  of 
cases  of  tardiness,  a  slight  increase  of  truancy  and  a 
very  considerable  decrease  in  the  number  of  cases  of 
corporal  punishment.  There  is  also  a  very  commend- 
able increase  in  the  number  of  visits  of  commissioners. 
On  account  of  the  good  effects  on  both  teachers  and 
pupils,  as  well  as  the  value  of  the  knowledge — obtained 
by  personal  observations — of  the  work  done  and  the 
conditions  existing  in  the  schools  it  is  very  desirable 
that  such  visits  may  be  still  more  frequent,  even  though 
they  be  brief. 

There  is  some  increase  in  the  cost  per  pupil  of 
teachers'  wages,  and  a  considerable  decrea'=;e  in  the  cost 
per  pupil  for  books.  The  increase  in  incidental  expen- 
ditures is  largely  due  to  the  amount  paid  out  for  rent 
as  it  is  carried  under  that  head. 

The  question  has  been  asked,  and  properly  enough, 
why  is  it  there  has  been  no  decrease  in  the  teaching 
force  when  there  has  been  a  decrease  in  the  number  of 
pupils?  An  examination  of  the  census  returns  shows 
that  the  loss  is  distributed  among  twevle  of  the  twenty 
wards  in  the  city,  and  these  twelve  wards  cover  the  en- 
tire length  of  the  city  from  north  to  south,  and  in  part 
the  entire  width  from  east  to  west.  From  this  it  will  be 
seen  that  the  loss  is  not  confined  closely  to  our  locality 
but  covers  the  largest  part  of  the  city.  In  fact  it  falls 
in  pirt  on  every  one  of  the  seven  districts  into  which 
the  city  is  divided.    There  are  about  one  hundred 
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schools  in  these  seven  districts.  If  the  entire  loss 
shown  by  the  census  during  the  past  two  years  were 
equally  divided  among  these  schools  it  would  make  but 
two  pupils  for  each  school.  Smce  the  average  number 
belonging  is  about  forty-four  for  each  school  the  loss  of 
two  pupils  from  a  room  would  hardly  justify  closing 
the  school  and  there  cannot  be  much  reduction  of  ex- 
pense without  closing  one  or  more  schools.  If  such 
loss  were  all  in  one  district  and  were  confined  to  three 
or  four  grades  it  would  be  possible  to  make  a  corre- 
sponding reduction  in  expense  but  hardly  otherwise. 
During  the  past  year  no  school  has  enrolled  so  few  as 
thirty  pupils,  almost  all  have  had  more  than  forty,  and 
sixteen  have  had  more  than  fifty.  One  of  the  weak 
places  in  our  schools,  as  well  as  in  the  school  of  most 
other  cities,  is  the  assignment  of  too  many  pupils  to  a 
teacher,  where  fiifty  or  more  pupils  are  assigned  to  a 
teacher,  it  is  not  possible  for  her  to  give  that  amount 
of  attention  to  each  individual  which  is  necessary  to  se- 
cure the  best  returns  for  the  time  and  effort  expended 
by  both  teacher  and  pupil,  A  decrease  in  the  number 
of  pupils  per  teacher  mean  increased  per  capita  cost, 
but  it  also  means  much  greater  proportional  increase  in 
the  efficiency  of  the  work  done. 

The  assertion  has  been  made  that  our  schools  are 
very  much  more  expensive  than  those  of  other  cities  of 
the  state  approaching  our  size  as  well  as  those  in  other 
sections  of  the  country.  Such  statements  are  sometmies 
made  without  full  knowledge  of  the  facts.  In  order  to 
place  some  data  bearing  upon  this  within  the  reach  of 
all  interested,  I  submit  the  following  table  taken  from 
the  report  of  the  superintendent  of  schools  of  Oskosh 
for  1899.  A  note  accompanying  the  table  states  that 
the  figures  were  obtained  from  the  last  reports  of  the 
United  States  Commissioner  of  Education  and  the  state 
report  for  Wisconsin  for  the  year  1897-8. 
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It  will  be  observed  that  this  gives  all  the  cities  of 
Wisconsin  enrolling  i,8oo  pupils  or  more,  the  average 
of  the  forty-eight  cities  having  a  superintendent,  and 
the  average  of  all  in  the  state  having  over  8,000  people. 
An  examination  of  it  shows  that  of  these  sixteen  cities 
nine  have  a  greater  per  capita  expenditure  than  La 
Crosse,  that  the  average  of  the  entire  forty-eight  is 
greater,  and  the  average  of  all  numbering  over  8,000,  is 
greater.  Compare  also  with  the  average  of  237  cities 
of  the  North  Central  States,  Wisconsin  and  ten  others, 
and  with  the  601  cities  of  the  United  States  numbering 
over  8,000,  and  in  each  instance  it  is  found  to  be  greater 
than  in  L.a  Crosse. 

From  somewhat  later  statistics,  published  since  the 
beginning  of  the  present  school  year,  I  have  selected  all 
those  cities  in  the  United  States  whose  school  enroll- 
ment for  the  last  year  is  within  500  of  that  of  La  Crosse, 
either  above  or  below.  Arranging  them  in  the  order  of 
the  total  amount  expended,  with  the  number  of  teachers 
employed,  and  the  number  of  pupils  enrolled,  we  have 
the  following  table:

It  will  be  noticed  that  La  Crosse  stands  twentieth 
in  the  list  of  twenty-five  and  that  but  one  of  the  five  that 
spends  less  lies  outside  of  the  okl  slave  states  which  are 
generally  conceded  to  be  much  behind  the  times  in  edu- 
cational matters.  A  fact  liable  to  be  overlooked  in  the 
table  but  one  of  considerable  importance  in  this  connec- 
tion is  that  we  furnish  all  books  and  supplies  to  all 
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pupils  free  of  charge,  which  less  than  half  of  the  other 
places  do.  It  is  required  by  state  law  in  the  cities  of 
Massachusetts.  Cities  making  such  provision  are 
marked  with  an  asterisk.  It  will  be  observed  that  of 
those  that  make  this  provision  but  one  costs  less  than 
La  Crosse;  and  that  one  Bay  City,  Michigan,  does  not 
furnish  supplies  to  pupils  of  the  High  School. 

It  is  not  necessarily  to  the  credit  of  a  place  that  it 
stands  near  the  foot  of  the  list  in  the  amount  expended 
in  so  important  a  matter  as  the  education  of  the  young. 
Even  the  lavish  expenditure  of  money  will  not  neces- 
sarily secure  good  schools,  but  I  know  of  no  way  in 
which  a  city  can  get  them  without  considerable  cost. 

How  to  get  the  best  return  for  the  money  expended 
is  the  question  that  constantly  conlronts  almost  every 
business  man  and  it  is  one  that  should  apply  to  the 
management  of  schools  with  no  less  care  than  to  those 
lines  of  effort  in  which  the  returns  can  be  measured  in 
dollars  and  cents.  In  educational  work  the  returns 
cannot  be  so  measured.  Their  nature  is  such  that 
they  cannot  be  compared  by  figures.  High  personal 
character,  sound  practical  sholarship,  and  good  habits 
should  be  the  chief  results  at  which  we  aim;  and  they 
are  worth  either  to  the  individual  or  to  the  community 
all  that  they  ever  cost.  The  responsibility  for  securing 
these  results  must  be  shared  with  the  homes  from  which 
the  pupils  come,  and  the  more  active  and  intelligent 
the  co-operation  between  the  home  and  the  school  the 
more  sure  and  more  gratifying  will  be  the  returns. 

A  careful  consideration  of  the  various  means  of  se- 
curirig  the  best  results  points  to  the  teaching  force  as 
the  most  important.  Upon  the  character,  preparation, 
and  personality  of  the  teacher  more  depends  than  upon 
any  other  one  thing  in  any  considerable  degree  under 
our  control.  "As  is  the  teacher  so  is  the  school,"  is  the 
old  saying  that  embodies  this  truth.  Of  two  teachers 
whose  scholarship  and  whose  pay  may  be  substantially 
equal  and  who  work  with  equal  diligence,  the  results 
obtained  by  one  may  be  worth  to  the  pupil  or  to  the 
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community  five  times  as  much  as  those  obtained  by  the 
other.  To  get  and  to  keep  the  better  kind  is  no  doubt 
the  part  ot  wisdom,  but  under  the  generally  existing 
conditions  it  is  difificult  to  do.  Those  who  have  made 
the  proper  peeparation  for  the  work  and  then  have 
demonstrated  by  successful  experience  the  possession 
of  those  natural  or  acquired  qualities  that  put  the  one 
teacher  so  much  above  the  other  are  constantly  in  de- 
mand and  are  generally  secured  by  those  places  that 
can  offer  the  best  inducements  for  them,  whether  in  the 
form  of  higher  salaries,  security  of  positions,  sym- 
pathetic and  appreciative  spirit  in  their  treatment,  or 
whatever  else  in  the  way  of  social  or  other  advantages 
may  be  offered,  in  the  adminstration  of  a  system  of 
public  schools  the  most  important  by  far  of  the  many 
things  to  be  done  is  the  selection  of  the  teachers,  for 
upon  them  in  large  measure  depends  the  success  or 
failure  of  the  schools,  sholarship,  professional  training, 
and  the  possession  of  those  personal  characteristics 
that  especially  fit  one  for  the  work  to  be  done  should 
be  the  controlling  consideration  in  determining  their 
appointment.  Appeals  to  sympathy  for  places  on  the 
ground  that  the  applicant  needs  it,  or  is  a  resident,  or 
the  father  is  a  taxpayer,  or  for  social  or  other  considera- 
tions, are  much  more  frequent,  than  appeals  to  the  judg- 
ment because  of  the  proper  preparation  and  fitness  for 
the  place.  There  was  a  time  when  there  were  not 
enough  properly  prepared  candidates  to  supply  the 
needs  of  our  schools,  but  that  day  is  now  past.  The 
provisions  now  made  at  so  great  an  expense  by  the 
state  to  give  the  requisite  scholarship  and  professional 
training  in  the  normal  schools  and  the  State  University 
are  such  that  every  vacancy  can  be  filled  by  one  who 
has  completed  a  course  of  professional  preparation.  I 
believe  it  will  tend  to  the  improvement  of  our  schools  if 
we  insist  that  those  who  enter  our  corps  hereafter  shall 
have  made  such  preparation  or  liave  had  a  successful 
experience  in  graded  school  work.  It  is  true  that  we 
can  take  graduates  of  our  own  or  other  high  schools 
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and  in  the  course  of  time,  if  they  have  natural  aptitude, 
can  make  good  teachers  of  them;  but  they  have  to  learn 
at  the  expense  of  the  children  whose  interests  are  en- 
trusted to  us.  When  I  have  occasion  to  employ  a  phy- 
sician I  prefer  to  call  one  who  has  had  proper  profes- 
sional training  and  does  not  have  to  practice  on  me  to 
learn  his  business,  and  most  intelligent  parents  feel  the 
same  way  about  the  education  of  their  children.  The 
best  we  can  get  are  none  too  good. 

The  opening  of  the  Hogan  School  at  the  beginning 
of  the  last  spring  term  marks  an  important  forward  step 
in  the  provision  of  much  needed  room.  When  fully 
furnished  it  will  accommodate  nearly  four  hundred 
pupils  in  pleasant,  convenient  and  healthful  rooms.  The 
addition  now  in  process  of  erection  at  the  corner  of  Six- 
teenth and  Vine-Sts.,  will  make  similar  provision  for 
that  section  of  the  city  The  frank  and  business-like 
recognition  by  the  Common  Council  of  the  needs  of  the 
schools  justifies  the  hope  that  they  will  take  the  neces- 
sary steps  in  the  near  future  for  better  accommodations 
for  the  High  School  than  we  now  have. 

The  remodelling  of  the  heating  and  ventilation  of 
the  First  and  Sixth  District  buildings  has  greatly  in- 
creased their  efficiency.  Somewhat  similar  changes 
should  be  made  in  Second  and  Third  Districts  as  soon 
as  there  are  funds  available  for  that  purpose. 

The  tinting  of  the  school  rooms  which  was  com- 
menced last  summer  when  repairs  were  being  made  has 
given  excellent  satisfaction  and  has  been  considerably 
extended  this  summer,  the  First  and  Second  Districts 
and  the  Logan-St  schools  having  been  tinted  through- 
out. A  large  amount  of  work  in  re-varnishing  and 
painting  has  been  done  and  there  is  still  more  that, 
ought  to  be  done.  The  change  made  in  the  character 
and  arrangement  of  the  window  shades  in  the  First  and 
Second  District  buildings  will  readily  commend  itself  to 
all  who  give  the  matter  proper  consideration  and  I  hope 
that  similar  changes  may  be  made  in  the  other  buildings 
as  soon  as  possible. 
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The  Art  Exhibit  at  the  High  School  during  the 
spring  vacation  resulted  in  providing  by  gift  and  pur- 
chase of  between  five  hundred  and  one  thousand  dol- 
lar's worth  of  artistic  pictures  and  casts  for  the  various 
school  rooms.  Probably  the  most  valuable  resu.t  of 
the  exhibit  will  be  the  quickened  public  interest  through- 
out the  community  in  matters  pretaining  to  the  schools. 
As  one  evidence  of  this  the  Woman's  Fortnightly  Club 
have  offered  to  tint  the  walls,  paint  the  woodwork,  and 
furnish  suitable  pictures  for  one  schoolroom,  beaiing 
all  the  expense.  Cheerful  and  pleasant  as  well  as  health- 
ful surroundings  have  an  important  influence  in  the  edu- 
cation of  the  young,  and  I  hope  this  may  be  but  the  be- 
ginning of  an  interest  that  shall  bring  about  a  much 
needed  improvement  in  the  appearance  of  school  roonjS 
and  school  grounds. 

The  Oral  School  for  the  Deaf  was  re-opened  last 
September  in  a  rented  dwelling  house  at  the  corner  of 
Logan  and  Berlin-Sts.,  in  charge  of  Miss  Margaret  P. 
Maywood.  The  attendance  increased  so  that  it  soon 
became  necessary  to  provide  an  additional  teacher  and 
Miss  Vie  Pennell  was  secured.  The  work  was  success- 
fully carried  on  by  them  through  the  year,  the  enroll- 
ment increasing  to  twelve.  I  regret  to  say  that  Miss 
Maywood  has  resigned  to  accept  a  better  position  in 
Milwaukee.  Miss  Lida  J.  Kline  has  been  engaged  to 
take  her  place.  The  rooms  not  proving  satisfactory 
they  have  been  given  up  and  a  building  engaged  at  the 
corner  of  Clinton  and  Berlin-Sts.,  for  the  coming  year. 
The  sum  of  1,492. 40  has  been  received  from  the  state 
for  the  support  of  the  school. 

The  following  reports  have  been  submitted  by  the 
special  teachers: 

REPORT    OF  WORK  IN  MUSIC. 

Mr.  John  P.  Bird,  Sup't.  Schools, 

Dear  Sir: — Herewith  please  accept  the  annual  re- 
port of  the  Department  of  Music  of  the  La  Crosse  Pub- 
lic Schools,  for  the  year  ending  June  22,  1900. 
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In  the  primary  grades  the  aim  was  to  awaken  the 
natural  impluse  of  expression  of  feeling  through  song, 
and  to  arouse  the  innate  love  for  music,  and  the  surest 
way  to  accomplish  this  was  to  give  to  the  children,  as 
many  as  they  could  grasp  of  the  most  beautiful  and 
singable  child  songs.  We  found  Mrs.  Gaynor's  "Child 
World  of  Song"  and  Mr.  Weidlinger's  *'Small  Songs 
for  Small  Singers"  veritable  treasure  houses  of  song  for 
the  children,  and  this  started  the  little  people  on  their 
musical  way  with  hearts  filled  with  beautiful  melodies. 

Or  by  means  of  the  Deductive  Method  give  the  be- 
ginners the  simple  melody,  as  a  whole  and  as  they  ad- 
vance, separate  it  into  its  parts  and  find  ot  what  it  is 
composed.    More  interest  seems  thus  awakened. 

The  aim  throughout  all  grades  has  been  to  raise 
the  standard  of  music,  and  all  songs  have  been  selected 
with  thought  as  to  their  high  musical  value.  This  has 
caused  much  labor  in  mimeographing  by  supervisor 
and  recopying  by  the  teachers,  as  the  books  used, — so 
very  helpful  and  containing  well  systematized  mateiia], 
so  good  for  daily  drill  in  theory  and  technical  work,  are 
sometimes  lackmg  in  song  element,  especially  the  book 
used  in  German  grades.  We  are  very  grateful  for  the 
"Selected  Choruses,"  but  recently  introduced,  contain- 
ing selections  from  works  of  best  composers,  upon  which 
the  pupils  work  with  enthusiasm. 

It  was  deemed  profitable  in  the  intermediate  and 
German  grades  to  go  back  to  the  fundamental  principles 
of  the  subject,  and  give  the  pupils  the  practical  knowl- 
edge which  they  could  use  in  the  interpreting  of  new 
songs.  One  cannot  sing  a  new  selection  without  knowl- 
edge of  science  or  language  of  music.  In  further  de- 
velopment of  this  idea  the  more  advanced  students  ap- 
plied this  knowledge  gained,  by  being  encouraged  to 
attempt  original  compositions,  and  the  results  were 
most  satisfactory. 

The  High  School  Chorus,  averaging  one  hundred 
members,  did  very  excellent  choral  work.  In  this  class 
we  reap  the  harvest  of  work  in  the  grades  and  are  able 
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to  apply  the  knowledge  of  theory  thus  gained,  and  ex- 
press the  same  in  enduring  musical  forms. 

Semi-yearly  tests  were  given  by  the  Supervisor  and 
additional  tests  by  the  teachers  and  the  results  compared 
to  note  the  progress  of  the  several  schools. 

I  desire  to  express  acknowledgement  of  the  inter- 
est and  encouraejement  of  the  Superintendent,  Principals 
and  members  of  Board  of  Education,  and  hearty  co-op- 
eration and  willing  assistance  of  the  Teachers,  which 
have  added  so  much  to  the  success  and  charm  of  the 
year's  work.

REPORT  OF  WORK  IN  DRAWING 

Mr.  John  P.  Bird,  La  Crosse,  Wis. 

Dear  Sir: — Robt.  Browning  has  said  in  "Old 
Pictures  in  Florence": 

*'Tis  a  life  long  toil  till  our  lump  be  leaven 

The  better!    What's  come  to  perfection  perishes 

Things  learned  on  earth,  we  shall  practice  in  heaven 
Works  done  least  rapidly.  Art  most  cherishes." 

Art  education  as  it  is  presented  in  our  public  schools 
to-day,  has  for  its  aim,  not  so  much  the  visible  result  c  n 
paper,  which  at  best  could  be  preserved  only  for  a  short 
time,  as  to  create  a  love  for  the  beautiful,  the  power  to 
understand  and  appreciate  works  of  art,  to  train  the  eye 
and  hand,  to  cultivate  the  imagination  or  ideals,  to  lead 
the  pupils  to  be  creators  rather  than  imitators,  and  to 
feel  the  joy  of  living  near  to  nature  and  nature's  God. 

Those  who  visited  the  art  exhibit  last  winter  could 
not  help  being  impressed  with  the  enthusiasm  and  m- 
terest  shown  by  the  pupils  who  thronged  tlie  rooms, 
The  intelligent  comments  made  by  these  little  people 
and  their  eagerness  to  find  certain  masterpieces  was 
ample  proof  that  they  were  ready  to  enjoy  such  a  feast. 
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WARD  SCHOOLS. 

The  work  of  the  first  and  second  grades  has  been 
mostly  along  ■  kindergarten  lines,  laying  a  foundation 
for  what  is  to  follow.  Lessons  were  given  in  clay  mod- 
eling, block  building,  paper  folding,  cutting  and  pasting, 
nature  work,  illustrating  and  simple  designing. 

Very  interesting  work  has  been  done  with  tooth- 
picks and  ink.  The  children  are  interested  and  de- 
lighted with  this  kind  of  work,  but  there  is  no  q.uestion 
but  what  the  pleasure  of  the  children  would  be  vastly 
increased  had  they  colored  mediums  to  use,  and  I  trust 
the  time  is  not  far  distant  when  they  may  express  them- 
selves in  the  bright,  glad  colors  so  appropriate  to  youth. 

The  work  in  the  intermediate  and  advanced  grades 
shows  an  increase  in  thought  and  power  of  execution. 
Here  perspective  and  mechanical  dravv^ing  have  been  in- 
troduced. Drawing  from  the  pose  was  a  source  of  in- 
terest and  profit.  The  pupils  being  lead  to  observe  the 
whole  before  the  parts,  to  carefully  note  proportion,  to 
look  for  the  mass  rather  than  detail,  and  note  the  long 
lines  which  add  strength  and  grace  to  the  figure. 

The  principle  artists  studied  this  year  were,  Guido 
Reni,  Raphael,  Le  Rolle,  Rosa  Bonheur,  Millet  and 
Rembrant. 

HIGH  SCHOOL. 

The  work  in  the  first  year  is  correlated  with  the 
sciences.  Botany,  Biolos^y  and  Physics,  and  the  medi- 
ums used  are  pencil  and  pen  and  ink. 

The  second  year  correlates  with  history.  The  sub- 
jects studied  in  the  drawing  room  are  Historic  Orna- 
ment and  Design,  and  Architecture.  The  designing  of 
book  covers,  initial  letters  etc.,  is  also  taken  up. 

In  the  third  and  fourth  years  the  pupils  are  al- 
lowed to  choose  their  own  line  of  work,  some  work  in 
charcoal  from  casts,  others  in  water  colors  from  still  life 
and  nature. 
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Mechanical  drawing  is  taken  up  in  the  third  year 
by  those  who  wish  to  study  this  branch. 

In  conclusion  I  wish  to  express  my  appreciation  of 
of  your  helpful  co. operation,  and  the  earnest  faithful 
work  of  the  teachers  during  the  past  year.

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REPORT  OF  WORK  IN  GERMAN. 
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To  THE  Superintendent: — 

The  accompanying  diagram  sets  forth  briefly  the 
status  ol  the  German  w^rk  in  the  Second  District. 
While  the  work  is  carried  on  under  very  considerable 
difficulties,  its  present  condition  is  encouraging;  for  in 
the  grades  where  German  is  taught  68.8  per  cent  of  tht 
total  number  of  pupils  take  the  German,  while  77.4  per 
cent  of  those  in  the  German  classes  have  attained  a 
standing  of  70  per  cent  or  over.  The  difficulties  we 
have  to  contend  with  arise  chiefly  from  the  fact  that  the 
German  is  purely  an  extra  which  does  not  effect  the 
standing  or  the  promotion  of  a  pupil  in  the  least.  This 
naturally  leads  to  indifference  on  the  part  of  the  pupil 
and  makes  it  almost  impossible  for  the  teacher  to  bring 
any  adequate  pressure  to  bear  upon  delinquents.  It 
seems  to  me  that  this  could  be  improved  very  materi- 
ally and  without  inconvenience  or  unfairness  to  any  in 
the  following  manner: 

Rule  4.  General  Provisions,  Rules  and  Regula- 
tions, provides: 

"The  standard  of  attainment  for  promotion  from 
grade  to  grade  shall  be  70  per  cent  in  each  of  the 
studies  of  reading,  writing,  spelling  and  language  and 
an  average  of  70  per  cent  in  all  other  studies."  But  the 
provision  does  not  include  the  German  at  all  I  would 
suggest  that  for  those  pupils  who  take  the  German  the 
standard  of  attainment  for  promotion  from  grade  to 
grade  be  fixed  at  70  per  cent  in  each  of  the  studies  of 
reading,  writing,  spelling  and  language  (same  as  re- 
quirement for  others),  and  an  average  of  65  per  cent  in 
all  other  studies,  German  included. 

Such  a  provision  would  very  much  improve  the 
general  tone  and  morals  of  the  German  work  in  the 
Second  District,  and  it  would  not  be  unfairly  burdening 
those  who  take  the  German,  since  more  than  three- 
fourths  of  them  have  heretofore  attained  a  standing 
higher  than  that  here  suggested,  and  moreover  the  gen- 
eral average  of  the  pupil  taking  German  (in  the  other 
studies)  has,  if  I  am  not  much  mistaken,  been  at  least 
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as  high  if  not  higher  than  the  general  average  of  those 
not  taking  German.

A  comparison  of  the  total  enrollment  with  that  of  last 
year  shows  an  increase  of  209,  and  of  the  average  daily  at- 
tendance of  about  100.  A  considerable  part  of  the  in- 
creased enrollment  is  no  doubt  due  to  the  closing  of  the 
St.  James'  parochial  school  consequent  upon  the  destruc- 
tion of  their  building  by  fire  early  in  the  year.  The  num- 
ber of  pupils  applying  for  admission  in  the  Fifth  District 
made  it  necessary  to  rent  an  additional  room  there  in  Sep- 
tember and  its  use  was  continued  throughout  the  year. 
The  re-opening  of  the  parochial  school  may  relieve  us  of 
the  necessity  of  continuing  it. 

REPAIRS  AND  IMPROVEMENTS. 

During  the  past  year  decided  improvements  have 
been  made  in  the  physical  conditions  of  some  of  the 
schools.    The  most  important  of  these  is  the  eight  room 
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addition  at  Sixteenth  and  Vine  Streets.  The  added  rooms 
are  all  of  good  size,  convenient  arrangement,  well  lighted 
from  the  left  or  left  and  rear,  and  abundantly  supplied 
with  fresh  air.  Convenient  toilet  rooms  for  the  girls  have 
been  provided  on  both  the  first  and  second  floors.  The 
building  is  heated  by  a  battery  of  five  furnaces,  a?id  the 
delivery  of  the  requisite  amount  of  fresh  air  is  secured  by 
the  use  of  a  fan,  the  motive  power  for  which  is  a  gasoline 
engine.  In  the  tests  made  last  February  the  anemome- 
ter showed  the  delivery  of  over  2,000  cubic  feet  of  fresh 
warm  air  to  each  pupil  per  hour  in  every  room.  Every 
window  is  provided  with  two  shades  of  suitable  color  hung 
so  that  they  run  from  the  middle  of  the  window  both  up 
and  down,  thus  giving  the  most  convenient  control  of  the 
light  that  has  thus  far  been  devised.  This  improvement  in 
the  control  of  the  light  which  is  justly  exteemed  of  much 
importance,  has  been  applied  in  all  of  the  buildings  but 
one  of  the  First,  Fifth  and  Seventh  Districts  and  should  be 
extended  to  all  others  as  soon  as  possible. 

Seven  of  the  eight  added  rooms  have  been  seated  with 
single  desks,  mostly  adjustable,  and  were  occupied  the 
latter  part  of  February.  This  leaves  but  one  room  to  ac- 
commodate the  growth  that  is  likely  to  occur  in  this  sec- 
tion. In  preparing  the  plans  for  this  addition  it  was 
deemed  advisable  to  make  suitable  provision  for  all  the 
grades  of  the  district,  which  was  done,  ahd  the  grammer 
school  was  transferred  to  it  from  Sixth  and  Vine  as  soon  as 
the  building  was  in  condition  to  use.  In  re-arranging  the 
schools  one  room  is  left  vacant  at  Sixth  and  Vine.  The 
needs  of  the  High  School  will  soon  compel  its  use  by  the 
transfer  Of  the  third  grade  now  seated  in  the  High  School 
building.  The  opening  of  these  new  rooms  has  enabled  us 
to  discontinue  the  use  of  five  unsuitable  rented  rooms  and 
to  relieve  others  that  were  overcrowded. 
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At  the  opeiiinor  of  the  school  year  the  crowded  condi- 
tion of  the  Sixth  District  made  it  imperative  that  some  re- 
lief should  be  given  there.  To  this  end  the  two  rootn 
wooden  building  at  Sixteenth  and  Winnebago  Streets, 
vacated  when  the  Hogan  School  was  opened,  was  moved  to 
the  grounds  at  Eighth  and  Johnson  Streets  and  both  rooms 
immediately  filled.  Notwithstanding  this  relief  the  lower 
grades  of  this  district  were  crowded  throughout  the  year. 

Another  improvement  now  nearing  completion  that 
svill  doubtless  commend  itself  to  the  patrons  of  the  Third 
District,  at  Eight  and  Division  Streets,  is  the  provision  of 
a  new  heating  plant  and  new  water  closets  for  the  girls. 
The  ventilation  in  this  building  has  been  the  cause  of 
much  complaint  for  sever<il  years  past.  The  furnaces  used 
to  heat  the  south  half  of  the  building  had  been  in  use  for 
a  long  time  and  were  in  need  of  extensive  repairs,  and  the 
ventilation  of  the  north  half  has  never  been  efficient.  In 
the  interest  of  economy  and  efficiency  it  was  deemed  wise 
to  replace  them  with  a  new  plant,  putting  the  entire  build- 
ing under  one  system.  To  effect  this  a  new  plant  using 
steam  and  a  fan  was  decided  upon.  The  work  was  author- 
ized by  the  Common  Council  in  July  and  its  construction 
promptly  begun.  One  feature  new  to  our  schools  is  the 
provision  of  foot-warmers  in  the  halls  where  pupils  can 
warm  their  feet  or  dry  their  clothing  quickly  when  damp. 
To  make  provisions  for  a  girls'  water  closet  on  each  floor 
a  small  addition  was  built  in  the  southwest  ano-le  of  the 

n 

building. 

Some  of  the  more  important  items  of  repairs  effected 
during  the  past  summer  are  the  re-shingling  of  the  High 
School  building,  tinting  the  walls  and  ceilings  and  re- 
varnishing  the  woodwork  of  the  two  room  buildings  at 
Twentieth  and  King,  Island  and  Berlin,  Kane  and  Gillette 
Wood  and  Hayes,  and  of  the  eight  room  building  at  Kane 
and  Gillette  Streets.    Thcj  four  ohl  rooms  at  Sixteenth  and 
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Vine  have  been  tinted,  and  the  four  west  rooms  at  Eighth  and 
Johnson  re-varnished.  Besides  these  a  considerable  amount 
of  miscellaneous  repairs  of  various  sorts  have  been  made 
in  several  districts. 

NEW  HIGH  SCHOOL. 

A  very  important  step  was  taken  by  the  Mayor  and 
Common  Council  during  the  past  winter  by  the  issue  of 
:|20,000  of  bonds  for  the  beginning  of  a  fund  for  the  pur- 
chase of  a  suitable  site  and  the  erection  of  a  new  High 
School  building.  The  selection  of  a  site  and  the  erection 
of  a  new  High  School  are  matters  of  such  far  reaching  im- 
portance that  they  should  receive  very  careful  attention, 
and  a  brief  discussion  of  them  may  not  be  out  of  place  at 
this  time  and  may  help  toward  the  solution  of  the  problem. 
If  wisely  chosen  and  built  they  will  probably  be  used  for 
school  purposes  for  generations  to  come,  and  the  selection 
of  a  site  and  the  planning  of  the  building  should,  there- 
fore, receive,  if  possible,  entirely  unprejudiced,  judicious 
consideration. 

So  many  things  have  to  be  taken  into  account  in  the 
selection  of  the  site  that  it  is  not  so  simple  a  matter  as 
might  at  first  appear,  even  when  we  leave  out  the  diffi- 
culties created  by  interested  owners  of  lots  and  the  per- 
suasive eloquence  of  real  estate  agents.  Some  of  the 
factors  that  should  receive  attention  are  (1)  healthfulness, 
(2)  convenience  of  access,  (3)  freedom  from  outside  an- 
noyances, (4)  size,  (5)  cost,  and  (6)  availibility. 

Probably  no  one  will  question  the  importance  of  a 
healthful  location;  but  inasmuch  as  there  are  few  if  any 
places  within  the  city  limits,  except  possibly  those  subject 
to  overflow  from  hiorh  water,  whose  healthfulness  can  be 
fairly  called  in  question  it  may  not  be  necessary  to  devote 
time  to  this  item. 
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Convenience  of  access  is  a  matter  of  considerable  im- 
portance as  it  involves  some  conflict  of  interests.  A  loca- 
tion quite  convenient  for  one  section  may  be  very  incon- 
venient for  another,  and  it  is  not  possible  to  choose  one 
that  will  be  equally  convenient  for  all.  Some  must  neces- 
sarily have  much  farther  to  go  than  others  and  with  cer- 
tain modifications  the  site  should  be  one  that  most  readilv 
accommodates  the  greatest  number.  South  of  the  La 
Crosse  River  the  center  of  the  school  population  east  and 
west  is  near  Tenth  Street,  and  for  the  entire  city  north  and 
south  it  is  a  little  south  of  King  Street.  Geographically 
the  center  east  and  west  is  near  West  Avenue,  and  north 
and  south  it  is  a  little  north  of  Zeisler  Street  near  the  jail. 

Other  things  being  equal  the  center  of  population 
should  be  the  general  guide  in  making  the  selection, 
though  a  variation  of  two  or  three  blocks  from  such  center 
would  not  matter  materially;  but  future  needs  as  well  as 
those  of  the  immediate  present  should  be  taken  into  ac- 
count. Should  the  population  of  the  city  continue  to 
increase  even  no  faster  than  during  the  past  twenty  years 
there  will  in  1921  be  nearly  60,000  people  here.  Tiiis 
growth  in  this  part  of  the  city  will  necessarily  be  chiefly 
towards  the  east  and  south,  so  that  any  variation  from  the 
present  center  would  naturally  be  in  that  direction.  But, 
on  the  other  hand,  the  present  needs  of  the  North  Side, 
and  perhaps  for  ten  years  to  come,  require  that  the  varia- 
tion should  be  toward  the  north  rather  than  towards  the 
south  for  the  better  accommodation  of  the  pupils  from  that 
side. 

Before  the  time  menticnied  arrives  additional  High 
School  accommodations  will  probably  be  required,  and  the 
first  step  in  that  direction  will  be  on  the  North  Side,  if  its 
grovvtli  is  proportional  to  the  rest.  When  its  pupils  are 
withdrawn  the  accommodations  left  will  serve  some  time 
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and  then  the  next  additional  school  will  naturally  be  in  the 
southeri?  part,  and  the  original  school  should  still  be  well 
located  for  the  accommodation  of  its  patrons. 

The  outside  annoyances  to  be  guarded  against  are 
chiefly  the  noise  incident  to  traffic  and  travel  and  the 
smoke  of  locomotives  and  manufacturing  plants.  So  long 
as  we  have  but  few  macadamized  streets  they  naturally 
become  the  thorouo-hfares  of  traffic  and  travel  and  while 
in  their  nature  noisy  they  are  thus  made  much  more  so. 
This  will  in  some  measure  cure  itself  when  all  are  macada- 
mized or  paved;  but  streets  in  a  business  section  are  much 
more  noisy  than  those  of  a  residence  section.  The  most 
serious  disturbance  of  this  sort  is  the  noise  of  the  electric 
car  lines.  We  now  have  three  buildings  on  streets  where 
they  pass  and  in  each  one  their  noise  is  a  serious  hindrance 
to  the  work  of  the  school. 

The  size  of  the  site  may  depend  in  part  upon  the  size 
and  character  of  the  building  to  be  erected  upon  it.  All 
of  our  school  sites,  with  one  exception,  are  too  small. 
Every  large  school  in  a  city  like  ours  ought,  if  possible, 
to  have  a  full  block  of  land.  This  makes  it  possible  to 
place  the  building  so  that  it  shows  to  good  advantage,  pre- 
vents the  erection  of  other  buildings  in  such  a  way  as  to 
injure  its  usefulness,  and  gives  an  opportunity  for  outdoor 
exercise  by  pupils  without  having  recourse  to  the  streets 
or  trespassing  upon  the  neighbors.  Land  will  probably 
never  be  cheaper  in  La  Crosse  than  it  is  now  and  almost 
all  of  the  opinions  that  I  have  heard  expressed  are  in  favor 
of  a  full  block. 

The  cost  of  course  will  depend  upon  the  size,  location, 
cost  of  the  buildings  now  upon  the  land,  and  the  views  of 
owners.  In  general  it  may  be  said  that  a  sum  sufficient  to 
secure  an  entirely  satisfactory  site  should  be  used. 

The  question  of  availability  will  depend  upon  the  par- 
ticular conditions  surrounding  each  propc^sed  hite. 
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Before  closing  this  discussion  it  may  be  advisable  to 
say  sometliincr  about  the  present  site.  The  two  most  seri- 
ous objections  to  it  are  the  noise  of  street  cars  and  traffic 
as  it  lies  between  the  only  two  macadamized  streets  in  this 
part  of  the  city,  and  the  temptation  on  the  score  of  ec{)n- 
omy  to  make  the  new  building  in  reality  an  addition  to  the 
old  one.  The  difficulty  of  getting  anything  architecturall\ 
satisfactory  under  such  conditions  has  been  illustrated 
ao-ain  and  acrain.  Of  course  the  first  consideration  to  1/e 
kept  in  mind  in  making  the  plans  for  any  school  building 
is  its  convenient  adaptation  to  the  work  to  be  done  within 
its  walls,  but  it  is  also  true  that  some  consideration  should 
be  given  to  the  external  appearance  of  any  public  building 
costing  as  much  as  must  necessarily  be  spent  on  this. 
Notably  true  is  this  in  the  case  of  a  High  School  building, 
for  it  should  not  only  not  be  an  ofEense  to  any  eye  that  may 
look  upon  it,  but  its  external  appearance  should  be  a 
means  of  edification  and  inspiration  to  all  who  receive  in- 
struction within  its  walls.  Every  such  building  should  be 
a  model  of  good  taste  in  the  community  which  it  serves. 
Should  the  selection  of  this  block  as  the  site  result  in  the 
retention  of  the  old  l)uilding  in  its  present  form  as  a  part 
of  the  new  one  it  would  probably  be  a  misfortune  to  be  re- 
gretted as  long  as  it  shall  stand.  It  may  be  possible, 
however,  that  a  part  of  it  might  be  utilized  as  a  wing,  but 
that  is  a  question  which  should  first  be  submitted  for  judg- 
ment to  the  best  architectural  taste  and  skill-.  If  this 
should  be  found  practicable  the  saving  effected  might  be 
sufficient  to  offset  the  objection  that  the  southeast  corner 
of  the  block  is  not  available  because  of  the  structure  now 
there.  In  point  of  healthfulness  and  convenience  of  access 
it  is  eminently  desirable,  and  in  the  items  of  cost  and 
avuilibility  would  propably  offer  no  greater  difficulties  and 
pf)ssibly  Ihss  tiian  any  other  as  well  located. 
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To  sum  up:  ask  these  six  questions  regarding  any  site 
and  the  answers  will  aid  in  making  a  g^ood  choice. 
Is  it  healthful? 
Is  it  convenient  of  access? 
Is  it  free  from  outside  annoyances? 
Is  it  laro-e  enouo^h? 
What  will  it  cost? 
Can  we  get  it? 

One  important  step  in  advance,  which  will  be  more 
apparent  as  time  passes,  is  .that  indicated  by  the  change  in 
the  rules  requiring  two  years  of  normal  training  for  High 
School  graduates  before  being  received  into  the  corps 
as  teachers  instead  of  one  year  as  heretofore.  This  will 
gradually  result  in  securing  a  better  grade  of  preparation 
for  teaching,  which  is  a  matter  of  much  importance. 

During  the  past  year  a  class  of  eight  completed  their 
work  in  the  High  School  at  the  end  of  January,  the  first 
since  the  inauguration  of  semi-annual  promotions.  For 
several  reasons  it  was  deemed  advisable  to  have  com- 
mencement exercises  but  once  in  the  year,  and  the  class 
united  with  that  of  .lune  for  those  exercises.  The  com- 
bined class  numbered  forty-two,  the  largest  in  the  history 
of  the  school. 

The  good  fiiiancial  management  of  the  past  year, 
which  has  made  possible  some  of  the  substancial  improve- 
ments, has  in  some  measure  been  facilitated  by  the  monthly 
financial  statement  submitted  by  the  bookkeeper  at  each 
regular  meeting.  This  shows  the  amount  apportioned  to 
each  fund,  the  sum  expended,  and  the  balance  on  hand  at 
the  close  of  each  month,  and  a  copy  is  furnished  to  each 
member.  This  has  never  been  done  here  before  and  the 
credit  for  it  is  chiefly  due  to  Mr.  Arenz. 

I  wish  to  commend  the  spirit  of  earnestness  and  fidel- 
ity so  general  among  the  principals  a^nd  teachers  and  their 
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readiness  to  co-operate  in  all  matters  that  promise  in- 
creased efficiency  for  our  schools. 

I  submit  herewith  the  reports  of  the  special  teachers 
of  music,  drawinor  and  German. 

I  desire  to  express  to  the  Board  my  high  appreciation 
of  their  uniform  courtesy,  consideration  and  confidence.

REPORT  OF  WORK  IN  MUSIC. 

Mr.  John  P,  Bird,  Supt.  of  Schools. 

Dear  Sir: — The  work  of  the  past  year  in  all  grades 
shows  a  marked  improvement  upon  that  of  the  previous 
one — not  only  in  the  better  ability  of  students  to  compre- 
hend and  render  son^s,  but  the  results  of  the  examinations 
show  a  better  knowledgfe  of  the  theory.  This  comes 
largely  through  the  earnest  efforts  of  the  teachers.  The 
little  ones  have  gained  a  repertoire  of  small  classics,  seem- 
ing to  love  Miss  Jessie  Gaynor's  messages  to  them  best  of 
all. 

We  thankfully  acknowledge  the  introduction  of  Ginn 
&  Go's.  "Introductory  Chart"  for  second  year  work.  This 
forms  the  connecting  link  between  the  dictation  and  board 
work  of  the  first  year,  and  book  work  of  the  third  year.  The 
leap  was  too  great  and  time  was  lost  in  getting  third  year 
pupils  familiar  with  the  reading  of  printed  musical  forms. 
In  this  grade  rote  singing  ceases.  Sight  reading  was  espec- 
ially the  point  of  the  year  in  all  grades. 

The  grammer  grades  did  some  very  commendable 
singing  of  songs  by  Rubenstein,  Verdi,  Wagner,  Men- 
delsohn, etc.,  and  became  familiar  with  melodies  from  the 
operas  and  orotories  in  addition  to  the  regular  outlined 
work.  We  should  like  to  correlate  music  and  reading  in 
these  grades  and  learn  of  the  lives  and  works  of  our 
famous  composers. 
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The  Hiorh  School  chorus  numbered  c»ne  hundred  and 
thirty,  doino-  creditable  work  in  choruses  from  the  "Rose 
Maiden,  Dinorah,  Tannhauser"  and  others.  A  Mendel- 
sohn club  consisting  of  twenty  girls  from  the  general 
chorus  did  extra  work  which  was  most  enjoyable. 

An  entertainment  was  given  during  the  year  by  the 
Literary  and  Musical  Departments  of  the  High  Sf^hool; 
part  of  tlie  proceeds  from  this  were  used  to  start  a  musical 
library.  We  hope  more  will  be  added  to  this  fund  next 
year. 

With  kindly  acknowledgement  of  help  and  encour- 
agement from  all  associates  in  the  work,  I  respectfully 
submit  this  annual  report  of  the  Department  of  Music.

REPORT  OF  SUPERVISOR  OF  DRAWING. 

Mr.  John  P.  Bird,  Supt.  of  Schools,  La  Crosse,  Wis. 

Dear  Sir: — The  work  in  drawing  the  past  year  has 
been  based  upon  about  the  same  plan  as  the  previous  year, 
adding  such  new  features  as  was  thought  advisable  for  in- 
terest. 

Last  summer  when  at  the  Paris  Exposition  the  Super- 
visor made  a  study  of  the  work  exhibited  by  the  best  pub- 
lic schools  in  the  United  States,  and  noted  that  a  large 
part  of  the  work  was  rendered  in  colors.  Water  colors, 
colored  paper  and  crayons  were  liberally  used.  The  work 
in  our  schools  covers  practically  the  same  field  with  the 
exception  of  color  in  the  grades. 

In  addition  to  our  usual  work  in  the  primary  grades  — 
drawing  from  solids,  nature  studies,  illustrating,  elemen- 
tary designing,  block  building  and  clay  modeling  — we 
have  done  some  interesting  work  in  story  telling  with 
scissors. 
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The  intermediate  and  advaticed  grades  have  carried  on 
their  work  of  more  serious  study  with  greater  interest 
than  heretofore  because  of  their  better  understanding  of 
the  subject. 

A  larirer  number  of  pupils  in  the  High  School  have 
been  interested  in  drawing  than  ever  before,  the  enroll- 
ment numbering  250.  The  work  in  the  Freshman  year  is 
correlated  with  the  sciences  and  work  from  still  life.  The 
course  in  Design  and  the  study  of  Historic  Ornament  in 
the  sophomore  year  has  been  more  thoroughly  systematized 
and  better  work  has  resulted.  The  first  half  of  the  year 
the  Juniors  took  up  the  study  of  leaves,  flowers,  fruits 
etc.,  in  water  colors.  The  remainder  of  the  year  has  been 
devoted  to  drawing  from  life.  Those  Juniors  who  so  de- 
sired have  taken  mechanical  drawing.  The  work  in  the 
Senior  year  is  elective. 

1  desire  to  express  my  appreciation  of  your  helpful 
co-operation,  the  encouragement  of  the  Board  of  Educa- 
tion, and  the  willing  assistance  and  earnest  work  of  the 
teachers  during  the  past  year.

report  of  work  in  german. 

La  Crosse,  Wis.,  June,  1901. 
Mr.  John  P.  Bird,  Supt.  of  Schools. 

Dear  Sir: — Upon  the  work  in  German  in  the  Second 
District  I  beg  to  submit  the  following  report: 

The  enrollment  in  the  grades  where  German  is  taught, 
3d  to  8th,  and  the  number  taking  German  is  as  follows: 
Sept.  1900,  enrolled  288;  Taking  German  181-62.8  per  cent 
Jan.  1901,       "       274        "  »      175-63.8  " 

Feb,  1901,       "      309       "  »     171-55.3  " 

June  1901,      "       272       "  "      159-58.8  " 
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Total  number  who  took  German  200. 

Number  who  attained  70  per  cent  or  over,  149  —  74 
per  cent,  of  total. 

It  will  be  seen  that  during-  each  half  year  there  is  a 
relative  increase  in  the  nurnber  taking-  German,  althoug^h 
there  is  an  actual  decrease.  During  the  second  half  year 
this  relative  increase  was  quite  marked. 

This  shows,  I  think,  that  the  German  is  usually 
elected  by  the  more  earnest  and  persistent  pupils,  by  those 
who  are  less  ready  to  quit  school. 

It  will  also  be  seen  that  during  the  second  half-year 
the  number  of  pupils  in  the  German  classes  was  less,  botli 
actually  and  relatively  than  during  the  first  half  year. 
This  is  due  to  the  fact  no  doubt  that  some  drop  German 
again,  fearing  that  their  standings  in  other  studies  might 
suffer  through  carrying  the  extra  elective.  In  order  to 
ascertain  as  nearly  as  possible,  how  much  ground  there 
might  be  for  such  fears,  I  have  averaged  in  each  grade, 
the  standings  in  Reading,  Spelling,  Aritlimetic,  Geo- 
graphy, Grammar,  U.  S.  History,  first  for  those  pupils 
wlio  carry  the  extra  study  of  German,  then  for  those  wiio 
no  not  carry  the  extra.  The  average  thus  obtained  for 
the  several  grades,  in  each  study,  were  again  averaged,  in 
order  to  get  approximately  at  least,  a  total  average  in 
each  study.  I  took  these  second  averages,  because  in 
some  of  the  grades  the  number  either  of  those  who  took 
German  or  those  who  did  not,  was  too  small  to  afford  a 
fair  comparison,  if  each  grade  were  given  separately.  The 
result  is  as  follows:

The  studies  Writing,  Music  and  Drawing  were 
omitted  from  the  comparison  as  having  practically  no 
bearing  on  the  point.  The  figures  given  cover  the  last 
half  year,  Feb.,  June,  1901. 

It  certai?ily  is  very  gratifying,  and  perhaps  also 
somewhat  surprising  to  note,  that  in  every  one  of  the 
studies  in  which  the  comparison  was  made,  those  who  car- 
ried the  extra  study  German,  attained  a  higher  average 
than  those  who  did  not.  This  fact  gives  added  weight  to 
the  inference  drawn  from  the  first  figures  given,  viz.:  that 
the  German  is  usually  elected  by  the  more  earnest  and 
persistent  pupils;  it  also  goes  far  toward  proving  that  car- 
rying the  German  does  not  tend  to  seriously  handicap  the 
pupil  in  his  other  studies.  If  there  is  any  such  handicap 
it  exists  only  in  the  upper  or  Grammar  Grades;  and  there 
it  does  not  appear  to  be  at  all  serious.  The  difference 
between  the  averages  is  greatest,  as  might  have  been  ex- 
pected, in  the  study  of  Grammar,  an  additional  proof,  if 
such  were  needed,  of  the  commonplace,  that  one  cannot 
study  another  language  without  better  understanding 
one's  own. 

The  facts  and  figures  I  have  given,  it  seems  to  me 
should  remove  whatever  doubts  might  still  be  entertained 
as  to  the  wisdom  of  teaching  German  in  the  Grades,  even 
as  an  elective. 

Permit  me  to  add  just  one  thing  more;  while  the  con- 
dition of  the  German  work  in  the  Second  District  is  highly 
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orratifyin^  upon  the  whole,  yet  it  is  capable  of  consider- 
able improv^ement,  in  several  respects.  In  order  to  plan 
and  attempt  such  improvement,  however,  I  must  see  more 
of  the  work  than  I  have  been  able  to  in  the  past.  It  is 
not  possible  to  exercise  any  adequate  supervision  in  the 
Grades,  when  I  am  busy  every  minute  of  the  day  teachinor 
in  the  High  School;  nor  can  I  afford  to  leave  my  Hicrh 
School  classes  whenever  it  might  be  expedient  to  examine 
the  work  in  the  grades.

The  falling  off  in  the  total  enrollment  as  compared 
with  last  year  is  no  doubt  largely  due  to  the  re-opening  of 
the  St.  James'  parochial  school.  As  was  foreshadowed  in 
last  year's  report  the  re-opening  of  that  school  enabled  us 
to  discontinue  the  use  of  the  rented  building  at  the  corner 
of  Rose  and  Hagar  streets. 

REPAIRS  AND  IMPROVEMENTS. 

lieference  was  made  in  the  last  report  to  the  new 
heatirig  and  ventilating  plant,  then  in  process  of  installa- 
tion, in  the  Third  District.  Delay  in  the  execution  of  the 
work  caused  the  loss  of  considerable  time  to  the  pupils  of 
that  district,  cold  weather  coming  on  before  the  work  was 
completed.  I^ack  of  proper  adjustment  of  means  to  ends 
caused  further  annoyance  in  the  coldest  weather,  but  when 
this  was  remedied  good  results  were  obtained.  It  is  be- 
lieved that  this  will  prove  one  of  the  most  efficient  and 
economical  j)lants  that  we  have.  The  provision  of  a  water 
closet  on  each  floor  is  one  that  commends  itself  highly  to 
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the  patrons  of  the  school.  The  walls  and  ceilincrs  through- 
out the  building  have  been  tinted,  suitable  shades  provided' 
for  the  windows,  and  the  remainder  of  the  old  double 
desks  replaced  by  single  ones,  thus  putting  the  building  in 
a  much  more  satisfactory  condition. 

Considerable  progress  has  been  made  during  the  year 
in  replacing  old  double  desks  with  singles.  About  350 
single  desks  have  been  put  in  during  the  year.  Some  dis- 
tricts still  have  a  large  number  of  double  desks  in  use. 
The  tinting  of  walls  and  ceilings  of  school  rooms  and 
halls  has  been  continued  as  far  as  means  and  time  would 
permit.  The  entire  basements  of  all  the  buildings  have 
been  thoroughly  whitewashed,  thus  greatly  improving 
both  appearance  and  sanitary  condition.  The  remaining 
ones  should  receive  like  treatment  as  soon  as  possible. 
The  replacing  of  old  shades  by  those  of  better  color  and 
adjustment  has  been  continued  till  only  the  Logan  and 
Redfield  street  schools  yet  remain.  This  improvement  has 
added  much  to  the  pleasantness  of  the  rooms  treated. 

New  roofs  in  whole  or  in  part  have  been  put  on  the 
two-room  buildings  at  Island  and  Berlin,  Wood  and 
Hayes,  and  Kane  and  Gillette  streets  and  all  the  metal 
work  of  the  decks,  valleys  and  gutters  of  the  buildings  at 
Sixteenth  and  Vine,  Fourth  and  King,  Eighth  and  Divi- 
sion, Eighth  and  Johnson,  Redfield  Street  and  the  Hogan 
School  has  been  thoroughly  painted. 

An  improvement  that  is  greatly  needed  in  the  Seventh 
District  is  the  replacing  of  the  out  door  closets  with  some- 
thing more  modern.  Lack  of  sewer  there  is  an  obstacle 
but  need  not  be  a  complete  bar  to  progress.  A  cesspool  is 
frequently  a  nuisance  but  it  is  at  least  a  less  conspicuous 
one  than  the  present  arrangement. 

One  event  of  great  importance  during  the  past 
year  is  the  purchase  of  a  new  High  School  site.  The 
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CHrrjing  through  of  a  measure  of  this  sort  is  almost 
always  a  difficult  task  because  of  the  conflicting  interests 
involved  as  they  are  apt  to  be  intensified  by  personal  in- 
terests and  prejudices  which  in  turn  call  forth  unreasoning 
clamor  in  place  of  cool  judgement.  The  long  and  careful 
consideration  given  by  the  Board  to  every  proposed  site, 
the  deliberate  weighing  of  all  the  advantages  and  disad- 
vantages of  each,  the  refusal  to  allow  any  personal  con- 
siderations to  have  weight,  the  determination  to  act  with 
an  eye  single  to  the  best  interests  of  the  schools  both 
present  and  prospective  and  of  the  city  as  a  whole,  and  the 
eminently  judicial  attitude  maintained  from  the  beginning 
to  the  end,  are  worthy  of  high  commendation,  and  con- 
tributed in  no  small  degree  in  bringing  the  matter  to  a 
successful  issue.  The  feeling  of  opposition  has  largely 
given  place  to  one  of  approval,  and  some  who  were  most 
bitterly  opposed  have  since  expressed  themselves  as  well 
pleased  with  the  choice.  The  tract  contains  about  four 
and  one-half  acres,  bounded  by  Fifteenth,  Sixteenth,  Cass 
and  Madison  streets,  and  has  all  been  paid  for  except  one 
lot  at  the  southeast  corner  which  has  not  yet  been  trans- 
ferred. Although  making  unexpected  demands  upon  our 
current  expense  funds  it  was  deemed  in  the  interests  of 
economy  to  have  that  part  of  the  site  below  grade  filled 
while  material  was  conveniently  available  from  the  streets 
now  being  macadamized.  The  boulevards  have  also  been 
raisecl  to  grade  and  trees  set  in  them  on  all  sides. 

In  accordance  with  the  suggestion  made  in  last  year's 
report  some  progress  has  been  made  in  improving  the 
appearance  of  school  grounds.  That  part  of  the  Hogan 
School  site  at  the  west  front  of  the  building  has  been 
graded  and  a  part  of  it  sodded,  as  has  also  that  on  the 
north  front  of  the  Redfield  Street  school.  A  beginning  has 
also  been  made  at  the  Sixth    District  Scliool  tlie  (Tedit  for 
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which  should  be  ^iven  to  Principal  Fowler  and  his  pupils 
as  thej  did  nearly  all  the  work.  A  fine  flower  bed  given 
by  the  Salzer  Seed  Company  adds  much  to  the  appearance 
of  the  grass  plot.  It  seems  to  me  very  desirable  that  a 
spirit  of  pride  in  the  neat  appearance  of  all  public  build- 
ings and  grounds  should  be  cultivated  among  all  the 
pupils  of  the  schools.  To  this  end  all  such  effort  as  that 
put  forth  in  the  Sixth  District  should  be  most  heartily 
seconded  and  their  efforts  encouraged  by  substantial  aid 
whenever  it  is  possible.  If  this  spirit  were  to  become 
general  it  would  in  time  prevent  much  of  the  needless 
and  offensive  marring  of  public  and  private  property  by 
cutting,  marking  and  writing  names,  thus  advertising  the 
ignorance  and  depraved  tastes  of  those  who  do  these 
things.  Neat  and  convenient  receptacles  for  paper  and  all 
forms  of  litter  might  be  provided  at  convenient  places  and 
their  use  enforced. 

An  important  measure  that  has  several  times  been 
urged  by  different  members  of  the  Board,  that  of  employ- 
ing a  man  to  look  more  closely  after  the  various  heating 
plants,  the  janitor  work  in  the  several  buildings,  and  make 
needed  temporary  repairs,  has  been  put  into  effect. 
Although  this  has  been  in  operation  but  a  few  months  the 
results  already  obtained  seems  to  justify  the  step.  The 
tendency  is  toward  greater  efficiency  of  work  and  economy 
of  fuel.  It  gives  a  much  needed  belief  from  minor  details 
especially  to  the  Chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Buildings 
and  Grounds;  but  no  one  will  appreciate  the  assistance 
rendered  by  this  chief  janitor  more  than  the  Superintend- 
ent. 

HIGH  SCHOOL. 

A  class  of  twenty  was  graduated  from  the  High 
School  in  June,  five  of  this  number  belonging  to  the  Feb- 
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ruary  division.  Their  names  will  be  found  at  the  close  of 
this  report  with  those  of  preceding  classes. 

There  is  a  considerable  tendency  throutrhout  the 
country  to  put  commercial  courses  into  the  High  Schools. 
New  York  city  has  recently  established  a  High  School  to 
be  devoted  wholly  to  this  work.  Several  of  the  cities  of 
this  state  have  a  commercial  course  in  their  schools.  Any 
change  in  our  course  in  this  direction  would  probably  be 
in  the  way  of  a  more  extended  and  thorough  course  in 
book-keeping  and  the  introduction  of  stenography  and 
typewriting.  Such  a  course  would  undoubtedly  be  popu- 
lar with  many  patrons  of  the  school.  Sparta  put  steno- 
graphy and  typewriting  into  its  course  last  year. 

SCHOOL  LIBRARIES. 

For  some  time  past  I  have  urged  the  importance  of 
school  libraries  and  the  cultivation  of  a  desire  and  taste  for 
good  reading.  About  1300  has  been  expended  during  the 
past  year  in  the  purchase  of  books  for  the  district  libraries 
which  now  have  in  all  about  2,000  volumes. 

Ability  to  read  well  lies  at  the  foundation  of  nearlv 
all  successful  effort  for  the  acquisition  of  scholarship.  It 
is  the  most  effective  tool  possessed  by  man  for  getting 
knowledge,  and  too  much  stress  can  hardly  V)e  put  upon  its 
mastery.  During  the  past  year  more  emphasis  has  been 
put  upon  improvement  in  this  branch  than  in  any  other. 
Our  work  compares  favorably  with  that  of  most  other 
cities,  but  I  believe  there  is  still  room  for  much  improve- 
ment by  means  of  more  skillful  teaching  that  w()uld  result 
in  great  aruJ  lasting  benefit  to  the  pupils.  The  boy  or  girl 
who  cannot  read  and  write  well  is  heavily  handicapped  in 
the  race  of  life. 
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KINDERGARTENS. 

There  is  a  desire  on  the  part  of  a  considerable  number 
of  our  citizens  for  the  establishment  of  kindergartens  in 
connection  with  the  public  schools.  The  value  of  the 
kindergarten  is  conceded  by  all  who  have  made  them- 
selves familiar  with  its  work.  The  tv/o  chief  difficulties  in 
the  way  of  its  introduction  at  present  are  lack  of  suitable 
room  and  increased  expense.  In  order  to  get  a  clearer 
understanding  of  the  conditions  that  would  need  to  be  met 
in  considering  this  question  it  was  ascertained  at  the  close 
of  the  year  that  the  number  of  children  under  six  years  of 
acre  on  our  rolls  in  the  several  districts  was  as  follows:

If  kindergartens  were  to  be  provided  at  public  ex- 
pense many  parents  who  do  not  care  to  have  their  children 
enter  the  primaries  till  they  have  reached  the  age  of  six  or 
seven  would  no  doubt  send  them  earlier  so  that  this  num- 
ber would  probably  be  increased  considerably.  From  this 
it  will  appear  that  it  would  be  necessary  to  make  provision 
for  from  six  to  eight.  At  least  four  or  five  additional 
rooms  would  be  required  in  different  districts.  Competent, 
well  trained  kindergarteners  will  cost  $600  to  $750,  and 
there  will  be  some  further  expenditure  necessary  for  mater- 
ials and  supplies.  Perhaps  $25  per  room  would  cover  this. 
Taking  $625,  as  the  lowest  expense  per  room  and  six  as  the 
least  number  required  gives  an  expense  of  $3750.  Taking 
the  higher  price  for  teachers  and  eight  as  the  number  of 
rooms,  gives  $6,200.  If  the  salaries  named  seem  high  we 
need  to  remember  that  a  poor  kindergartener  like  a  poor 
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teacher  is  almost  worse  than  none.  The  ficrures  aiven  do 
not  include  ariythincr  for  fuel  and  janitor  service,  nor  for 
furniture  and  appliances  for  the  work,  but  there  would 
probably  be  some  saving  in  the  number  of  primary  teach- 
ers required. 

MANUAL  TRAINING. 

Probably  no  other  single  phase  of  education  is  receiv- 
ing more  consideration  at  the  present  time  than  manual 
training.  During  the  past  few  years  it  has  been  introduced 
into  a  large  number  of  city  schools,  and  many  others  are 
taking  steps  looking  to  its  introduction.  The  term  Manual 
Traininor  is  sometimes  used  to  cover  all  forms  of  industrial 
education.  This  includes  such  work  as  is  done  in  the  trade 
schools  where  the  chief  work  is  to  turn  out  competent  arti- 
sans ready  to  enter  the  work  of  some  special  trade,  their 
production  having  market  value.  It  is  more  generally  ap- 
plied  to  all  those  forms  of  work  in  which  the  hands  are 
largely  einph)yed  to  put  into  visible  or  concrete  form  any 
conception  of  the  mind,  and  in  which  the  product  may  or 
may  not  have  intrinsic  value.  In  this  sense  the  chief  pur- 
pose is  to  aid  in  securing  mental  development  by  utilizing 
the  motor  activities  in  a  suitable  way  at  their  various 
stages  of  development. 

Most  children  like  to  "make  things"  and  if  this  desire? 
whether  natural  or  acquired,  be  wisely  guided  it  aids 
greatly  in  mental  as  well  as  physical  development.  It  is 
not  the  purpose  to  turn  out  mechanics,  but  to  develop  the 
mental  faculties;  to  make  the  pupils  more  practically  effi- 
cient in  whatever  calling  they  may  take  u\)  in  after  life. 
To  this  end  the  work  is  correlated,  the  mechanical  drawing, 
for  instance,  being  largely  ifi  the  form  of  problems  in 
mathematics  which  are  worked  out  by  construction  in  the 
sliops.     This  gives  a  concrete   reality  to  some  of  the  work 
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in  mathematics  which  is  generally  lost  where  the  work  is 
all  abstract. 

Trials  throuixh  a  lona  series  of  years  and  in  a  multi- 
tude of  places  has  settled  with  some  degree  of  definiteness 
the  questions  of  what  and  how  much  in  the  common 
branches  of  study;  but  in  the  field  of  manual  traiiiincr  this 
is  not  yet  true  to  any  but  a  limited  extent.  The  meansi 
materials  and  exercises  best  adapted  to  secure  the  desired 
results  have  not  yet  been  fully  worked  out,  tliough  many- 
courses  have  been  carried  on  in  different  places  for  some 
time  with  varying  degrees  of  satisfaction.  Enough  has 
been  done  to  carry  conviction  to  the  minds  of  the  great 
majority  of  those  who  have  given  it  careful  consideration 
as  to  its  great  value  as  a  factor  in  popular  education. 
Conditions  and  circumstances  differ  so  widely  in  different 
places  that  what  may  give  good  results  in  one  may  be  im- 
practicable or  unsatisfactory  in  another.  Through  private 
beneficence  the  comparatively  small  city  of  Menomonie  is 
able  to  carry  out  with  eminent  success  lines  of  work  much 
more  complete  and  satisfactory  than  in  most  places  many 
times  larger.  Their  admirably  complete  outfit  and  the 
sentiment  of  the  community  enables  them  to  do  this.  With 
them  the  work  begins  in  the  Kindergarten  and  is  carried 
on  through  all  the  grades  including  the  High  School.  In 
the  latter  only  two  years  are  required  but  it  may  be  car- 
ried to  the  end  of  the  course.  Drawing,  which  is  one  form 
of  manual  training,  is  carried  on  through  all  the  grades. 
In  certain  ones  this  includes  brush  and  color  work.  In  the 
lower  grades  the  remainder  of  the  work  consists  chiefly  of 
clay  modeling,  paper  cutting  and  some  forms  of  weaving. 
In  the  intermediate  grades  sewing  is  required  of  all,  both 
boys  and  girls,  through  the  fourth  year.  At  this  point  a 
division  is  made,  the  boys,  beginning  with  the  fifth,  take 
up  wood    work  and  the  girls  continue  sewing  through 
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the  seventh.  At  this  point  cookino-  is  introduced  and  con- 
tinued for  the  girls  through  the  first  year  of  the  Hiah 
School,  the  boys  continuino-  wood  of  generally  increasing- 
difficulty  till  they  have  had  lathe  work  and  pattern  mak- 
inor.  Metal  work  is  taken  only  by  boys  in  the  High 
School  and  includes  a  year  of  blacksmithifig  and  forging 
and  a  year  in  the  machine  shop.  The  girls'  side  of  the 
work  after  the  first  year  in  the  High  School  tends  more  to 
the  artistic  side  of  drawing,  and  in  domestic  arts  to  house- 
hold economy  and  dressmaking. 

In  the  Minneapolis  schools  little  is  attempted  at  pres- 
ent outside  of  the  High  School  and  what  there  is  is  chiefly 
confined  to  the  first  four  grades  without  special  teachers. 
The  work  in  those  is  mostly  in  paper  folding  and  cutting, 
clay  modeling,  some  forms  of  weaving,  raffia  and  rattan 
work.  Their  work  extended  through  all  the  grades  but 
was  interrupted  by  financial  stress  three  or  four  years 
ago.  They  have  good  plants  and  expect  to  resume  all  of 
the  work  in  the  near  future.  The  Superinterident  and  the 
Principal  of  the  High  School  are  fully  convinced  of  the 
practical  value  of  the  work. 

In  Eau  Claire  the  work  is  in  several  features  similar  to 
that  in  Menomonie.  The  cooking  and  sewing  are  both 
taught  by  one  teacher  whicli  is  not  usual.  In  all  places 
visited  cooking  is  especially  popular.  If  a  room  suitable 
for  cooking  is  available  it  aiu  be  fitted  up  at  an  expense 
of  between  $800  and  |400.  A  teacher  would  cost  from 
^()00  to  $1000  a  year.  The  cost  of  material  is  compari- 
tively  small,  being  in  some  cases  less  than  a  dollar  per 
pupil. 

The  cost  of  a  wood  working  outfit  depends  on  its 
completeness  and  the  numl)er  to  be  accommodated.  An 
outfit  for  pupils  below  the  High  School  to  provide  for  a 
class  of  24  would  cost  from  ^ij")!)  to  $500. 
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In  this  state  ten  or  more  cities  are  doinor  more  or  less 
work  in  n^anual  training  in  their  Hio-h  Schools,  and  but 
few  have  introduced  the  work  into  the  grades  but  several 
are  considering  the  matter. 

Manual  Training-  is  not  the  "cure  all"  for  educational 
ills  that  some  enthusiastic  advocates  would  have  \is  be- 
lieve, but  it  undoubtedly  has  much  value  in  it.  It  has  no 
power  to  make  a  dull  boy  bright,  or  a  lazy  one  anxious  to 
work.  The  general  response  to  my  inquiries  has  been 
that  the  ones  who  are  good  in  their  studies  do  the  best  in 
manual  training.  It  is  also  frequently  true  that  one  who 
is  slow  and  backward  in  his  studies  develops  a  skill  in 
mechanical  work  that  quickens  his  sense  of  power  and 
ability  to  do,  so  that  it  reacts  upon  his  other  work  to  its 
very  great  improvement.  Anything  that  will  do  this  for 
any  child  is  of  the  very  greatest  help  to  him.  Talk  as 
much  as  we  may  of  subjects  of  study,  methods  of  instruc- 
tion, and  devices  in  teaching,  the  waking  up  in  a  child  of 
the  consciousness  of  power,  the  ability  to  do,  is  of  more 
worth  to  him  in  quickening  his  activities,  stimulating  tlie 
desire  to  learn  or  to  do,  making  easy  of  accomplishment 
tasks  otherwise  irksome  or  impossible,  than  any  subject  or 
method  or  device.  Indeed  the  waking  up  of  this  sense  of 
power  and  ministering  to  its  growth  is  the  real  end  of  all 
method  and  device,  and  whatever  subject  of  study  or  occu- 
pation does  this  most  effectively  is  the  best  one  for  him. 
It  is  the  real  source  of  what  we  call  interest, — the  essen- 
tial thing  for  securing  progress  in  learning.  Fortunate 
are  those  schools  where  this  truth  is  kept  in  the  daily  con- 
consciousness  of  the  teachers. 

For  any  boy  or  girl  activity  is  an  essential  to  healthy 
growth.  The  great  majority  of  the  most  eminently  suc- 
cessful business  and  professional  men  of  to-day  were  when 
boys  obliged  to  work, — the  most  of  them  on  farms.  Much 
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of  their  activity  at  that  time  was  in  the  forip  of  work, 
usually  with  or  under  the  observation  or  directio!i  of  their 
parents,  for  the  accomplishment  of  some  definite  and  use- 
ful end.  Taking  the  year  through  there  was  much  variety 
and  a  daily  trainino-  in  adapting  means  to  ends,  generally 
accompanied  by  some  sense  of  responsibity  for  results. 
This  sort  of  trainintr  becrets  a  mental  and  moral  as  well  as 
physical  fiber  that  has  the  staj'ing  quality  so  essential  to 
success.  It  is  the  misfortune  of  many  city  boys  that  they 
have  no  defitnte  daily  work  to  do  requiring  physical  activ- 
ity. In  too  many  cases  his  sole  occupation  out  of  school 
hours  is  play,  and  his  parents  do  not  know  where  he  is  nor 
what  he  is  doing.  It  is  thus  too  easy  to  get  evil  com- 
panions and  bad  habits,  and  instead  of  looking,  like  his 
country  cousin,  upon  work  as  a  means  for  the  accomplish- 
ment of  desirable  ends  it  is  something  to  be  avoided,  to  be 
shirked  whenever  possible.  If  the  introduction  of  manual 
training  would  tend  to  supply  to  city  boys  the  deficiency 
of  opportunity  for  healthful  activity  in  useful  directions 
8nd  beget  wholesome  respect  for  work,  it  would  be  worth 
much  expenditure  of  both  time  and  money. 

The  chief  objections  to  the  introduction  of  this  sub- 
ject into  our  schools  are,  (1)  That  we  already  undertake 
to  do  more  than  we  can  do  well  and  that  this  would  be  to 
add  another  subject  to  a  course  already  crowded.  (2)  It 
would  add  to  the  cost  of  the  schools.  Both  are  valid  ob- 
jections. On  the  other  hand  those  that  have  the  most 
experience  claim  that  they  get  the  scholastic  work  done 
just  as  well  and  have  the  manual  work  in  addition.  There 
is  no  doubt  that  the  expenditure  will  be  greater,  but  will 
there  not  be  fully  as  great  a  value  received  in  return  as 
for  any  part  of  that  now  expended? 

Tlie  following  table  will  show  the  number  of  pupils 
in   the  several   districts   for  whose    instruction  provision 
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would  have  to  be  made  if  the  work  be  given  to  all  in  the 
fifth,  sixth,  seventh  and  eiorhth  grades.  If  the  boys  have 
wood  work,  the  girls  should  have  the  sewing  or  cooking 
of  the  same  grades  to  avoid  loss  of  time.

One  teacher  can  give  five  one  hour  lessons  per  day  to 
20  or  24.  One  teacher  can  give  a  one  hour  lesson  once  a 
week  to  500  or  600  pupils.    Cost  of  teacher  $750  to  $1000. 

Supposing  the  sexes  to  be  about  equally  divided 
(there  are  usually  more  girls  than  boys)  there  are  more 
pupils  than  one  teacher  can  well  handle  for  each  subject. 
Since  cooking  is  not  taught  below  the  seventh  grade  it 
would  be  necessary  to  have  a  sewing  teacher  and  a  cook- 
ing teacher  if  wood  work  be  given  to  the  four  grades 
named.  If  it  be  given  only  in  the  seventh  and  eighth 
grades  then  the  cooking  teacher  would  take  the  girls  at 
the  same  time  the  boys  are  at  work.  In  some  places  both 
boys  and  girls  take  wood  work  and  in  some  both  take 
cooking.  If  the  work  is  general  it  is  not  likely  to  be 
successful  without  special  teachers.  Of  course  both  sub- 
jects should  go  into  the  High  School  but  probably  it  will 
not  be  convenient  to  put  it  in  there  until  the  new  building 
is  ready. 

The  probable  running  expense  for  teaching  sewing 
from  the  third  grade  to  the  High  School,  woodwork 
from  the  fifth  up,  and  cooking  through  the  seventh  and 
eighth,  would  be  from  $2500  to  $3000  per  year. 
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If  convinced  of  the  value  and  desirability  of  putting 
manual  training  into  the  schools  the  first  question  to  be 
asked  will  be — Is  the  community  ready  for  it  in  sentiment 
and  willingness  to  provide  the  necessary  funds? 

In  addition  to  the  usual  statistical  tables  I  have  pre- 
pared one  showing  the  more  frequently  desired  facts  in 
relation  to  the  school  sites  and  buildings,  so  far  as  I  have 
been  able  to  obtain  them.  Its  preparation  has  involved  a 
large  amount  of  work  and  in  some  cases  it  seems  impos- 
sible to  get  all  the  facts  owing  to  the  defective  manner  in 
which  some  of  the  records  have  been  kept  in  the  past.  It 
will  be  of  interest  to  some  and  a  convenience  to  all  who 
have  occasion  to  refer  to  the  information  it  contains. 

I  submit  herewith  the  reports  of  the  special  teachers 
of  Music,  Drawing  and  German. 

I  desire  to  express  to  the  Board  my  high  appreciation 
of  the  uniform  courtesy,  cordial  support,  and  hearty  co- 
operation given  to  all  my  efforts  to  increase  the  efficiency 
of  our  schools;  and  to  commend  for  your  approval  the 
spirit  of  earnestness,  fidelity  and  cordial  sympathy  that 
prevails  throughout  the  teaching  force.

REPORT  OF  WORK  IN  MUSIC. 


La  Crosse,  Wis.,  June  23,  1902. 
Mr.  Johx  p.  Bird,  Superintendent  of  Schools. 

Dear  Sir: — In  submitting  the  annual  report  of  music, 
I  take  pleasure  in  saying'  that  the  results  in  all  grades 
give  increasing  satisfaction, — not  only  in  the  excellent 
tone  quality  and  expressive  singing,  but  in  sight  reading 
and  the  theoretical  work,  as  shown  by  the  improved  re- 
ports of  semi-yearly  examinations. 

The  aim  has  been,  in  tone,  to  gain  a  sweet,  pure  qual- 
ity, not  quantity.  In  the  selection  of  songs,  to  give  the 
children  a  class  of  music  corresponding  to  the  best  class  of 
literature  we  desire  them  to  read,  thus  giving  "to  every 
one  a  spring  of  purest  and  most  refined  education." 

In  the  seventh  and  eighth  grades  new  interest  has 
been  awakened  by  using  the  Ginn  &  Co.  Academy  Song 
Book,  formerly  for  High  School  work.  This  contains 
many  favorite  melodies  which  the  boys  and  girls  sing  with 
spirit  and  enjoyment. 

Too  much  cannot  be  said  in  praise  of  the  Laurel  Song 
Book,  introduced  into  the  High  School  this  year,  and  we 
gratefully  acknowledge  the  prompt  granting  of  the  re- 
quest for  this  splendid  material. 

The  enthusiasm  and  willing  effort  of  the  High  School 
chorus  shown  in  mastering  these  songs  have  made  the 
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chorus  practice  delightful,  and  I  am  sure  the  students  as 
well  as  instructor  have  regretted  that  the  two  half  hours  a 
week  were  so  short.  The  work  done  by  this  chorus  has 
been  most  excellent,  and  because  of  the  favorable  seating- 
of  the  chorus  upon  the  stage  at  the  commencement  exer- 
cises, they  were  able  to  show  to  the  public  the  fine  work 
they  have  been  doing  this  year. 

This  standard  we  hope  to  increase  in  all  work  the 
coming  year,  for  as  the  little  ones  sing,  "Up  the  ladder  we 
must  go,  never  halting,  upward  go."

REPORT  OF  SUPERVISOR  OF  DRAAVING. 

Mr.  John  P.  Bird,  Superintendent  of  Schools. 

I  herewith  submit  my  third  annual  report  of  Drawing 
in  the  public  schools  of  the  city  of  La  Crosse. 

We  have  endeavored  to  make  the  drawino-  lesson  in 
the  schoolroom  a  means  to  an  end — the  enrichment  of  the 
life  of  the  pupil,  exerting  an  influence  through  all  the 
other  school  work. 

Excellent  support  has  been  given  me  by  the  teachers 
who  have  been  untiring  in  their  efforts  to  carry  out  the 
the  spirit  rather  than  the  "letter"  of  the  work  suggested. 

No  change  has  been  made  in  the  grading  of  the 
work.  A  plan  suggesting  each  lesson  to  be  given  has 
been  issued  monthly  in  all  the  grades,  and  the  High  School 
work  has  been  carried  along  the  same  lines  as  heretofore, 
aiming  towards  thoroughness  rather  than  variety.  The 
number  of  pupils  studying  drawing  in  the  High  School 
was  240,  about  the  same  as  last  year. 

Owing  to  some  lack  of  material,  the  lower  grades  have 
done  a  large  amount  of  work  at  the  blackboards,  which 
certainly    has  not  been   without  merit,  and  it  has  not 
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only  brought  to  notice  some  cases  of  defective  vision  but 
mistakes  in  seeino-Jiave  been  made  clear,  not  alone  to  one 
pupil,  but  to  the  entire  class. 

A  small  exhibit  of  public  school  work,  from  the  First 
Primary  through  the  High  School,  was  sent  to  the  conven- 
tion at  Milwaukee  during  the  Christmas  vacation. 

In  closing  I  wish  to  thank  yourself,  teachers  and 
Board  of  Education  for  your  hearty  support  and  encourage- 
ment in  the  work.

REPORT  OF  WORK  IN  GERMAN. 

To  THE  Superintendent:— 

The  work  in  German  has  been  carried  on  in  the  Sec- 
ond District  during  the  school  year  just  closed,  under 
much  the  same  conditions  as  heretofore.  The  results  are, 
as  nearly  as  I  can  judge,  quite  satisfactory.  The  follow- 
ing table  shows  the  number  and  percentage  of  pupils  tak- 
ing German  during  each  month  of  the  schoolyear,  to- 
gether with  the  total  attendance  in  the  grades  where  Ger- 
man is  taught:

I  regret  that  my  work  confines  me  so  closely  to  the 
High  School  during  school  hours,  as  to  make  it  almost  im- 
possible for  me  to  do  anything  in  the  way  of  supervising^ 
or  to  follow  the  work  in  the  Second  District  as  closely  as 
I  should  like. 

My  report  last  year  brought  out  the  fact  that  it  is  the 
more  serious  and  diligent  class  of  pupils,  who  elect  the 
German,  and  also  that  carrying  the  German  as  an  extra 
does  not,  except  in  a  very  few  cases,  interfere  w^ith  the 
work  of  the  pupil  in  the  other  branches.  This  is  again 
forcibly  brought  out  by  the  fact  that  of  the  three  pupils 
recommended  to  the  High  School  at  the  recent  promotions, 
all  carried  the  German.

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PROVISIONS  OF  THE  CITY  CHARTER  OF  THE 
CITY  OF  LA  CROSSE. 


CHAPTER  XIII. 

PUBLIC  SCHOOLS. 

Section  1.  At  the  first  regular  meeting-  of  the  Com- 
mon Council  held  in  December,  1887,  said  council  shall 
elect  three  persons,  residents  of  said  city,  as  school  com- 
missioners, to  serve  in  place  of  the  three  commissioners 
whose  terms  of  office  expire  on  the  first  Monday  of  Janu- 
ary, 1888,  and  at  its  first  regular  meeting  held  in  Decem- 
ber, 1888,  said  council  shall  elect  four  persons,  residents  of 
said  city,  as  school  commissioners  to  serve  in  place  of  the 
four  commissioners  whose  terms  of  office  expire  on  the 
first  Monday  of  January,  1889.  The  school  commissioners 
elected  under  the  provisions  of  this  act  may  be  chosen 
without  regard  to  the  place  or  ward  of  their  residence  in 
said  city,  and  shall  hold  their  offices  for  two  years  and  un- 
til their  successors  are  elected  and  qualified,  unless  re- 
moved for  misconduct  or  other  sufficient  cause,  by  vote  of 
the  Common  Council,  as  provided  in  this  act;  provided, 
that  no  two  residents  of  any  one  ward  shall  hold  office  as 
school  commissioners  at  the  same  time. 

Section  2.  The  terms  of  the  commissioners  who 
shall  be  elected  under  Section  1,  of  this  chapter,  shall 
commence  on  the  first  Monday  of  January  next  after  their 
election,  and  such  commissioners,  elected  as  herein  pro- 
vided, shall  form  a  board  of  education  by  the  name  and 
style  of  the  Board  of  Education  of  the  city  of  La  Crosse, 
and  a  majority  of  said  board  shall  constitute  a  quorum  for 
the  transaction  of  business;  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the 
Common  Council  to  supply,  by  election,  any  vacancy  which 
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may  occur  from  time  to  time  in  said  board  by  resiornation, 
removal  or  otherwise. 

Section  3.  The  present  school  board  of  the  city  of 
La  Crosse  shall  continue  to  act  as  the  school  board  of  said 
city,  and  shall  perform  all  the  duties  of  a  school  board  of 
such  city  under  this  act;  each  member  of  such  board  shall 
hold  his  office  under  this  act  until  the  expiration  of  the 
time  for  which  he  was  last  elected  to  such  board  unless 
sooner  removed  as  herein  provided. 

Section  4.  The  board  of  education  shall,  at  its  regu- 
lar meetinir,  held  on  the  first  Monday  of  July,  1887,  or 
within  fifteen  days  thereafter,  elect  some  suitable  person, 
having  the  necessary  qualifications,  as  city  superintendent 
of  schools,  who  shall  hold  his  office  until  the  first  Monday 
in  July,  1888,  and  until  his  successor  shall  be  elected  and 
qualified ;  and  thereafter  the  board  of  education  shall  an- 
nually, at  its  regular  meeting  on  the  first  Monday  of  July 
of  each  year,  or  within  fifteen  days  thereafter,  elect  a  city 
superintendent  of  schools,  whose  term  of  office  shall  com- 
mence on  the  first  Monday  of  July,  and  said  superintend- 
ent shall  continue  in  office  one  year,  and  until  his  succes- 
sor is  elected  and  qualified,  unless  removed  by  a  two-thirds 
vote  of  the  Common  Council  for  misconduct  or  other  suf- 
ficient cause;  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  school  board 
to  supply  by  election  any  vacancy  which  may  occur  from 
time  to  time  in  said  office  of  school  superintendent  by  res" 
ignation,  death  or  otherwise.  The  term  of  office  of  the 
present  school  superintendent  shall  continue  under  this  act 
until  the  first  Monday  of  July,  1887. 

Section  5.  The  board  of  education  shall,  at  its  regu- 
lar meeting  in  January,  A.  D.,  1888,  and  annually  there- 
after, elect  one  of  its  meml)ers  president,  who  shall  pre- 
side at  all  meetings  of  tlie  board  and  preserve  order  and 
decorum  therein,  and  decide  all  (piestions  of  order  sul)ject 
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to  an  appeal  of  the  board.  He  shall  countersign  all  orders 
drawn  by  the  clerk  on  the  school  fund  and  shall  declare 
all  votes  taken  on  questions  coming  before  the  board; 
provided,  that  on  all  questions  requiring-  the  appropriatioii 
of  moijey  or  the  adoption  of  new  text  books,  the  vote  shall 
be  taken  by  ayes  and  noes;  and  on  any  other  question  be: 
fore  such  board  the  vote  shall  be  taken  by  ayes  and  noes 
when  any  member  so  demands.  In  the  absence  of,  or  iur 
ability  of  the  president  so  to  act,  the  board  shall  elect  a 
president  pro  tempore,  who  shall  perform  all  the  duties  of 
the  president  for  the  time  being,  and  until  the  president 
shall  be  able  to  resume  the  duties  of  the  office. 

Section  6.  The  board  of  education  shall  have  at 
least  four  regular  meetings  in  each  year,  which  shall  be 
held  on  the  first  Monday  of  January,  April,  July  and 
October,  and  they  may  hold  special  meetings  at  such  other 
times  as  they  may  deem  necessary.  Such  special  meetings 
shall  be  called  by  the  president  on  the  request  of  any  two 
members  of  such  board. 

Section  7.  The  duties  of  the  board  of  education 
shall  be  as  follows:  First.  To  elect  at  its  regular  meet- 
ings in  July,  or  within  fifteen  days  thereafter,  a  city  sup- 
erintendent of  schools;  if  such  election  shall  not  take  place 
at  or  within  the  time  aforesaid,  the  said  superintendent 
shall  be  elected  by  the  common  council  at  some  regular 
meeting  thereafter.  Second.  To  decide  on  the  number 
of  teachers  to  be  employed,  the  grade  of  schools  to  be  kept 
by  each,  and  the  salary  to  be  paid  to  each,  and  to  arrange 
and  determine  the  terms  and  vacations  in  the  public 
schools  of  the  city ;  to  establish  uniformity  in  the  school 
system,  and  to  require  and  secure  uniformity  of  text-books 
and  to  adopt  and  change  text-books;  provided,  that  when 
a  text-book  or  series,  of  text-books  have  been  adopted,  th^ 
same  shall  not  be  changed  for  a  period  of  three  years  from 
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the  date  of  their  adoption.  Third.  To  establish  rules  and 
regulations  for  the  schools,  not  in  conflict  with  the  consti- 
tution and  laws  of  this  state,  and  from  time  to  time  to  alter, 
modify  or  repeal  the  same,  as  it  may  deem  expedient. 
Fourth.  In  the  name  of  the  city  of  La  Crosse  to  employ 
and  contract  with  all  teachers,  and  all  such  contracts  shall 
be  made  in  duplicate  and  shall  be  signed  by  the  teacher 
and  by  the  Board  of  Education  in  behalf  of  the  city,  or  by 
some  member  of  said  board  designated  for  that  purpose  by 
resolution  of  said  board,  and  one  copy  shall  be  filed  with 
the  clerk  and  the  other  copy  delivered  to  the  teacher 
signing  the  same.  Fifth.  To  audit  each  and  every  in- 
debtedness of  said  city  created  for  school  purposes.  Sixth. 
To  superintend  and  manage  the  schools  in  said  city,  and 
to  have  the  custody  and  supervision  of  all  property  of  the 
city  used  for  school  purposes,  and  to  establish  and  change 
the  boundaries  of  school  districts. 

Section  8.  The  said  board  of  education  shall  have 
power  to  contract  in  the  name  and  in  behalf  of  the  cily  of 
La  Crosse,  for  all  fuel,  furniture  and  stationery,  school 
apparatus  and  libraries  required  for  the  use  of  the  schools, 
and  all  incidentals  required  for  carrying  on  the  schools  and 
for  the  leasing  and  hiring  of  school  buildings,  and  such 
contracts  when  executed  shall  be  binding  on  such  city, 
and  all  sums  becoming  due  thereon  shall  be  paid  out  of 
the  school  fund  of  said  city;  provided,  however,  that  when- 
ever repairs  to  a  larger  amount  than  five  hundred  dollars 
shall,  in  the  opinion  of  the  board,  be  required  for  any  one 
school  house,  the  board  shall  cause  a  statement  to  be  made 
showing  the  repairs  required  and  an  estimate  of  the  cost 
thereof  to  be  laid  before  the  common  council,  and  when- 
ever, in  the  opinion  of  the  board,  another  school  house  or 
houses  may  be  required,  tlie  board  shall  cause  estimates  of 
the  cost  for  a  site  or  sites  for  such  house  or  houses,  and  a 
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plan  of  the  proposed  building  or  buildings,  together  with 
estimates  of  the  cost  of  the  same  to  be  made,  and  shall 
submit  the  same  to  the  common  council  for  their  consider- 
ation and  approval;  in  either  of  which  cases  the  common 
council  shall,  if  it  deem  best,  take  measures  to  have  such 
repairs  made  or  such  building  or  buildings  constructed  by 
and  under  the  direction  of  the  board  of  public  works  as  in 
other  cases,  and  such  building  site  or  sites  purchased  by 
the  school  board  in  the  name  of  the  city,  and  shall  have 
power  to  levy  and  collect  a  tax  to  defray  the  expenses  for 
such  repairs,  building  or  building  sites;  provided,  that  no 
tax  shall  be  levied  or  collected  for  any  or  either  of  such 
purposes  except  by  an  affirmative  vote  of  a  majority  of  all 
the  aldermen  elected  to  such  council.  In  advance  of  the 
collection  of  any  such  tax  the  common  council  may  pro- 
vide for  the  immediate  purchase  of  such  site,  or  the  con- 
struction or  repair  of  such  buildings,  or  both,  by  appro- 
priation from  the  general  fund  to  the  school  fund.  No 
such  purchase  shall  be  made  and  no  such  building  or  re- 
pairs shall  be  commenced  or  contracted  for  until  such  ap- 
propriation shall  have  been  made  or  such  tax  actually 
levied.  When  such  appropriation  shall  be  so  made  the 
taxes  levied  for  such  purposes  shall,  when  collected,  be 
placed  to  the  credit  of  the  general  fund.  The  school  board 
shall  not  in  any  one  year  contract  any  debt  or  incur  any 
expense  greater  than  the  amount  of  the  school  fund  sub- 
ject to  their  orders  without  previous  ordinance  or  resolu- 
tion of  the  common  council  authorizing  them  so  to  do. 

Section  9.  The  board  of  education  shall  annually, 
on  or  before  the  first  day  of  November  of  each  year,  sub- 
mit a  statement  in  writing  to  the  common  council  show- 
ing the  condition  of  the  several  public  schools  of  the  city 
and  the  average  number  of  pupils  in  attendance,  the 
names  and  rates  of  compensation  of  the  several  teachers, 
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the  cost  of  supporting  each  and  all  of  the  said  schools 
sifice  their  previous  report,  and  the  estimated  cost  thereof 
to  the  time  of  their  next  subsequent  report,  as  in  this  sec- 
tion required  to  be  made,  specifying  the  items  of  such 
costs  and  expenses,  together  with  such  other  matters  as 
they  shall  deem  proper  or  as  the  common  council  may  re- 
quire; and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  common  council  on" 
levying  tlie  taxes  of  said  city  for  the  ensuing  year  to  levy 
the  amounts  so  required  for  city  school  purposes  by  itself; 
provided,  that  the  common  council  may,  by  the  vote  of  at 
least  two-thirds  of  all  the  members  elect,  levy  a  tax  for 
such  purposes  for  a  greater  or  less  amount  than  the  esti- 
mate proposed  by  the  Board  of  Education,  and  the  amount 
so  raised,  when  paid  into  the  city  treasury,  together  with 
the  moneys  derived  by  said  city  from  the  state  and  county 
school  funds,  and  such  fijies,  penalties,  forfeitures  and 
tuition  moneys  as  may  properly  belong  to  the  city  school 
fund,  shall  together  constitute  the  school  fund  of  said  city, 
and  shall  be  paid  out  only  for  the  purposes  of  the  public 
schools  of  said  city  and  for  no  other  purpose  whatever. 
Nothing  in  this  section  contained  shall  prevent  the  com- 
mon council  from  taking  into  consideration  the  amount  to 
be  received  by  said  city  from  the  state  and  county  school 
funds  during  the  ensuing  year,  and  raising  a  tax  only  for 
the  balance  required  to  make  up  the  amount  estimated. 

Section  10.  All  moneys  received  by  or  raised  in  the 
city  of  La  Crosse  for  s(;hool  purposes  shall  be  paid  over 
to  the  city  treasurer  to  be  disbursed  by  him  on  the  orders 
of  the  president  and  secretary  of  the  school  board,  cou!i- 
tersigned  by  the  city  comptroller.  Such  orders  shall  be 
made  j)ayable  to  the  order  of  the  person  in  whose  favor 
they  have  been  issued,  and  shall  be  the  only  vouchers  of 
the  city  treasurer  for  payments  from  the  school  fund;  and 
the  school  board  shall  provide  for   the   purchase  and  deliv- 
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ery  of  necessary  fuel,  apparatus  and  supplies  for  the 
schools  of  the  city  in  like  manner  as  such  purchases  are 
made  for  other  city  uses;  provided,  that  the  amount  ex- 
pendend  by  the  school  board  shall  not  exceed  the  funds 
provided  for  these  purposes  respectively;  and  the  comp- 
troller shall  not  countersign  any  orders  of  the  president 
and  secretary  of  said  school  board  unless  there  is  a  balance 
in  the  treasury  of  the  city  to  the  credit  of  the  furid  subject 
to  the  disposition  and  control  of  said  board. 

Section  11.  No  member  of  said  board  of  education 
shall  have  any  interest,  direct  or  indirect,  in  any  contract 
made  by  said  board;  and  any  contract  made  by  such 
board  in  which  any  member  thereof  shall  have  any  interest 
shall  be  absolutely  void.  No  compensation  or  salary  shall 
be  paid  out  of  the  city  treasury  to  any  member  of  such 
board  for  his  services. 

Section  12.  The  common  council  of  said  city  shall 
have  povsrer  to  pass  such  ordinances  and  regulations  as  the 
board  of  education  shall  report  as  necessary  or  proper  for 
the  protection,  preservation,  care  or  safe-keeping  of  the 
school  houses,  lots,  furniture,  books,  apparatus  and  school 
house  appurtenances  belonging  to  the  said  city,  and  to  im- 
pose penalties  for  the  violation  of  such  ordinances  and  reg- 
ulations. All  such  penalties  shall  be  collected  in  the 
same  manner  as  other  penalties  for  the  violation  of  the  city 
ordinances. 

Section  13.  The  title  of  all  real  and  personal  prop- 
erty heretofore  owned  by  the  city  of  La  Crosse  for  school 
purposes  shall  become  vested  in  and  remain  in  said  city  for 
the  same  purposes  from  and  after  the  passage  of  this  act. 
The  said  city  shall  have  power  to  dispose  of  any  such  real 
or  personal  estate,  and  to  take,  hold  and  dispose  of  any 
real  or  personal  estate  which  may  hereafter  be  transferred 
to  said  city  by  gift,  grant,  bequest  or  devise  for  the  use  of 
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schools  of  said  city  whether  the  same  shall  be  transferred 
in  terms  to  said  city  by  its  proper  style,  or  by  any  other 
designation,  or  to  any  other  person  or  persons  or  corpora- 
tion for  the  use  of  said  schools;  provided,  that  all  moneys 
derived  from  sales,  rents  or  incomes,  or  any  such  real  or 
personal  estate  shall  be  paid  into  the  city  treasury,  and 
shall  be  placed  to  the  school  fund  of  said  city. 

Section  14.  The  treasurer  of  the  city  of  La  Crosse 
is  hereby  authorized,  empowered  and  directed  to  apply  for 
and  receive  from  the  county  treasurer  of  the  county  of 
La  Crosse  all  moneys  appropriated  for  the  use  of  schools 
in  said  city,  and  all  other  moneys  in  the  possession  of  said 
county  treasurer  at  any  time,  raised,  appropriated  or  in- 
tended for  the  use  and  benefit  of  the  schools  of  said  city. 

Section  15.  The  duties  of  the  city  superintendent  of 
schools  shall  be  as  follows: 

1.  To  examine  all  applicants  for  teacher's  licenses  in 
the  branches  taught  in  the  public  schools  of  said  city, 
(and  if  such  applicant  be  approved  by  him  to  give  them 
certificates  to  teach  in  said  city),  not  exceeding  one  year 
from  the  date  thereof .  Provided,  that  said  superintendent 
shall  have  authority  in  his  discretion,  when  not  otherwise 
directed  by  the  board  of  education,  to  issue  such  certificate 
to  any  applicant  or  applicants  who  may  have  been  already 
once  examined  and  licensed  by  him,  as  aforesaid,  in  any 
previous  year,  without  re-examination  of  such  applicant  or 
applicants. 

2.  '^Po  annual  teacher's  certificates  whenever  he  may 
think  proper;  provided,  tliat  such  teacher  shall  have  the 
right  to  appeal  to  the  board  of  education. 

8.  To  visit  each  school  department  in  said  city  a* 
least  four  times  each  term. 

4.  To  re[)ort  for  the  consideration  of  the  board  of 
education  such  text  l)ooks  as  lie  may   tliink  advisable  and 
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proper  for  the  use  of  the  city  schools,  and  to  report  such 
alterations  therein,  from  time  to  time,  as  he  may  deem  ad- 
visable or  best  for  the  interest  of  the  city  schools. 

5.  To  report  to  the  board  of  education  at  each  reg- 
ular meeting  the  condition  of  the  schools  under  his  super- 
vision, and  particularly  as  to  the  average  attendance  on 
each  school  since  the  last  meeting  of  such  board;  to  make 
such  recommendation  as  will,  in  his  judgment,  promote' 
the  welfare  of  said  schools,  and  to  perform  such  other 
duties  as  may  be  required  of  him  by  the  board. 

6.  He  shall  between  the  tenth  and  hfteenth  days  of 
July  in  each  year,  make  a  statement  of  the  number  of 
children,  male  and  female,  designated  separately,  over 
the  age  of  four  and  under  the  age  of  twenty  years,  resid-- 
ing  in  said  city  on  the  last  day  of  June  previous  to  the 
date  of  such  report,  and  shall,  on  or  before  the  fifteenth 
day  of  August  of  each  year,  make  and  transmit  to  the  state 
superintendent  of  schools  a  report  containing  the  fact  re- 
quired, a  copy  of  which  said  report  he  shall  present  to  the 
board  of  education  at  their  first  meeting  after  the  same  is 
made  out  as  hereinbefore  provided. 

7.  He  shall  attend  all  the  meetings  of  the  board  of 
education,  and  act  as  clerk  thereof;  and  may  there  make 
any  suggestions  he  may  think  advisable  relative  to  the 
government  of  the  schools  of  the  city. 

8.  He  shall,  within  ten  days,  after  the  annual  ap- 
pointment of  teachers  and  other  salaried  employes,  report 
to  and  file  with  the  city  comptroller  a  duly  certified  list  of 
the  teachers  and  employes  so  appointed,  with  the  salary 
allowed  to  each,  and  a  statement  of  the  time  or  times  fixed 
for  the  payment  thereof.  He  shall  in  like  manner  certify 
and  report  to  the  comptroller  any  new  appointments  or 
changes  in  salaries  of  appointees  immediately  after  such 
action  is  had,  and  shall  furnish  to  the  comptroller  for  his 
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information  a  list  of  all  accounts  allowed  by  the  school 
board  immediately  after  the  meeting  at  which  such  allow- 
ance was  made. 

Note.— (For  duty  of  school  superintendent  as  to  blind  children,  see  Sec.  572, 
R.  S.  Wis.,  1898;  as  to  state  aid  to  schools  for  instructions  to  deaf  mutes,  see 
Sec.  578,  R.  S.  Wis  ,  1898;  and  as  to  state  laws  generally  governing  the  superin- 
tendent of  schools  consult  Chap.  27,  R.  S.  Wis.,  1898.) 

Section  16.  The  city  superintendent  of  schools  shall 
receive  an  annual  salary,  which  shall  be  determined  from 
year  to  year  by  the  board  of  education,  and  which  shall  be 
paid  monthly  out  of  the  school  fund  of  said  city. 

Section  17.  The  board  of  education  shall  have 
power,  and  it  shall  be  its  duty,  to  make  all  necessary  rules 
and  regulations  for  securing  the  health  of  teachers  and 
scholars  in  the  schools  of  said  city,  and  to  prevent  the 
spread  of  contagious  diseases  among  or  by  the  same;  and 
for  this  purpose  the  board  shall  have  power  by  resolution 
to  require  pupils  to  be  vaccinated,  or  in  default  thereof,  to 
be  excluded  from  the  schools,  and  the  common  council 
shall  have  power,  upon  the  recommendation  of  said  board, 
to  appropriate  from  the  general  fund  of  the  city  such 
amount  as  may  be  necessary  to  pay  the  expenses  of  prop- 
erly vaccinating  such  pupils  or  such  number  of  pupils  as 
said  board  may  designate,  or  said  board  may  appropriate 
and  use  any  surplus  in  the  school  fund  for  the  same  pur- 
pose. 

Note— (The  above  section,  as  far  as  it  relates  to  compulsory  vaccination,  is 
of  no  effect  in  view  of  the  decision  of  the  Supreme  Court  in  re  Adams  vs. 
Burdge,  95  Wis.  390.) 

Section  18.  The  common  council  shall  have  power 
from  time  to  time  to  borrow  such  sum  or  sums  of  money 
not  exceeding  twenty  thousand  dollars  in  any  one  year,  as 
said  common  council  may  deem  necessary,  to  be  used  un- 
der the  direction  of  said  council  in  the  purchase  of  lands 
for  school-house  sites,  and  in  the  erection  and  enlargement 
of  school  buildings,  and  to  issue  bonds  of  tlie  city  therefor, 
payable  not  more  than  thirty  years  after  date,  and  bearing 
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not  more  than  seven  per  cent,  interest  per  annum,  such 
bonds  to  be  signed  by  the  mayor  and  countersigned  by  the 
clerk,  with  the  seal  of  the  city  attached;  provided,  the 
power  herein  given  shall  be  exercised,  subject  to  the 
limitation  of  municipal  indebtedness  prescribed  by  the 
constitution. 


POWERS  AND  DUTIES  OF  THE  STANDING  COM- 
MITTEES OF  THE  BOARD  OF 
EDUCATION. 


FINANCE  COMMITTEE. 

(1)  The  Finance  Committee  shall  have  the  super- 
vision of  all  the  fiscal  concerns  of  the  Board,  and  shall  re- 
port the  condition  of  the  school  fund  quarterly  to  the 
Board,  viz:  At  the  re^-ular  meetings  in  January,  April, 
July  and  October,  and  shall  submit  to  the  Board  an  esti- 
mate of  the  amount  of  money  necessary  to  be  raised  by 
the  Common  Council  for  the  support  of  the  scliools  for  the 
ensuing  year,  on  or  before  the  first  meeting  in  November 
in  each  year.  They  shall  audit  all  claims  against  the 
Board  school  fund  of  the  city,  and  shall  submit  a  written 
report  thereon  for  the  approval  of  the  Board  at  each  meet- 
ing; they  shall  also  inspect  the  monthly  pay  roll  and  re- 
port on  the  same.  All  bills  presented  for  auditing  shal^ 
be  countersigned  by  the  committee  or  person  who  gave 
order  for  the  same. 

COMMITTEE  ON  BUILDING  AND  GROUNDS. 

(2)  This  Committee  shall  exercise  general  super- 
vision over  all  school  grounds  and  buildings. 

They  shall  make  all  needful  repairs  on  buildings,  fur- 
niture and  fixtures. 

They  shall  see  that  the  heating  apparatus  is  kept  in 
safe  and  proper  condition. 

They  shall  authorize  the  planting  of  shade  trees  on 
any  of  the  school  grounds  whenever  they  may  deem  it  ad- 
visable. 

Whenever  in  their  judgment  tlie  cost  of  any  repairs  is 
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likely  to  exceed  the  sum  of  $100,  the  satne  shall  first  be 
authorized  by  the  Board. 

COMMITTEE  ON  FUEL. 

(3)  This  Committee  shall  see  that  each  building- 
is  provided  with  fuel  of  proper  kind  and  amount.  All  con- 
tracts made  shall  be  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Board. 

COMMITTEE  ON  SCHOOLS  AND  TEACHERS. 

(4)  This  Committee  shall  consist  of  three  mem- 
bers and  shall  have  charge  of  nuatters  pertaining-  to  all 
employees  of  the  Board. 

All  applications  for  positions  shall  be  made  to  tlie 
Superintendent  who  shall  report  them  with  such  recom- 
mendation as  he  shall  deem  proper  to  this  committee  which 
shall  make  nominations  to  the  Board.  Temporary  ap- 
pointments to  vacancies  occuring  between  the  regular 
meetings  of  the  Board  may  be  made  by  the  Superintend- 
ent who  shall  report  the  same  to  the  Board  at  the  first 
meeting  thereafter. 

COMMITTEE  ON  TEXT  BOOKS. 

(5)  This  Committee  shall  refer  all  proposed 
changes  in  books  and  the  introduction  of  new  books  to  the 
Superintendent  and  Principals,  and  their  recommendations, 
together  with  that  of  the  committee,  shall  be  reported  to 
the  Board.  They  shall  authorize  the  purchase  of  all  neces- 
sary books  from  the  approved  list. 

COMMITTEE  ON  SUPPLIES. 

(6)  The  Committee  on  Supplies  shall  purchase  or 
shall  make  all  contracts  for  the  furnishing  of  such  supplies 
as  shall  be  needed  for  the  proper  conduct  of  the  schools; 
but  such  committee  shall  not  purchase  or  contract  for  sup- 
plies where  the  amount  involved  exceeds  $100,  without 
first  submitting  the  matter  to  the  Board  for  its  approval. 
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HIGH  SCHOOL  COMMITTEE. 

(7)  The  Hiorh  School  Committee  shall  consist  of 
three  members,  and  the  President  of  the  Board  shall  be 
the  Chairman  thereof. 

RULES  AND  REGULATIONS. 

GENERAL  PROVISIONS. 

Rule  1.  The  public  schools  of  La  Crosse  shall  be 
divided  into  twelve  grades  of  one  year  each.  These  grades 
shall  be  subdivided  into  sections  of  one  half  jear  each  and 
designated  respectively,  A  and  B,  and  promotion  shall  be 
made  from  section  to  section  semi-annually.  The  first  four 
grades  shall  constitute  the  Primary  Department,  the  second 
four  grades  the  Grammar  Department,  and  the  four  high- 
est grades  the  High  School  L>epartment.  The  District 
Schools  comprise  the  Primary  and  Grammar  Departments 

Rule  2.  The  school  year  shall  consist  of  three  terms 
— one  of  sixteen  weeks,  and  two  terms  of  twelve  weeks 
each.  The  time  of  commencing  each  term,  and  the  length 
of  the  vacation  shall  be  determined  by  the  Board  of  Edu- 
cation each  year. 

Rule  3.  There  shall  be  two  daily  sessions  in  all 
the  schools.  The  first  session  shall  commence  at  9  o'clock 
A.  M.,  and  close  at  12  M.  The  second  shall  commence  at 
1:30  P.  M.,  and  close  at  4  o'clock  P.  M.  The  first  and 
second  grades  shall  close  fifteen  minutes  earlier  in  the 
forenoon  and  thirty  minutes  earlier  in  the  afternoon.  In 
each  morning  session  there  shall  be  a  recess  of  fifteen  min- 
utes, and  ten  minutes  in  the  afternoon,  to  be  arranged  as 
the  principals  may  think  most  judicious.  The  Board  of 
Education  may  provide  by  resolution,  at  any  regular  meet- 
ing of  the  Board,  that  one  session  a  day  may  be  held  at 
any  time. 
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Rule  4.  (a)  At  least  once  each  year  there  shall  be  an 
examination  of  all  pupils  in  the  two  lower  departments, 
under  the  general  direction  of  the  Principals  and  Superin- 
tendent, and  this  examination  toorether  with  the  monthly 
examinations,  shall  determine  the  standard  of  attainment  of 
the  pupils,  which,  for  promotion  from  grade  to  grade  shall 
be  seventy  per  cent,  in  each  of  the  studies  of  reading, 
writing,  spelling  and  language,  and  an  average  of  seventy 
per  cent,  in  all  other  studies. 

b.  The  standard  of  attainment  in  the  High  School 
for  promotion  shall  be  at  least  seventy  per  cent,  in  any  single 
study,  and  an  average  of  seventy-five  per  cent,  in  all  the 
studies  of  the  D  and  C  classes;  in  the  B  and  A  classes  the 
standard  shall  be  at  least  seventy-five  per  cent,  in  each 
study,  and  an  average  of  eighty  per  cent,  in  all. 

Rule  5.  The  members  of  the  senior  class  in  the 
High  School,  who  have  completed  the  specified  course  of 
study  in  a  satisfactory  manner,  shall  be  entitled  to  a 
diploma  furnished  by  the  Board  of  Education. 

Rule  6.  No  public  school  building  or  premises  shall 
be  permitted  to  be  used  for  any  other  purpose  whatever, 
than  for  public  schools,  except  by  special  permission  of  the 
President  and  Superintendent. 

Rule  7.  The  books  used  and  the  studies  pursued 
shall  be  only  such  as  may  be  authorized  by  the  Board* 
All  applications  for  books  or  apparatus  and  supplies  per- 
taining to  teaching,  shall  be  made  by  teachers  to  their  re- 
spective principals;  by  the  principals  to  the  Superintend- 
ent, and  by  the  Superintendent  to  the  proper  committees. 

Rule  8.  Besides  the  ordinary  vacations,  schools  shall 
be  closed  on  Saturdays  and  on  legal  holidays,  but  on  no 
other  day  except  by  special  action  of  the  Board. 

Rule  9.  The  President  and  Clerk  are  authorized  to 
issue  orders  for  the  payment  of  the  teachers,  monthly,  as 
per  contract. 
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Rule  10.  No  non-resident  pupil  shall  be  admitted 
to  a  seat  in  any  of  the  schools  except  by  special  permission 
of  the  Superintendent.  Such  pupils,  except  those  whose 
parents  pay  a  city  tax  of  at  least  $50  for  each  scholar,  shall 
pay  in  advance,  to  the  City  Treasurer,  a  tuition  fee  at  the 
rate  of  ^16  per  year,  for  admission  to  any  of  the  lower 
grades,  and  $24  tuition  fee  per  year  for  admission  to  the 
High  School,  and  present  the  receipt  of  the  City  Treasurer 
to  the  Superintendent  at  the  time  of  admission.  No 
tuition  for  less  than  one  term  will  be  received.  But  no 
non-resident  pupils  shall  be  admitted  to  a  seat  in  any  of 
the  schools  in  the  city  to  the  exclusion  of  the  resident 
pupils. 

Rule  11,  The  President  or  any  member  of  the 
Board  and  the  Superintendent  shall  have  authority  to  dis- 
miss any  school  temporarily,  or  to  grant  leave  of  absence 
from  school  to  any  teacher,  when  in  their  judgment  such 
dismissal  or  leave  of  absence  shall  be  necessary. 

Rule  12.  The  Board  of  Education  shall  determine 
before  May  15th,  of  each  school  year  what  teachers  then 
employed  in  the  schools  shall  be  retained  during  the  com- 
ing year,  subject  to  annual  examination  of  teachers.  Writ- 
ten notices  of  their  election,  signed  by  the  clerk  of  the 
Board,  shall  be  sent  to  such  teachers  forthwith,  and  they 
shall  within  ten  days  of  the  time  of  receiving  such  notice, 
file  in  the  office  of  the  Board  of  Education,  their  written 
acceptance  of  such  position,  endorsed  on  said  notice,  and 
said  notice  and  acceptance  shall  constitute  the  contract 
between  the  Board  and  teacher. 

In  case  any  teacher  shall  terminate  the  contract  with- 
out consent  of  the  Board,  he  or  she  shall  forfeit  his  or  her 
salary  then  earned  and  unpaid. 

Rule  13.  Whenever  any  parent  or  guardian  feels 
aggrieved  at  the  action  of  any  teacher,  he  is  requested  to 
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^ive  information  thereof  to  the  Principal,  and  in  case  the 
matter  is  not  satisfactorily  adjusted  by  him,  such  parent  or 
guardian  may  appeal  to  the  Superintendent  and  finally  to 
the  Board. 

DUTIES  OF  THE  SUPERINTENDENT. 

Rule  14.  In  addition  to  the  duties  defined  by  the 
school  law,  the  Superintendent  shall  have  the  general  super- 
vision of  the  schools,  school  houses  and  apparatus,  and  shall 
visit  each  school  often  to  acquaint  himself  thoroughly  with 
the  qualifications  of  each  teacher,  and  the  condition  of  each 
school. 

Rule  15.  He  shall  assist  the  teachers  in  classifica- 
tion and  promotion  of  the  pupils  and  in  maintaining  good 
order  in  the  schools,  and  suggest  improvements  to  remedy 
defects. 

Rule  16.  In  order  to  keep  the  schools  uniformly  grad- 
ed, the  Superintendent  shall  in  person  make  a  thorough 
examination  of  all  the  schools,  or  such  grade  or  grades  in 
all  as  he  may  select,  once  every  year.  He  shall  preserve  a 
record  of  these  examinations  for  the  purpose  of  compari- 
son, and  shall  report  the  results  to  the  Board. 

Rule  17.  He  shall  have  the  authority  to  call  meet- 
ings for  the  purpose  of  conferring  with  the  teachers  in  re- 
spect to  the  best  methods  of  discipline  and  instruction. 

Rule  18.  He  shall  select  a  system  of  blanks  for 
registers  and  reports  and  prescribe  rules  to  teachers  for 
keeping  the  same. 

Rule  19.  It  shall  be  his  duty  to  enforce  the  regula- 
tions of  the  Board,  for  which  purpose  he  shall  have  the 
power  to  suspend  such  teachers  as  may  refuse  or  neglect 
to  comply  with  the  requirements,  and  report  such  suspen- 
sion immediately  to  the  Committee  on  Schools  and  Teach- 
ers. He  shall  have  power  to  fill  vacancies  caused  by  tem- 
porary absences  of  teachers. 
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Rule  20.  It  shall  be  his  duty  to  keep  a  record  of 
the  monthly  report  of  each  teacher,  embracing  the  average 
attendance  and  punctuality  of  pupils  in  their  respective 
schools,  as  well  as  the  number  of  parents  and  others  who 
have  visited  the  schools,  and  make  a  written  report  of  the 
same  to  be  read  at  each  regular  meeting. 

Rule  21.  At  the  close  of  the  school  year,  he  shall 
prepare  a  report  of  the  condition  of  the  schools,  together 
with  such  suggestions,  information,  and  recommendations 
as  he  may  deem  proper,  and  present  the  same  to  the  Board 
at  its  first  meeting  in  September  for  approval  and  before 
publication  of  the  same. 

Rule  22.  The  Superintendent  shall  designate  and 
direct  a  uniform  city  time  for  beginning  and  closing 
schools. 

Rule  23.  It  shall  also  be  his  duty  to  examine  and 
report  on  all  text  books,  apparatus  and  supplies  pertaining 
to  teaching  which  shall  be  submitted  to  him  by  the  Com- 
mittee on  Text  Books,  within  thirty  days  thereafter,  unless 
excused  for  cause  by  the  committee. 

Rule  24.  He  shall  conduct  a  semi-annual  examina- 
tion of  applicants  for  admission  to  the  High  School  and 
may  summon  to  his  aid  any  of  the  teachers  of  said  school, 
and  the  standard  of  attainment  for  admission  shall  be  the 
same  per  cent,  as  provided  for  promotion  in  the  lower 
grades. 

Rule  25.  He  shall  examine  all  applicants  for  em- 
ployment as  teachers  or  substitutes  in  the  district  schools 
in  all  branches  taught  in  said  district  school  of  said  city? 
and  if  approved  by  him,  he  shall  give  them  certificates  to 
teach  in  said  city,  not  exceeding  one  year  from  date  there- 
of; provided,  that  when  not  otherwise  directed  by  the 
Board  of  Education,  he  may  issue  certificates  without  re- 
examination, to  such  teachers  as  shall  have  attained  the 
rank  which  is  now  or  may  be  hereafter  prescribed  by  the 
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Board  of  Education.  Duplicates  of  said  certificates  shall 
be  filed  with  the  records  of  the  Board,  and  if  any  contract 
should  thereafter  be  made  with  any  of  the  persons  so  ex- 
amined, the  duplicates  of  his  or  her  certificate  on  file  shall 
be  attached  to  said  contract. 

The  minimum  standard  in  each  branch  in  the  exami- 
nation of  teachers  shall  be  65  per  cent,  and  an  average  of 
75  per  cent,  in  all  branches. 

Rule  26.  He  shall  furnish  to  the  Committee  on 
Schools  and  Teachers,  on  or  before  the  first  of  May  each 
year  a  list  of  all  the  teachers,  by  districts,  then  employed, 
indicating  their  scholarship,  ability  to  teach  and  to  govern, 
time  of  service  in  La  Crosse,  time  elsewhere,  salary  paid, 
and  grade  or  subject  taught. 

Whenever  in  his  judgment  a  teacher  is  not  doing 
satisfactory  work,  he  shall  report  the  facts  relating  to  such 
teacher  to  the  Committee  on  Schools  and  Teachers,  with 
such  suggestions  or  recommendations  as  he  shall  think 
proper. 

Rule  27.  He  shall  have  the  office  of  the  Board  of  Ed- 
ucation kept  open  from  8:30  A.  M.till  12  M.,  and  from  1:30 
to  5  P.  M.  on  school  days  and  from  9  to  11  A.  M.  on  Sat- 
urdays. 

Rule  28.  He  shall  keep  such  a  system  of  accounts  as 
will  show  the  cost  per  annum  for  each  school  district, 
divided  as  follows:  Salaries  of  teachers,  salaries  of  jani- 
tors, fuel,  furniture,  repairs,  books,  supplies,  incidentals 
and  shall  report  the  same  to  the  Board  at  its  first  regular 
meeting  in  September. 

duties  of  principals. 

Rule  29.  When  any  pupil  in  the  schools  of  the 
city  shall  in  any  regular  examination  have  fallen  below 
sixty  per  cent,  in  any  study,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the 
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Principal  of  the  district  where  such  pupil  attends,  to  notify 
the  parent  or  guardian  of  such  pupil  of  the  fact,  and  if 
such  pupil  twice  falls  below  sixty  per  cent,  in  the  same 
branch  durino-  any  one  year,  the  Principal  may  with  the 
approval  of  the  Superintendent  place  such  pupil  in  the 
next  lower  orrade. 

Rule  30.  The  Principal  of  each  district  shall  keep  a 
complete  list  of  all  such  delinquent  pupils  in  his  district,  a 
copy  of  which  he  shall  furnish  the  Superintendent  at  the 
close  of  each  regular  examination,  toirether  with  such  rec- 
ommendations and  suggestions  as  he  thinks  proper. 

Rule  31.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  each  Principal  to 
see  that  all  the  clocks  belonging  to  his  school  are  regu- 
lated by  the  Superintendent's  time,  each  morning,  and  all 
the  teachers  shall  conform  to  the  standard  in  making  their 
record  of  punctuality,  both  for  themselves  and  for  their 
pupils. 

Rule  32.  The  Principal  of  each  district  shall  be  held 
responsible  for  the  general  management  and  discipline  of 
the  schools  in  his  district,  and  for  the  care  of  the  buildings 
and  grounds,  furniture,  apparatus,  books,  and  supplies,  and 
the  subordinate  teachers  shall  follow  his  direction  and  co- 
operate with  him  during  the  time  when  the  pupils  are 
on  the  school  premises.  The  Principal  of  each  district 
shall  furnish  the  Committee  on  Schools  and  Teachers,  on 
or  before  May  1st  of  each  school  year,  a  written  report  of 
the  work  of  teachers  in  his  district,  and  shall  specify  in  de- 
tail the  facts  relating  to  each  teacher  doing  unsatisfactory 
work,  which  facts  must  be  reported  to  the  Board  at  its  next 
meeting. 

Rule  33.  The  Principals  of  the  different  districts 
shall  establish  special  rules  for  the  purpose  of  securing 
uniform  good  order  on  the  part  of  the  scholars  in  passing 
through  the  halls  and  on  the  stairs  and  school  grounds,  at 
the  commencement  of  the  school,  at  recess  and  at  dismissal. 
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Rule  34.  For  the  continued  violation  of  rules,  or  for 
violent  or  pointed  opposition  to  authority  in  any  particu- 
lar instance,  the  Principal  of  the  district  may  suspend  a 
pupil  fronti  the  school.  He  shall  notify  the  parent  or 
guardian  immediately,  and  if  the  matter  is  not  adjusted 
^  with  the  Principal  within  forty-eiorht  hours,  he^  shall  then 
notify  the  Superintendent  and  such  pupil  shall  not  be  ad- 
mitted to  any  school  without  a  permit  from  the  Superin- 
tendent. 

Rule  35.  No  pupil  shall  be  finally  expelled  from 
the  school  without  action  to  that  effect  by  the  Board  of 
Education.  A  pupil  thus  expelled  shall  not  again  be  re- 
ceived into  school  by  any  teacher,  without  a  written  state- 
ment from  the  Clerk,  that  it  is  by  order  of  the  Board. 

Rule  36.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  each  Principal  to 
report  upon  text  books,  apparatus  and  supplies  pertaining  to 
teaching,  which  shall  be  submitted  to  him  by  the  Committee 
on  Text  Books,  within  thirty  days  thereafter  unless  excused 
for  cause  by  the  committee.  Whenever  teachers  shall 
make  application  to  the  Principals  for  text  books,  he  shall 
ascertain  the  condition  of  the  old  books  and  whether  the 
new  books  are  needed. 

Rule  37.  Each  Principal  shall  furnish  to  the  Super- 
intendent the  monthly  reports  required  of  himself  and  the 
several  teachers  assisting  him.  These  reports  shall  be  in 
the  hands  of  the  Superintendent  on  or  before  Monday 
morning  following  the  last  day  of  the  month  covered  by 
the  report.  He  shall  also  furnish,  or  cause  to  be  furnished 
a  report  of  the  scholarship,  attendance  and  deportment  of 
each  pupil,  whose  work  is  not  satisfactory  in  any  depart- 
ment, to  the  parents  of  the  same.  These  monthly  reports 
on  being  signed  by  the  parent  shall  be  returned  to  the 
teacher. 

Rule  38.    Corporal  punishment  may  be  employed  to 
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secure  obedience,  but  only  after  other  means  have  been 
tried  without  success  in  securing  the  desired  results. 

It  shall  be  administered  by  the  Principal  only,  or  by 
an  assistant  teacher  when  given  express  permission  in  each 
case,  and  shall  be  restricted  to  the  use  of  a  leather  strap, 
preferably  on  the  palm  of  the  hand. 

The  principal  shall  keep  a  record  of  all  cases  of  cor- 
poral punishment,  and  at  the  close  of  each  month  shall  re- 
port to  the  Superintendent  each  case  with  such  informa- 
tion concerning  it  as  the  Superintendent  may  desire. 

Rule  39.  At  the  close  of  each  year  the  principal  of 
each  district  shall  deliver  at  the  office  of  the  Superintend- 
ent a  key  to  his  building,  an  inventory  of  books,  and  one 
of  such  supplies  as  may  be  required, 

duties  of  teachers. 

Rule  40.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  all  teachers  to  make 
themselves  acquainted  with  the  rules  prescribed  by  the 
Board  of  Education  and  observe  and  enforce  the  same,  so 
far  as  they  relate  to  their  several  departments. 

Rule  41.  All  teachers  of  the  public  schools  are  re- 
quired to  be  at  their  respective  schools  twenty  minutes  be- 
fore the  time  prescribed  for  commencing  school  in  the 
morning,  and  fifteen  minutes  before,  in  the  afternoon. 
The  school  rooms  shall  be  opened  at  this  time  for  the  re- 
ception of  pupils.  Teachers  who  are  not  present  at  their 
respective  school  rooms  at  the  time  required,  shall  report 
themselves  as  tardy. 

Rule  42.  Each  teacher  shall  prepare  a  program  of 
the  daily  exercises  and  shall  furnish  a  copy  to  the  Superin- 
tendent. 

Rule  43.  The  delinquent  pupils  of  the  lower  grades 
shall  be  reported  to  the  principal  by  their  respective 
teachers. 
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Rule  44.  Teachers  shall  carefully  attend  to  the  ven- 
tilation of  their  school  rooms,  and  durintr  the  season  for 
fires  shall  carefully  observe  and  record  the  state  of  the 
thermometer  at  least  twice  in  the  morning  and  twice  in  the 
afternoon  and  aim  to  keep  the  temperature  at  about  sev- 
enty detrrees  Fah. 

Rule  45.  Any  teacher  who  may  temporarily  be  absent 
from  school,  shall  cause  immediate  notice  of  such  absence, 
toorether  with  a  statement  of  the  reasons  and  probable 
duration  thereof  to  be  given  to  the  Superintendent,  and  if 
any  doubt  exists  as  to  the  time  of  returning,  the  teacher 
shall  as  soon  as  possible  ser»d  seasonable  notice  to  the  Sup- 
erintendent of  the  time  when  he  or  she  will  return. 

In  case  such  teacher  returns  to  school,  if  the  absence 
is  caused  by  sickness  of  the  teacher,  or  death  in  the  family 
of  the  teacher,  25  per  cent,  of  the  per  diem  salary  for  each 
day's  absence,  estimated  on  a  basis  of  20  days  per  month 
shall  be  deducted  from  the  pay  of  such  teacher,  provided 
that  no  salary  shall  be  paid  after  two  weeks'  absence  un- 
less otherwise  ordered  by  the  Board. 

In  other  cases  the  deduction  from  the  salary  shall  be 
the  sum  paid  to  the  substitute,  unless  in  the  judgment  of 
the  President  a  larger  sum  should  be  forfeited. 

Rule  46.  No  teacher  shall  permit  any  agent  or  mes- 
senger to  enter  any  school  during  school  hours  for  the  pur- 
pose of  exhibiting  any  article  whatever  or  to  announce  any 
public  entertainment. 

Rule  47.  Teachers  shall  report  immediately  to  the 
principal  and  the  principal  to  the  Superinterident  all  dam- 
age done  by  pupils  or  others  to  the  school  property  and  by 
whom,  if  known. 

Rule  48.  Teachers  may,  for  the  purpose  of  observing 
the  modes  of  discipline  and  instruction,  take  one-half  day 
in  each  term,  to  be  designated  by  the  Superintendent,  to 
visit  any  department  of  the  public  schools. 
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Rule  49.  Teachers  will  be  held  responsible  for  the 
order  and  discipline  of  their  own  rooms,  and  it  shall  be 
their  duty  to  follow  the  directions  and  co-operate  with  the 
principal  and  superintendent  in  the  manaorement  and  dis- 
cipline of  the  schools  during  the  time  the  pupils  are  on  the 
school  premises. 

Teachers  shall  not  send  pupils  home  on  account  of  de- 
portment except  by  consent  of  the  principal. 

Rule  50.  A  general  meeting  of  all  the  teachers  em- 
ployed in  the  public  schools  may  be  held  once  a  month  at 
the  discretion  of  the  Superintendent,  the  exercises  of  which 
shall  be  under  his  direction,  and  grade  or  special  meetings 
shall  be  held  whenever  he  may  deem  necessary.  It  shall 
be  the  duty  of  the  teachers  of  any  district  to  attend  a  local 
teachers'  meeting  when  called  by  the  principal. 

Absence  from  any  meeting  shall  be  considered  as  one- 
half  day's  absence  from  school  unless  excused  by  the 
Superintendent. 

Rule  51.  No  teacher  shall  send  any  pupil  during 
school  hours  upon  errands  not  pertaining  to  business  af- 
fairs of  the  school. 

Rule  52.  No  pupil  shall  be  admitted  or  allowed  to 
continue  in  any  of  the  public  schools,  known  to  be  affected 
with  a  contagious  or  infectious  disease,  or  coming  from  a 
family  where  such  disease  prevails,  except  mumps  and 
chicken-pox. 

Rule  53.  No  employee  or  pupil  shall  use  tobacco  in 
any  form  about  the  school  premises. 

Rule  54.  At  the  close  of  the  year,  all  teachers  shall 
deliver  their  keys,  registers,  class  books  and  inventories  of 
books  to  the  principal. 

Rule  55.  Teachers  shall  not  dismiss  their  schools  be- 
fore the  usual  time  for  closing,  nor  for  any  day  or  part  of  a 
day,  without  permission  of  the  Superintendent. 

Rule  5().    For  the  purpose  of  familiarizing  them- 
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selves  more  fully  with  the  rules  and  regulations  pertaining 
to  the  public  schools  of  the  city,  teachers  shall  under  the 
direction  of  the  principals  of  the  several  districts,  devote 
the  time  of  the  first  teacher's  meeting  of  each  term,  or  so 
much  of  it  as  may  be  necessary  to  the  consideration  of  the 
same. 

Rule  57.  In  all  cases  of  absence  from  school,  except 
suspension  of  the  pupil,  and  permanent  withdrawal  from 
school,  the  pupils  name  shall  be  kept  on  the  roll  as  "en- 
rolled" for  three  days. 

Rule  58.  Each  teacher  is  required  to  have  a  copy  of 
these  regulations  in  his  or  her  school  room,  and  shall  read 
and  explain  to  the  pupils,  at  least  once  a  term,  so  much  of' 
the  same  as  will  give  them  a  just  understanding  of  the 
rules  that  apply  to  them,  and  by  which  they  are  governed. 

Teachers  shall  in  all  cases  notify  the  parents  at  once 
of  the  absence  of  their  children  and  request  replies  to  the 
same. 

DUTIES  OF  PUPILS. 

Rule  59.  All  pupils  are  required  to  be  in  their  re- 
spective school  rooms  before  the  time  of  beginning  school; 
to  be  regular  and  punctual  in  their  daily  attendanc;  to 
conform  to  the  regulations  of  the  school;  to  be  diligent  in 
study;  respectful  to  teachers,  kind  to  schoolmates,  and  to 
refrain  entirely  from  profane  or  indecent  language. 

Rule  60.  Any  pupil  who  shall  intentionally  or  care- 
lessly cut  or  otherwise  injure  any  part  of  any  public  school 
building,  or  injure  any  tree  or  fence  or  outhouse  connected 
therewith,  or  write  any  profane  or  indecent  language,  or 
make  any  obscene  picture  or  character  on  any  public 
school  property,  shall  pay  for  the  same  and  be  liable  to 
suspension  or  expulsion  or  shall  be  otherwise  punished, 
according  to  the  nature  of  the  offense. 
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Rule  61.  Any  child  coming  to  school  without  proper 
attention  being  given  to  cleanliness,  or  whose  clothes  need 
repairing,  shall  be  sent  home  by  the  principal  to  be  prop- 
erly prepared  for  school. 

Rule  62.  Any  pupil  who  shall  be  absent  four  half 
days  in  four  consecutive  weeks,  without  an  excuse  from  the 
parents  or  guardian  satisfying  the  teacher  that  the  absence 
was  caused  by  said  pupil's  sickness  or  sickness  in  the  fam- 
ily, or  in  the  primary  grades  by  the  severity  of  the  weather, 
shall  forfeit  his  seat  in  school  and  shall  forthwith  be  sus- 
pended. 

Rule  63.  No  pupil  so  suspended  shall  be  given  a 
seat  in  any  school  in  the  city  without  a  permit  from  the 
Superintendent.  Such  permit  shall  not  be  granted  by  the 
Superintendent  without  satisfactory  assurance  that  such 
pupil  will  be  regular  in  his  attendance  thereafter. 

Rule  64.  Any  pupil  who  shall  absent  himself  from 
any  regular  examination  or  special  exercises  of  the  school 
which  he  attends  without  rendering  to  the  teacher  a  satis- 
factory excuse  shall  be  suspended  from  the  school;  the 
teacher  shall  immediately  report  the  case  to  the  parents, 
also  to  the  Superintendent,  for  his  action  thereon. 

Rule  65.  Any  school  attaining  one  hundred  per  cent, 
of  attendance  each  day  during  the  week  shall  be  entitled 
to  dismissal  on  Friday  one  hour  and  a  quarter  before  the 
usual  time. 

Rule  66.  No  pupil  shall  be  permitted  to  leave  one 
school  to  attend  another  without  written  consent  of  the 
Superintendent. 

Rule  67.  No  pupil  shall  be  examined  for  transfer  to 
the  High  School  who  does  not  bring  a  certificate  from  the 
principal  of  the  grammar  school  to  which  he  belongs,  stat- 
ing that  he  has  attained  a  good  degree  of  scholarship  and 
deportment  while  belonging  to  the  school. 
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Rule  68.  No  pupil  shall  be  allowed  to  depart  from 
the  school  before  the  usual  time,  unless  excused  by  the 
teacher  on  account  of  sickness  or  other  pressing  emergency. 
This  rule  shall  not  apply  to  pupils  of  the  first  grade,  who 
may  be  dismissed  earlier. 

Rule  69.  Pupils  shall  not  go  into  or  upon  the  school 
premises  allotted  exclusively  to  the  opposite  sex. 

PERTAINING  TO  THE  CARE  AND   DISTRIBUTION  OF  FREE  TEXT 

BOOKS. 

Rule  70.  All  books  necessary  for  the  prosecution  of 
his  studies  shall  be  furnished  free  to  every  pupil  in  the 
public  schools  of  La  Crosse. 

Rule  71.  The  Superintendent  of  schools  shall  have 
the  general  care  and  distribution  of  the  books,  and  shall  be 
responsible  for  them  to  the  Board. 

Rule  72.  All  books  shall  be  numbered  and  have 
pasted  on  the  inside  the  rules  of  the  Board  pertainino-  to 
the  care  of  books  and  the  duties  of  the  pupils. 

Rule  73.  Books  must  be  accounted  for  to  the  prin- 
cipal by  the  teacher  and  to  the  Superintendent  by  the 
principal  at  the  close  of  the  school  year. 

Rule  74.  Any  pupil  who  shall  lose,  deface,  injure  or 
destroy  any  book  shall  be  required  to  pay  in  full  all  dam- 
ages, in  default  of  which  such  pupil  shall  be  promptly 
suspended  from  school  and  be  readmitted  only  by  permis- 
sion of  the  Superintendent. 

Rule  75.  Teachers  may  allow  pupils  to  carry  books 
home  for  study. 

Rule  76.  Pupils  shall  keep  the  books  they  have  in 
use  constantly  covered. 

Rule  77.  Teachers  shall  be  held  responsible  for  the 
proper  account  and  care  of  books. 
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DUTIES   OF  JANITORS. 

Rule  78.  All  janitors  shall,  for  the  monthly  salaries 
agreed  upon  between  themselves  and  the  board  of  educa- 
tion, perform  the  followina-  labors  and  duties  in  and  around 
the  school  buildings  for  which  they  are  appointed: 

To  sweep  the  rooms  and  halls  daily  and  to  keep  the 
basement  and  outhouses  clean.  All  sweeping  of  floors 
must  be  done  after  the  close  of  school  each  day,  and  all  the 
furniture  dusted  with  a  cloth  and  cleaned  before  the  open- 
ing of  the  buildings  in  the  morning. 

To  keep  the  walks  that  lead  up  to  the  buildings  in  a 
good  and  passable  condition,  free  from  snow  and  ice  in 
winter  and  sand  and  mud  in  summer. 

To  keep  the  yard  clean  and  in  an  orderly  condition. 

To  have  the  school  buildings  thoroughly  aired  each 
day  as  soon  as  school  is  dismissed,  and  have  all  school  rooms 
properly  heated  to  about  70  degrees  Fahrenheit  by  8:30 
o'clock  A.  M.,  and  keep  this  temperature  up  during  school 
hours.  In  summer  all  rooms  must  be  aired  at  least  one 
hour  before  school  commences. 

To  attend  to  all  handling  of  fuel,  wood  or  coal,  pre- 
paring the  same  for  the  furnaces  or  stoves,  and  placing  a 
day's  supply  in  each  room  where  stoves  are  used  before 
school  opens,  and  remove  all  ashes  to  a  place  convenient 
for  carting  away. 

To  keep  a  supply  of  good,  fresh  drinking  water  at 
such  places  as  the  principal  may  designate,  and  to  keep 
the  pails,  cups  or  glasses  clean  and  in  place. 

To  be  in  the  school  building  at  least  one  hour  before 
the  opening  of  school,  to  ring  the  bell  at  such  times  as  the 
school  board  may  direct,  and  not  to  leave  the  school  build- 
ing during  school  hours,  except  by  permission  of  the  prin- 
cipal. 

To  keep  the  inkstands  filled,  the  blackboard  erasers 
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cleaned,  to  gather  and  lock  up  the  text-books,  slates,  pen- 
cils, etc.,  and  do  such  other  work  appertaining  to  the 
school  department,  as  the  principal  may  direct. 

To  take  good  care  of  all  personal  property  in  and 
around  school  buildings  and  render  account  thereof  when- 
ever called  for. 

The  floors  of  all  rooms  and  halls  must  be  scrubbed, 
the  walls  and  ceilings  swept,  and  all  washboards,  casings, 
doors,  windows  and  other  woodwork  washed  three  times  a 
year  or  oftener,  if  necessary. 

teacher's  salaries,  etc. 

Rule  80.  Substitute  teachers  without  experience 
shall  be  paid  at  the  rate  of  $1.25  per  day  for  actual  ser- 
vice, and  an  experienced  teachers  at  a  rate  not  to  exceed 
$2.00  per  day  below  the  grammar  grades,  provided  that 
no  substitute  shall  receive  a  higher  rate  of  wages  than  the 
regular  teacher  in  whose  place  she  is  employed. 

Graduates  of  the  La  Crosse  High  School,  who  have 
attended  a  Normal  School  two  years,  making  a  good 
standing  therein,  may  be  paid  at  the  rate  of  $400  for  the 
first  year. 

Successful  experience  in  teaching  in  other  cities  may 
be  credited  to  the  teacher. 

An  increase  of  salary  shall  be  by  special  vote  of  the 
Board. 

The  element  of  time  alone  shall  not  entitle  a  teacher 
to  an  increase  of  salary,  but  with  ability  and  skill  in  teach- 
ing and  governing,  and  unvarying  success  in  all  school 
work,  it  will  be  considered. 

In  case  any  teacher  shall  be  suspended  for  cause,  and 
such  suspension  shall  be  followed  by  the  discharge  of  such 
teacher  by  the  Board,  the  salary  of  said  teacher  shall  cease 
from  the  date  of  such  suspension. 
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Salaries  of  teachers  shall  be  paid  in  ten  equal  install- 
ments, unless  otherwise  ordered  by  the  Board.

These  rules  shall  not  be  repealed  or  amended  except 
by  a  unanimous  vote  of  the  whole  Board  in  favor  of  such 
repeal  or  amendment,  unless  notice  of  such  repeal  or 
amendment  shall  have  been  given  in  writing  at  the  pre- 
vious meeting,  in  which  case  a  majority  of  the  entire 
Board  may  alter,  amend  or  repeal  any  rule. 

The  foregoing  rules  shall,  immediately  following  their 
adoption,  supersede  and  void  all  other  rules  heretofore  in 
force.

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The  table  shows  a  loss  of  34  as  compared  with  that 
of  last  3^ear.  The  greatest  loss  in  any  one  ward  is  64 
in  the  eighth,  and  the  greatest  gain  in  any  one  is  42  in 
the  Twentieth.  It  is  a  difficult  matter  to  get  an  ab- 
solutely accurate  enumeration  of  all  persons  between 
the  ages  of  four  and  twenty,  so  many  are  changing 
place  of  residence  at  that  time.  For  several  years  past 
the  enumeration  has  been  made  by  ex-alderman  W. 
W.  Scott  and  he  has  exercised  much  care  in  the  en- 
deavor to  secure  a  correct  count.

The  increased  per  capita  cost  is  due  chiefly  to  in- 
crease in  the  amount  paid  out  for  teachers  and  janitors 
and  the  expenditures  for  furniture,  together  with  the 
decrease  in  enrollment  which  has  been  spread  so  uni- 
formly over  the  city  that  no  decrease  could  be  made  in 
the  number  of  schools  maintained. 

The  average  cost  of  text-books  is  five  mills  greater 
than  last  year  and  of  miscellaneous  supplies  nine  cents 
less. 

The  statistical  part  of  a  report  is  apt  to  be  passed 
f)ver  without  very  much  consideration,  unless  the 
reader  is  specially  interested  in  some  detail  of  it,  even 
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though  the  figures  may  suggest  much  that  is  worthy  of 
thought  and  interest.    In  connection  with   the  item 
concerning  the  average  cost  per  pupil  for  books  it  may 
be  of  interest  if  some  additional  facts  are  given.  In 
places  where  indivual  purchase   prevails   the  burden 
falls  directly  on  each  parent,  but  where  books  are  free 
the  reduced  burden  is  transferred  to  the  individual  tax- 
payer.   If  a  pupil  were  to  buy  all  of  the  books  now  - 
required  in  each  grade  for  the  completion  of  our  course 
as  at  present  arranged,  the  cost  to  him  would  be  very 
much  greater  than  is  now  the  case.    Readers  are  the 
only  text-books  that  are  required  in  every  grade  from' 
the  first  to  the  eighth,  if  we  except  copy-books,  conse- 
quently there  are  more  of  them  used  than  any  other. 
Besides  the  regular  readers  required   in  each  grade 
there  is  a  list  of  from  two  to  six  or  eight  supplement- 
ary books  which  may  be  read  if  the  class  has  the  time 
and  ability  to  do  it..  The  cost  to  a  pupil  at  list  price 
of  the  required  readers  and   only  one  supplementary 
reader  in  each  year  would  be  as  follows:     First  year 
.82;  2nd  year,  1.56;  3d  year,  2.io;4th,  i.oo;  5th,  2.79; 
6th,  2.80;  7th,  2.00;  8th,  3.05;  making  a  total  of  17.02 
for  readers  alone.    Adding  to  these  figures  the  sums 
required  for  the  other  text-books  makes  the  total  cost 
to  a  pupil  as  follows:     First  year,  .82;  2d,   1.88;  3d, 
3.21 ;  4th,  4.74;  5th,  4. 15;  6th,  6.20;  7th,  6.51;  8th,  5.98; 
making  a  total  of  33.49-    In  the  high  school  the  cost 
will  vary  somewhat  with  the  course  taken  but  not 
much.    Taking  the  Latin  course  as  a  fair  sample  the 
cost  to  a  pupil  for  text-books  to  go  through  the  high 
school  would  be  as  follows:  First  year,  11.52;  2d  year,. 
10.93;  3d  year,  7.47;  4th  year,  8.12,  making  a   total  of 
$37.84.    This  gives  for  grades  and  high  school  together 
a  total  cost  to  one  pupil  for  the   books   necessary  to

pass  through  our  schools  of  $71.33.  Except  a  small 
dictionary  this  does  not  include  any  reference  or  librar}' 
books.  Going  back  for  the  past  twelve  years  so  as  to 
include  eight  years  for  the  grades  and  four  years  for 
the  high  school  and  taking  the  average  cost  per  pupil 
for  books  for  each  year  I  find  that  the  sum  per  pupil 
for  that  period  is  $6.45.  The  difference  between  71.33 
and  6.45  or  64.88  represents  the  saving  to  the  com- 
munity' in  the  item  of  books  on  each  pupil  completing 
the  course  effected  by  the  plan  in  use  here  over  the 
former  practice  of  individual  purchase  and  ownership. 
The  amount  of  this  saving  is  so  great  that  to  one  who 
has  given  little  attention  to  the  matter  it  will  seem  al- 
most incredible.  It  is  due  in  part  to  purchase  in  quan- 
tities at  reduced  rates  for  cash  directly  from  the  publi- 
shers, but  chiefly  to  the  greatly  increased  amount  of 
service  rendered  by  each  book  before  it  is  laid  aside. 
This  may  have  been  carried  too  far.  Economy  is  al- 
most everywhere  regarded  as  a  prime  virtue  and  no 
opportunity  to  urge  its  importance  upon  the  attention 
of  school  authorities  is  neglected;  but  it  is  possible  that 
we'  may  be  open  to  the  criticism  of  using  too  long  books 
that  should  have  been  condemned  on  esthetic,  if  not 
on  sanitary  grounds.  During  the  period  named  our 
stock  of  books  has  not  only  been  kept  up  but  has  been 
increased,  and  changes  have  been  made  whenever  it 
\yas  apparent  that  a  book  better  suited  to  our  needs 
was  available.  New  books  are  constantly  coming  out 
and  many  of  them  are  models  of  good  taste  and  at- 
tractiveness in  mechanical  execution  and  arrangement 
and  seem  good  in  matter  ^nd  arrangement;  but  not 
every  attractive  book  stands  the  test  of  service  in  the 
schf^ol  room.  Whenever  a  decided  improvement  can 
be  made  by  a  change  of  books  it  should  be  done  c\cu 
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though  it  involves  an  added  expense,  for  both  teachers 
and  pupils  should  be  provided  with  the  best  tools  ob- 
tainable to  increase  the  efficiency  of  their  vv^ork.  I  be- 
lief our  list  will  compare  favorably  with  that  of  any 
city  in  the  country. 

I  am  glad  that  material  additions  have  been  made  to 
our  school  libraries  during  the  past  two  years.  This 
seems  to  me  a  wise  expenditure.  There  should  be  in 
easy  reach  of  every  child  learning  or  able  to  read  at 
least  a  few  books  suitable  to  attract  his  interest  and  to 
shape  his  taste.  If  these  be  wisely  used  it  will  do 
much  to  shut  out  from  the  occupancy  of  his  mind  that 
which  is  thrashy  or  vicious.  Hardly  a  greater  benefit 
can  be  conferred  on  a  young  person  than  a  taste  for 
good  literature.  But  this  taste  is  not  likely  in  a  multi- 
tude, of  cases,  to  be  formed  or  to  grow  unless  there  is 
^convenient  access  to  means  to  instill  and  gratifiy  it.  A 
great  many  homes  that  have  other  comforts  and  con- 
veniences have  practically  no  good  books  or  attractive 
periodicals,  and  the  school  Hbrary  and  reading  table 
are  almost  the  only  means  available  to  the  children 
of  those  homes  to  come  in  contact  with  the  sources 
of  knowledge  and  inspiration  that  exist  in  books  and 
periodicals.  The  best  of  all  teaching  is  that  which  stirs 
one's  spirit  within  him  to  nobler  aspirations,  arouses 
his  will  to  worthy  things,  begets  a  conciousness  of 
power  to  rise  to  greater  achievements  and  the  desire  for 
larger  and  better  life.  That  these  effects  have  been 
produced  in  them  by  the  reading  of  good  books,  when 
they  were  boys,  is  the  testimony  of  many  men  who 
have  risen  to  positions  of  great  usefulness  and  honor 
in  the  world.  We  who  have  any  charge  of  education- 
al work  cannot  afford  to  neglect  any  means  that  will 
contribute  materially  to  the  accomplishment   of  such 
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results  and  should  seek  eagerly  to  avail  ourselves  of 
every  means  that  will  conduce  to  that  end. 

It  is  because  manual  training  offers  additional 
means  of  stimulating  mental  development  through 
muscular  activity  and  the  enlistment  of  natural  desires, 
interests,  and  aptitudes  on  the  part  of  the  learner,  as 
well  as  its  more  direct  bearing  on  the  everyday  duties 
and  occupations  of  most  people,  that  it  appeals  so 
strongly  to  many  educators.  Something  in  this  line 
can  doubtless  be  done  without  special  teachers  and 
proper  equipment;  but  it  could  be  done  much  more  ef- 
fectively with  them.  It  is  an  old  saying  that  "what  is 
worth  doing  at  all  is  w^orth  doing  well",  and  it  would 
seem  to  be  true  of  efforts  in  this  direction.  The  great 
majority  of  our  teachers  have  had  no  special  prepara- 
tion, for  or  experience  in  work  of  this  sort,  and  however 
willing  or  desirous  they  may  be  to  learn,  they  need  ex- 
pert guidance  and  directions  in  order  to  avoid  mistakes 
and  to  prevent  serious  waste  of  time  and  effort.  Many 
things  are  learned  very  effectively  through  mistakes, 
but  it  is  a  costly  way  to  learn  and  can  be  justified  only 
by  unyielding  necessity-  That  your  conviction  of  the 
value  of  manual  training  and  your  desire  to  make 
proper  provision  for  it  in  our  schools  will  yet  meet 
with  the  necessary  financial  support  on  the  part  of  the 
community  I  have  no  doubt.  It  is  better  that  such  a 
step  should  be  fully  considered  and  generally  under- 
stood before  it  is  taken,  than  to  be  hastily  adopted  in 
a  wave  of  enthusiasm  and  then  succumb  at  the  first 
breath  of  adverse  criticism.  Intelligent  investigation 
that  will  lead  to  a  clear  knowledge  of  its  merits  is  all 
that  is  necessary  to  win  its  support.  Many  places  that 
have  it  are  increasing  its  scope,  and  many  that  do  not 
have  it  are  putting  it  in.    It  is  winning  its  way   and  I 
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believe  vdll  yet  become  quite  general  throughout  the 
country.  Ever}'  step  in  advance  has  had  to  meet  op- 
position and  endure  the  cry  of  "fad";  and  * 'needless  ex- 
pense?" Some  of  us  can  remember  when  drawing  in 
the  public  schools  was  denounced  "another  fad";  but 
it  is  now  several  \'ears  since  I  have  heard  any  intelli- 
gent objection  to  it. 

The  medical  inspection  of  our  schools  which  was  in- 
troduced last  winter  has  been  productive  of  much  good 
and  has  large  possibilities  of  usefulness.  A  thorough 
inspection  was  made  at  the  beginning  and  one  or  more 
inspections  per  month  in  most  rooms  since  then.  This 
work  has  been  done  by  the  ph3^sicians  of  the  city  en- 
tirely without  charge  and  they  deserve  the  thanks  not 
only  of  the  Board  but  of  citizens  generally  for  the 
generous  and  valuable  service  so  freely  given.  The 
good  effect  of  such  service  is  not  confined  to  the  im- 
mediate help  to  the  individual  children  but  extends  al- 
so to  a  more  wide-spread  interest  in  matters  of  higiene 
which  makes  it  easier  to  prevent  the  spread  of  conta- 
gious diseases.  Without  the  intelligent  co-operation  of 
parents  it  is  exceedingly  difficult  to  prevent  the  spread 
of  such  diseases.  This  was  quite  noticeable  in  the 
matter  of  small-pox  last  winter.  Many  of  the  cases 
were  of  so  mild  a  type  that  some  parents  did  not  exer- 
cise proper  care  in  following  the  directions  of  the 
health  officer  to  prevent  giving  it  to  others,  not  realiz- 
ing that  a  severe  case  may  result  from  contact  with  a 
mild  one. 

Cleanliness  is  so  vital  an  element  in  all  matters  of 
sanitation  that  I  would  be  glad  to  see  bathing  facilities 
put  into  all  of  our  large  buildings,  but  this  will  prob- 
ably have  to  wait  till  some  other  needed  improve- 
ments are  made.    There  is  still   a   large   number  of 
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double  desks  that  should  be  replaced  with  single  ones, 
and  several  buildings,  need  better  water  closets. 

During  the  past  winter  a  considerable  number  of 
hygrometric  tests  were  made  in  school  rooms  and  in 
nearly  all  cases  they  were  found  to  be  decidely  lacking 
in  the  proper  amount  of  moisture.  Some  of  them 
showed  a  dryness  greater  than  that  of  the  desert  of 
Sahara.  I  have  no  doubt  that  the  health  as  well  as 
the  comfort  of  those  working  under  such  conditions  is 
materially  affected.  If  a  sufficient  amount  of  moisture 
were  present  in  the  air,  a  lower  temperature  would 
probably  be  entirely  comfortable;  and  it  is  possible 
that  a  sufficient  amount  of  fuel  might  be  saved  in  this 
way  to  pay  the  expense  of  supporting  the  lack.  I  believe 
it  w^ill  be  well  worth  your  while  to  make  a  careful  test 
of  this  in  at  least  one  building  during  the  coming 
winter. 

In  June  a  class  of  thirty-two  was  graduated  from 
the  High  School,  six  belonging  to  the  February  divi- 
sion, and  seventy-two  were  admitted  on  examination 
or  recommendation  from  the  wards.  Of  this  number 
sixty-five  entered  during  the  first  w^eek  of  September. 

I  desire  to  express  to  you  my  high  appreciation  of 
your  confidence  in  me  and  the  consideration  given  to 
all  the  suggestions  heretofore  made. 

If  all  the  citizens  knew  as  I  do  the  value  of  the  un- 
selfish service  that  you  are  giving  so  freely  to  the  city 
I  am  sure  that  only  words  of  praise  and  commendation 
would  be  spoken  of  it. 

Permit  me  to  commend  to  you  the  spirit  and  dili- 
gence, faithfulness,  and  progress  that  prevails  through- 
out the  teaching  force.

Dear  Sir: — Herewith  is  submitted  the  annual  re- 
port of  music  in  the  public  schools  of  La  Crosse. 

The  work  in  music  has  been  developed  along  the 
same  lines  as  last  year.  In  the  primary  grades  new 
interest  has  been  aroused  by  correlating  the  drawing 
and  music,  the  pupils  illustrating  by  paper  cutting  and 
silhouette  effects  the  songs  from  Mrs.  Gaynor's  "Songs 
and  Scissors".  In  the  grammar  grades  a  book  of 
patriotic  and  old  familiar  songs  was  introduced  for 
supplementary  singing  -  these  have  been  much  enjoyed 
by  the  students. 

The  High  School  chorus  and  Mendelssohn  Club 
have  continued  their  commendable  work.  A  very  de- 
lightful concert  was  given  by  the  Mendelssohn  Club, 
assisted  by  the  Girl's  Mandolin  Club,  George  Garrett 
and  Wilbur  Holcomb.  The  proceeds  were  divided  be- 
tween the  High  School  Library  fund  and  the  club. 

The  supervisor  is  very  appreciative   of   the  half 
years  leave  of  absence  which  has  been  granted  her  for 
)  study  and  travel  abroad.    She  has  outhned   the  daily 

lessons  in  all  grades  for  the  coming  year  and  it  will  be 
carried  on  by  Miss  Hanson,  so  that  the   work   in  this 
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department  will  proceed  without  interruption,  and  be 
up  to  grade  when  she  resumes  the  supervision  upon 
her  return  in  February.

Dear  Sir:  -  Herewith  please  accept  my  fourth 
annual  report  of  the  department  of  drawing  in  the 
public  schools  of  La  Crosse. 

On  the  whole  the  work  the  past  year  has  been 
very  satisfactory.  Teachers  and  pupils  have  united  in 
striving  to  attain  certain  ideals,  and  there  has  been  a 
steady  growth  in  power  and  the  ability  to  grasp  the 
"tout  ensemble"  of  the  subject  presented. 

Drawing  was  not  placed  in  the  public  schools  for 
the  training  of  artists,  but  rather  that  appreciation  and 
taste  be  cultivated.  "Let  the  child  seek  to  express 
himself  by  drawing  rather  than  spend  his  efforts  in  try- 
ing to  draw.  Stimulate  and  train  the  expression  and 
the  desire  for  technical  facihty  will  follow  soon 
enough. 

There  are  certain  qualities  that  lie  within  the 
reach  of  those  who  cannot  draw,  and  by  drawing  is 
meant  the  ability  to  reproduce  an  object  or  copy  with 
accuracy.  These  fjualities  can  be  expressed  by  anyone 
who  can  learn  to  form  the  letters  of  the  alphabet. 
They  are  the  same  (jualities  that  govern  all  exin'ession 
in  poetry,  music  or  painting;  simplicity  or  clearness  of 
intention;  proportion,  or  relation  in  size  of  an  object 
or  mass  to  anothcM-  object  or    mass,    and    such  other 
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qualities  in  beauty  of  expression  as  can  be  taught  b}^ 
comparison". 

We  have  endeavored  more  than  ever  before,  to 
appeal  to  the  creative  and  imaginative  ability  of  the 
child  by  interesting  him  in  composing  landscapes,  and 
arranging  vines  and  flowers  within  given  spaces;  con- 
sidering the  whole  before  the  parts. 

The  book,  "Songs  and  Scissors"  has  been  of  much 
assistance  to  the  primary  teachers,  both  in  drawing 
and  paper  cutting,  and  the  additional  supply  of  scis- 
sors has  been  greatly  appreciated. 

The  School  for  the  Deaf  has  added  drawing  to  its 
course,  and  takes  considerable  interest  in  the  work. 

Outlines  of  the  work  to  be  accomplished  has  been 
submitted  to  the  grade  teachers  each  month  as  hereto- 
fore, and  the  course  pursued  in  the  High  School  was 
similar  to  that  given  in  previous  reports. 

I  desire  to  express  my  appreciation  of  the  interest 
of  the  superintendent,  principals,  and  members  of  the 
Board  of  Education,  and  the  earnest,  faithful  work  of 
the  teachers  during  the  past  year.

As  heretofore,  the  percentage  of  those  taking 
German  has  been  slightly  higher  during  the  first  half 
year  than  during  the  second. 
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The  total  enrollment  and  the  number  taking  Ger- 
man, in  each  grade,  during  the  second  half  of  the  past 
school  year  are  as  follows:

I  regard  these  figures  as  quite  encouraging,  for 
the  highest  percentage  of  the  total  enrollment,  taking 
German  at  any  time  during  the  preceding  school  year 
was  .603.  The  highest  total  enrollment  in  these 
grades,  at  the  Second  District,  during  that  year  was 
326,  in  the  month  of  April,  1902.  Of  these  326  pupils 
179  were  enrolled  in  the  German  classes,  (54.9  per 
cent).  While  there  has  been  a  marked  falling  off  in 
the  attendance  at  the  Second  Dis.rict,  there  has  been 
an  actual  increase  in  the  number  talking  German.

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The  table  shows  a  school  population  slightly 
greater  than  last  year.  Since  1892  the  census  enumera- 
tor has  followed  the  instructions  then  given  him  by 
members  of  the  board  to  exclude  the  names  of  all 
children  residing  in  charitable  institutions  in  the  cit3^ 
My  attention  being  called  to  the  matter,  I  examined 
the  law  and  concluded  that  such  exclusion  was  not 
justified  by  the  language  of  the  statute,  holding  that  it 
applied  only  to  state  penal  and  charitable  institutions, 
and  referred  the  matter  to  the  State  Superintendent 
for  his  decision.  His  reply  fully,  sustains  the  view 
taken,  and  results  in  the  addition  of  nearly  one  hund- 
red and  fifty  names  to  the  list.  The  ommission  of  these 
heretofore  has  resulted  in  a  very  material  loss  to  the 
city.

By  act  of  the  legislature  of  1903  all  cities  having  a 
population  of  10,000,  or  over  are  required  to  appoint 
one  or  more  truant  officers  to  assist  in  the  enforcement 
of  the  provisions  of  the  law  which  requires  the  attend- 
ance of  all  children  between  7  and  14  for  a  period  of 
not  less  than  32  weeks  instead  of  12  weeks  as  hereto- 
fore. Owing  to  geographic  and  other  conditions  it  was 
deemed  best  to  appoint  two  truant  officers,  each  to 
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give  but  part  of  his  time  to  the  work.  This  was  done 
and  the  marked  decrease  in  the  number  of  cases  of 
truancy  is  no  doubt  chiefly  due  to  their  efforts.  The 
law  will  no  doubt  be  productive  of  much  good  and  its 
enforcement  more  readily  effected  when  its  provisions 
are  more  generally  understood.  The  officers  have 
been  diligent  in  their  efforts  to  secure  comphance  with 
its  provisions  and  we  may  reasonably  hope  for  still 
better  results  in  the  future.  This  measure  has  added 
somewhat  "to  our  expenses  but  I  believe  the  expendi- 
ture a  wise  one. 


MANUAL  TRAINING. 

The  value  of  work  in  manual  training  in  the  grades 
as  well  as  in  high  schools  is  becoming  more  and 
more  apparent  throughout  the  country,  and  many 
places  are  taking  steps  for  its  introduction  or  for  its 
extension  where  it  has  already  been  introduced.  In 
the  not  distant  future  it  will  surely  occupy  a  large 
place  in  some  form  or  other  in  the  work  of  public 
schools  generally.  In  the  exhibits  of  school  work  in 
the  Exposition  at  St.  Louis  the  proportional  number 
that  show  work  of  this  kind  is  much  greater  than  I 
have  seen  at  any  previous  exposition,  and  forms  a  very 
noticeable  part  of  a  large  number  of  exhibits.  I  know 
that  you  are  desirous  of  having  it  taken  up  here  and 
can  only  hope  with  you  that  local  conditions  may  soon 
permit  the  realization  of  your  wishes. 

A  class  of  thirty-nine  was  graduated  from  the  high 
school  in  June.  An  advance  step  for  the  high  school 
has  been  taken  in  making  arrangements  for  a  commer- 
cial course  in  which  work  will  begin  at  the  opening  of 
schools  in  September.  It  will  provide  facilities  which 
will  no  doubt  be  appreciated  by  the  patrons  of  the 
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school.  Type-writing  is  a  form  of  manual  training- 
whose  immediate  value  is  quite  apparent  to  most  busi- 
ness and  professional  men.  Steps  are  in  progress  now 
for  the  preparation  of  plans  for  the  new  high  school 
building  which  will  no  doubt  greatly  increase  facilities 
for  the  work  of  the  school. 

In  a  previous  report  I  have  taken  occasion  to  speak 
of  the  need  and  desirabiHty  of  improving  the  appear- 
ance of  school  premises.  During  the  past  few  years 
i^uch  improvement  has  been  made  in  the  appearance 
of  our  school  rooms  and  much  still  needs  to  be  done  to 
make  full  and  wise  use  of  the  silent  force  and  edu- 
cational value  of  tasteful  surroundings  for  children. 
Grown  people  are  influenced,  consciously  or  uncon- 
sciously by  the  character  of  their  surroundings  both  in 
their  homes  and  in  their  places  of  work.  When  the 
home  and  the  place  of  work  are  lacking  in  cleanliness, 
in  any  attempt  to  make  them  pleasing  to  the  eye 
thru  some  suitable  use  of  form  or  color,  there  is  apt 
to  be  a  corresponding  coarseness  and  poverty  in  speech 
and  thought  and  lack  in  those  graces  that  help  to  make 
life  more  pleasing.  If  this  be  true  of  grown  people 
how  much  more  is  it  true  of  children.?  All  of  their 
school  surroundings  should  be  such  as  to  help  to  form 
and  develop  good  taste  and  right  ideals.  The  more 
advanced  communities  are  insisting  that  school  rooms 
^shall  have  not  only  suitable  furniture  but  suitable 
pictures  and  other  forms  of  decoration  that  shall  have 
educational  value  to  the  children  in  the  formation  and 
developement  of  taste  and  ideals  that  can  come  only 
thru  intelligence.  All  public  buildings  and  their 
grounds  should  be  models'  of  good  taste  and  adapta- 
tion to  their  uses.  If  this  were  the  case  in  every  com- 
munity its  influence  would  appear  in  the  greater  atten- 
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lion  given  to  the  external  appearance  of  houses,  lawns 
and  private  propert}'  generally.  The  improvement  of 
West  Avenue  by  the  city  has  led  to  a  marked  improve- 
ment in  the  appearance  of  many  properties  on  that 
street.  Good  examples  of  that  kind  are  contagious. 
It  is  not  so  much  the  lack  of  money  for  such  improve- 
ments as  the  lack  of  stimulating  examples  of  how  it 
should  or  might  be  done.  The  beginning  that  has 
been  made  on  some  of  our  school  grounds  is  worthy  of 
commendation. 

One  of  the  greatest  obstacles  in  the  way  of  having 
better  looking  school  premises  is  the  exceedingly 
limited  area  of  most  of  them.  Play  and  healthful  exer- 
cise are  almost  as  essential  to  the  proper  growth  and 
developement  of  children  as  good  food.  About  the 
most  of  our  buildings  the  grounds  are  so  limited  that 
all  the  room  and  more  is  needed  for  play,  leaving 
nothing  for  good  looks.  When  a  building  accomodat- 
ing about  400  pupils  is  put  up  on  two  lots  as  at  the 
Logan  street  school,  or  between  500  and  600  on  three 
and  a  half  lots  as  at  i6th  and  Vine  streets,  the  area 
not  covered  by  buildings  is  entirely  too  limited.  When 
the  pupils  are  all  out  of  doors  about  the  only  direction 
in  which  there  is  freedom  for  movement  without  tres- 
passing on  the  street  or  the  neighbors  is  up  and  down. 
Every  large  school  should  have  a  full  block  of  land; 
then  there  would  be  adequate  play  grounds  for  both 
sexes  and  the  premises  could  be  made  into  beauty  spots 
rather  than  the  opposite  as  is  too  oiten  the  case.  As 
land  is  never  likely  to  to  be  cheaper  in  La  Crosse  than 
at  present  it  would  be  wise  to  take  steps  towards  sup- 
plying some  of  this  lack. 

The  limited  amount  of  apparatus  for  physical  exer- 
cise provided  during  the  past  year  has  given  excellent 
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satisfaction  and  it  is  very  desirable  that  additional  pro- 
vision be  made. 

The  cost  of  the  schools  for  the  coming  3^ear  will 
probably  be  somewhat  greater  than  heretofore  as  the 
increased  cost  of  living  has  made  some  increase  in  sal- 
aries a  matter  of  necessity.  The  high  standard  of 
attainment  required  here  for  admission  to  the  corps 
and  the  character  of  the  work  in  our  schools  make  our 
teachers  seem  desirable  acquisitions  in  the  schools  of 
other  places  that  pay  more.  Without  good  salaries  it 
is  impossible  to  maintain  a  corps  at  its  greatest  effi- 
cienc}^  for  any  considerable  length  of  time. 

I  desire  to  commend  to  you  the  admirable  spirit 
of  devotion  to  the  best  interests  of  the  pupils  that  is  so 
common  throughout  our  schools. 

I  submit  herewith  the  reports  of  the  special  teach- 
ers of  Music,  Drawing  and  German. 

Permit  me  to  express  to  you  my  high  appreciation 
of  the  uniform  courtes}'  and  kind  regard  shown  to  me, 
as  well  as  the  consideration  given  to  all  suggestions 
made  for  the  improvement  of  the  schools,  and  to  ex- 
press the  hope  that  the  city  may  long  continue  the  re- 
cipient of  the  valuable  services  you  are  generously 
giving  to  it.

Upon  resuming  supervision  of  music  in  February, 
after  a  half  year's  leave  of  absence,  spent  in  profitable 
study  in  London,  the  work  in  my  department  was 
found  to  be  progressing  smoothly  and  very  satisfastorily. 

With  keenest  pleasure  the  hearty  welcome  of 
teachers  and  pupils  was  appreciated  and  made  the 
home  coming  glad. 

The  plan  of  work  was  carried  on  along  the  same 
general  lines— with  especial  drill  in  lower  grades  in 
ear  training  and  sight  reading. 

In  the  intermediate  and  grammar  grades  a  study 
of  the  origin  and  history  of  our  patriotic  songs  was 
much  enjoyed;  "The  Star  Spangled  Banner,"  for  ex- 
ample, has  an  added  charm  when  the  boys  and  girls 
know  how  and  when  it  was  written. 

A  High  School  Orchestra  was  formed,  and  the 
Mendelssohn  Club  continued.  These  clubs  and  the 
chorus  of  one  hundred  twenty-five  students  finished  a 
year's  good  work  at  the  Commencement  Exercises, 
where  they  gave  excellent  musical  numbers.  The  or- 
chestral accompaniment  for  the  chorus  work  added 
much  to  the  succes  of  the  program.

POWERS   AND  DUTIES  OF  THE  STANDING 
COMMITTEES  OF  THE  BOARD  OF 
EDUCATION. 

FINANCE  COMMITTEE. 

(1)  The  Finance  Committee  shall  have  the 
supervision  of  all  the  fiscal  concerns  of  the  Board,  and 
shall  report  the  condition  of  the  school  fund  quarterly 
to  the  Board,  viz:  At  the  regular  meetings  in  Januar3% 
April,  July  and  October,  and  shall  submit  to  the  Board 
an  estimate  of  the  amount  of  money  necessary  to  be 
raised  by  the  Common  Council  for  the  support  of  the 
schools  for  the  ensuing  year,  on  or  before  the  first 
meeting  in  November  in  each  year.  They  shall  audit 
all  claims  against  the  Board  school  fund  of  the  city, 
and  shall  submit  a  written  report  thereon  for  the  ap- 
proval of  the  Board  at  each  meeting;  they  shall  also 
inspect  the  monthly  pay  roll  and  report  on  the  same. 
All  bills  presented  for  auditing  shall  be  countersigned 
by  the  committee  or  person  who  gave  order  for  the 
same. 

COMMITTEE  ON  BUILDING  AND  GROUNDS. 

(2)  This  Committee  shall  exercise  general 
supervision  over  all  school  grounds,  buildings  and  jani- 
tors. 

They  shall  make  all  needful  repairs  on  buildings, 
furniture  and  fixtures. 

They  shall  see  that  the  heating  apparatus  is  kept 
in  safe  and  proper  condition. 

They  shall  authorize  the  planting  of  shade  trees 
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on  any  of  the  school  grounds  whenever  they  may  deem 
it  advisable. 

Whenever  in  their  judgment  the  cost  of  any  re- 
pairs is  likely  to  exceed  the  sum  of  $ioo,  the  same 
shall  first  be  authorized  by  the  Board. 

COMMITTEE  ON  FUEL. 

(3)  .  This  Committee  shall  see  that  each  build- 
ing is  provided  with  fuel  of  proper  kind  and  amount. 
All  contracts  made  shall  be  subject  to  the  approval  of 
the  Board. 

COMMITTEE  ON  SCHOOLS  AND  TEACHERS. 

(4)  This  Committe  shall  consist  of  three  mem- 
bers and  shall  have  charge  of  matters  pertaining  to  all 
eihployes  of  the  Board,  except  janitors. 

All  applications  for  positions  shall  be  made  to  the 
Superintendent  who  shall  report  them  with  such  re- 
commendation as  he  shall  deem  proper  to  this  com- 
mittee which  shall  make  nominations  to  the  Board. 
Temporary  appointments  to  vacancies  occuring  be- 
tween the  regular  meetings  of  the  Board  may  be  made 
by  the  Superintendent  who  shall  report  the  same  to 
the  Board  at  the  first  meeting  thereafter. 

COMMITTEE  ON  TEXT  BOOKS. 

(5)  This  Committee  shall  refer  all  proposed 
changes  in  books  and  the  introduction  of  new  books  to 
the  Superintendent  and  Principals,  and  their  recom- 
mendations, together  with  that  of  the  committee,  shall 
be  reported  to  the  Board.  They  shall  authorize  the 
|)urchase  of  all  necessary  books  from  the  approved 
fist. 
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COMMITTEE  ON  SUPPLIES. 

(6)  The  Committee  on  Supplies  shall  purchase 
or  shall  make  all  contracts  for  the  furnishing  of  such 
supplies  as  shall  be  needed  for  the  proper  conduct  of 
the  schools;  but  such  committee  shall  not  purchase  or 
contract  for  supplies  where  the  amount  involved  ex- 
ceeds $100,  without  first  submitting  the  matter  to  the 
Board  for  its  approval. 

HIGH  SCHOOL  COMMITTEE. 

(7)  The  High  School  Committee  shall  consist 
of  three  members,  and  the  President  of  the  Board 
shall  be  the  Chairman  thereof. 


RULES  AND  REGULATIONS. 

GENERAL  PROVISIONS. 

Rule  i.  The  public  schools  of  La  Crosse  shall  be 
divided  into  twelve  grades  of  one  year  each.  These 
grades  shall  be  subdivided  into  sections  of  one  half 
year  each  and  designated  respectively,  A  and  B,  and 
promotion  shall  be  made  from  section  to  section  semi- 
annuall}'.  The  first  four  grades  shall  constitute  the 
Primary  Department,  the  second  four  grades  the 
Grammar  Department,  and  the  four  higest  grades  the 
High  School  Department.  The  District  Schools  com- 
prise the  Primary  and  Grammar  Departments. 

Rule  2.  The  school  year  shall  consist  of  three 
terms  -  one  of  sixteen  weeks,  and  two  terms  of  twelve, 
weeks  each.  The  time  of  commencing  each  term,  and 
the  length  of  the  vacation  shall  be  determined  by  the 
Board  of  Education  each  year. 

Rule  3.    There  shall  be  two  daily  sessions  in  all 
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the  schools.  The  first  session  shall  commence  at  9 
o'clock  A.  M.,  and  close  at  12  M.  The  second  shall 
commence  at  1:30  P.  M.,  and  close  at  4  o'clock  P.  M. 
The  first  and  second  grades  shall  close  fifteen  minutes 
earlier  in  the  forenoon  and  thirt}'  minutes  earHjr  in 
the  afternoon.  In  each  morning  session  there  shall 
be  a  recess  of  fifteen  minutes,  ond  ten  minutes  in  the 
afternoon,  to  be  arranged  as  the  principals  may  think 
most  judicious.  The  Board  of  Education  may  provide 
by  resolution,  at  any  regular  meeting  of  the  Board, 
that  one  session  a  day  may  be  held  at  any  time. 

Rule  4.  (a)  At  least  once  each  year  there  shall 
be  an  examination  of  all  pupils  in  the  two  lower  de- 
partments, under  the  general  direction  of  the  Princi- 
pals and  Superintendent,  and  this  examination  to- 
gether with  the  monthly  examinations,  shall  deter- 
mine the  standard  of  attainment  of  the  pupils,  which, 
for  promotion  from  grade  to  grade  shall  be  seventy 
per  cent,  in  each  of  the  studies  of  reading,  writing, 
spelling  and  language,  and  an  average  of  seventy  per 
cent,  in  all  other  studies. 

b.  The  standard  of  attainment  in  the  High  School 
for  promotion  shall  be  at  least  seventy  per  cent,  in 
any  single  study,  and  an  average  of  seventy-five  per 
cent,  in  all  the  studies  of  the  D  and  C  classes;  in  the  B 
and  A  classes  the  standard  shall  be  at  least  seventy- 
five  per  cent,  in  each  study,  and  an  average  of  eighty 
per  cent,  in  all. 

Rule  5.  The  members  of  the  senior  class  in  the 
High  School,  who  have  completed  the  specified  course 
of  stud>  in  a  satisfactory  manner,  shall  be  entitled  to 
a  diploma  furnished  by  the  Board  of  Education. 

Rule  6.  No  public  school  building  or  premises 
sh.-ill  he  permitted  to  be  used  for  any  other  purpose 
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whatever,  than  for  pubHc  schools,  except  by  special 
permission  of  the  President  and  Superintendent. 

Rule  7.  The  books  used  and  the  studies  pursued 
shall  be  only  such  as  may  be  authorized  by  the  Board. 
All  applications  for  books  or  apparatus  and  supplies 
pertaining-  to  teaching,  shall  be  made  by  teachers  to 
their  respective  principals;  by  the  principals  to  the 
Superintendent,  and  by  the  Superintendent  to  the 
proper  committees. 

Rule  8.  Besides  the  ordinary  vacations,  schools 
shall  be  closed  on  Saturdays  and  on  legal  holidays,  but 
on  no  other  day  except  by  special  action  of  the  Board. 

Rule  9.  The  President  and  Clerk  are  authorized 
to  issue  orders  for  the  payment  of  the  teachers,  month- 
ly, as  per  contract. 

Rule  10.  No  non-resident  pupil  shall  be  admit- 
ted to  a  seat  in  any  of  the  schools  except  b}^  special 
permission  of  the  Superintendent.  Such  pupils,  ex- 
cept those  whose  parents  pay  a  city  tax  of  at  least  $50 
for  each  scholar,  shall  pay  in  advance,  to  the  City 
Treasurer,  a  tuition  fee  at  the  rate  of  $16  per  year,  for 
admission  to  any  of  the  lower  grades,  and  $24  tuition 
fee  per  year  for  admission  to  the  High  School,  and 
present  the  receipt  of  the  City  Treasurer  to  the  Super- 
intendent at  the  time  of  admission.  No  tuition  for 
less  than  one  term  will  be  received.  But  no  non-resi- 
dent pupils  shall  be  admitted  to  a  seat  in  any  of  the 
schools  in  the  cit}^  to  the  exclusion  of  the  resident 
pupils. 

Rule  ii.  The  President  or  any  member  of  the 
Board  and  the  Superintendent  shall  have  authority  to 
dismiss  any  school  temporarily,  or  to  grant  leave  of 
absence  from  school  to  any  teacher,  when  in  their 
judgment  such  dismissal  or  leave  of  absence  shall  be 
necessar}'. 
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Rule  12.  The  Board  of  Education  shall  deter- 
mine before  May  ~i5th,  of  each  school  year  what 
teachers  then  employed  in  the  schools  shall  be  retain- 
ed during  the  coming  year,  subject  to  annual  exami- 
nation of  teachers.  Written  notices  of  their  election, 
signed  by  the  clerk  of  the  Board,  shall  be  sent  to  such 
teachers  forthwith,  and  they  shall  within  ten  days  of 
the  time  of  receiving  such  notice,  file  in  the  ofFxe  of 
the  Board  of  Education,  their  written  acceptance  of  such 
position,  endorsed  on  said  notice,  and  said  notice  and 
acceptance  shall  constitute  the  contract  between  the 
Board  and  teacher.. 

In  case  any  teacher  shall  terminate  the  contract 
without  consent  of  the  Board,  he  or  she  shall  forfeit 
his  or  her  salary  then  earned  and  unpaid. 

Rule  13.  Whenever  any  parent  or  guardian  feels 
aggrieved  at  the  action  of  any  teacher,  he  is  requested 
to  give  information  thereof  to  the  Principal,  and  in 
case  the  matter  is  not  satisfactorily  adjusted  by  him, 
such  parent  or  guardian  may  appeal  to  the  Superin- 
tendent and  finally  to  the  Board. 

DUTIES  OF  THE  SUPERINTENDENT. 

Rule  14.  In  addition  to  the  duties  defined  by 
the  school  law,  the  Superintendent  shall  have  the 
general  supervision  of  the  schools,  school  houses  and 
apparatus,  and  shall  visit  each  school  often  to  acquaint 
himself  thoroughly  with  the  qualifications  of  each 
teacher,  and  the  condition  of  each  school. 

Rule  15.  He  shall  assist  the  teachers  in  classifi- 
cation and  promotion  of  the  pupils  and  in  maintaining 
good  order  in  the  schools,  and  suggest  improve- 
ments to  remedy  defects. 

Rule  16.    In  order  to  keej)  the  schools  uniformly 
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graded,  the  Superintendent  shall  in  person  make  a 
thorough  examination  of  all  the  schools,  or  such  grade 
or  grades  in  all  as  he  may  select,  once  every  year.  He 
shall  preserve  a  record  of  these  examinations  for  the 
purpose  of  comparison,  and  shall  report  the  results  to 
the  Board. 

Rule  17.  He  shall  have  the  authority  to  call 
meetings  for  the  purpose  of  conferring  with  the  teach- 
ers in  respect  to  the  best  methods  of  discipline  and 
instruction. 

Rule  18.  He  shall  select  a  S3'stem  of  blanks  for 
registers  and  reports  and  prescribe  rules  to  teachers 
for  keeping  the  same. 

Rule  19.  It  shall  be  his  duty  to  enforce  the  regu- 
lations of  the  Board,  for  which  purpose  he  shall  ha\  e 
the  power  to  suspend  such  teachers  as  ma}'  refuse  or 
neglect  to  comply  with  the  requirements,  and  report 
such  suFpension  immediately  to  the  Committee  on 
Schools  and  7'eachers.  He  shall  have  power  to  fill 
vacancies  caused  by  temporary  absence  of  teachers. 

Rule  20.  It  shall  be  his  duty  to  keep  a  record  of 
the  monthly  report  of  each  teacher,  embracing  the 
average  attendance  and  punctualit}^  of  pupils  in  their 
respective  schools,  as  well  as  the  number  of  parents 
and  others  who  have  visited  the  schools,  and  make  a 
written  report  of  the  same  to  be  read  at  each  regular 
meeting. 

Rule  21.  At  the  close  of  the  school  year,  he 
shall  prepare  a  report  of  the  condition  of  the  schools, 
together  with  such  such  suggestions,  information,  and 
recommendations  as  he  may  deem  proper,  and  present 
the  same  to  the  Board  at  its  first  meeting  in  Septem- 
ber for  approval  and  before  publication  of  the  same. 

Rule  22.    The   Superintendent    shall  designate 
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and  direct  a  uniform  city  time  for  beo:inning  and  clos- 
ing schools- 

Rule  23.  It  shall  also  be  his  duty  to  examine  and 
report  on  all  text  books,  apparatus  anci  supplies  per- 
taining to  teaching  which  shall  be  submitted  to  him 
by  the  Committee  on  Text  Books,  within  thirty  days 
thereafter,  unless  excused  for  cause  by  the  committee. 

Rule  24.  He  shall  conduct  a  semi-annual  exami- 
nation of  applicants  for  admission  to  the  High  School 
and  may  summon  to  his  aid  an}'  of  the  teachers  of 
said  school,  and  the  standard  of  attainment  for  admis- 
sion shall  be  the  same  per  cent,  as  provided  for  pro- 
motion in  the  lower  grades. 

Rule  25.  He  shall  examine  all  applicants  for 
employment  as  teachers  or  substitutes  in  the  district 
schools  in  all  branches  taught  in  said  district  school  of 
said  city,  and  if  approved  by  him,  he  shall  give  them 
certificates  to  teach  in  said  city,  not  exceeding  one 
year  from  date  thereof;  provided,  that  when  not  other- 
wise directed  by  the  Board  of  Education,  he  may  issue 
certificates  without  re-examination,  to  such  teachers 
as  shall  have  attained  the  rank  which  is  now  or  may 
be  hereafter  prescribed  by  the  Board  of  Educa- 
tion. Duplicates  of  said  certificates  shall  be  filed  with 
the  records  of  the  Board,  and  if  any  contract  should 
thereafter  be  made  with  any  of  the  persons  so  exam- 
ined, the  duplicates  of  his  or  her  certificate  on  file 
shall  be  attached  to  said  contract. 

The  minimum  standard  in  each  branch  in  the  ex- 
amination of  teachers  shall  be  65  per  cent,  and  an 
average  of  75  per  cent,  in  all  branches. 

RuLi*:  26.     He  shall  furnish  to  the  Committee  on 
Schools  and  Teachers,  on  f)r  before  the  first  of  May  ^ 
each  year  a  list  of  all  the  teachers,  by  districts,  then 
emploN  cd,  indicating  thtnr  scholarship,  ability  to  teach

and  to  govern,  time  of  service  in  La  Crosse,  time  else- 
where, salary  paid,  and  grade  or  subject  taught. 

Whenever  in  his  judgment  a  teacher  is  not  doing 
satisfactory  work,  he  shall  report  the  facts  relating  to 
such  teacher  to  the  Committee  on  Schools  and  Teach- 
ers, with  such  suggestions  or  recommendations  as  he 
shall  think  proper. 

Rule  27.  He  shall  have  the  office  of  the  Board  of 
Education  kept  open  from  8:30  A.  M.  till  12  M.,  and 
from  1:30  to  5  P.  M.  on  school  days  and  from  9  to  11 
A.  M,  on  Saturdays. 

Rule  28.  He  shall  keep  such  a  system  of  accounts 
as  will  show  the  cost  per  annum  for  each  school  dis- 
trict, di\ided  as  follows:  Salaries  of  teachers,  salaries 
of  janitors,  fuel,  furniture,  repairs,  books,  supplies, 
incidentals  and  shall  report  the  same  to  the  Board  at 
its  first  regular  meeting  in  September. 

DUTIES  OF  principals. 

Rule  29.  When  any  pupil  in  the  schools  of  the 
city  shall  in  any  regular  examination  have  fallen  be- 
low sixty  per  cent,  in  any  study,  it  shall  be  the  dut}^  of 
the  Principal  of  the  district  where  such  pupil  attends, 
to  notify  the  parent  or  guardian  of  such  pupil  of  the 
fact,  and  if  such  pupil  twice  falls  below  sixty  per  cent, 
in  the  same  branch  during  any  one  year,  the  Principal 
may  with  the  approval  of  the  Superintendent  place 
such  pupil  in  the  next  lower  grade. 

Rule  30.  The  Principal  of  each  district  shall 
keep  a  complete  list  of  all  such  delinquent  pupils  in 
his  district,  a  copy  of  which  he  shall  furnish  the  Super- 
intendent at  the  close  of  each  regular  examination,  to- 
gether with  such  recommendations  and  suggestions  as 
he  thinks  proper. 

Rule  31.    It  shall  be  the  duty  of  each  Principal 
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to  see  that  all  the  clocks  belonging  to  his  school  are 
regulated  by  the  Superintendent's  time,  each  morning, 
and  all  the  teachers  shall  conform  to  the  standard  in 
making  their  record  of  punctuality,  both  for  themselves 
and  for  their  pupils. 

Rule  32.  The  Principal  of  each  district  shall_be 
held  responsible  for  the  general  management  and  dis- 
cipline of  the  schools  in  his  district,  and  for  the  care  of 
the  buildings  and  grounds,  furniture,  apparatus,  books, 
and  supplies*  and  the  subordinate  teachers  shall  follow 
his  direction  and  co-operate  with  him  during  the  time 
when  the  pupils  are  on  the  school  premises.  The 
Principal  of  each  district  shall  furnish  the  Committee 
on  Schools  and  Teachers,  on  or  before  May  ist  of  each 
school  year,  a  written  report  of  the  work  of  teachers 
in  his  district,  and  shall  specify  in  detail  the  facts  re- 
lating to  each  teacher  doing  unsatisfactory  work, 
which  facts  must  be  reported  to  the  Board  at  its  next 
meeting. 

Rule  33.  The  Principals  of  the  different  districts 
shall  establish  special  rules  for  the  purpose  of  securing 
uniform  good  order  on  the  part  of  the  scholars  in  pass- 
ing through  the  halls  and  on  the  stairs  and  school 
grounds,  at  the  commencement  of  the  school,  at  re- 
cess and  at  dismissal. 

Rule  34.  For  the  continued  violation  of  rules, or 
for  violent  or  pointed  opposition  to  authority  in  any 
particular  instance,  the  Principal  of  the  district  may 
suspend  a  pupil  from  the  school.  He  shall  notify  the 
l)arent  or  guardian  immediately,  and  if  the  matter  is 
not  adjusted  with  the  Principal  within  forty-eight 
hours,  he  shall  then  notify  the  Superintendent  and 
such  inipil  shall  not  be  admitted  to  any  school  without 
a  permit  from  the  Superintendent. 

Rule  35.     No  i)Ui)il  shall  be  finally  expelled  from 
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the  school  without  action  to  that  effect  by  the  Board 
of  Education.  A  pupil  thus  expelled  shall  not  again 
be  received  into  school  b\'  any  teacher,  without  a  writ- 
ten statement  from  the  Clerk,  that  it  is  by  order  of  the 
Board. 

Rule  36.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  each  Principal 
to  report  upon  text  books,  apparatus  and  supplies  per- 
taining to  teaching,  which  shall  be  submitted  to  him 
by  the  Committee  on  Text  Books,  within  thirt}^  days 
thereafter  unless  excused  for  cause  by  the  committee. 
Whenever  teachers  shall  make  apphcation  to  the 
Principals  for  text  books,  he  shall  ascertain  the  con- 
dition of  the  old  books  and  whether  the  new  books  are 
needed. 

Rule  37.  Each  Principal  shall  furnish  to  the 
Superintendent  the  monthly  reports  required  of  him- 
self and  the  several  teachers  assisting  him.  These  re- 
ports-shall  be  in  the  hands  of  the  Superintendent  on 
or  before  Monday  morning  followiiig  the  last  day  of 
the  month  covered  by  the  report.  He  shall  also  fur- 
nish, or  cause  to  be  furnished  a  report  of  the  scholar- 
ship, attendance  and  deportment  of  each  pupil,  whose 
work  is  not  satisfactory  in  any  department,  to  the 
parents  of  the  same.  These  monthly  reports  on  being 
signed  by  the  parent  shall  be  returned  to  the  teacher. 

Rule  38.  Corporal  punishment  may  be  employed 
to  secure  obedience,  but  only  after  other  means  have 
been  tried  without  success  in  securing  the  desired  re- 
sults. 

It  shall  be  administered  by  the  Principal  only,  or 
by  an  assistant  teacher  when  given  express  permission 
in  each  case,  and  shall  be  restricted  to  the  use  of  a 
leather  strap,  preferably  on  the  palm  of  the  hand. 

The  Principal  shall  keep  a  record  of  all  cases  of 
corporal  punishment,  and  at  the  close  of  each  month 
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shall  report  to  the  Superintendent  each  case  with  such 
information  concerning  it  as  the  Superintendent  may 
desire. 

Rule  39.  At  the  close  of  each  year  the  principal 
of  each  district  shall  deliver  at  the  office  of  the  Super- 
intendent a  key  to  his  building,  an  inventory  of  books, 
and  one  of  such  supplies  as  may  be  required. 

DUTIES  OF  TEACHERS. 

Rule  40.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  all  teachers  to 
make  themselves  acquainted  with  the  rules  pres- 
cribed by  the  Board  of  Education  and  observe  and  en- 
force the  fame,  so  far  as  they  relate  to  their  several 
departments. 

Rule  41.  All  teachers  of  the  public  schools  are 
required  to  be  at  their  respective  schools  twenty  min- 
utes before  the  time  prescribed  for  commencing  school 
in  the  morning,  and  fifteen  minutes  before,  in  the  after- 
noon. The  school  rooms  shall  be  opened  at  this  time 
for  the  reception  of  pupils.  Teachers  who  are  not 
present  at  their  respective  school  rooms  at  the  time 
required,  shall  report  themselves  as  tardy. 

Rule  42.  Each  teacher  shall  prepare  a  program 
of  the  daily  exercises  and  shall  furnish  a  copy  to  the 
Superintendent. 

Rule  43.  The  delinquent'  pupils  of  the  lower 
grades  shall  be  reported  to  the  principal  by  their  re- 
spective teachers. 

Rule  44.  Teachers  shall  carefully  attend  to  the 
ventilation  of  their  school  rooms,  and  during  the  season 
for  hres  shall  carefully  observe  and  record  the  state  of 
the  thermometer  at  least  twice  in  the  morning  and 
twice  in  the  afternoon  and  aim  to  keep  the  tcmperatilre 
at  about  seventy  degrees  Fah. 

Rule  45.    Any  teacher  who  may  tcmi)()raril\-  be 
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absent  from  school,  shall  cause  immediate  notice  of 
such  absence,  together  with  a  statement  of  the  reasons 
and  probable  duration  thereof  to  be  given  to  the  Su- 
perintendent, and  if  any  doubt  exists  as  to  the  time  of 
returning,  the  teacher  shall  as  soon  as  possible  send 
seasonable  notice  to  the  Superintendent  of  the  time 
when  he  or  she  will  return. 

In  case  such  teacher  returns  to  school,  if  the  ab- 
sence is  caused  by  sickness  of  the  teacher,  or  death  in 
the  famil}'  of  the  teacher,  25  per  cent,  of  the  per  diem 
salary  for  each  day's  absence,  estimated  on  a  basis  of 
20  days  per  month  shall  be  deducted  from  the  pay  of 
such  teacher,  provided  that  no  salary  shall  be  paid 
after  two  weeks'  absence  unless  otherwise  ordered  by 
the  Board, 

In  other  cases  the  deduction  from  the  salary  shall 
be  the  sum  paid  to  the  substitute,  unless  in  the  judg- 
ment of  the  President  a  larger  sum  should  be  forfeited. 

Rule  46,  No  teacher  shall  permit  any  agent  or 
messenger  to  enter  any  school  during  school  hours  for 
the  purpose  of  exhibiting  any  article  whatever  or  to 
announce  any  public  entertainment. 

Rule  47.  Teachers  shall  report  immediately  to 
the  principal  and  the  principal  to  the  Superintendent 
all  damage  done  by  pupils  or  others  to  the  school  prop- 
erty and  by  whom,  if  known. 

Rule  48.  For  the  purpose  of  observing  methods 
of  instruction  and  discipline,  a  half  day  in  each  term,  to 
be  designated  by  the  Superintendent,  may  be  taken 
by  teachers  to  visit  any  department  of  the  public  schools 
of  this  eity,  or  an  equivalent  amount  of  time,  and  an 
additional  half  day  may  be  granted  by  the  Superinten- 
dent to  such  teachers  as  wish  to  visit  the  schools  of 
other  cities;  principals  may  be  granted  double  this 
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amount  of  time.  Written  reports  of  observations  made 
may  be  required. 

Rule  49.  Teachers  will  be  held  responsible  for 
the  order  and  disciphne  of  their  own  rooms,  and  it 
shall  be  their  diit\'  to  follow  the  directions  and  co-oper- 
ate with  the  Principal  and  Superinterrdent  in  the  man- 
agement and  discipline  of  the  schools  during  the  time 
pupils  are  on  the  school  premises. 

Teachers  shall  not  send  pupils  home  on  account  of 
deportment  except  by  consent  of  the  principal. 

Rule  50.  A  general  meeting  of  all  the  teachers 
employed  in  the  public  schools  may  be  held  once  a 
month  at.  the  discretion  of  the  Superintendent,  the  ex- 
ercises of  which  shall  be  under  his  direction,  and  grade 
or  special  meetings  shall  be  held  whenever  he  may 
deem  necessary.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  teachers 
of  any  district  to  attend  a  local  teachers'  meeting  when 
called  by  the  principal. 

Absence  from  any  meeting  shall  be  considered  as 
one-half  day's  absence  from  school  unless  excused  by 
the  Superintendent. 

Rule  51.  No  teacher  shall  send  any  pupil  during 
school  hours  upon  errands  not  pertaining  to  business 
affairs  of  the  school. 

Rule  52.  No  pupil  shall  be  admitted  or  allowed 
to  continue  in  any  of  the  public  schools,  known  to  be 
affected  with  a  contagious  or  infectious  disease,  or  com- 
ing from  a  family  where  such  disease  prevails,  except 
mumps  and  chicken-pox. 

Rule  53.  No  employee  or  pupil  shall  use  tobacco 
in  any  form  about  the  school  premises. 

Rule  ^4-  At  the  close  of  the  year  all  teachers 
shall  deliver  their  keys,  registers,  class  books  and  in- 
ventories of  books  to  the  principal. 
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Rule  55,  Teachers  shall  not  dismiss  their  schools 
before  the  usual  time  for  closing,  nor  for  any  day  or 
part  of  a  day  without  permission  of  the  Superintendent. 

Rule  56.  For  the  purpose  of  familiarizing  them- 
selves more  fully  with  the  rules  and  regulations  per- 
taining to  the  public  schools  of  the  city,  teachers  shall, 
under  the  direction  of  the  principals  of  the  several  dis- 
tricts, devote  the  time  of  the  first  teachers'  meeting  of 
each  term,  or  so  much  of  it  as  may  be  necessary,  to 
the  consideration  of  the  same. 

Rule  57.  In  all  cases  of  absence  from  school,  ex- 
cept suspension  of  the  pupil,  and  permanent  withdrawal 
from  school,  the  pupils  name  shall  be  kept  on  the  roll 
as  "  enrolled"  for  three  da3'S, 

Rule  58.  Each  teacher  is  required  to  have  a  copy 
of  these  regulations  in  his  or  her  school  room,  and  shall 
read  and  explain  to  the  pupils,  at  least  once  a  term,  so 
much  of  the  same  as  will  give  them  a  just  understand- 
ing of  the  rules  that  apply  to  them,  and  by  which  the}^ 
are  governed. 

Teachers  shall  in  all  cases  notify  the  parents  at 
once  of  the  absence  of  their  children  and  request  re- 
plies to  the  same. 

DUTIES  OF  PUPILS. 

Rule  59.  All  pupils  are  required  to  be  in  their  re- 
spective school  rooms  before  the  time  of  beginning- 
school;  to  be  regular  and  punctual  in  their  daily  attend- 
ance; to  conform  to  the  regulations  of  the  school;  to 
be  diligent  in  study,  respectful  to  teachers,  kind  to 
schoolmates,  and  to  refrain  entirely  from  profane  or 
indecent  language. 

Rule  60.  Any  pupil  who  shall  intentionally  or 
carelessly  cut  or  otherwise  injure  any  part  of  an}' public 
school  building,  or  injure  any  tree  or  fence  or  outhouse 
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connected  therewith,  or  write  any  profane  or  indecent 
language,  or  make  any  obscene  picture  or  character  on 
any  pubhc  school  property,  shall  pay  tor  the  same  and 
be  liable  to  suspension  or  expulsion,  or  shall  be  other- 
wise punished,  according  to  the  nature  of  the  offense. 

Rule  6i,  Any  child  coming  to  school  without 
proper  attention  being  given  to  cleanliness,  or  whose 
clothes  need  repairing,  shall  be  sent  home  by  the  prin- 
cipal to  be  properly  prepared  for  school. 

Rule  62.  Any  pupil  who  shall  be  absent  four 
half  days  in  four  consecutive  weeks,  without  an  excuse 
from  the  parents  or  guardian,  satisfying  the  teacher 
that  the  absence  was  caused  by  said  pupil's  sickness  or 
sickness  in  the  family,  or  in  the  primary  grades  by  the 
severity  of  the  weather,  shall  forfeit  his  seat  in  school 
and  shall  forthwith  be  suspended. 

Rule  63.  No  pupil  so  suspended  shall  be  given  a 
seat  in  any  school  in  the  city  without  a  permit  from 
the  Superintendent.  Such  permit  shall  not  be  granted 
by  the  Superintendent  without  satisfactory  assurance 
that  such  pupil  will  be  regular  in  his  attendance  there- 
after. 

Rule  64.  Any  pupil  who  shall  absent  himself  from 
any  regular  examination  or  special  exercises  of  the  school 
which  he  attends  without  rendering  to  the  teacher  a 
satisfactory  excuse,  shall  be  suspended  from  the  school; 
the  teacher  shall  immediately  report  the  case  to  the 
parents ;  also  to  the  Superintendent,  for  his  action 
thereon. 

Rule  65.  Any  school  attaining  one  hundred  per 
cent,  of  attendance  each  day  during  the  week,  shall  be 
entitled  to  dismissal  on  Friday  one  hour  and  a  (juarter 
before  the  usual  time. 

Rule  66.     No  pui)il  shall  be  permitted  to  leave 
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one  school  to  attend  another  without  written  consent 
of  the  superintendent. 

Rule  67.  No  pupil  shall  be  examined  for  transfer 
to  the  high, school  who  does  not  bring  a  certificate  from 
the  principal  of  the  grammar  school  to  which  he  be- 
longs, stating  that  he  has  attained  a  good  degree  of 
scholarship  and  deportment  while  belonging  to  the 
school. 

Rule  68.  No  pupil  shall  be  allowed  to  depart 
from  the  school  before  the  usual  time,  unless  excused 
by  the  teacher  on  account^  of  sickness  or  other  press- 
ing emergency.  This  rule  shall  not  apply  to  pupils  of 
the  first  grade,  who  may  be  dismissed  earlier. 

Rule  69.  Pupils  shall  not  go  into  or  upon  the 
school  premises  allotted  exclusively  to  the  opposite 
sex. 

PERTAINING  TO  THE  CARE  AND  DISTRIBUTION  OF  FREE 
TEXT  BOOKS. 

Rule  70.  All  books  necessary  for  the  prosecution 
of  his  studies  shall  be  furnished  free  to  every  pupil  in 
the  public  schools  of  La  Crosse. 

Rule  71.  The  Superintendent  of  Schools  shall 
have  the  general  care  and  distribution  of  the  books,  and 
shall  be  responsible  for  them  to  the  Board. 

Rule  72,  All  books  shall  be  numbered  and  have 
pasted  on  the  inside  the  rules  of  the  Board  pertaining 
to  the  care  of  books  and  the  duties  of  the  pupils. 

Rule  73.  Books  must  be  accounted  for  to  the 
principal  by  the  teacher  and  to  the  Superintendent  by 
the  principal  at  the  close  of  the  school  year. 

Rule  74.  Any  pupil  who  shall  lose,  deface,  injure 
or  destroy  any  book  shall  be  required  to  pay  in  full  all 
damages,  in  default  of   which   such  pupil  shall  be 
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promptly  suspended  from  school  and  be  readmitted 
onh'  by  permission  of  the  Superintendent. 

Rule  75.  Teachers  may  allow  pupils  to  carry 
books  home  for  study. 

Rule  76.  Pupils  shall  keep  the  books  they  have 
in  use  constantly  covered. 

Rule  77.  Teachers  shall  be  held  responsible  for 
the  proper  account  and  care  of  books. 

duties  of  janitors. 

Rule  78.  All  janitors  shall,  for  the  monthly  sala- 
ries agreed  upon  between  themselves  and  the  Board  of 
Education,  perform  the  following  labors  and  duties  in 
and  around  the  school  buildings  for  which  they  are  ap- 
pointed: 

To  sweep  the  rooms  and  halls  daily  and  to  keep 
the  basement  and  outhouses  clean.  All  sweeping  of 
floors  must  be  done  after  the  close  of  school  each  day, 
and  all  the  furniture  dusted  with  a  cloth  and  cleaned 
before  the  opening  of  the  buildings  in  the  morning. 

To  keep  the  walks  that  lead  up  to  the  buildings  in 
a  good  and  passable  condition,  free  from  snow  and  ice 
in  winter  and  sand  and  mud  in  summer. 

To  keep  the  yard  clean  and  in  an  orderly  condi_ 

tion. 

To  have  the  school  buildings  thoroughly  aired  each 
day  as  sf)on  as  school  is  dismissed,  and  have  all  school 
rooms  properly  heated  to  about  70  degrees  Fahrenheit 
by  8:30  o'clock  A.  M.,  and  keep  this  temperature  up 
during  school  -  hours.  In  summer  all  rooms  must  be 
aire(l  at  least  one  hour  before  school  commences. 

To  attend  to  all  handling  of  fuel,  wood  or  coal, 
preparing  the  same  for  the  furnaces  or  stovesj  and 
placing  a  day's  sui)ply  in  each  room  where  stoves  are 
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used  before  school  opens,  and  remove  all  ashes  to  a 
place  convenient  for  carting  away. 

To  keep  a  supply  of  good,  fresh  drinking  water  at 
such  places  as  the  principal  may  designate,  and  to  keep 
the  pails,  cups  or  glasses  clean  and  in  place. 

To  be  in  the  school  building  at  least  one  hour  be_ 
fore  the  opening  of  school,  to  ring  the  bell  at  such 
times  as  the  School  Board  may  direct,  and  not  to  leave 
the  school  building  during  school  hours,  except  by  per_ 
mission  of  the  principal. 

To  keep  the  inkstands  filled,  the  blackboard  eras- 
ers cleaned,  to  gather  and  lock  up  the  text  books, 
slates,  pencils,  etc.,  and  do  such  other  work  apper- 
taining to  the  school  department  as  the  principal  may 
direct. 

To  take  good  care  of  all  personal  property  in  and 
around  school  buildings,  and  render  account  thereof 
whenever  called  for. 

The  floors  of  all  rooms  and  halls  must  be  scrubbed, 
the  walls  and  ceilings  swept,  and  all  washboards,  cas- 
ings, doors,  windows  and  other  woodwork  washed 
three  times  a  year,  or  oftener  if  necessary. 

teachers'  salaries. 

Rule  8o.  Substitute  teachers  without  experience 
may  be  paid  at  the  rate  of  $1.50  per  day  for  actual 
service  and  experienced  teachers  at  a  rate  not  to  ex- 
ceed $3.00  per  day  in  the  grades  below  the  high  school, 
provided  that  substitutes  shall  not  receive  a  higher 
rate  of  wages  than  the  regular  teachers  in  whose  places 
they  are  employed. 

Graduates  from  the  advanced  course  of  the  Nor- 
mal school  of  this  state  may  be  paid  at  the  rate  of 
$425.00  for  the  first  year.  An  increase  of  salary  shall 
be  by  special  vote  of  the  Board. 
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Successful  experience  in  other  cities  may  be  cred- 
ited to  the  teacher. 

The  element  of  time  alone  shall  not  entitle  a 
teacher  to  an  increase  of  salary,  but  with  abilit\'  and 
skill  in  teaching:  and  government,  and  unvarying  suc- 
cess in  all  school  work,  it  will  be  considered. 

In  case  any  teacher  shall  be  suspended  for  cause 
and  such  suspension  shall  be  followed  by  the  discharge 
of  such  teacher  by  the  Board,  the  salary  of  such  teacher 
shall  cease  from  the  date  of  such  suspension. 

Salaries  of  teachers  shall,  be  paid  in  ten  equal  in- 
stallments unless  otherwise  ordered  by  the  Board.
